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INVASION OF TIMUR.BEC 

L IMUR-BEC, being informed of the commo* a.d. 1397; 
tions and dvil wars of India, began his expedition ^^^^^^^ 
into that country, in the eight hundredth year of acriue 
the Higerah, and^ on the twelfth of Mohirrim, SJ^J^. 
in the following year, arrived on the banks of the 
Chule Jallali, one of the moft wefterly branches of 
the Indus. He immediately difpatched Noor ul 
Dien to difpo&ls Mubarick, who, on the part of 
the Idng of Delhi, had, in charge, the aefence . 
of the frontier, diftrifts. When Noor ul Dien 
had arrived within a few miles of Mubarick, he 
fummoned hitti to fubmit to Urnur. But as the 
imogrial general had previoufly retreated into 
tfttrong hcid^ on the bank of the river, round 
which nt had drawn a ditch, fonpit^the place 
iQCo an iiland, he determined to defend himfdf 
to the laft-

at nieht he fuffered a confiderable lofs, by & vu 
lent (ally of the befieged ; vp^om, in the end, 
repulfed, and forced to take fhcjter within tHe * • 
walls. Timur himfelf advanced agaSnft the ene- 
my, with his whole army. Miibaritk, intimyH^ 
ted by thd approach of 'Hftiur, ftowted tfrivat dy, 
in forty boats, his treafure and family, wflTfeu 
down the river, being two days purfued m vain, 
by Noor ul Dien, who was detached with a party 
after him. The garrifon, after the departure oi 
their leadler, imtnec^^tely furrendered. ' 

Timur proceeded dowii the river to the conflux 
of the Jimboo and Chinab, where there was ^ 
ftrong fort and lown, known by the name of 
Tulmubini. He ordered a bridge to be laid acrols 
the river, by which his army might pafs.

may not be improper here to fay fomething 
Lceming* the* proceedings of the prince, the 
gra ndftm of Timur, Kcr Mahommed, after his 
*^Mng, as his been already mentioned, taken 
Mou kan* The SoilKtial rains having deftroyed 
a great^ part of hb cavalry, iri the field, he was 
under the neceffity of drawing his army into 
the city of Moultan. There he was driven to^*»«''W'^- 
the utmoft diftre(s by the inhabitants of thebul^uded 
* country, who had dofely in^efted him. His ca- "* ^'*«**- 
vs^Jry, inftcad gf being able to adl againft them, 
diminlihed daily in their numbers, for want 
of forage. * 

In this untoward* Situation were the affairs of cs reiictcd 
that prince, when his pandfather entered Hin-'*^^"""'' 
doftan. Timur immediately reinforced Mahom- 
med with a detaduiieiit of thirty thoufand chofen 
borfe, and foon after joined him with his whole 
army. The prince tarried in his mind great ani- 
mofity aninft the governor of Battenize, who 
had chiffly diftrefled him. Timur, to chaftife 
the governor, fdefted ten thoufand horfe, with 
whi<^ he marched diredtiy towards him. When 
he reached Adjodin, he was ihewn the tomb of 
'the learned Ferid, the poet, in refpeft to whofe 
menaory he fpared the few inhabitants who re- 
mained in the place, the greatd* part having fled 
to Ddhi and Battenize. 

Timur continued then his march to Battenize, ^^^^^*^*^'^" 
cfoffi ng the river of Adjodin, and encamping ^t nh:, 
"-^^,1-^^^^^^*^^^ from which place, in one day, he 
marched one hunjdred miles to Battenize. Upon 
his arrival, the pcopfe of Debalpbor, and other 
Adjacent towns, crowded into the place, in fuch 
, ntimbers, that half of them were driven out, 
and obliged to take Shelter under the wills. They a^J inveftj

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A.p. 1397 were there attacked, the firft day, by the ki&; 
^'^'' and fome thoulands of them ilaiq. Raw ChP_ 
who was governor of the place, feeing the enenl 
fo few in number, drew out the garrifon, 
formed them without the town, in ocdcr of h 
tie. The Moguls, however, upon the firft oniet,. 
drove him back within his walls, while the kiij^ 
in perfon, prefled fo hard upon the enemy's rear^ 
that he poUefled himfelf of the gates before " ^ 
could be fhut. Then driving the runaway^ frotn 
fireet to ftreet, he became, in a few hours, in- 
tirely mafter of the plaq^ except the citadel ; to 
. reduce which, he ordered a party immediately 
to difmount, and begin to undermine it« 
^j^^ ^.^ The garrifon deiir^d to capitulate, to which 
ukcn, Timur agreed ; anol the governor, having had an 
interview with the king, prefented him with three 
hundred Arabian horfes, and with^ many of the 
valuable curioilties of Hindoftan. Timur, in re- 
turn, honoured him with a cbelat ; and after the 
conditions were fettled, fent Soliman, Sheh, and 
Omar UUa, to take pofTeffion of the gates, com* 
manding them to flay all thofe who had taken re- 
fuge in the place, and had before been adive 
againft his ,grandfon Mahommed. The reft, af» 
ter being plundered, were ordered to be dif. 
mifled. 
and the in- lu confcqucnce of this inhuman order, five 
*^ut toUic ^^"^^^^ perfons, in a few minutes, were put^to 
A^^ord! ^ death. Thofe who remained ftill within the fort, 
were fb ftruck with this maflacre, that they fet 
fire to the place, murdered their wives and child- 
ren, and, in mere defpair, fought after nothing 
but revenge and death* Tl^ urene now beca 
terrible! but the unfortunate inhabitants were, 
in the end,* cut off to a man ; they however re- 
venged themfelves amply, upon the rapacious and 
inhuman authors of their diftrels; fome thou- 
fands of th^ Moguls having fallen by their hands.

and the adjacent towns of Rahib, Amirani, 
and }oftah. He detached Hakim ^herack to- 
wards Sammana, with five thou(and horfe, and . 
with the few that remained, he himfelf fcoured 
the counfry, and cut off a tribe of banditti called 
Jits, who had lived for fome years by rapine. His 
army, in the mean time, being divided under dif- 
ftreot chiefs, carried fire and fword through all 
the provinces of Moultan and Lahore, but when 
they advanced near the capital, he ordered a ge- 
nend rendezvous at Keitil, a town within tei> 
miles of Sammana. 

Timur lumfidf foon joined his army, and hav- 
ing reeulatcd the order of his march, advanced 
towards DdM. When he reached Panniput, 
be ordered his fbldiers to put on their fighting 
appard * ; and, that he might be the better fup- 
pUed with forage, croflfed the Jumna, took the 
fort of Lowni by aflault, and put the garrifon to 
the fword. He then marched down along the ri- ^"^^ 
ver, and encamped oppofite to the citadel of Dct}- ' 

hi, pofting guards to prevent all communication. 
He immediately detached Soliman and Jchan to 
fcour the countrv behind him to the fouth and 
Ibpth eaft erf the aty j whilft he himlelf that very ^j^j^ j^^ 
with feven hundred horie onlyi croflcd the reconnoi.

Vith five thoufand foot aQd*twenty-fev^ 
phants againft him, Sillif, an Oxnraa of re 
in Delhi, who led on the attack, was rqm 
and taken prifoner by the Mbgijs/ Timur or- 
dered him to be immediately beheaded, and a&g£ 
having made the obfervations which he haffln^ 
tended, repafled the river and joined his army^ 

He next morning moved his camp mose to the 
eaftward, where he was told, by the princes and 
generals of his army, that there were then above 
one hundred thouiand prifoners in his camp, who^ 
had been taken fince he croffed the Indus ; that 
thefe unfortunate perfons had, the day before, 
expreffed great joy, when they faw him attached 
before the citadel ; which rendered it extremely- 
probable, that, on a day of battle, they would 
Join with their countrymen againft him. The 
inhuman Timur, who might have found other 
ineans of prevention, gave orders to put all above 
the age of fifteen to the fword, fo that, upq^ 
that horrid day, one hundred thouiand men were 
JJ*jJJ|jJ^mai&cred, in cold blood. This barbarity, to- 
prifoners io gcthcr with Us Other adtions of equal cruelty, 
cold blood. '^^ jjim the name of HiJlak Chan, or the de- 
ftroying Prince, Upon the fifth of the firft Jem- 
mad, Timur fgrded the river with his army with- 
out oppofition, and encamped on the plains of 
the city of Firofe, a part of Delhi ; where he ea^^ 
trenched hia)felf> filling the ditch with buffaloes 
fronting the en^my* He faftened the buflaloes 
with ropes and picquets to th4r ilations, placixig, 
at the fame tigie, ftrong guards, %t pro|>e|^jdif^ 
tances, behind them* ^'^^^-•i^ 

Though the aflrologers pronounced the feventb 
an unlucky day, the king marched out of his 
lines, and drew up 'his army in order of battle. 
King M|ihmood and Eckbal, v^ith the army o&

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Ddhi, and one Lundied and twepty elephants inAP-i397'

iglfitta, the elephaat^'drivers were difmounted, 

the outrageous animajs, deprived of their 

ides, ran roaring back, and fpread terror and 

confiifion anfong their own ranks* The veteran 

Tlteps of Tiniur, who had already conquered half 

_ the world, '•improved this advantage, and the 
dfigenente Hindoos were, in a few minutes, to- ^ 
taUy routed, without making one brave effort for feats 4e^' 
their country, lives, and fortunes. The conque- ^'^'^y- 
ror purfued them, with gre^t flaughter, to the 

• very gates of Delhi, near .which he fixed hjs 
quarters. 

. The confiemition of the fii^tive$ was fo great, 
diat, not trading to their W2dl$, Mahmood and 
his minifter deferted, in the night, their capital ; 
the former flying to Guzerat, the latter taking «ho^«^^'t 
the route of Berren. Timur, having intelligence * ^"'^^ 
of Uieir flight, detached parties after them, one 
of which com^)j^ up ^^h Mahmood, killed a 
great number of his retinue, and took his two 
infant ions, Seif ul Dien and Choda Daad, pri- 
ibners. Timur received the fubpiiflion of all the 
great men of the city, who crowded to his capip, 
and were promifed protedipn upon paying great 
contributions ; and, upon the Friday following, 
he ordered the royal proclamation and titles to be 
read in his own name in all the mofques. Upon 
the iixteenth of the fame n\onth he placed guards 
at the gates, and appointed the fcriveners of the 
city, and magiftrates, to regulate the contribu- 
tion according to the we^h and rank of the in- 
'itants. Ii^tformation was, ip the mean time, 
lodged, that feveral omrahs and rich men had 
ihut themfelves up in their houfes, wifh their de- 
indents, and renifed tp pay down (heir fliare of 
the ranfbm. This obli^d Timur to ftyid troops

^* ^'* giftrates. A general confT^fipn, uprpar, 
plundering, immediately eiifue49 whiduo 
not be reurained by the Mogul offiLcers* who^ 
the &me time, dunl not acquaint tly: )d|ig tl 
their authority was contemned Vf Ihe troops. 
Timur, according to his cuftom. after fyo 
was then bufy in his camp, in celebrating a giand 
feftival, on account of his yi^Jory, fb that it wa^ ^ 
five days before he received any intelligepce of 
thefe proceedings. The firft notice he had qf 
them, was by the flames of the city i fpr the Hin- 
doos, according to their manner, fpeing their* 
wives and daughtei^ raviflied and polluted, their 
wealth ieized by the hand of rapine, an$l they 
themfelves infultc^* beat, and abufed, fit iengd}^ 
with one confent, fliut the city gates, fet fire to 
their houfes, murdered their wives and chiUJ- 
dren, and ran out lil^e madmen againft their en?* 
mies. 
A geneni But little cficd had the d^pair of the unfprty- 
Sciht'^ *" nate upon the Moguls, who foon coUeAed them- 
felves, and began a general maifacre. Some 
ilreets were rendered impaflable, by the heaps qf 
dead: and, in the mean time, the gates being 
forced, the whole Mogul army were s^dmitted. 
Then followed a fcene of horror, much eafier to 
be imagined than dcfcribed* The deipers^te cou- 
rage of the unfortunate Delhians, wa$ ^t length 
cooled in their own blood. They threw dbw|i 
their weapons, they fubmitted themfelves like . 
flieep to the flaughter. They permitted one man 
to drive a hundred of them prifoners beiPore higa; 
fo that we may plainly perceive, th^^t cowardicqjs 
the mother oiF defpain |n the city, the Hindoo 
were, s^t leaft, ten to one, fuperior in number to 
the enemy, and had they poileired fouls, it would 
have been impoilible for the Moguls, who were 
Scattered ^bout in every ftreet, hoUfe, and corner, * 
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hden with plimda*, to have refilled the dreadfiil ^^' ^^7* 
^Ault. But tboQ^h the Indians had the &vage ^' '* 
riefeltttipD of imhrfting their hands in the blood of 
th^ vives and children, we find them ftill the 
ilaTed of fear, and fhrinking at the approach, of 
that death, w{ueh they could fo readily execute 
m others, 
lis inaffiicre is, in the Hifiory of Nizam, Aaotber 
otherwife related. The colledors of the ranfom,S^*i^cie 
ikys he^ upon the part of Timur, having ufed ^ ^^ 
great violence, by torture and other means, to 
extort money, the citizens fell upon them, and 

.lolled fame of th^ Moguls^ This drcumftance 
being reported to the Mogul Jcing, he ordered a 
general pillage, and, upon refifiance, a maflacre 
ta commence. This account carries greater ap« 
pearance of truth along with ft, both from Ti- 
mor's general charader of cruelty, and the im<^ 
probabuity of his being five days clofe to the city 
without having intelligence of what pafied within 
the walls. But the imperial race of Timur take, 
to this day, great pains to invalidate this opinion, 
nor do they want arguments on their fide. The 
principal one i3 this, that, in confequence of a 
general plunder, the kin^ would have been de« 
prived ot the ranfomt which muft have been ex- 
ceedin^y great, and for which he only received 
the elephants and regaiia« Neither have we any 
account of his takin? any part of the plunder from 
his farmy afterwards, though it muft have been 
▼cry immenfet

RcfoiTcs After having ftayed fifteen days at Delhi,* JT- 
to return. xfXMX took a fuddeu refolution of returning, md 
he accordingly marched out to .Firofeabad, wh& « 
ther the Indian governor of Mewlt fent him two 
white parrots, as curioiities, with profeflioj 
fubjeftion. The king fent Seid Turmuzi to bring 
him to the prefence, which fummons he immedi- 
ately obeyed ; and Chizer f , who had fain con- 
cealed in the hills, appeared in the royal preience^ 
and was favourably received. 
AnWcsat The king marching from Hroleabad arrived* 
Panipwt. ^^ Paniput, from* whence he detached Amir 
Shaw, to befiege Merat, a ftrong fort, fituat;pd 
between the rivers, about fixty miles from Delhi. 
When Amir Shaw reached the place, upon recon- 
noitring its firength, and finding the rarrifon de- 
termined to defend it, he mentionea in a letter 
to the king, that they infulted him from the 
walls, by telling him he could fucceed no better 
than Sen, the Mogul prince, who had formerly 
attempted to take the place, 
Bcfieges This had the defired effed upon the king, \yho 
Mcrl''*^^* immediately marched his army againft Merat, 
and, without delay, began to fink ms mines, and 
carry on his approaches ; advancing his fap to- 
wards the walls, at the rate of fifteen yards every 
twenty-four hours. Elias Adyhuni, the fqp of 
Moluna, Ahmud, and Sufii, defended the plaqe 
with great refolution. But the Moguls having 
filled up the ditch, placed their fcaling ladders, 
and fattened their hook-ropes to the wau, in fptte 
of all oppofition; and, without waiting fol 
breach by means of the mines, ftormed the place, 
and put c^ery foul within it to the fword^ The

llered them -to be iprung, which blew the walls 
anSl baflioas into pieces. 

-Timur continued his n^arch to the Ikirts of the ""'^T^J^^* 
mituntains of Sewalic, marking his way with fire iTe^a ocuie'' 
and fiirord. * Craffing, then, the Ganges, he fub-^*"fi««- 
duc d the country as nigh as where the river iflues 
Jrdtn tbc mountains ; returning from thence, he 
repafled the river, and marched through the hills, 
where ^^e was oppoled by an Indian zemindar, 
liirhom ne defeated and plvindered. He then con- 
tinued his rout, taking (everal fmall forts in his 
^ mraj ; having airived at Jimmugur, he fought 
the raja of that place, who was wounded, taken, 
and forced to become a MuiTulman. 

• Jifferit, the brother of the prince of Gickers, 
who had fled to him after his oeing defeated by 
Tioiur, had by his brother been fcverely repri- 
manded for oppofing the king; which having 
been reprefeatol to Timur, the prince was ad- 
nutted into his prefence, and became a great favo- 
rite. But when the king had marched on ^o^^^^^^^ 
Ddhi, he remembered not his obedience, and in ken, 
the abfence of Timur poflefTed himfelf of Lahore* 
The king having returned to Jimbo^ * the Oicker 
refuied to fubmit to his authority. The Sultan 
fent part of his army to beii^e Lahore, which 
being taken in a few days, the prince was brought 
prifoner to the king^ who ordered him to be in- 
ftantly beheaded. 

We do not find that Timur appointed any king 
to govern Hindoftan, which he had in a great 
meaSiire fubdued. He, however, confirmed the 
ihbas, who had fubmittcd to him, in their go- 
t&nments ; and, from this circumftance, we 
may fuppoJfe, that he intended to reuin the em- 
^pirc in his own name ; though he left no troops

The city of Delhi had remainM in anarchy fer* 
the fpace of two months after the •departure^^l^ 
1 imur, when it was taken pofleflion of by the j 
pretended emperor Nuferit, with only two thou- { 
fand horfe, from Merat. Two chiera, £hab and 
Almafs, with their troops and ten elephants, join- ' 
ed him foon after from the fame place ; Numrit 
fent immediately Shab, with his troops, towards 
Birren, againft Eckbal, who had there taken up 
his refidence. But Shab was attacked, in the 
night, upon his knarch, by the zemindars in the 
intereft of Eckbal, and flain ; Eckbal purfuing 
this advantage, took all the baggage of Shab*s 
army, 

1 his fuccels raifine the reputation as well as 
ipirits of Eckbal, he, m a few days, thought him* 
lelf in a condition to make an attempt upon the 
capital, which he did with fuccefi ; for Nuierit, 
upon his approach, fled to Merat'; and Eckbal 
refumed the adminiftration of afiairs in the ruined 

Eckbal re. ^^7* '^^ inhabitants, who had fled to different 

coven Del- placcs, haviug ftill a natural hankering after their 

^' old abode, began to afiemble again, and the place, 

in a fliort time, put on the appearance of popu- 

loufnefs, efpedally the quarter called the J^cw 

City.

ana, and defeated Shumfe ; whofe troops joining ^^^^^ 
lym, he proceeded to Slittar, and after having 
levied a great contribution upon the territory of 
Narfine, returned to Delhi. Intelligence was 
&xm alter brought him, that Qfaaja Jehan was 
dead at Jionpoor, and that his adopted fon, Kir- 
rinphil, havmg aflumed the title of the Emperor 
Mubarick, held that government. Eckbal kav- 
ing gained over to his intereft Shumfe ; gover- 
nor of Kana, Mubarick and Bahadre of Mewat, 
marched the fame year againft KirrinphiL 

When he had reached the village of Pattiali, 
upon the banks of the Ganges, Rai Seri, and all 
the ssemindars of that country, oppoied him^ 
but he defeated them, with great daughter. Af* 
ter this vidory, he marched to Kinno^e, with an 
intention to proceed to Jionpoor, and from thence 
to Bengal.

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A.D.i4oi.fled from him to Malava, and foon after, by the 
H.g.8o4. invjtation of Eckbal, returned tt) Delhi. .He, 
however, contented himfelf with a pcnlicfti, fear- 
ing that his interfering in the government woxild 
prove fatal to him. Advice b^ng Arrived, that 
Kirrinphil, or, as he ftiled himfelf, Miibarick, 
was dead, at Jionpoor, Eckbal, taking al _ 
with him the Emperor Mahmood, marched again 
towards Kinnoge ; upon which, Ibrahim, the bro- 
ther of Mubarick, who had mounted th% throne, 
advanced with the troops of the fiaft to meet 
him. 
Hu folly. When the armies were near one another, Mah- 
mood diflatisfied with his condition, and having 
the folly to imagine that Ibrahim would acknow- 
ledge him king; and abdicate the throne of the 
Eaftern provinces fof his fake, efcaped, one day, 
w^hen he was out hunting, to the army of Ibra- 
him. But, when that prince learned tht intenti- 
ons of Mahmood, he even with-held from him 
the neceffaries of life, and intimated to him to 
quit the camp. Mahmood returned, in great 
diftrefs, to Kinnoge, and was left, by Eckbal, in 
Made go- ^jje government ot that city ; the governor, who 
KbnJgc. was formerly there on the part of Ibrahim, being 
driven out. Ibrahim, however, put up with this 
infuk, and returned to Jionpoor, while Eckbal 
retired to Delhi. 
In the year 805, Eckbal marched ag^nft^Gua- 
mJSlls '*^^^' which had fellen into the hands of Narfirig, 
againft dufing thc invafion of Timur,^ and had now^ up- 
Guaiicr. ^^ Narfing's death, defcended to his fon, Byfam 
Deo. The fort being very ftrong, he could effect 
nothing againft it, bvt; plundering the diftui^^ 
arouT]d, he returned to Delhi. Brboking ill, 
however? this difappointment, he, iit a fhort 
time, marched a focond time againft Giiali*. 
Byram Deo fallied out of the place, and engagec^ 
Eckbal, *but he was foon (}ri\'*en back into the

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fart, the fi^ of which Eckbal was again obliged ^^•^^°'- 
to «aife ; and hairing plundered the country as ' ^' 
befdire, ^he returned to i)elhi. 

Ei^bal, in the year 807, drew an army to- ^^^

feated die Hindoo chief of Sibbiri, the prince of 
tiafier, the nga of Jallar, and others, who pof- 
fefled that country, he raifed contributions there. 
fie then turned his arms againft the nominal em- 
peror Mihtnood, in Kinnoge. The Stdtan fhut *^^f "' 
himlelf up in the city, and Eckbal invefted it for " 
fome time, but, not being able to reduce the 
^zcty he raifed the iiege, an^ itiarched towards

Byratn, a defc6bdant of one, of the Turki{h/».D.i404. 
flaVcs of the emperor Berofe, had fixed himfelf "e-*°7. 
in Samitaana, atad, upon the approach of Eckbal, 
had fled to the hills df Budhoorj Eckbal 
dofely puriuing him, encamped at the &irts of 
the mountains. Alim came to mediate matters, 
and a peace was foon patched up between the 
ix>ntenahig parties, and both joining their forces 
together, marehfed towards Moukan, againft 
Cmzer. At lUbondi they wert oppofed by Rai 
Daood, Ckithd . Mai, and Rdi kubbu, chiefs in 
the northern ptovinces, who were defeated and 
tikfeta ptifotrers, 'the^ perfidiotts Ectbal^ after 
this viftory^ without any apparent reafon, except 
a dq^^ of a^randizrrig hitrifejfi feiied npoii 
Bvrato, and ordered hitti to bfe^flky^d alive.

Achtiar, who comixunded in 
nrafeat&d, feeiikg the affiiirs of Mahmood ia a 
dc^enrte fitoatiofi^ joined hi^felf to Chiter, and 
arfahittgd him li^to the place. They then, with 
^ their troops^ tool^ po0effio^ of the country on 
the Qppofiie fide of the river, and prevqnted all 
fiipphesfrom Mahmopd. 

But that £simine which they*defigned for the 
Saiperor and his adherents, rcpoiled upon them- 
fidTcs; for a great drought had occafioned a 
ftardty of provifious between the rivers, and in 
the neighbourhood of Ddhi ; infomuch that Chi- 
>cr was, a iecond time, forced to raife the fiege, 
aad retire to FatipocuT' Mahmood being deli v- But. retires. 
ered from this ilmntnent danger, took no pains 
to fireugthen himfelf a^iflil a future attack. He 
took the divcrfion of hujitjfig in the neighbour- 
Ittod of Kjcitul, where be was feized with a fever, 
and died* in the month of Zecada ; and with him Mahmood 
the empire of Delhi fdD froiQ the race of the 
Tud(^, who were adopted Haves of the Emperor 
MUaommed Ghori, the iecond of that race of the 
princes of India, difttnguiAled by the name of 
the dynaily of Gbor.

trdEm^- Deftitute of every pretenfion to the throne, by 
«>'^- • fucceflion, Dowlat Lodi could not long be fop. 
ported upon it, by the few chiefs, who owned 
allegiance to the court of Delhi* He was, how- 
ever, feated upoQ the imperial Mufnud, in tlfe 

- month of Mohirim of the 816 year of the Hige- 
rah. He began his reign, by ftriking the curren- 
cy in his oy/n* name, which is commonly the 
firft aft of kings. Two chiefs of power and re- 
putation, Malleck Efteriz and Mubariz, who had 
been in the intereft of Chizer, abandoned that 
omrah and joined Lodi. A few days after his 
acceiSicn, he marched towards Kittar, and was 
met by Kai Narfingh, and other zemindars of 
ihofe diftridls, who acknowledged his title. Ar- 
riving at the town of Battiali, Mohabut, gover- 
nor of Budaoon, came to meet him. 

Advices, in the mean time, arrived, that Ibra- 
him, who ftiled himfelf Emperor of the eafiern 
provinces, was befieging Kadir the fon of Mah- 
mood, inCalpee; but as Lodi had not^ forces 
enough to march to his relief, he returned to 
Delhi to recruit hi^ army. Chizer, who had 
been preparing to invade the capital, advanced, 
in the month of Zihidge, with fixty thousand 
horfe, arid a third tin>e in veiled the citadel of 
Seri, whither Dowlat Lodi hid retired. After a

•• Difturbancfts uuPerfia, and his ardent defire of^'J*^ ""^ 
extending his conqnefis to the extremities of Afia, 
on the north and weft, prevented Timnr from 

^ retaining the conquefis he had made in India. The 
inferiontv of the troops of the Patan empire to 

. the Moguls convinced him, that he could, at any 
time, reduce India ; and he was therefore unwil- 
ling to leave any part of his veteran army to fe- 
c&re the provinces he had feized. llmur, after 
his return from Hindofian, fettled the affairs of 
Perfia, reduced Syria, Egypt, andthe lefler Afia ; 
and, in the 805 of the Higera, defeated Bajazet, 
the TurkiOi Emperor, in a great battle in the 
j^ns of Galatia. When he was meditating the 
conqueft of China, he died on his march into 
that country, in the 808 year of the Higera, and 
the 1405 of the Chrifiian aera.

When Chizer had reached Hanir, Elias, 
governor of that beautiful cit^ which had be^fek 
built by the Emperor Alia, came but to meet him, 
and was honorably received. The Emperor pro- 
ceeded from thence to Gualier, where he levied 
the tribute upon the raja, and then continued his 
inarch to Biana, taking tribute from Berim, the 
lord of that country. He after thefe tranfaftions 
returned to Delhi. 

In the year 820, Tan, chief of thofe Turks 
who had aflaflinated Malleck, lay at the head of 
a great army |?efore Sirhind. Zirick, governor 
of Sammana, •was immediately difpatched by 
Chizer, with a ftrong forco, againft the Turk 
who bedeged Sirhind, and he was once more drt- 
Turks again yen. back to his hills ; ^nd a ieafonable relief was 
fram Sir. accompUflied for the empire. Zirick having, in 
hind. purfuit of the enemy, reached the village of PacI, 
Tan confented to pay tribute, and gave him his 
fon as a hoftage, expelling the murderers of Mal- 
leck. Upon this pacification he was left in pofief- 
fion of Jallender, and Zirick returned to Sam- 
mana, fending the hoftage and contributions 
which he had raifed, to the royal prefence.

out ending the war, plundered and laid wafte 
the province of Kittar, and returned to Budaoon.

fbrmisd, that an impoflor had appeared at Match- ^'m^X 
ewarrah, under the name of Saring Chan, and warrab. 
had, by that means, coUeded a great body of 
people together. The king ordered Maleck Lo- 
di, who, with the title of iflam Chan, was, at 
that time, governor of Sirhind, againft him. 
The impoftor was defeated, driven to the hills, 
and purfued by the joint forces of Tan, governor 
of Jallender, of Zirick, governor of Sammana, 
and of Maleck, governor of the country between 
the rivers. The impoftor's army deferted him, 
each man fkulkiit^ as bell he could, and privately 
redrkig to his abode. The imperial forces hav- 
ing no further fervice to do, Separated, and re- 
turned to their refpeclive ftations. But, in the 
year following, Saring, the impoftor, idued again 
from his hills, and having made an alliance with 
Tan, governor of Jallender, they invefted the fort 
of Sirhind, and ravaged the country^ as far as 
Munfurepoor and Pael. The king fent a great 
army againft them, who; giving them a total de- 
• feat, drove them out of the kingdom. %

"*^* *^' raifed the fiege, and retreated to Ludhai^.; ^Xd^^ 
rick, at that place, found means to efcape from 
him, and join Mubarick. The emperor advanced 
towards Ludhana and Jiflerit, er^flmg the Sottif^ 
luz, encamped on the oppofite bank ; having firft 
poflefled himfelf of all the boats upon the rivery 
which circumftance obliged Mubarick to halt, till 
the water fliould fall at Kabiilpoor, Jiflerit, in the 
mean time, being determined to oppofe his pa(l • 
fage. Upon the nth of Shuwal, Secunder the 
Vizier, Zirick, Mahmood Haflen, Maleck Calliu 
and other omrabs, according to the emperor^ 
order, made a forced march, and forded the ri- 
ver, the king -himfelf following them clofe. to 
fupport them with the body of the army. Jif- 
ferit, by this means, was thrown into confuiion, 
and turned his face to flight. The Sultan kept 
clofe to his heels, flew, in the purfuit, a great 
many oftheeneniy, and took all their baggage. 

Jiflerit, after this defeat, took refuge in the 
mountains, in a very diftrefled condition. But 
Rai fiim^ of Jimmu, having direded the king's 
army to Bile, a ftrong fort into which Jiflerit 
had thrmirn himfelf, he fled to another place, but 
Mubatick was purfucd with great flaughter, and Mubarick, 
Lahoilj* ^^ ^ Mohirim of 825, directed his march to 
and rettiriK Lahofc, Ordered the ruined palaces and fortifica« 
to Delhi. ^Jqj,5 j.^ ^^ repaired, and, appointing Hafltn go- 
vernor, returned to Delhi. 
TiiTcrit be- Jiflerit, collecting his fcattered forces, took the 
iifgrsia- field again, and invcfted Lahore for five months, 
i'„";Vrcc,V,.^vithout fuccefe. He then raifed the fiege, retired 
to Cailanore, and fell upon Rai Bimd, for hav- 
ing give^ afliftance to the king ; but the aAion, 
which enfued between them, b|;ing undecifive, * 
Jiflerit went to the banks of the Bea, and began 
to recrwit his army. In the mean time, Malleck 
a ' Secunder 
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• Secunder the vizier, who had been fent to fuc- ^^ ,^j, 
i^^mr Lahore, joined by Malleck Rigib, governor Hig.tss. 
ofDdbalpoor, and by Iflam, governor of Sirhind, 
advanced towards Jiflerit, and obliged him to 
/ W£0)is the Ravi ^nd Chinaab, and to take flielter 
among the hills. The vizier marched along the 
JRavi to Callanore ; and, upoq the frontiers of 
Jimmu, Ria Bime joined him, and leading the 
imperial troops through the hills, where the Gick- JjSkt r"" 
ers wer£ concealed, fome thoufands of that un« in tbe 
happy people were put to the fword, and the '»°"°**»"'- 
vizier returned to Lahore. 
.• Thcfe fuccefles prevailed upon the king to ap- 
point the vizier vice-roy of Lahore, and to recal 
Hailen. But, in the year eight hundred and twen- 
ty fix, the Sultan deprived him tf the vi?:arit, and 
conferred it upon Surur ul Muluck, whom he 
dispatched againft the Hindoos of Kittar. The 
emperor himfelf followed that general with a grea- 
ter army. The inhabitants of Kittar were fub- w i, - ^ 
dued, and a great tribute exacted from them. invadeV 
Mubarick having fettled affairs with Mahabut,^*"*^- 
governor of Budaoon, commanded him to march 
againft the tribe of Toor, whom that general plun- 
dered, and took prifoners to a man. The Raja 
of Attava having, at this time, withdrawn him- 
felf from the royal camp, Mubarick purfuedhim to 
that place, and beiieged him there. But terms 
of pqjice were fettled between them, and the Raja's 
fon given as a hoftage for his father's future good 
behaviour. The King, after thefe tranfadlions, re- 
turned to Delhi. 

■Hafien was, about this time, appointed pay- 
mailer and commander in chief of the troops. Jif 
ferit, unconquered by his misfoFtunes,raifed again 
• his head, and, having defeated and flainKai Bime, 
by a freih acquifition of reputation and wealth, 
raifed an army of Gickers, with which^e again 
* attempted the conqycft of Delhi. Having rava- 
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• 

A. p. i4«3ged the countries of Lahore and Debalpoor, he « 
^'«'**7colIefted together very confiderable plunder, b(B^^ 
when Secundefj the late vizier, advanced aguHft 
him, he did not chufe to rifque a battle, and tkefe- 
for« retired, with his ^oils, to«the*l^lls, vfh^ 
he bufied himfeif in recruiting* his aroiy for 
another attempt. 

In the mean tin>e, Jiilerit made an alliance with 
Amir Ali, a Mogul Omrah, a fubje^of the empe- 
ror Sharoch, the fon of the great Timur, v«io , 
refided at CabuL He perfuaded Amir AU te 
make an incurfion into the territories of Seiftao, 
Bicker, and Tatta,.to draw off the King's attenti- 
on from Delhi, and fo to facilitate his own fchemes. 
Alia, governor of Moultan, dying about this dflje, 
and the news of Amir All's incurfion being noifcd 
abroad, the King, without delay, fent Hafi^, with 
the army, towards Moultan. llie raja €^ Ma- 
lava had, in the (kme year, invefted Crualier, 
which obliged the emperor Mubarick to raifc aH 
the forces of thofe provinces, and to march againft 
him ; levying, on his way, contributions upon 
Amir, prince of Biana. 
The raja of Atava, upon the approach of Mu- 

Muradfk*^ barick, croffed the Chumbul, and fat down on the 
oppofite bank. Mubarick having, in the main 
time, found another ford, croffed the river ^ith 
great expedition, attacked him in his camp, took 
many prifoners, and a part of the enemy't bag- 
gage. The priibners being found to be Mahom- 

Suei for macdans, were difmiffed by the king. The rwa 

P^acc. thought it then advifeable to compound all dine- 
rences, by paying down a fum of money to the 
Sukan ; upon which he was permitted to with- 
draw towards Dhar. Mubarick having tarried 
for Ibme time in that place, to levy contributions 
upon the neighbouring Zemindars, returned, fc 
tlic moftth of Rigib, eight hundred and twenty,

' of Mackbul, and fent MahommdU and his fajyill^ tif 
Delhi. To Malleck Topha he gave in charge the 
town of Sikri, known now by the name' of Fatti- 
poor, marched to Gualier, raif<K^ cbntributwsir 
there, and returned to Delhi. He removed, at 
that time, Haflen from the government of 
Moultan to that of Firola, boftowing the former 
upon Malleck Rigib. 
Incde^* During thefe trahfaftions Mahommea found 
«ifcl*d*r ^^^"^^ ^^ efcape with his family, to Mewat, and 
turbances. coUeding a coufidcrable force, took the city of 
Biana, in the abfenee of Mackbul, on an expediti- 
on to Mahaban. The Sultan difpatched Mifbariz, 
whom he appoiif^ed to that government, to drive 
Mahommed from thence. Mahommed retired 
ttiVbrt-^"^ into the fort, when Mubariz took poffeflion of the 
him. country. After a few days ficge he left the dc- 
fence oftheplace to fome trufty friends, and ifloing 
out himfelf, efcaped to Ibrahim, king of the £aft, 
who was advancing with an army againft Calpee. 
Kadir Shaw, governor of Calpee, upon this 
occajQon fent exprei&s to Delhi, for fuccours. Mu«> 
barick haftenedto his relief, and having reached A- 
terawli, detached Haifen,with ten thoulandhorfe, 
againft Muchti& Chan, the brother of Ibrahim, 
who was in motion with a coniiderable force to 
reduce Attava. This detachment, however, en* 
countering Muchtifs, drove him back to his^ro- 
ther, and Haflen returned to the army. Ibrahim 
advanced along the banks of the Black River to 
Burhanabad, irom thence to the village of Raberi, 
and fo on to the banks of Kinhire, w^re he eh* 
camped. Mubarick, in the mean time, croffing 
the Jumna, near Chundwar, encamped within ten 
miles of the enemy. Both armies remained in 
their trenches for the fpace^ twenty two days,* 
during w^ch time, flight ikirmiflies daily happen- t 
% ed between them. Ibrahim,<'however, upon the

^ wards jioitpoor, while Mubarick, contenting him* 
&H with the advantage he had gained, returned 
towards Gualier, croffing the river at Hitgaut. 
HkYis^ received there the ufual«prefents, he tur- 
ned offtowards Biana, into wliich Mahommedhad 
again thrown himfelf, after the bat^e.. He made 
agaUant defence, but was again obliged to capitu- 
late, and had leave to go wlutherfoever he pleajfed. 
Haflen was left in the government of that pro* 
vinoe ; and on the .fifteenth of Shaban, eight hun- 
dred and thirty -one, Mubarick returned victorious 
and triumphant to Delhi. He there feized Malleck 
Mewati, who had joined himUblf to Ibrahim, and 
ordered him to be put to death. 

In the month of Zicada the Sultan received ^[^*^^aul- 
advices, that Jifferit had fat down before Callanore, nlfe,^ 
after having defeated Secunder, the late vizier, 
who had marched againft him, and driven him 
back to Lahore. Mubarick fent an order to Zi- 
rick,goiernor of Samana,andIilam,who comman- 
ded at Sirhind, tO join Secunder ; but, before their 
arrival, he had marched towards Callanore, and 
defeated Jifferit in his turn ; depriving him of all u defeiud 
the plunder he had acquired in that province. 

Mubarick marched to Mewat, iii^ne month ol^^^^f^^ 
Mohirrim, eight hundred and thii'ty-two, :^d en* Mewl*. 

* tirely fubdued that coui^try, obliging the mhabi- 
tanft to pay a regular tribute. In the mean time

^owlad entering into a negotiation, lulled into 
a negligent fecurity the imperial gesieniis, and faD- 
Rrbciion of y**^S^^^ night from his fort,furprized thdr Camp. 

He was, lio wever , fo warmly received by the king's 
troops, that he was^ foon driven back. Thi& did 
not deter him from making another efibt*t next 
night, at the lame time making a great difcharge 
of artillery from the works, winch ftruck a panic 
into the imperial troops, who todc immediately 
to thei( lieels; leaving their camp fianding,. with 
aU their baggage. Mubarick, upon receiving advice 
of that difaller, was conftrained to march tour2ft*ds 
iiVrrh"'^ Tibbe^nd in perfon.

Advancing then to Lahore, he raifed 
the ufual tii^bute froqi Sccunder, then, re- 
turned towards Dibalpoor, defolating the 
country wherever he went; infomuch that 
forty thoufand Hindoos were computed to have 
been mailacred, I)efide6 a great number carried 
away prifoners. Ameid ul Muluck pofted himfelf 
to oppofe Ali, at the to^n of Tilbanna, but he 
gave him the . flip, and went to Chitpoor, when 
Ameid received the king's orders to retreat ta 
fave Moultan. The flight of the imperial army 
encouraged the enemy to follow them beyond 
the Ravi, and to lay wafte the country, to within 
* ten crores of Moultain. Ali defeated there Iflam 
Lodi, who had been left to flop his progre& 

From thence the Moguls advanced to* Chei- 
rabad, within fix miles of the city, and the 
next day, which was the fourth of Ramzan, 
they made an aiTault upon the place, but were bea- 
ten back. They continxied, however, from flicir 
camp to make daily excuriions towards the city, 
puttingiali whom they could meet to the fword. 

The King being informed of thefe tran{adions, * 

fent Fatte Chan and Mubarick, wifh other oti-

Am^3, having porfued the runaways to Shin- 
iiore, returned vi&orious to Moultan, and the 
oxnrahs, who had fuccour^d him, repaired^ by 
the king's orders, to Delhi; and loon after, 
Mubarick, jealous of the fuccefs of Ameid, cal- 
lec^him alfo to court. Jifferit tc^ advantage ofT^^^rhm* 
Ills abfence, crofled the Gelum,* Aavi, and Bea,emphl.^^ 
and foa&;ht Secunder, the late vizier, near Jillen- 
der, defeated and took him prisoner, with all his 
treafure, and bs^ggagc. He forthwith advanced BeHeges 
and be&ged Lahore. Ali, at the fame time, at ^^*«"- 
the infiigation of Jiffinrit, n^ade another incuriion 
towards Moultan, and, having taken Tilbunna, 
by aqntulation; he broke his word, plujpdered 
the place, mai&cred all the men able to bear 
arms, and carried theu: wives and children into 
captivity, laying the town ia ruins. 

Fowlad, taking alfo advanitage of thefe diilur- 
bances, marched out of Tibberhiiid, and invad- 
ing the country of Rai Firofe, defeated him. 
Mubarick thought it now high time to march Mubarick 
from DeJhi. He, accordingly^ upon the firft of jj'^J* '**« 
the. firft Jemmad^ eight hundred and thirty-five, 
took the route of^Lahore, appointing his vizier, « 
governor of that place, arid to command in th^ 
van of his army. The vizaer arriving^ at Sam- 
mana, Jiflerit rarfed the (lege of Lahore, and re- 
tAated to the hills.

Mubarick 
left a great part of hb army at Dibalpoor, and, 
vitk a feled toody^ marched hiqpi^f to Mouhan 
to inStt the tombs of the faints, froth whence he 
returned in a few days to his camp. He, at this 
time, divcCled Secunder of his government of La- 
hore, gave it to Ameid ul Muluck, and returned 
wkh greait eKpedition to Delhi. Being jealous of 
die power of the vizier, he joined Kammal with 
him in the vizarit ; and, the latter being efteemed 
a man of fnperior abilities, he ibon gained the fa- 
vour of his fovereign and tlie people. 

Hie Timer, upon this, became diflatisiied, and ^ confpiia. 
began to projcd trcifon. Having gained overlgauJo'tifc 
Sidarin and Sidpal, two great Hindoo chiefs of ^"i^^i^- 
the tribe of Kittrie, Miran Sidder, deputy to the 
duef fecretary Sammud, lord of the private 
chambers, and others, they watched an opportu- 
nity to gflaifinate the king. About this ticne, 
Mubgirick had ordered a city to be founded upon 
the banks of the Jumna, calling it the city of 
Mubarick, and made an excurfion towards Tib- 
berhind, as it were to take the di^erfion •f hunt- 
ing. Having, on the way, received advices that 
Tibberhind was taken, and being prefented with 
the head of Fowlad, he returned to the nQw city. 
He there received inteHigence that war was carry- >

He therefore gaVe orders to 1hu£^ 
ter his army, and pitching his tent without the 
city, delayed a few days in regulating and col- 
lefting his forces, during which time he continu- 
ed to vifit the new works without fear of danger, 
having never given offence to his nobility, except 
in changing or turning them out of their govern- 
ments when they mifbehaved. 
jie is aflaf- Upou the ninth*of the month of Rigib, in the 
Uiuttd. year eight hundred and thirty-feven, according to 
his cuftom, h^went to worihip at a new mo%ue 
which he haa built in the new city, with only z 
few attendant^. The confpirators ruihed, in, in 
armour, with drawn fwords upon him, and 
bafely aflattinated him. The vizier having pre- 
vioufly fettled matters with Mahommed, one of 
the grandfons of the emperor Chizer, raifcdthat 
prince to the throne. 

Mubarick reigned thirteen years,' three months, 
tcr! ^ and fixteen days. He was efteeiiied a man of parts^ 
juft and benevolent, and, though, no great W9.r- 
rior, had he lived in a virtuous age, there is no 
doubt but he poffeffed talents which might render 
him worthy of a throne. 

Little alteration happened in the north of Afia^ 
during the reign of Mubarick. Sharoch fat on 
the throne of the Moguls, and feemed more in- 
clined to rule his dominions with juftice and cqui* 
tv, than to extend their limits towards India. , 
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ACCORDING to the cuftom of the world, a p. 14.1 j. 
which cannot fubfift without rule, the fame "*^-^^^*

Kammal, the deputy vizier, and other omrahs, i^^e om- 
-wbo were in the camp, having confulted ztnong'^hsdifgrnCe 
thetnfelves, upon hearing of the king's death, cahtent. 
reCblved, rather than kindle a civil war in the 
country, to bear with the times, to pay allegi- 
ance to the new king, and to wait a more proper 
and more certain opportunity of taking revenge 
upon the confpirators; They came iiito the city 
and paid thSir compliments to Mahommed. The xhcmicr's 
firft preferments, which the vizier gave away to tyranny, 
facilitsfte his future fchemes, was to appoint the 
two Hindqp confpirators to the governments of 
Biana, Amrohi, Narnoul, and Coram ; and Mi- 
ran $idder, dignified with a title, was prefented 
with a very confiderable jagier. The fon of Seid 
Salem was dignified with the title of Chan Azim,

When Mahihood Chilligi wa? given to under* < 
ihnd, that the king of Delhi was not prefent, he 
thought it was meant as an affront to him ; and, 
to be on a footing with Mahommed, he commit- « 
ted the charge of his army to his fon^ Yeaz ul 
Dien and Kuddir Chan. The two armies having ^ 
engaged, the troops of Delhi gave way, and left 
Beidi alone to difpute the field, which he maia« 
tained with invincible refolution, till the fugitives, 
afliatned of their behaviour, returned to the ac- 
tion. Night, hcpvever, coming on, the vidory 
was left undecided. Mahmood ChilKgi beiogr 
greatly frightened by a dream that night, and 
leaving heard, in the morning, thsc fultaA 
Ahmed, of Guzerat, was advanced as far as 
Mundo, he was more and more intimidated, and 
began to be defirous of making peace : bat fhame 
prevented him from expreflling his vviihes. At 
the fame time, Mahommed, with lefs reafdn, and 
contrary to the advice of aU his counfellors, gave 
himfelf up to bafe fear, and fent annbafladors with 
prefents to his rival to beg peace. 

Mahmood Chilligi was oveijoyed at theie pro- 
pofals, which faved the appearance of his reputa- 
tion, and immediately accepting them, marched 
from the fieid. Beloli, who now began jufUy to 
deipife them both, and to afpire to the empire;, 
marched out of the city with his own troo|)s, 
and purfuing Mahmood Chilligi, attadoed wol 
upon his march, defeated him, and took all his 
baggage. • The weak Sultan, who did not hi.

In the mean time, Mahom- 
roed fell fick and died, in the year eight hundred Ho 6\e^ 
and forty-nine, leaving behind him the character J^J* ^^^^" 
of a «^, diflblute, and unwarlike prince j 
owing to the ambition of others a throne, upon 
which he could not fit with dignity himfelf. He 
reigned twelve years and fome months, and his 
ion Alia fucceeded him in the empire. 

Sharoch, emperor of the Moguls, dying this state, of 
year, the conquefts of Timur were divided '^^*' 
among his grand-children, the fons of the prince 
Bafiijkar. The eldeft fon of Sharoch, the fa- 
mous Ulug-Bec, enjoyed the imperial titles, but 
his power was confined to the wefiern Tartary, 
or Tranfoziana. Ihe eldeft ion of Bafinkar 
pdfleflcd himfelf of the extenfive province of 
Choraflan, and the countries towards the Indus ;

When he was upon the way, 
there was a rumour propagated, that the king of 
the £aft was advancing towards Delhi, which, 
though falfe, brought back the emperor to his ca- 
pital ; though he was told by Hiffam, the vizier, 
ho\ir ridiculous it would appear in a king to be 
guided by a vague report. This reprimand 
brought upon the vizier Alla's difpleafure. 

This ftep, however, proved ruinous to theLofeshU 
Sultan's reputation, and the meancft of the peo- '^^p"^*^*^"- 
pie feared not to fay publickly, that he was a 
ixreaker man, and a greater fool, than his father, his luxury, 
He marched in the following year to Budaoon, 
ixrhere he remained lome time, laying out gar- 
dens, building pleafure-houfes, and making en- 
tertainments, and then returned to Delhi. Pre- 
tdnding that the air of Budaoon agreed better 
witfi his health, he expreffed an inclination of 
making that city his refidence, to divert him from 
which, the vizier took much pains, but.only in- 
curred more and more of his diifpleafurc.

Ldffi, which people, forming themfclves ^loiVt^ct. 
into a commercial ibciety, carried on a trade be-°>^y* 
twecn Perfia and Hindoftan« In the time of the 
emperor FeroCe^ Ibrahim, the grandfather of Be- 
k&j being pofiefled of wealth, made his way at 
the court of Delhi, and faifed himfelf to the go- 
vemment of Mcnikan. IbrahinS had five fons, 
Snltan^ Golla, Firoie, Mahomnved, and Chaja, 
who, on the death of their father, remained in 
Monltan. 

When Chizer, afterwards emperor, was appoint- 
ed to that government. Sultan received the com** 
mandof aU his Afghan troops. In the adion which 
Quzer had with Eckbal, Sultan had the good for- 
tune to kiS Eckbal, by which means he became a 
great £ivourite with Chizer. He was accordingly 
appointed by that prince governor of Sirhind, with 
the dtle of Iflam Chan, while his brothers partook 
of his fortune. One of whom, Calla, the father 
of BeloU, had a difhid bellowed upon him by his 
brother. The wife of Calla, who was his own 
coufin, bebg fmothered by the fsJl of a J^^o^f*^* ^^"^".^ *** 
when with child, the father inftantly ripped up 
het*belly, and iaved the life of the infant, who 
afterwards held the empire, by the title of Sultan 
BcWL 

Calla being killed in an aftion with the Afghans DifUnguiih-* 
oi Neaz, Beioli went to his uncle Iflam, at Sir- fs t^imfcif 
lund, and upcin his diftinguifhing him^f in a^o''^*^

he retained twelve thou(and Afghans, moftly of 
hb own tribe, in his fervice. 
rolSI^cndi Iflam, at his death, though ^e hsd childreif 
Beioii tothe of his owu come to maturity, recommended Be* 
«^;Y^ J?i5^* loli to fucceed him. The troops, upon this, di- 
vided into three parties, one of which adhered to 
Beloli, one to Firofe, brother to Iflam, who bad 
been made an omrah by the Idng of DAhi, and 
the other to Cuttub, the fon of IUam« Bui Be^ 
loll, who was the rooft artful of the three, fioimd 
means to weaken his rivals, and iACreafe his own* 
power. 
Complains Cuttub repaired to Delhi, and acquainted the 
It the court emperor Mahomtned V. that the Afghans of S^- 
of Delhi, j^-^^ wcrt eftablifliing a power, which uqlsik it 
was foon prevented, would fluke the empire. 
The Emperor immediately difpatched his vizier 
Secunder, with a powerful army, to bring the 
chiefs of the Afghans to court, and if thev dis- 
obeyed, to expel them from Sirhind. Jiflent 
was alfo inftigated to take arms aninft them, by 
which means they were, in the end, dttven to the 
hills ; but upon a promife of peace, and of their 
future good behaviour, Firbfe left his fim Shai 
Chan and Beloli with his army, and with fome 
attendants, went to Jiflerit and Secunder. They, 
notwithfianding their promife, by the advice of 
Cuttub, his nephew, who was in the imperial 
canofp, imprifoned him and flew all his attenoants. 
They alfo difpatched part of their army to re^ 
duce Beloli, but he retreated to a place of ^^tv. 
with the women and children. Before he coufed 
join Sha| Chan, he was attacked and defeated, 
anfl a great part of his army fladn. 

When Jiuerit had retired to Punjab, Beloli 
collede(^ the remains of his tribe, and be^gaii to^

.We arc told, that when ^eloU was yet aj[^p^^^'/ 
youth in his unde'^ fervice, one day he was per- byaDuTcrh, 
milted to pay bis refpeds to a famous Dirvem of 
Sammana, whofe name waj^ Sbetdai. When he 

. £it in a refpedifol pofture before him, the Dirveih 
cried out, io ^n enthufiaftic manner, *' Who will 
^^ give two thoufand rupees for the empire of 
•* Ddhi ?" Upon which, Beloli told him, he 
had only one thou&hd fix hundred rupees in the 
worlds which he ordered his fervant to bring im- 
mediately and prefent to the Dirveih- The Dir- 
vefh accqpited the noohey, and, laying his band 
upon the head of Beloli, fainted him king* 

The coDtpanions of Beloli ridiculed him very ^^ntut 
much for this aftioft : but he replied, "That, if taie. 

" the thing came to pals,- he had made a cheap 

•• purchafe ; if not, the blefling of a holy man 

" could do him no harm." Upon a mind natu- 

iralty ambitious, and in an age of fuperftition, 

this prediction of the Dirveih might have great

After Beloli had defeated the vizier, he wrote 
to the emperor Mahommed, as before relat^ 
laying the whole blame of his rebellion upon At 
vizier's conduA towards him. When Msdiom- 
med bafely complied with his defire of cutting off 
the vizier, Beloli, according to his promife, 
waited upon the king, that he might ^ better 
able to carry on his intrigues at court. He ma- 
naged his afeirs at Delhi fo well, that the govern- 
ment of Sirhind was conferred upon him, to- 
gether with other diftrids near it, confirmed to* 
himinjagier; which, were the means that ena- 
bled him to mpunt the throne, as we have 
already feen, in the former reign. He had. 
His Tons & at the time of his acceffion, nine fons, Ghaja 
Baezid, Nizam, who was afterwards king 
under the name of Secunder ; Barbec, Mubarick, 
Alia, Jemmal, Jacob, Mufah^ and Jellal ; and of 
omrahs of renown, who were related to hirtii 
. ^ there were thirty-fix in the empire. 
%.t^a As Hamid, the vizier, who conferred the em^ 
fiamid. pire upon him, had great influence ftlll in the 
ftate, he treated him for fome time with honor 
and refpeft. Being one day in Hamid's houfe, 
at an entertainment, he ordered the companions 
whom he carried with him, to make themfelves 
appear as foolifh and ridiculous as poffible, that 
the vizier might confider them as filly fellows ; 
that fo he might be lefs upon his guard againft 
them. When they accordingly came into c^m- 
pany, fome tied their fhoes to their girdles, and 
others put them up in the niches of the apart- 
ment. Hamid a&ed them the reafon of that ex^ 
traordinacy behaviour. They replied, that they 
were afraid of thieves. When tliey had taken 
their feato upon the carpet, one of them began*

the plates and bosses of pernimes were laid 
befoie them^ £ime began to rub the fineft ot« 
tcr of rofes all over them^ others to drink it, 
and others to devour whole feftoons of flowers, 

* while die beetle, ftood no chance, but was eat up, 
cover and all; feme, who had eat laige pieces of 
dxnnam, by haviag their mouths burnt, made 
a terrible outcry ; and, in this kind of foolery, 
evqy one was endeavouring to outdo another, 
wiak die long axui the vizier wd*e almoft burft« 
ing with laughter. 

Hie visder, imagining that this behaviour i>ro« 
ooeded from the long's humour, who had a mind 
to make merry in his houfe, was extremdy pleaf- 
ed, and had no Cufpicion of men given to fo 
mwh mink The nest vifit the king paid to Ha« 
nnd, a greater dumber of his attend^ts were adi. 
mitted: but as^ Hamid had fiill a greater number 
of his own friends within thecourt, it was necef-^ 
firy to gain adfuiflion for fome more of the king's 
pe^[de, who were fiofqped without by the guards. 
Thelong faavtbg before infiruded them how to 
proceed in this cafe, they began loudly to wran- 
^ with the guard, and threw out bitter invec- 
tives againfi the king, for permitting them to 
be ib unworthily treated. They even fwore that 
they^re^ieftod the vizier, and would (^e him. ^^^ ^.^ 

Ihe vizier hearing this, ordered the doors to rdztTb m$ 
be thrown open, and as many to be admjtted as "^"^^ **<*»«•

The fame yeokr, the eight hundred and fifty^

wf tb?"' gubte all the wribrn provinces. Some of his 

weftrropro. omrahs being diflatisfied at tliiB time, left hinr, 

Ttnces. ^^^ joined MaHmodd, king of Jionpoor, who, 

during the abfence of fidoli, in 1^ tanning of 

the year fight faundred and fifty-fix, advanced 

with a great army, and laid fiege to. Delhi. * Be* 

loll hafiened from Ddalpobry.invch by march, 

nor halted tilt he reached Perab^ within tUrty 

miles of Deihi, 

Mahmood fent thirty thoufand horfe, and 
thirty depliauts, under the command of Hereri, 
agaiuft him. When the aAion began^ Cnttidi, 
who ekcdlcd in archery, having funk an arrow 
in the forehead of one ofHerevi'sdephants^ the 
animal became outrageous, and brojoe the fines^ 

^tu Ihrar. ^^^^^> in the mean time, advancing againft 
nyofMahrDiria Lodi, one of the dila&fted omrahs, who 
^^ ^ad joined Mahmood, cried out^^^^ For ihame \ 
^* Diria^ where is your honor, thus to wage war 
^ againft your own kindred, and to inveft your 
^^ wife and family iii the dty of Delhi, when you 
'* ought rather to defend them agaSfift youif na- 
^ tund enemi^ ?*^ ** Purfiie me not," faid Diria, 
^ and Ijim gone ;*' and he immediatdy whisded 
off, fbpowed by alt the Pataas, or A^^ums^ in 
Ikrevi's army. The other troops being thus 
(l^f^rtQdLi gave way, and Herevi was taken piv 

foncrj 
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; but laving, with his own band, juft^^'g^^'' 
kOM ^^ brodier of Rai Kirren, that omrah, in 
Kvenge, ifani^ offhb head^ and fent it to the em- 
peror. Upon retceiving the news of this defeat, 
Mahmood ndfed the fiege of Delhi, and retreated 
with great predintation to Jionpoor. 

The power of BdoU became nrmly efbblifhed, 
and he b^an to tarn his thoughts upon new ac- 
«pn&tions. His firft movement was towards 
^ Mevat, *«here Hamid, the vizier, fubmitted 
^ hhnieif to his authority. The emperor took 
tsvm pcrgunnahs from Hamid, and permitted 
htn to hold the remainder in .fee. Beloii from 
thence marched to Birren, and Diria, govemcr 
of ^imbol, prefented him with feven more per- 
gimnahs, and fubmitted in lilce manner. He 
then took the rout of Koli, and confirmed Ihh 
in that government* He continued his prc^efs 
to Bnrhaaabad, and gave that province to Muba* 
rick, ^ye Boga*was delivered over to Rai Partab. 
But when he advanced to Raberi, Cuttub, the 
foB of Ha&n, the governor, (hut himfelf up in 
the fort, but the king took it in a few days by ca- 
pitulation, and again fettled him in the fame go- 
vernment. Bdoli marching from thence to At« 
tava regulated that government, and confirmed 
the former Suba. 

An omrah, called Jonah, quitted about this 
time, the court in difguft, and joined Mahmood, 
king of the Eaft, from whom he received the go- 
vernment of Shumfeabad. Jonah infiigated Mah- The kiofr 
mood to make another attempt upon Delhi, who ^.^^J^jf^g 
for that purpofe, took the route of Attava, where upon Delhi. 
Ite met Bdoli. The armies, the firft day of their 
appearance in %ht, on both fides fent /)Ut par- 
ties to fldrmiih, but nothing remarkable was 
^tie, and, the next day^ they began to treat, 
•when It was agreed, that Beloii (hould^keep pof-

ofTendwi Mahmood, immediately after this pacification, 

%ith Beioii returned to Jionpoor, and Beloli went to Shum- ' 
feabad to take pofleflion of it* This latter expe- 
dition of Beloli greatly oflfended Mahmood, and he 
immediately returned to Shumfeabad, where the"* 
omrahs, Cuttub and Diria, furprized his camp in 
the night. But during the attack, t&e horie of 
Cuttub having trod upon a tent-pin, threw him, 
and he was taken by the enemy, and his p^rty 
retreated to their own camp. Bdoli drew out 
his army, in the morning, but received advice 

^*^'- that Mahmood had juft expired, and that thle 
omrahs had fet up his fon Mahommed ; and, by 
the mediation of Bibi Raja, the young king's 
mother, who probably had received previous af- 
furances, a peace was immediately concluded* 
Mahommed returned to Jionpoor, and Beloli 
took the rout of Delhi. 

Before the king arrived at the capital, he re- 
ceived a letter frem Shumfe Chatoon, the fifter 
of Cuttub, conjuring him, in the moft tender 
manner, not to fuffer her brother to remain in 
captivity. This prevailed upon Beloli Co break 
the peace he had juft concluded, and to march 
towards Jionpoor. Mahommed met him near 
Sirfutti. The younger brother of Mahommed, 
Haflbn, fearing his brgther's refentment for (bme 
trefpafs, took this opportunity of marching off, ^ 
with al^his adherents, to Kinnoge. Sittal, his 
other brother, foon follpwed him; but |the de- 
tachment which Beloli had fent after Hafien* m#t 
Sittal gn the way, and took him i>rifoner^ Bdo^ 
li debsr Alined to keep him a^ a ranfom for Cuttub.

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* In die mean tiine, tbc omrahs confpired agaiofl ^^' \^^'

fly to Ha&n, king of the Eaftem provinces. 

Moliy after the& tran£idions, returned to 

Delhi. 

Sut, upon account of the rebellion of the 
viceroy of Moultan, and the diforders in Pun- 
jaab, he marched towards that quarter. ^ Upon 
his way, be heard that the Eaftern monarch HaL 
ten was advancing, in his abfence, with a great 
army, to take Delhi. He therefore, through 
necdSity, returned, and leaving Delhi in (^arge JJ^^ 
of CutUlb and Jehan, he went out to meet the ag^nAHi^ 
eneqayt The two armies having met at the vJl- '^*^' 
lage of Chundwar, they fkirmifhed without in- 
termiffion for feven days. A peace was at length 
patdied up for the term of three years* At the 
expiration of this truce, Haifen invefied Attava, 
took it, and drew over Ahmed, governor of 
Mewat, and Ruftum of Koli, to his iijtereft, 

' while Ahmed, who commanded at Selwan, and 
wal alfb governor of Biana, firuck money and 
Tfgd tikp ^Qtba in his name. Haffen^ wi^ one

two armies having advance^ to * Battevara^ 
camped for fome time in fight of each other, 
after fbmc ikirmiflies, in which there was no 
riority of advant^e on either fide, they 
ftruck up a peace. But this pacification was 
permanent. Hailen advanced again tow 
Delhi fome months after, and was cppcrfed attfi 
village of Sihkar, and obliged to depart vpoi 
peaceable term^ 

Much about this time, the mother of Haflen, 
Bibi Raja, died at Attava, and the Raja of •Gsi* 
lier and CuttuT> went to confole him upoa tint 
occafion. When in diftourfe, Guttub peroeiTci 
that Haffen was a bitter enemy b£ Beloi, he to 
'gan to flatter him after this manner :-~i-BeIoli is 
one of your dependants, and cannot think of coiw 
tending long with you* If I do not put. you in 
pof&ffion of Delhi, look on my word as nothing. 
Jie then, with much art, got leave t o depart from 
Haflen's court, and returned to Delhi^ and there 
he told to Beloli that he had efcapod with a grot 
deal of difficulty, from the hands* df ilaffen who 
was meditating a freih war againft'himr 
The Empe. About tbis timc, thc abdicated emperor, Alb, 
ror Aibdies. died at fiudaoon, upon which Haflen went to 
fettle matters at fiudaoon, and, after the ftuKi- 
ral ceremonies were over, he took that country 
from thc children of Alia. Marching frott 
thence, to Simbol, he imprifoned Mubanck, g<> 
ma^hwto 'vcmoT of that provincc, then marching towardi 
Delhi/ Ddhi^ • in thc year eight hundred and eighty- 
three, he crofled the river Jumma near Gutttf- 
ruitch. Beloli, who was at Sirhind, upon rcte^- 
ing yiteiligence of this invsdSon, returned with 
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yi apcdkkm mbnlAs capita]. Several flight "^^P gf '* 
a£Boiis eafiied, in iriiich Hafien had in geo^al, ^ ^ 
the acfvantage. 

^ Gattab diipatched a perfon to Haflen, infbrm- 
m^hin, that Belo|^ was ready to relinquifli all 
the countries beyond the Ganges, upon condi* 
tion he fliould leave him in po&ffion of aU the 
ftovinces on this fide of that river. Thefe 
teraisbdnr accepted, they reverfed their hoftile 
^ears, and Hsdlen marched homeward* But 
BkMi, in a perfidious manner, broke the peace, moPs per- 
and, purfuing Hafien, attacked him upon his^r* 
maid^, killing a great number, and taking 
forty omrahs prisoners, befides part of his trea* 
fiire ^and equipaae. Bcloli purfiied his vidory, 
and took feveru difirids belongfng to Haflen, 
filch as Campul, Pattiali, Shumieabad, Sickite, 
Murhera, Sittali^ and Koli, appointing agents to 
manage them under himfetf. But when be had 
porfiied lAaShn as far as Arumbidger, the latter 
fioodhis ground, and engaged Bcloli. The vie* 
tory bdng dnbioiis, a peace was patched up be* 
tween them^ the village of Doupamou being fet- 
tled as the boundary between the empires. After 
this padficatioo, Haflen proceeded to Raberi, 
and Bekdi wtanied to Delhi. 

Haflen couM not, however, forget the perfidy 
of Bdofi* He recruited his army, and fbme time 
after mardied a^nft him, and met him at the 
village of Sbhar, when an obftinate battle enfued, 
in which Haflen was defeated, and loft all his 
treafiireand baggage, which, together with an 
3dditk>n of rq^utation, greatly promoted the af« 
fairs of Bdoli. Haflen having retreated to Rabe- 
ri, he was followed thither by Beloli, ani| upon 
* Sanding afecond engagement, he was again to* 
tdlf defeated. After the battle^ he retreated 
tt^raids Gualier^ the raja of Gualier brought

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A. p. 1478. him fome lacks of rupees, elephants, 
Hig.883. m^^ g^^ 2, fine fet of camp equipage, aod ac* 

companied him to Calpie, 

Beloli marched, in the mean time, to Attavay» 
where he beiieged Ibrahim, jthe brother of Haf* 
fen, and took the place by capitulation. He^ 
however, generoufly made him a prefent of the 
fort and proceeded to Calpie; Hailen met him 
upon the banks of the river, where they remain- 
ed for fome months. But Rai Chancf of Buxar, 
coming over to Beloli, ihewed him a paflaUfe 
ford in the river, by which he crofled, and at- 
tacking Haflen^ defeated him and drove him to 
Jionpoor, upon which Beloli turned off to the 
left towards Kmnoee. Haflen again met him 
near that cit/, but he was once more defeated 
with great flaughter. His regalia and equipage 
were taken, and alfo the chief lady of his fe- 
raglio, Bibi Conza, the daughter of Alia, empe- 
ror of Delhi, who was treated with grelt reiped. 
Beloli returned, after this victory, to Delhi. 
Having recruited and regulated his army, be 
tbflrop^e. advanced the fpear of hoftility again towards 
Jionpoor. He conquered that country, and gave 
it to Mubarick Lohani, leaving Cuttub, Jehan^ 
and other omrahs, at Migouli, to fecure his con- 
quefts. He himfelf went to Budaoon, where he 
foon after heard of Cuttub's death. Jehan, Mu* 
barick, and other omrahs, though they kept up 
the appearance of fidelity, were, after the death 
of Cuttub, concerting meafures to throw off Be- 
loli's yoke. Beloli beins apprized of their in* 
tentions, marched toward Jionpoor, and drove 
away Haffen, who had made an attempt to re^* 
cover |t, and placed Barbec, one of his own fons, 
upon the throne of Jionpoor* He himfelf re- • 
turned to Calpie, which he took, and gav^ to 
his gjrandfon, Azim Humaioon, the fon of his 
eldeft^fon Baizied. He (}ireded then his march 
^ ^ * to 
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»to Ookport, raifisg a tribute upon the raja of that ^- '47» 
plaoe.^ who b^pn tq rank himfdf among Beloli's ^' 

fiib|ecb. The king inarched from thence to a 

^phicr in the difiriAs of Rintimpore, which he 
phftiideredy an^ foon after returned to Delhi. 

Bdoli being no4r extremely old^ and infirmi- ^^„ ^^ 
ties Ixjgimiing daily to increafe upon him, he dt- and mfirm, 
tfided his dominions among his fons, giving lion- 
poor to Baibec ; Kurrah and Manilroore, to Mu- 
faanck } Buage to hb nephew Mahommed, fa- 
aKms by the name of Kalla Par, or the ^ack 
Momitain ; Lucknore and Calpee, to Humaioon, 
wiiole Ather^ Baezid, was aflafllnated a little be- 
fore by his own lervant ; Budaoon to Chan Je- 
lian, one of his old omrahs, and a relation ; and 
DdM^ with ieveral countries between the two 
rivers, to his ion Nizam, known afterwards by 
the name of Sultan Secunder, whom he appoint- 
ed his fiicceflbr in the imperial dignity. 

Some time after this divifion, the emperor 
proceeded to Gualier, and raifing a tribute of 
ei^ty lacks of rupees from the raja of that place, 
came to Attava, from whence he expelled Sickit 
Sm^9 and then turned his face towards Delhi. 
Falling lick upon his march, many of the omrahs i^ ^ ^^ 
were defirons that he ihould alter his former will, Ml. 
with refpeft to the fuccd&on, which, they laid, 
ivas the undoubted r^ht of Hymaioon, his 
srandCbn. The fiiltana, upon this, wrote to her. 
Ion Mzam, who, having heard of his father's 
illnefSy was letting out from Delhi, by no means 
to come, otherwufe he might be imprifoned by 
the omrahs : at the fame time the long, by the 
advice of fbme omrahs, ordered public letters to 
be fcnt him, to hafien him to the camp, that he 

. m%fat fee him before his death. Nizaih was 
grntly perplexed how to aft upon this nice occa- 
fion. He, at length, was advifed by Cuttuluk, 
the vizier of the Eaftern emperor Uz&hC who

Beloli waSj for thofe days, efteemed a virtuous < 
and mild prince, executing juflice to the utmoft • 
of his knowledge, and treating his courtiers ra. 
ther as his companions than his fubjefts. Wlie» 
he came to the empire, he divided the public 
treaiiire among his friends, and could be feklom 
prevailed upon *to mount the throne, fayiog, 
^ That it was enough for him, that the world 
^* knew he walking, without his making a Vain 
^ parade of royalty." He was extremely tem^ 
perate in hb diet, and feldom eat at home* 
Though a man of no great literature himfelf, he 
was fond of the company of learned men, whom 
he rewarded according to their merit. He had 
given fo many proofs of perfonal bravery that 
none could doubt it ; at the fame time, he was 
often cautious to excels, never chufing to tmfb 
much to chance, and delighting greatly in ncgo* 
tiation* 
State of During the long reign of Beloli, in Delhi, the

fome trufty friends at his court, upon whom he 
bellowed eftates and jurifdiftions, to keep them 
firm in his own intereft. 

Seconder returning to Calpie, took the place secnnder 
from his brother Aadm Humaioon, and gave it to cipic!* "*. 

He marched from thence to 
Kurpdi, and Talar the governor paying him ho- 
mage, he confirmed him in his office, and turn- 
ing towards the fort of Gualier, he fent one of 
his omrahs Chaja with an honorary drefs to Raja 
Maan,. who difpatched his nephew with prefents 
to accompany the King to Biana.Sherrif, the go- 
vernor of Biana, met the emperor, upon friendly 
ternis.

This infult enraged the Sultan to that degree, that 
he determined, let the event be what tt wduld, 
to reduce Sherrif to his obedience* He accord- * 
ingly, leaving part of his army to befiegc Afipra^ * 
returned in perfon, with the utmoft expedition, 
towards Biana, which he immediately befiegjciK 
The &£gi^ proved long and bloody; however,

The fort of Agra falling, about the £tme time, 
into Secunder's hands, he returned to D^ii, 
where, in a few days, he received advices of an 
infurre£tion at Jionpoor, among the zemindars, 
to the number of one hundred thoufand horfe 
and foot ; and that they had already flain Sheri, 
the brother of Mubarick the governor of Kurrah* 
Mubarick himfelf being driven from Kurrah, was 
taken prifoner by Rai Bhede, of Battea, and Bar* 
bee obliged to go to Barage, to foUicit the aiB£- 
tance ofCalla Par ; fo that the King, 2^ter twen- 
ty two days refpite at Delhi, was under the ne^ 
ceffity of marching towards Jionpoor. When he 
arrived at Dilmow, he was joined by Barfoec ; 
and R^i Bhede hearing of Secunder's approach, 
releafed >Mubarick, and the zemindars difperied 
themfelves. The Sultan carried Barbec Cb Jion- 
poor, and having left him there to punifli the of- 
fenders, he fpent a month in hunting about Oud. 
At Oud intelligence was brought to Secunder,' 
thajt the zemindars had rifen again, afld be|eg^ 
Bav^xin Jionpoor. He ordered immedi^tdy

From Dilmow' Seconder marched to 
Shumfeabad, where he remained fix months, 
and then went to Simbol \ but returning from 
thence, in a few days, toShumieabad, he pTunder- 
cdthe town of Mudeo-makil, where abandof ban- 
ditti re£ded. Secunder fpent the rainy iibafon at 
Shumfeabad.

Lickim, the fon of Rai Bhede, and other ze-^ 
mindars, wrote to Sultan Hafren, the titular 
King of the Eaft, now in poffeffion of the pro- 
vince of Behar, that the cavalry of Secunder was 
now in a wretched condition, and that it was an 
excellent opportunity for him to take fatisfa<Etion 
for his former defeats.

Secunder leaving his camp with a proper guard, • 
purfued the fugitives for three days, with a party 
of horfe ; bi^t hearing that Haflen was gone to 
Behar, he flopped, ai)d upon the ninth day re-r 
turned to his camp. He foon after marched with 

Bchir, " "' his whole army towards Behar, but upon his ap- 
proach, Haflen left Cundu to guard the city, and 
fled himfclf to Calgaw, in the dominion of Ben- 
gal. Alia, then King of Bengal, called Haflen to 
ins court, and treated him with the greateft re^ 
fpeft during the remainder of his days, which he 
pafled with him ; fo that with Hafle^ t^e royal 
line of Jionpoor was extinguiihed, 

Secunder, from his camp at Deopar, fent a 
divifion of his jtrmy aeainft Cundu, who evarti- 
ated the city and fled, leaving the whole country 
open to the lenemy.

Here he remained during 
the rains, and, in the year nine hundred and ten, 
marched towards Munderael, wTiich he took, 
and defiroyed the Hindoo temples, ordering 
mofques to be built in their ftead. Secunder re- 
turning to Dolipoor, removed the raja from his 
office, and gave it to one Kimir. He paffed from 
thence to Agra, giving his omrahs leave to re- 
turn to their refpeclive eftates. ad wth- 
In the following year, upon Surjday the third ^'*^« 
of Siffer, there was a violent earthquake in Agra, 
fo that the mountains fhook on their broad bafes, 
and every lofty building was levelled with the 
ground, fome thoufands being buried in the ruins. 
Secunder, in the fame year, moved towards Gua- 
lier, and ftopped by the way fome time at Doli- 
poor, where he left his family, and, with an un- 
incumbered army of horfe, proceeded to the hills, 
to plunder fome Hindoo rajas, from whom he 
took ^reat fpoils, and ravaged their peaceful ha- 
bitations. Juft as the King was palling by the 
town of Javer, in the dominions of the yaja of 

• Gualier, he was attacked by a refolute body of 
men, who had lain in ambufli for him ; but, by 
the bravery of Awid and Ahmed, the ^j^s of 

' Chan Jehan, the Hindops were defeated, and a 
gr«it number of rajaputs put to th^ fword. 

The 
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A^D. 1504. The Sultan returned to Agn j and, in the 
»«-9'o- year nine hundred and twelve, he went Mwarda 
the fort of Awintgur ; and, as he had delpairoc] 
of reducing Gualier, he bent his whole ftrengt)^ 
to the redudion of this plac^ It was accordini^- 
ly, in a fhort time, taken, and all the rajaput 
garrifon put to the fword, the temples deftroyed,, 
and mofques ordered to be built m their place. 
This government was conferred upon«Bickin, the 
fon or Mujahid Chan, when fome envious peHons 
gave the King information that Mujahid had ta- 
ken a bribe from the raja of Awintgur, when they 
were marching*againft him, in order to divert the 
King from that refolution. This being proved, 
Mujahid was imprifoned at Dolipoor ; after "which 
the King, returning towards Agra, on the way 
loft eight hundred men, in one day, for want c^ 
water. 

Secunder, eyeing from his march the ruins of 
Agra, moved towards Narvar, a ftrong fort, in 
the diftric): of Malava, then in the pofieilion of 
the Hindoos. He ordered Jellal, governor of 
Calpie, to advance before him, and inveft the 
place, which was accordingly done. When the 
King arrived before Narvar, Jellal drew up his 
army, out of refpeft, that the King might review 
them as he pa0ed. The circumftance proved very 
hurtful to Jellal, for, from that time, the King 
became jealous of his power, and determined to 
ruin him. Secunder furrounded the place, which 
was fixteen miles in circumference, and began to 
carry on the fiege. I'he fiege was now protrac- 
ted eight months, when the Sultan received in- 
telligence, that a treafonable correfpondence was 
carried on between fome of his oiprahs and the^ 
garrifon, for which Jellal and Sheri were impri- 
foned in the fort of Awintgur. The gariClon, 
fooitt^after, was obliged to capituhtte, for waitt of 4 
proviliops, and jthe Kin^ remained, for the Qpace 
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fix months, at Narvar, breaking down tern- a. p. 1506. 
_ and buildSflg mofques. He there alfo cfta- *^*' ^^^ 

faliiheth a kind of monaftery, which he filled with 
^Xi.^ iues* and learned men* 

Shab ul IMen, the fon of Nafir, King of Matava, 

bong at this time* diicontented with his father, 

propofed to have a conference with Secunder. 

Tlie King immediately fent him a drefs, and pro- 

nmfcd to fxipport him in the government of Chin- 

cieri, againft the power of his father. But cir- 

CTunftances fo fell out, that it became unnecefiary 

to take that unnatural ftep. 

Thr Sultan, in the month ofShuban, in the various 
year nine hundred and fourteen, marched ftotn rr^ihc ' 
Narvar ; but after he had advanced to the rfver King. 
Oaikges, he began to confider (hat it would be 
proper to furround that fortrefs with another 
wall. He therefore ordered that work to be im- 
mediately begun, and then he himfelf took the 
rout of Lobar. At that place he beftowed Calpie, 
in jagier, upon Niamut Chatoon, the wife of 
Cttttub Lodi, and daughter of the prince Jellal, 
his brother. He then directed his march towards 
the capital, and arriving at Hitgat, fent a detach- 
ment againft fome rebels in that country, and de- 
ftroyed all their habitations, placing fmall garri- 
fpns at proper diftances to overawe them. About 
tlds time he received advices, that Ahmed, the 
fon of Mubarick Lodi, governor of Lucknore, 
had turned idolater ; upon which orders were 
difpatched to fend him prifoner to court, and that 
his fecond brother, Sud Chan, ihould take the 
adminiftration of af&ir« in his ftead. In the 
year nine hundred and fifteen, the lUng marched 
to Dolipoor, and ordered caravanferas to be built 1 

at every ftage* Mahummud Nagori having de- 
feated All and Abu Bekir, who had confpired 
^k^inft him, they fled to Secunder for prote<9ion. 
'Mahummud^ fearing they would bring j&be King 

againft 
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A. D. 1509. againft him, fent prcfents by way of preventiorfj^ 
H»g.9«s- and ordered the chuiba to be read in Secunder'-s. 
name. The Sultan, pleafed Vith his fubniiflion, 
fent him a drefs of confirmation, and returned to ^ 

-^s^^- ... J 

He fpent fome months there^in building, mak- 
ing fpacious gardens, and in hunting, then re- 
turned to Dolipoor, ordering Soliman, the fbn 
of Firmilli, to fuccour Huflen Chan. Soliman 
very imprudently told the King, that he could 
not prevail upon himfelf to leave the prefencc- 
This expreflion threw Secunder into a violent 
rage, and he forthwith ordered him from his ier- 
vice and camp by next morning at day-light^ or 
that otherwife all his effeds fliould be given to the 
foldiers as public plunder. 

Much about this time, Bogit Chan, governor 
of Chinderi, who held that place of the King of 
Malava, feeing the weaknefs of his own prince, 
turned his face to Secunder. That monarch fent 
Amad u\ Muluck to fupport Bogit in his rebel- 
lion. He foon after returned to Agra, and iflued 
a proclamation bearing the fubmiffion of Bogit, 
and his own confequent right to that country. 
He fent more troops and omrahs to Chinderi, 
who entiifcly fettled it as an appendage of the 
empire. Bogit found matters carried on in his 
government in fuch a manner, that he was con- 
itrained to refign his office, and come to court. 

After this, we find no tranfadions worthy of 
memory in the empire, till the year nine hundred 
srnd twenty-two. Ali Nagori, fuba of Suifuper, 
in that year prevailed upon Dowlat, govcrnof of 
Rintimpore, which he then held of Malava, to 
deliver the fort to Secunder, if that monarch 
fliould Q^me in perfon to take poffeffion of it. 
Secunder, with great joy, clofed with the pro- 
pofal, and fet out towards Biana, to which plac» 
the gowyior of Rintimpore came to meet him^i 
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*ajid was gracioufly received. But Ali, who had a. d. 1509. 
been ^iappointed uf{ome favors which he expec- "*^' ^■^' 
ted foi; bringiiig this matter to bear, refolved (Ull 
* to prevent the accomplifhment of it. He had fo^ 
r^Ciuch influence uppn the governor, that he made 
him retrad his promife about giving up the fort^ 
though he had put himfelf in the Sultan's power. 
The Sultan having found out the caufe of this 
change, 4}%raced Ali, and deprived him Of his 
government, but was obliged to return to Agra 
mthout fucceeding in his defign upon Rintim- 
pore, letting the governor at liberty, notwith- 
fianding he had fo egregioufly deceived him. 

To Agra the Kin^ fummoned ali the diftant 
om^hs together, with an intention to reduce 
Gusdien But he was, in the mfdil of his prepa- 
rations, in the year nine hundred and twenty 
three, taken ill of a quinfey, of which he died, 
having leigned, with great reputation and ability, 
twenty eight years and five months. The parts, 
which be exhibited, during his reign, juiHfied oies. 
the choice of his father, who fingled him out, 
though a younger fon, as the perfon moft capable 
to iupport a title to which his family had no 
claim, by inheritance. 

A gjrcat revolution happened in Perfia, during state of 
the reign of Secunder in Hindoftan. Ifmael Sofi, ^^^ 
having reduced the weftern provinces of Perfia, ©f scam- 
poileued himfelf of Choraflan and the weftern **<^'* 
'J'artary, by the defeat and death of Shutiani, 
the UibeCy who had dirpofleiTed the family of 
llmur of thofe countries. The famous Sultan 
Baber, in the mean time, continued to reign in 
Cabul and the provinces towards the Indus* 
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^^J''5«6. QECUNDER dying at Agra, hkfotfHif*. 

l^^i^^ throne. This prince, contrary to the mafi^Ms 
and policy of his father and gfaihMat^r, hckttid 
himfelf with inftrpportable pndd aiM arro^ttce to 
his friends and family. One fbo&fll expreifion df 
his was; that kings had no' relatione, but •rliat 
every body fliould be the Saves of royalty. The 
omrahs, of the tribe of Lodt, who were always 
before honoured with a feat in the prefence,* were 
ik)w conftrained to ftand by the throne, whA 
their hands croifed before then). They were fd 
much difguiled with this infi)lence, that the7 pri- 
vately became his enemies. 
Aconfpi- -^ confpiracy therefore was formed, by the 
nicy. omrahs of Lodi, in which it was agreed to Ibatre 
Ibrahim in pofleffion of Delhi, and a few depen- 
dent provinces, and to place the prince JdBaitj his 
brother, upon the throne of Jionpoor. JdM 
The empiit ™^rched from Calpie, by the aid and advice of 
divided, the difaffedted omrahs, and mounted the throne 
of Jionpoor. He appointed his coufin Fatte 
Chan his vizier, who brought over all the om- 
rahs of the Eafterh provinces to his^ inter eff« 

Jehan Lohani came at that time from Beri, to 
congratulate Ibrahim upon his acceffion, and, in 
a very^ high ftrain, began to blame the onu^s 
for dividing the empire, which, he faid, would

But Hjbot having over-aAed his part, by flat- The ©m- 
tcry and importunity, Jellal fufpccled a plotdcay^m 
aesunfi himid|y and wrote them a genteel excufe. ^"^.^Yn' 
ITicy, howevcJr, not difcovering his jealoufy, from*J»n! 
feat Firmilli and, other omrahs tt) enforce the re- p^'* 
queft of Hybut ; but Jellal took no notice of their 
foliotations or intrigues. Ibrahim, and his om- 
rahs, finding that thoe baits would not take ^yith 
Jdhil, iflued a proclamation, declaring all the 
omrahs, who flipuld join l^im, traitors to the 
fiate y at the fame time fending prefents and 
mefiengers to all the principal omcers in thofe 
parts. Thefe means had the defired effeA, and 
the omrahs, on the fide of Jellal, were brought 
oyer from his iiiterefl, by degrees. The affairs 
of Jellal declining in this manner, he faw that 
nothing but a refolute attempt could retrieve 
them*' He accordinriy marching to Calpie, fe- 
irured his faunily in that fort ; and, colledling all 
his ftrength, aflumed the title of emperor, under 
the title of Jellal ul Dlen, and was determined to 
try his fortune in the field. He fent, at the fame 
time, a trufty ambaffador to Azim . Humaioon, 
who held Callinger for Ibrahim, and had a great 
army in pay, to beg his affiftance. Azim was 
pre\railed upon to join him ; and a r^folution was 
formed, firft to fettle the countrfes aboift Jion- 
ppor, and afterwards to think of affairs of ftill 
^fater moment. They accordingly marched,

Ibrahim hearing of thefe tranladions, marched 
his army to that quarter, fending his other bro- > 
thers, in confinement, to Ha^)^ where he penfi^ 
oned them for life. Upon his march towards 
Oud, he was informed that Azim Humaioon had 
deferted Jellal, and was now upon his way to 
meet him, which gave him great joy. He fent 
fome omrahs to efcort him to his camp, where 
he was very favourably received. A number 6f 
other omrahs, of thofe parts, joined Ibrahim , 
and he difpatch^d the greatefi part of his army, 
under the command of Azim Humaioon Lodi, 
againft his brother. But before Azim could come 
up with Jellal, lie threw a garrifon into Calpie, 
* and, with thirty thoufand horfe, gave him the 
jj^j flip, and marched directly towards Agra ; while 
march i to Azim laid fiege to Calpie. Jellal had it now in 
^^'*' I 'is power either to take poffeffion of, or to plun- 
der, the treafury. But he feems to have been 
perfectly infatuated. Adam, who was in the 
city with a fmall garrifon, not only prevailed 
upon him to relinquilh that advantage, but 
amufed him with hopes of his brother's favor, till 
he fent him all his enfigns of royalty. Adam went 
fo far as to prom ife to Jellal the government of 
Calpie, and other advantages, without having any 
powers of treating from the king. 

Adam fent the whole to Ibrahim, and ac- 
iquainted him of every particular. But the king 
having now taken Calpie, and the treaty being 
concluded without his authority, he took ilo no- 
lice of it, but marched againft Jellal, who, no«^ 
defcrtc^i by his army for his pulillanimity, ^vas 
and flies to obliged to fly to Gualier, and folicit the protec- •

' him in chains, conferring at the fame time great 
honours upon his fon. He then formed a refolu-^ ^„ 

• tion of reducing Gualier, ordering Azim Hu- fent zg^mn 
maioon to march from Kurrah againft it, with ^*"«*^' 
thirty tht>uiand horfe, and three hundred ele- 
phants. Seven other omrahs, with armies, were 
fent to reinforce Azim. Jellal, who had taken 
refuge in Gualier, being intimidated, fled to the 
king of Malava. The imperial army arriving be- 
fore Gualier, invefted the place, and in a few days 
raja*Man Sing, who was a princcf of great valour 
and capacity, died, and his fon Bickermagit fuc- 
ceeded him in the rajaihip. After the fiege had 
heen carried on fbme months, the army of Ibra- 
him at length poffefled themfelves of an outwork 
at the foot of the hill, upon which the fort, cal- 
led Badilgur, flood. They found in that place a 
brazen bull, which had been a.long time worfhip- 
ped there, and fent it to Agra ; from whence it 
was afterwards conveyed to Delhi, and placed at 
the gate of Bagdat. 

The unfortunate jdlal, who had gone over to 
king Mahmbod of Malava, not being well re- 
ed ved there, fled to the raja of Kurytotka, but J*'^**^^^ 
was feized upon by the way, and fent prifoner to 
Ibrahim's camp. Ibfahim pretended to fend him 
prifoner to Hafli, but gave private orders to af- 
faflinate him upon the way, Which was accord . *°f *^*^'' 
mgly donew — What are thofe charms in power, 
wmch Qould ihduce a man to fhed the bloijd of a 

. brother ? N6r was Ibrahinl fatisfied with the death 
of Jellal; he imbrued his hands in the blood of 
ievftral omrahs of gteat difiindion.

'He, in'^be'mean tiffic, 
conferred great favours upou Ahtned, thefift> 
thcr of Azim Humaioon, anci giving hifli tlfc 
command of the army , fent' him ^gsdhft Ifl^* 
'Ahmed having arrived in the environs of Kin- 
noge, Eckbal, a d^endent of 'Azim Sir^'j 
rumed out frdm an ambuOi with five thoufin<J 
horfe, and having cut rtfanumberof theifiapc- 
rial troops, niade good hisretreat, The'kiDg 
vi^as greatly exafperated againft Ahmed, upon re- 
ceiving intdligence of this defeat.

He was joined by all the difcontented om- 
rebcUioD. * xihs^ and found himfelf at the head of af hundred 
thoufand horfe, with which he took pofleffioR 
of all the countries as far as Simbol, defeating the 
imperial troops in repeated engagements* Ghazi 
Lodi came about this time with the army from 
Lahore, by the Sultan's orders. But having 
heard of his t^grannies, by the way, he was*ap- 
prehenfive of danger to himfelf, and returned to 
his father, Dowlat, at Lahore. Dowlat, feeing 
no fafety but in extremity, revolted from the 
Sultan, and follicited Baber, the mogul, who then 
reigned in Cabul, to come to the conqueft of 
Hindoftan. The firft thing, however, that Dow- 
lat did, was to obtain from Baber, Alia, the bro- 
ther of Ibrahim, now in the fervice of Cabul. 
Supporting him, as a cover to his meafures, with 
his whole force, he reduced the country as far as 
Delhi. Alia was joined by the omrahs of thofe 
parts, fo that his army now confided of upwards 
of forty thoufand horfe, with which he invefled 
Delhi. Ibrahim refolved to march againfl him, 
but when he came within fix crores of Alla's ar- 
my, he was furprized by that prince in the 
night; A confufed and tumultuous fight iwas 
maintained to dayJight, when Ibrahim found that 
he was deferted by fome of his omrahs, who had 
joined Aila. Ibrahim obferving, in the morning, 
that the troops of Alia were difperfed, in plun- 
dering the royal camp, rallied a number of his 
troops,*;aiid the greateft part of his elephants, re^ 
• turned to the attack, and dfove him off the field,

Ibraluin rtigned twenty years : a cruel, proud, 
and vincked prince, though poflefiied of ordinary 
parts, and extremely brave.

He remained with Mahmood a few day .i;^ and then

Befieges Baifinkcr, king of Samarcand, having poffefled 

nJ**u?^fc ^^°^f^^f of Artaba, which was a long* tune the 
property of Amer, the father of Baber; th* 
prince refolved to retake the place, and marched 
accordingly with his army againft it, the very 
next feafon. Zulnoon, who held it on the part 
of the king of Samarcand, made a refblute de- 
fence, till the approach of winter obliged Baber to 
raife the fiege, and return to Indija. 
Inarches Baber, in the year following, drew his army 
towards towards Samarcand, being in alliance with Ali, 
*'**'**'^''' the brother of Baifinker, and king of Bochan; 
for the former endeavoured to recover from the 
latter the kingdom of Samarcand. The confede- 
rate kings not being able to reduce Samarcand 
that year, they returned home for the winter 
ieafon, a^d made great preparations for another 
campaign. Both the kings, accordingly, in the 
year nine hundred and two, in the beginning of 
the fpring, took the route of Samarcand. Sultan 
Ali reached Samarcand firft, and Baifinker ad^ 
vanced without the city, and encamped before 
him; but, upon Baber's arrival, he retreated 
within his walls in the night. Kulu Chaja, who 
was going the rounds of Baber's camp, discovered 
the retreat of Baifinker, and falling upon his rear, 
put a rreat number to the fword. Baber laid 
fiege to a fort, called Afhira, at a fmall difbnce * 
from the city, and took it. The confederates, 
after this fuccefe, attacked Samarcand, which w^ ^ 
deiPendeli ' with great bravery, till winter obligca

Shubiani and 
Batfinker quarrelled foon after, and the former 
returned to his own country. This circumftance 
fo much difbrefled Baifinker, that, with a fmall 
retinue^ he went in perfon to bbg the afliftance 
of Chulero, king of Kunduz, alfo of the pofterity 
of Tnnur, while Baber, feizing this opportunity, 
hafiened to Samarcand, and in the year nine 
bundred and three, entered the city without op- 
pofition, and mounted the throne, bdn^ acknow* 
kdged by the greatefl part of the omrahs. 

But as Baber had taken the place by capitulati- 
on, and forbad all n)anner of plunder, the army, 
to whom he was greatly in arrears, and who 
ferved him only for the hopes of booty, began to 
di/perie. The moguls, who were conniianded J^J^^^^y 
by one Ibrahim, went off in a body, and were 
followed by feveral other chiefs, with their whole 
dependents, to Achfi, where Jehangire, the bro- 
ther of Baber, commanded. Jehangire, by the 
aid of the deferters, and that of a pnnce, caUed 
Ozin Haflen, declared himfelf king of Indija. 
He wrote, by way of fneer to his brother, that 
as Baber had fubdued the kingdom of Samarcand, 
he b^ged to be indulged with that of Indija. 
Baber having received tub meflage, give way to 
, his paflion, and, in blaming the perfidy of thofe 
chiefs who had deferted him, impritdently threw 
fone reflexions upon thofe who remained. The 
• onu^s refented this behaviour, by abancjpning 
him, and joining his btother. ^ Baber, in the ut- \ 
moft diftrds, fent Eulu Chaja to 'endeavour to '

Hig9oi. a party to wayJa^y the embaffador, andjcuthim 
to pieces. 

The omrahs Ali and Molaua, in ^he meantime, 
threw a gavrifon into the fort of IL dija, and con- 
tinued to hold it out for Baber. ^^ht faithAd 
ocnrahs fent advice to Baber of thdr iftuation ; 
but^ unfortunately at this time; he was taken ex- 
Snc!!!!*''^^'' tremely ill^ that^ not able to fwallow* any thuig, 
he barely exifted by havine moiftened cotton a^ 
plied to his lips. When be had recovered ffli 
health, and found the prefling iituation of his af« 
. fairs in Indija^ he determined to run the ri(que 
of lofing Samarcand^ rather than his paterqaldo- 
minions^ ancf accordingly dire6ked his mard 
homewards. But Ali Dooft, and his friends in 
Indija, having heard that Baber was certainly 
dead, had capitulated, and jriven up the place to 
Jehangire. This traitor aflamnated Molana» and, 
mounting the throne, read the chutba in his own 
name. 
samarcand ^^^^ difagreeablc intelligence, and other ai 
reyoU*. vices, that the Samarcandbns had revolted, ww, 
at once, brought to Baber, upon hi« marcbf 
which threw him into the utmou diftrcfe, hayiog 
now loft both kingdoms.

?cated b^ Baber, in the month of Shawal, nine hundred 
shuuiani. and fix, coUeftcd his whole force, and inarched 
out of Samarcand, to engage Shubiani. He 
came up with him in the environs of Caridzin, 
and fought him. Baber exhibited, upon this ec- 
cafion, all the good qu^ties of the general and 
brave foldier, but he was deferted by his allies, 
and foon after by his -own troops. Only fifteen 
brave friends remained at laft by his fide, with 
whom, feeing it in vain to contend any longer with 
fortune, he made good his retreat to Satiiafcand. 
-• He loft in this aftion his principal omrabs, and 
other chiefs of note. Shubiani advanced, and Wd 
fiege to the city ; the King taking up his quar- 
ters at the college of Ali Beg, as being the moft 
central place tor fending orders, or afliftancc. 
The fiege was continued with great obftinacy for 
many days, numbers being killed on both fid^; 
during which time, Kutch Beg, Loma, and Kd- 
nieer, gave extraordinary examples of bravery.

Mahmood, and hia brother, Ahroed,^'ere at 
length prevailed upon to fupport their nephew 
Baber in an attempt to recover the kingdom of 
Indija from Ahmed TimboL When the confede- 
rates had reached the boundaries of Ferghana, 
Timbol marched out to bppofe them.

covered, Chuiero^ with a few fervaiits, was o- 
hi^;ed to abandon his capital and fly, leaving his 
troops, his treafure, and every thing ih the pof- 
feffion of Baber.

He 
applied himfelf to regulate and improve that coon- 
try, as dominions belonging to himfelf. In^die 
year nine hundred and eleven, CabuHflan was 
throixrn into sre^t tonfternation by dreadful earth- 
quakes, \vhich laid moft of the cities in rain& 
Baber endeavoured to alleviate, this public cala- 
mity in fuch a manner, by his unwesuied cart 
and extenfive benevolence, that he gained the 
love and fidelity of all his new fubje&s. The refip 
lefs genius of Baber could not lie quiet. His af- 
piring difpofition began to extend his views to 
conqueft. He accordingly l^d an army againft the 
Arggj^^"^ Kandahar, and deprived them of the 
fti^bng forrof Killat, eftablifhing an alliance with 
Buddiulzeman, a prince of the race of Timur, in 
pofieflion of Herit. He marched in the laroc year 
to Kufsluckat, which he brought into fubjedion, 
and gave the government of Ghizni, which, from 
a great empire, was diminifhed into an inconfi" 
derable province, to hh brother Jehangire.

When Baber was thus conftratned to remain ^^^'^"J^ 
at Hazara, Hufiein Gurgan, Birlals, and other **"" 
mogul omrahs, joining with Mirza his couiin, 
raifed him to the throne of Cabul, by promoting 
faUe intdligence of the King's death. But when 
the news of hb return reached the people, they 
rebeOed againft the new government, and as foon 
as the feaibn permitted his approach, flocked to 
^" ilandard, imt all the garrifons into his hands 



except the capital, where Mirza and his adherents 
fufiatned a (tort fiege, and then capitul^e6i^«^e ^* ' 
principal perfons ccmcerned in the revolt, woIq^ 
eiq)eUed the country.

But Baber deter- 
minednot to fu&rfuch an indignity with impufiity. 
He marched forward, and engaged them at the 
T'iilage of GiUiJback, near the aty of Kandahar, 
defeated them with great fiaughter, and cutting 
off their retreat from the city, Shaw Bc^fied to 
3anl, and Mokim towards DawJr. Baber im- 
med^cj^ laid iiege to the city, and took it, with 
_^Ithe weahh of the £tmily of Zulnon, wldch he 
divided^ by weight, amongft his officers and 
troops, according to their refpedive ftations. 
He left Naiir^ his brother in the. governn^nt of 
Kandahar and Dawir, and then returned in tri- 
umph to CabuL

But no iboner had Shubiani evacua- 
ted Kandahar, than the Arguniahs, a wild tribe, 
made an incuriion, and po^iled themfelves of the 
place. Tills was an agreeable piece of news to 
Baber, as they formed a barrier between him and 
the THbccks. 

This year, upon the fourth of Zicat, Baber had ^"^^"^ 
a fon born to him in Cabul, whom^^ named 
Rumsuoon, who afterwards became ^mptf^ of 
Hindolbn. ITie Sultan, in the following y»P^ - " 
took the field againft the Memind Afghans, and, 
during his abfence, the moguls of Chufero, who 
had been left to defend Cabul, revolted, atid fet 
up again RyfaC, the fon of Ali, upon the throne. 
The king was immediately deferted by the great- 
eft part of his army ; for hearing of the rebellion 
in Cabul, they haftened home to proteft their fa- 
milies, inlbmuch; that out of upwardi of ten 
thoufand bor(e, which he carried to the field,

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A. D. 1509. Notwithftanding thefe misfortunes, Baber txJdi 
Ba^r*!*^ ly rcfolvcd to advance towards Cabul, widi die 
curing en- few tf ufty fricnds he had left. > Ryfac, Ufyfti the 
twpmc. Suj^an's approach, came out of the^ty wiik^ 
army ten or twelve thoufand ^ftron^ The king,^ 
with his fmall troops advanced towards them, 
and when he came near, ordered his party to halt. 
He himfelf rode clofe up to the rebd^n^p^d' 
omrLisTn challenged Ryfac to fingk combaT; but, f^^ 
imgic com- feemed to decUne it, five omrahs, one *2iftei!iiiP 
ther, engaged him, and fell by his hand, thi 
names of the omrahs ^re. Alii Shubcore, AF 
Seiftani, Nifer .the Ufbeck, Jacoob, and Uflb^ 
Bahadar. This heroic behaviour ftruck the re- 
bels with fo much admiration and aftoniihinent, 
that they refiifed to fight, by which means the 
ufurper was taken. But fo great was the king's 
clemency, that he pardoned him } but foon after, 
beginning to raife more difturbance, he fuffered 
the juft reward of a traitor. 
^^^^_ Ihc country of Chufero, king of Kunduz, 
twttn Per. having fallen into the hands of the Ufbecks, who 
u(be"k^* took no proper means of keeping it in fubjcdion, 
a number of independent chiefs ipriing up in fiu- 
duchfhan, of whom the principal was Zeiper. 
Chyu^Siiga, upon this, by the advice of his mo- 
^ rijftr, Sha Begum, who traced her genealogy to 
^The great Secunder*, began to entertain hopes, 
and to take meafures to raife himielf to that king- 
dom. Having previoufly obtained leave of ^• 
ber, he this year left Cabul ; and, having raifed 
a fmall army, advanced towards the borders of 
Buduchihan. But his mother, who came up in 
the rear, was attacked by a body of Kafligars, 
and carried off prifoncr, whik Chan Mirza was 
defeated, and obliged to give himfelf up to Zei- 
per, who kept him under guard. EufopbAh, 
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iiho bad been an old fcrvant of Mirza, formed a^*?- '^"• 
conil^r^cy againft 2ieiper, and aflaffinated him, ^^'^' 
and O^an Ai&za was raifed to the throne by the 
p00^te. In^e year nine hundred and fix teen, 
, lijuaiel Suffiivi f , king of Perfia, wrote to Shubi- 
ani to withdraw his troops from fome of the fkirts 
of his dpminions, upon which he had begun to

that Uinaiel, though the fon of a Fakier, had 
raife^ himielf to a kingdom, when there was no 
lord of (even nations around him, 'to oppofe him ; 
that therefore, it would be now advifeable for 
him to retire to his forma* obfcurity, and that, 
for that pdrpofe, he had fent him a ftafT and a 
beggar's difli for his inheritance ; for that Shubi- 
ani only was worthy of poflefling the bride of 
royahy, who durft kifs her through oppofing 
fwords. Ifmaid anfwered. That if empire was 
an inheritance, by what means was it fo often 
violated, till it fell to his lot ? for his own part, 
he had always confidered the right c^^^klsgs as 
founded upon power, and that the longeft fwSlcd. 
was the bcft title. That, with the latter, he 
was, at all times, ready to diflpute with Shubiani ; 
and that, though he himfelf had no opinion of 
contemptuous oftentation, yet in return for Shu- 
btani's prefent, he had fent him a gridiron and 
fpinning-wheel for his amufement. As for the 
reft, ttuit liinsuel would be his own meflenger.

bat being defeated, was obliiged to Ihut Im^felf 
up within the walls. He was, in the end, forced 
to abandon the city, and to retreat to Samarcand.

He then laid fiege to Gu^ofkmn^ 
in conjun6Hon with the Sultan, whither tb^ 
princes of the Ufbecks advanced againft them,^ 
from Bochara, with a great army ; and fortune 
being ftill the adverfary of Baber, Nigim Sani, 
with a great part of his army, was llain, and' 
the mogul prince himfelf obliged to fly to g hi^ 
man, with a few attendants. ^ • . 

»CT a^alnfl ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ tmsfortuncs of Baber rife fifoa 
hii'iifc. *° the enemy alone. His attendants confpircd agMnfi 
his life, for having bl&tned fome of them for bad 
behaviour. They ruihed, in the night, into bis 
tent, but being alarmed by the n^ife, he mack 
his efcape nakfcd, and reached the fort ofAnc 
before morning, without one attendant; and the 
confpirators plundered his camp, and difpeifed 
themfelvcs. In this fituation of aflarrs, the king 
fiiw no further hope in thofe northern rcgioBS, 
and therefore fet out for Cabul with a fmall reti- 
nue, and upon his arrival appointed Nafir to the 
government of Ghizni. In the year nine hund- 
red and twenty.four, he marched towards Sawad 
and Bejoar, poffeflcd by the Afghans ofZchi, 
who had been infefting his country. Having de- 
feated thofe mountaineers, and carried fomc 
thoufands of them into captivity, he gave the go- 
vernment of that country to one of his om- 
rahs* 
t?c con!" When Secunder, the emperor of Hindoftan, 
-qiictt of died, he was fucceeded, as we have already re- 
Jimdoftan. j^^^^ ^^ Ibrahim the fecond, in whofe reign the 

Patau chiefs of the imperial family of Lodi, be- 
came /o factious, that they totally broke the 
power of that empire. Baber reckoned this a • 
good opportunity to eftablifli himfelf in IndUi 
the cqnqueft of which he had long *"^*^i9fik. 
though he was always eajbroiied in other afefrs.

lojp^m, that^as that country had been for many 
ya tfl ia * th e pofleffion of the houfe of Timur, it 
was proper he Ihould now relinquifb his pretenfi- 
ons to it, and (b prevent the war from being car- 
. ried further into India. V4| this place Baber re- 
ceived advice of the birth of another fon, whom 
he named HindaL. ' He appointed Haifen Beg, 
govdmor of the conquered countries as far as Chi- 
naab, and marched in perfon agaiuft the Gickers, 
and befieged the fort of Pirhala, whither Hati 
their chief had retired. The Gickers were, one 
day, tempted to take the Held, and were defeated 
by DooftBeg, the mogul general, while the king 
in perfon cut off their retreat to the fort, and ob- 
liged them to fly to the mountains. The fort, in 
which there was a confiderable treafure, fell by 
this means into his hands, which fatisBed Baber 
for this expedition, and he returned to Cabul. 

In the latter end of the fame year, Baber re- His rrcond 
turned again to Hindoftan, with an intention to f=^*^p*^^^J^^^^ 
take Lahore, and in his way chaftifed fome Patans doiua. 
of the tribe of Zehi, who difturbed him in his 
march. He built a fort at Pefhawir, and then 
advanced to the Indus. He there received intel- 
ligence, that the king of Kafhgar, or Little Bu- 
charia, was marched into Buduchfhan, which ob- 
liged him to return, leaving the prince Mahom- 
• mcd, one of the defcendants of Timur, wfth four 
thouiahd hprfe, to fupport his authority in the 
camtry. He had not, however, reached Cabul, 
"^ore he heard that the king pf Kafhgar had been

' ' fiicc towards the Afghans, of the tribe ofj^ha 
Cheil, who began to make depreciations ii(]#h tlie 
kingdom of Cabul in his abfeiice, abd feverafljr ' 
chaftifed them for their infolfsnce, fpoiled ^eir , 
country, and returned to his capital. 
Third ex- Babcr, in the year nine hundfe4 ^d'twartt- 
FntoHiL- ^^» marched a third time towaf d^n^/tKm 
doftan. ' ling the Patans in his way, tiU he rStd tted Sjto e^ 
the inhabitants of which country fubMiltJdf and 
iaved their pofleffions. But the j>eople of Seid- 
poor, ereding the ftah.(?ard of defence, ware, in 
the end, put all»to th?tw6rd, ^their wcalth^givcn 
up to depredation, and 'their children atid^wi^ 
carried away captive. Baber was hefe akn&ed, 
by intelligence from Cabul, that obliged olm to 
luturnt return, for the Kandharians had ihvacied bis coun- 
«iu^d2" try. He marched againft them, drove them out 
^r, of the field, and invefted their c&pital. 

He, in the mean time, received advice of the 
^ death of Chan Mirza, ' in BudiichJhan^ and ap- 

pointed his fon Humaioon to that gbvemm^t. 
Shaw Beg, the prince of Kandahar, held out vrith 
great bravery againft Baber for the fpace of tfcra 
years, during which time the blockade bftcd. 
Bur in the year nine hundred and twehtf-Aghij 
Baber, who was obftinate in his refotetioti, at 
%hich ii length reduced Kandahar, and all the country ot 
taken.

Soon after the furrender of Kandahar, Doi^lat 
Lodi, apprehenfive of the empetor Ibrahim, fe^t 
a deputation to Baber, at Cabul, begging his pro-

Jbughter* Saber, iivpevfon, inarched to Lahore, ^' ^^^* 
and fqdk it, fettii^ fire to the fiazar, accpnfing^^^^ 
to 2 CuperCkkioufi coftom of the Moguls. 

The king Moiained four days only in Lahore, 
':ilid then advance^fagainft Dc^Ippon He funi- 
moQed tbcfbot to farrender^ but as the garrifon 
^Biocd him to rifq«ie an afiauk, in which he was 
fyoa^hA^ he^ut^hem aH to thefword. Dow* 
lat OAK) with -his diree fons, joined Baber at 
Debalpoor, and ^he barber was appointed to the 
government of JaiiefnieiL Sukanpoor, and o^her 
mfirids of ihima^b, which niMJcretJ him very pow- 
erifid* 

Tlds Dowlat Lodi was a defcendant of the race Dowiat 
€ff tfiat -name who heretofore refgned at Delhi, ^jj"^ 
He gave to Baber information, that Ifmaiel Sel-*^ 
waai, and other /^hans, were coIleAed at Kha- 
ndi; that it would, therefore, be advifeable to 
detach a force agsdaft <thein. The Sultan agreed 
to ihis propoCil, and prepared to fend a detach- 
ment lluLt way. In the mean time, Delawir, the 
youBgeft fon ^ Dowlat, acquainted rBaber, with 
whom he was a gr;:at favorite, that his father 
and brother wanted to divide his troops, to put 
fome plan which they themfelves had concerted, in 
exeaition. The king, after being convinced of 
the truth of this intormation, ordered Dowlat, 
and his fonGhazi, into confinement. He then 
croued the Suttuluz, advanced to Sirhind, and 
there rekaied the two Lodi's, and gave. them ef- 
tates. :But when they had reached Sultanpoor, 
ihey deferted fhe camp, and fled to the hills. 
I'be king, upon this, gave to Delawir the title of 
firft of the nobles, and both their eftates ; ^but as 
• the father and Ton's defertion greatly affeded Ba- 
bcr*s intereft inHindoftM, he thought it no ways 
^ileable to proceed to Ddhi this year.^ He,

*^'^^'' appointed governors to the <jifferent countries id 
his pofleflion in India, fet out for Cabul. * ' 

During Saber's abfence, Dowlat Lo^ found 
means to feize his Ton Delawir, who had betray- 
ed him, and put him in chaThs ; then mardiing * 
with a formidable army to Debalpoor, fought 
Alia, the brother of the emperor Ibrahim, ag^/ 
Baba Kiika, and defeating them,frubdued Jbat 
country. Alia fled to Cabul, and Babi*t\f la- 
hore. Dowlat fent five thoufand Afghans againft 
Salcot, but Mir Aziz, governor of Lahore, im- 
mediately marched, ^^pfra what forcea he had, ta 
the afliftance of *Kokilta{h, who held the govern- 
ment of Sakot, and meeting with this detach- 
ment of Afghans, defeated them, and retdmed 
to Lahore, 

Much about this time, an army, on the part of 
Ibrahim, emperor of Delhi, marched againll 
Dowlat Lodi and his fon. Dowlat turned his 
army to give them battle, and, having met them 
at Bidwarrah, found means to flir up a h^on in 
his own favor in the imperial camp, infomud 
that fuch as were not difafieded were obliged to 
fly the camp, and return to Ibrahim. ' 

Alia, who had loft his government oi Debal- 
poor, and had fled to Cabul, now arrived in Li- 
hore, with orders from Baber to all his officers m 
thofe parts, to join him with all their forces, and 
march towards Delhi, and that he would fupFfJ 
them in perfon as foon as his aflairs at home wouW 
permit. Dowlat and Ghazi Lodi, hearing of this 
order, wrote to the mogul omrahs, that they 
were glad to find that Baber efpoufed the caufe of 
Alia, who was the very perfon they themfelvcs ^ 
would chufe to raife to the throne of Delhi ; that • 
if they would, therefore, fend him to them, they 
would undertake to place him upon the MuioH^ 
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fhe mogul cbltky having firft obtained a grant ^'^'^ dif- 
fer Baber, of all the tountries to the north-^wcft '^ ^^*' 
of the^ Indus, permitted Alia to join the Lodi's 
himfidf, without complying filrther with their 
•mailer's orders* When accordingly Alia arrived 
in their camp, Dowlat and his fon fuppliod him 
with the greateft part of their force, with which 
^bp marched towards Delhi, and inveiled it, as b<^^'<=.?c» 
befd tg ^ela ted, with forty thou(and borfc* Jn^^*' 
the mean time, the emperor Ibrahim advanced 
agaioft his brother from Agra, and was furprized, 
in the night, when he hsd^eached near the city ; 
but, by the irregular behavfour %)f Alla's army; 
who, in the morning, difperfed themfelves to 
phmder, they were fallen upon by^ Ibrahim, and 
defeated in their turn, which obliged Alia to re-ow. 
treat, in great diibeis, to Punjaab. . When Baber thrown, 
heard of the defeat of Alia, he awok^ from the 
dream of indolence and luxury, which he had 
indulged for fome time in Cabul, and, in the be* 
^niung of the fpring, of the year nine hundred 
and thirty two, marched the fifth time towards. 
Hindoibu). He wasjoined by his fon Humaioon, 
with a good force, from Buduchfhan, and Chaja 
Callan, with the tropps from Ghizni. . He took 
the rout of L^ibpre,^ s^d in the waf ufed to hunt' 
rhinoceroies, with which that country abounded, 
and lb had an opportunity of putting the perfonal 
bravery of mofi: oJF his chiefs to trial, as that was 
a dangerous and warlike exercife. Many of thofe 
animaU were killed, and fyffkt takeu alive in 
toils. ' 

Upon the firil of the firfl Ribbi,.:^ber croiled Biber cmr. 
the Indus, and upon the banks of that river, mufi j"J^* ^"' 
tered his army, which confifted of only ten t^hou- 
^and choien horfe. Crolling then that branch of 
the Indus, which is called Behat, he advanced to

Ac 
killed, upon this occaili(M^ a pricidpal officbr of 
his fon HUmaioon's retittUt^^ Virith 2U1 ztto^, for 
which he was eKtremeiy grieved, as it happed 
by rtiliake. The Kittg, by this Aieans, ftvedthe 
honot of Dbwlat's fatally, ^hd t^re ^ in th^ 
place, and M'efervfed a A6bfe Mbrary which he had 
dolleded, bowlat being a ^ott tod a toaa rf 
learning. Babrt^ krtarched frbta thencfe tht next 
day, wd purfued Ghazi, ^hen Delkwir, the feh 
of Dowlatv whb iiad beell di^ified with a ^ 
found means to efcape to him, and w^s honorrf)ly 
rfedeived.

vanguard witj^ twenty feven thouiand horfe, 
I fultan iinmediately detached Timur, and 
other i^Ues, with a)i the .troops of the left wing» 
and the ii(][uadrons of Juneid Birlais, and HafTen 
Birlals, againft t;his advanced poft.

This retreat haftcllfa Ibrahim to adion, and 
accordingly he marched next morning to Panni- 
put. Baber, at the fame time, advanced wjdiin 
twelve miles of Ibrahim's encampment. Upon 
the day after, being the feventh of Rigib, the 
two armies came in light of each other. Baber 
divided his troops into two lines, and four grand 
divifions, with a body of referve in the rear of 
each, and a few light horfe to fkirmifh in front* 
The firft divifion on the right was commanded by 
Prince Humaioon. The firft on the left was un- 
der the orders of the King's coufin Mahomincd. 
The fecond, on the right towards the center, was 
commanded by Timur. The fecond, to the left 
towards the center, by the noble Chalifa. Cnii- 
fero, and other omrah«, wai appointed to com- 
mand the light horfe, or herawils, in the fro^Jt. 
Aziz and Tirrah, in the rear of the right, and 
Ceri and Willi Kizil, in the rear of the left. ^' 
fides thefe, there was a referve in the rear of both 
lines, that on the right commanded by'Cafi^» 
and that on the left by Ali. The king hinifctt 
took h\^ poft in the centre of the firft line, aftrf , 
' having perfon?tlly given orders to his generals. 
The battle, xhe emperor Ibrahim, ignorant of the art or 
war, gbferved no regular order of batdc, byt 
drew v^ his forces in one; great line or column 
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4f ungual depth, and ordered them to charge "^^-^s as* 
the ^ogul army, vainly imagining that he could '*' ^^^ 
bear th^™ down with numbers. But he found 
himielf foon fatally deceived. So formidable 
. wrere the Moguls to^the Patans, from their known 
courage and fleady order, that the emperor^s 
unwieldy column began to break and turn thin, 
"^before diey £ame up to the charge, which was 
d&reded at the center of the Mogul army. Thofe 
who*-advaii«ed were repulfed with great bravery, 
but when'^tftey fought to retreat, they found 
themielves furrounded ;\j^ the two bodies of re- 
serve, in the rear of the MOgul Ime, had wheeled 
round their flanks, and meeting in the center, 
fell i|poD the rear of thofe who had advanced to 
the charge, by which means the Patans were aU 
moil all cut to pieces. The referve having per* 
formed this iervice, retired to their poft in the 
rear, and the Mogul lines advanced, fuftaining 
various irregular charges from the Indian army, 
whom they repulfed with great {laughter. 

Ibrahim, at lafl roufed with ihame and indig- i^^^im d«i. 
nation, advanced in perfon, followed by the flow- (Slf. ^^ 
er of his army, and gave fuch a violent fliock to 
the Mogul line, as threw it into diforder. No* 
thing now but perfonal bravery was left to decide 
the day ; but in this, and the compaft form in 
"which the Moguls whole force was wedged, they 
i^rere flill fuperior to the Indians. Five thouiand* 
fell with Ibrahinl in one fniall fpot of ground. 
The Patan army, when their king was flain, re- 
'^ coiled like furges from a rocky fhore, and the 
torrent of flight rolled towards the banks of the* 
Jumna, dying the courfe of that river with blood; 
for fo far did Baber continue the purfuij ; but 
* \MDg wearied with flaughter^ he gave hope to 
ifear, and refpite to death.

. p« k ir to tluit of «aiiy fKM*iner conqueror. Mah- Hi^XVan 
nuxfd ^ Gbkni was not only a powerful empe- ^^ ^^'- 
ror, but the country was, at that time, divided 
'^^^MO n nmnbgr of kiagdotns, which greatly £uin- 
ttted \A& enterprisses. Mahommed Ghori brought 
4ii arttiy^f One hundred and twenty thoufand 
tAcn wimmiti, when the kingdom was not fo 
powerful The like nflky^be faid of Timur, who 
ravaged Hindoftan when'^lt wns torn to pieces 
by ^vil comfnodons. But the army of Baber 
Wa& but t handful in proportion^ to that of Ibra- 
iuoi) who pofleffed all the countries between the 
IftdUs and Bdiar, and could bring five hundred 
thoufiind men to the field } while Baber only poC* 
fisffed the poor countries of Cabul, Buduchfhan, 
and Kamb^sur^ the revenues of which were very 
imcdt^derable. To what then can we attribute 
this extraordinary conqueft, in a natural light, 
but to the gi^at abilities and experience of Baber, 
the trtravery of his few hardy troops, trained up 
to war, for their fubfiftance, and now fired witti 
the hopes of glory and gain ? But what contribute 
cd moft to weigh down the fcale of conqueft, was 
the ^ge^ef acy of the Patans, effeminated by lux- 
Qty and wealth, and dead to all principles of vir- 
tue Mfd hotior, whidi tiieir corrupt factions and 
d^n dftcords had totally effaced ; it being now no 
fkueit to fly, no infamy to betray, no breach of 
houGir to diurda-, and no fcandal to change par- 
ties. When, therefore, the fear of Aame and the 
Jove of fkitie were gone, it was no wonder that a

This is the general tendency of Vcalth in }]1 go- 
vernments, if the reins are not held faft, the laws 
^ pundlually executed, and the grogreis of corrup- 
tion checked both by private and public oeco- 
nomy. 
Babcr's gc- Upou the twentieth of Rigib, Baj^er went int 
ncrofity. the trcafury, which was very rich. He rcfervcd 
not a fingle dinar for himfelf, but/divided it 
among his omrahs and troops; tl^f^'^^re of the 
former coming "to two lacks of rupees each ; and 
thofe of others wtre pf^portionable to their rank 
and ftations. A part was.fent to Cabul, to be 
divided among Saber's fubjecls, which yidde^ to 
each a filver (haroch *, beiides prefents, which he 
fent to Samarcand, Chorraffan, Kaihgar, Pairac, 
Mecca, Medina, Kirbilla, Negif, Muihad, and 
other holy places, in charity. This generofity, 
which bordered upon prodigality, fixed upon Ba- 
ber the name of Collinder, whofe cuftom it 
is to keep nothing for to-morrow. 
The pro. As the Patans were in great terror of the Mo^ 
rihs'tlfufj' guJ^9 and had a natural antipathy to their govern- 
tofubmit. ment, they ftill refufed to fubmit, and appeared 
every where in arms, ftrengthening their forts, 
and erefting the llandard of defiance in their dif- 
ferent provinces; Cazim, in Simbol; Formalli, 
in Mewat; Zeiton,' inDolepoor; Tatar, inGua- 
lier ; Huflein Lohani, in Rhaberi ; Cuttub in 
Atava; Allum, in Calpee ; Nizam, in Biana; 
befides Naiir Lohani, and Furmalli, on the other 
fide of the Ganges. AH thefe chiefs refufed to 
acknowledge Baber*s authority. But as it was 
neceiIar)^to form an alliance for their mutual de- 
fence, they unanimoufly appointed Par Chanj

lingy bv the titlc^ of Sultan Mahommed ; and, ^^' ^^^' 
rendezvoufing at Kinnoge, advanced towards 
i^gra. At the fame time, Mai, the Afghan 
chief, who had joined Baber, deferted him^ with 
all his adherents:* even the inhabitants of the 
country round Agra, cut off his foraging parties, 
and rendered it very difficult for him to Aipport 
Ms cavalry, or fupply his troops with proviuons : 
Add Xo thk, the intolerable heat of the weather, 
by which a K^^ many Moguls, not being accuf* 
tomed to fuch x ciimati»y died. 

In this fituation of affaii^s, B^er received an Babcr's dif- 
addreis from all his chiefs requcfting him to re- |cfolu*tk)a. 
turn to Cabul; to which he replied. That a 
kinralom which had coft him fd much pains in 
taking, was not to be wrefted from him but by 
death alone* He, at the fame time, iffued a pro- 
clamation, that he was determined to abide his 
fate in India ; but if any perfon was d^iirous of 
returning to Cabul, preferring fafety to glory, 
and ignoble eafe to the manly toils and dangers of 
war, they might retire in peace, and leave him 
only thofe whofe valor would reflect honor on 
themfelves, and glory on their king and country. 
The omrahs hearing this, were afhamed of their 
former behaviour, and, ftriking their brcafts, 
fwore they would never forfake him ; all, except 
Chaja Callan, who((^ bravery was too well efta- 
bliihed to be difputed, though he was advifed, 
being at the point of death, to retire to recover 
his health. He was appointed governor of Cabul 
and Ghizni, for the great fervices which he had 
rendered to the king. When it was known that 
Baber had determined not to leave Hindo|}:an, as 
his anceftor Timur had done, fome omrahs, who 
were willing to be firft in favor, began to come 
over to him J firft, Gurin, wiih three thqufand

The king ^hen finit Hi 
fon Humaioon, with the greateft,p«irt of hissypf^ 
againft the confederate Patan omrahs, whoferfQT- 
ces amounted te fifty thou&nd horfe; ^b^ JippP 
Humaioon's approach, they retreated £poiB JMQ* 
noge to Jionpoor. Hum^uoon J)aviqgj)r(5VfVied 
upon Fati, the former emperor^s vizier, to jw 
him, fent him to the king at Agra, who tr^al^ 
him with the utmoft refpedl and favoi;, which io- 
duced feveral other Afghan chiefs to come over 
to his intereft. 

Nizam, governor of Bizuia, though be was 
now hard prefled by Rana Sinka, who wnfed 
to make himfelf mafter of that province, flill r^' 
fufed to fubmit to the king s authority, wWch ob- 
liged Baber to fend Baba Kuli againil him with a 
^J**^'^''- detachment, which was defeated. But Rana 
BUoA, fob- Sinka foon after reduced Nizam to &ch extre- 
mities, that he fent a deputation to Baber, beg- 
ging pardon for his offence, and requefting ^^ 
would fiipport him, for which he was ready to 
pay him due allegiance* The king, gl^d of tie 
opportunity, made no hefitation to embrace the 
offer, and, fending a force to drive off R^^ ' 
Nizam was put in poffeflion of the place, wludi

Tatso: and Saring, who were in pofleffidn df Thegom- 
thc fort of Gualier, T)eing befieged by the Indian ^^^ 
prince of that coup try, in the £ime manner ad-propofe to 
drefled Ae king for fuccours. Baber difpatcbed ^"^"''• 
a deCachipenty which dtfeated the raja, but Ssl- 
^•■ring lecaHed^his promile, and refufed to deliver 
up the place. There was in the fort, at that 
time,xa phik)(biJ^her'wh6fe foame was Sheth Gofe, 
13H10 lcu}-a g^t number of ftudents linder htm, 
and who wrofe to th^Mogul general, to endea- 
vour to get pertniffion to come himfelf into the 
'fort, ana that he would €nd means of accbmpliih- 
nagjthe reft of his dcfires. 

The Mogul, for this purpofe, 'begged leave, as ^^^ » 
he had enemies all around him, to bring his troops ftncagcm. 
under proteftion of the garrifon, for fear of a 
night aflault, and that he might be pel^mitted the 
honor of paying the philofopher a vifit in the gar- 
Tifon. This being agreed to, the Mogul was re- 
ceived into the fort with a few attendants. He, 
from time to '(ime, pretended occaiion to fend 
frequent Weflages in and out; tilt the officer of 
the guard troubled the governor fo often for leave, 
that he defired him to fend one of his own fer- 
vants, to point but fuch neceffary people -as he 
might want'to have fee irigrels and egrefe. The 
officer of the guard, who was a difciple of the phi- 
loibpher, and who had been let into the plot, 
availed himielf of this order, and permitted every 
body pointed out, to pafs, by which means all 
the chofen men of the detachment were within 
the garrifon before the entertainment was ended. 
Sanng was told to give up the place, and threat- 
ened with infiant death, in cafe of refufal ; fo 
having fatisfied himielf of the eircumfiances, he 
xpade a virtue of neceffity, and replied, Tbat had

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^P '^*^- he not intended giving up the place to the king', 
he would never have been«fo unguarded as to 
permit his party to take this advantage* and ac- 
cordingly fubmitted without relifiance, and going 
in perfon to Agra, entered into the king's femcc. 
Zeiton, at the fame time, arrfved from Doiepoor, ' 
. and had a command conferred upon him. 

Not long after thefe tranfadions, Hamidi S^ 
ring, and other Afghans, raifedf by a family 
. quarrel, a great difturbance in the cadle of Yirob, 
. The king fent Timur againft theni^ who-c^afiiied 
- both parties. In the year^^^ne.huflared and thirty 
three, Chajagi, ^who had gone ambafTador from 
Cabul to congratulate Shaw Tamafp king of Per- 
fia, upon his accef&on, returned, accompanied by 
Solimin, and t)rought various curioiities. * But 
that which pleafed the king moft, was too beau- 
tiful female Haves, jufl come to maturity, of 
whom he became greatly enamoured. The mo- 
ther of the emperor Ibrahim, who had been be- 
fore the greateft favorite in the feraglio, incenfed 
at this change in the Sultan's affedHons, conipired 
An attempt with the taflcr and cook to poifon him. The 
to poifon poifon was accordingly adminiftred in fome barc- 
foup ; but the king, after eating a few {jpoonfals^ 
naufeated the tafie, and immediately vomited, 
which faved his life. After proper enquiry had 
been made, the tafter and cook denying their 
knowledge of any fuch thing, the king ordered a 
dog to be brought, who having eat of the foup, 
was foon feized with convuliions, and died. Two 
of the under cooks being alfo brought to the tri- 
al, expired in the fame manner : upon which the 
tafter and head cook, with feveral of their aflif- 
tants,^were put to the torture. 1 he plot was dif- 
covered, and the mother of Ibrahim cafl into pri- * 
fon, and all her wealth confifcated. One of Ibra- 
him'f fens was fent^ at the fame time, to Cabul,

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lug from lus foreft, after an obftinate refiftance ^^' '^^^ 
fnt^th^ whole army to flight. Haflen of^^'l^^^l^' 
Mew^, was killed with a cannon ihot, and Raw throws the 
Lj^ddive, Cbnnder Ban, Mannuk Chohan, Ki-^"^'"^* 

, rim ^ngy all powerful princes of the enemy, 
were numbered among the dead. The Kin^, 
immediately after the viftory, afibmed the title 

^«6f Ghaad * ; yid, as a monument to perpetuate 
the memory of the battle, he ordered a pyramid 
to bc^bmlt upon an eminence near the field, 
which/^teeording to the cuftom of his age and 
nation, was ffifeku^Md with the heads of the 
ilain. The afirologer, after being feverely repri- 
manded for his ffdfe prediction, was prefented 
witl^ a lack of rupees, and banifhed ft*om the 
kingdom. 

Baber, from this fortunate field, marched to- ?f^*** 
wards Mavat, where Nihar, the fon of Haflen, 
Jeeing no other means of fafety, fubmitted him- 
lelf and the country tp the King. The government 
of Mavat was conferred upon Timur. After 
theCe tranfaftions, Baber returned to Agfa, from 
whence he fent his fon Humaioon to Cabul, 
with orders to add Balich to that province, and 
to rule both in Kis own name. Ali, and Tirdi 
Beg, were ordered againft Huflein and Dirai, 
who ftiU kept pofleflion of Chandwar and Raberi. 
But upon the approach of the Moguls, they fled*, 
and Huflein was drowned in cromng the Jumna, 
while Diria efcaped. Mahommed, the King's 
coufin, was detached at the fame time to Kin- 
noge, againft Beiu the Afghan, who fled ft^om 
thence to Cheirabad. 

Upon the twenty ninth of Zihidge, in the year Baber Sn. 
nine hundred and thirty four, the King marched J^^*"^" 

* to hunt towards Kole and ^mbol. Having di- 
verted himfelf with the chace for fome time, he

then marched towards Chinderi, wh^re Medeni 
Rai, a Hindoo chief, had ihut himfelf ii|> with a 
ftronff garrifon of Rajapats. ^ The place was in* . 
> yt&M^ and the Rajaputs fallied out, and attackml 
the King, but they paid dear for their raflinefs, 
and ioft file thouiand men upon th^ field. Thoiff 
who returned after this defeat into tht fort, fee- 
ing no hopes of defending it longer agaiaft the 
enemy, according to their dreadft^I cuftmi, mur- 
dered their wives and cMtdMf?^ the foUovin^ 
manner. They«placed a fword in the hand ot 
one of their chiefs, and he flew the unhappy vic- 
tims, who, one after another, bent, of theicown 
accord, their necks before him ; they even con- 
tended among themfeives about the honor of be- 
ing firft flain. The foidiers then threw a yelkwr 
powder upon their garments, as on a day of fes- 
tivity, and throwing loofe their hair, ifTued forth 
mrith their fwords and fliields, and fought after 
that death, which they all obtained. The empty 
Jbrt ftll into the hands of the Moguls. 
Defetts the Advicct w^re, about this time, received, that 
omrahsof a dotachmcnt, which had been fent againft the

the Eaftern povinces, was defieated. The King, 
therefore, left Ahmed, the fon of Mahommed, 
and grand-fon of Sultan Nafir of Mala va, who had 
aiow joined him, in the government of Chinden, 
and marched in perfon towards Kinnoge. He 
met his defeated troops at Rabcri, and arriving 
at the river, he threw over it a bridge of boats* 
His general Timur was ordered to crofs in the 
£ront,itthe enemy being then on the oppofitc fliorc. ^ 
After a faint rei^hmce, the F^tans gave waj ; ^^ 
llmur purfuing them, took part of their bag- 
gage, ^nd a great number of their women V^d

* the dty, and, in the year nine hundred and 
thirty nvc, marched himfelf to furvey the coun- 

4ry, He firft took the route of Gualier, and 
iricwed there (be fortification^! the ftone ekphant, 
and the palace of the Raja. He then vifited the 
garden^of^Rehimy and ordered fome flowers and 
plants, of an unooQ^ffiOa kind, to be tranfplanted 
to Am» He went to worfhip in the great mof- 
pe, built by the Emperor Altumih, for whofe 
oul he ordered prayers to be read, and returned, 
by another way, to A^ra. 

fiaber, foon after his return to Agra, was lei- p«u« ^^ 
zed with an intermitting fever, which continued 
upon him for eight months. Some fiiperftitious 
people advi(ed hiro, during hi9 ficknefs, to write a 
pooii in [ffai{b of Chaja Abrar, one of the iaint«, 
to induce him to intercede with God for his 
health. Baber, though it is highly probable he 
did not give much credit to the power of the (aint, 
adiially wrote the poem, in the meafure of Mow* 
lani Jami. The King recovered from his difor« 
dcr about the eighth of the fir ft Ribbi, He of- 
fered up public thanks to God for the refioration 
of his health, and made a great feaft upon the oc- 
cafion. He diilributed magnificent prefents 
sunong the omrahs and foreign ambafladors, and 
beftowed large fums to gladden the hearts of the 
poor. During this fefUval, Chandamire^ the au- 
thor of the Habib al Sier, Mowlana Mammai, 
and Mirza Ibrahim Canooni, who came^from

Moultan,- was, this year, otdcrecT to cqprt^ and 
fenttSdnA having exhibited the tokens of obedience, Jic was 
Nu<ent, commanded to go againft Nuferit, one of the 
mits/**^ Patan chiefs, on the borders pf the Decan. Nu- • 
ferit, hearing of the approach of the Moguls, 
fent an ambauador to the King, fubjeding bimfeli 
to the royal authority. Nizam ^ri, prince of 
Ahmednagur, at the fame time fent to congratu- 
late Baber on his good fortune, and proficrcd 
obedience. Baber, towards the clofe t)fthi8 year, 
received advices that MM ww qf i fl, the fon of tbe 
Emperor Secufcder Lodr, had poffeffed himfclf 
of the province of Behar, and that one Bellodia 
had erected the ftandard of rebellion in Mojiltan. 
The King fent orders to his omrahs in the nortli- 
weft, concerning the affeirs of Moultan, and 
marched in j)crfon towards Behar. When he ar- 
rived at Kurrah, Jellal, defcended of that dynafty 
ofPatans, who fKIed thenifelves Emperors of the 
Eaft, prepared a royal entertainment for him, 
and was honored with his prefence. Zcman ^'as 
detached from Kurrah to the conqucft of Behar. 
He foon drove Mahmood out of the field. 

But a few months after, the Afghans of Be- 
har, coUefting themfelves together a fecond time, 
advanced to the Gang, oppofite to Hideri, The 
King detached Afhkari with a divifion of the 
troops to oppofe them, and next day followed 
that officer with the whole army. When he came 
to the banks of the river, and faw the enemy on 
the oppofite bank, he was preparing boats tocrofe; 
but Timur begged permiffion to go before. As 
foon as he made his landing good with eighty 
horfqj Afhkari, who had croffed at another place,, 
appeared in the enemies rear ; and they immedi- 
ately took to flight. The King, after this aftion, 

left ^unicd Birlafs to profecute the war in ^o"- 

juncbon 
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laliere he remained in banifhnient. Prince Hu- ^P- *5*^- 
msdqpn, having defeated the omrahs at Jionpoor, *' ^^^' 
kit Birlais to keep thofe provinces in a^ye, re« 
turaeci himielf to court, having, upon his way, 
conciliated matters with Allum, governor of 
Calpee, who now 'accompanied him, and was 
received with great refpecl. 

^ The king was, at this time, fuddenly alarmed Baber 
by advices that many Pltan omrahs with Mah-»*^™«<* 
mood, the fon of the emperor Secunder, and'^federacy 
other dbde£s and rajas in alliance, whofe force ex- Jgj"^ 
ceeded one handsedUI^^w^i^d horfe, were prepar- 
ing to attack him. Baber, having no depen- 
dence on the P^tan chiefs, who had joined him, 
detached them to defend different provinces, and 
with^is own Moguls, haftened towards the ene- 
my. His van guard falling in with their's, upon 
the frontiers of Biana, after a fliarp conflift, 
were repulfed by the enemy with great lofs, 
which ftruck unufual terror into the Kind's fmall 
army. Neazi fled to Simbol, Haflen joined the 
enemy, and every day brought difagreeablc intel« 
ligence from all quarters. Nor did the predidi- 
ons of Sherif a little add to the general corifterna- 
tion. This pretended wizard averred, that Brif- 
put • was in the eaft, and confequently, that who- 
ever marched from the weft fliould be over- 
thrown. 

The King perceiving this panic, called, immc-^< 
diateJy, a council of war. The greateft part of ^ 
the officers gave it as their opinion, that, as the 
fuperiority of the enemy was evident, it was ad- 
vifeabk to leave a ftrong garrifon in A^a, and 
to retreat with the bulk of the army to Punjaab. 
Baber, with a difcontented afpe^t, fixed his eyes, 
*in filence, upon the ground. He, at length, Iternly

A^p.i5tft.aikcd the chiefs^ What would the world (af of S 
'^' ^^^' monarch, whom the fear of *death ihould oUige 
to abandon (uch a kingdom ? ^^ Hie voke of 
^ glory/* {aid he; *' is loud in my ear, and fof- 
*f bids me to dligrace my nitme, bv giving up '

^^ acquired. But, as death is at lad unavoia- 
*' able, let us rather meet him with honor, face^ 
*^ to face, than ihrink back» to gain a few years 
^* of a miforable and ignominious exiftcnce ; fof 
<« what can we inherit butfaAiei beyond the B- 
" mits of the grave." Tfietrtlole allembly, as if 
infpired with one foul, cried out, at once, 
*' War ! War !'* The King, having been for- 
merly much addi£led to wine, made a vow never 
to drink any more, Ihould he, upon this occaii- 
on, prove viftorious. Orders were immediately 
ilfued to prohibit the fale of wine in the cainp ; 
not ib much from fuperftition, as to keep toe 
mind cool for a^on. 
3aber Upon the ninth of the fecond Jemmad, of the 

matches year nine hundred and thirty three, which hap- 
ail^y'^'^Vn^d to be Norofe *, Baber formed his line of 
battle, with his guns and rockets in his fronts 
In that order he moved towards the enemy, who 
lay at the dii^ce of fix miles. But after he 
had advanced two miles he halted, and encamp- 
ed his army. Several young warriors, fond of 
diftinguifiiing themftlves, ifTued out, under the 
command of Mahommed Cafim, to ikirmilh with 
die enemy's fcouts and advanced guards, among 
whom they did great execution. 

The King, next day, advanced two miles fur- 
ther^ and marked out his camp at the village of 
j'he enemy Klva, *but hls teuts wcrc fcarccly pitched, when , 
attl^Iim. ^ perceived the enemy advancing upon him. He

up tff Nizam Cb|lipha, whom Baber reckoned 
his ableft general ; and this order of battle being, 
on account of circtimftances, diftretit from the 
former, we %dl relate it at large in this place. 

The tine, which upon thi^ occafion was Angle, The mikr 
coafifted of 1« brigades, exclufive of the Eng's^^**"'^ 
life guards in the center, where fiiber pofted 
hunrnf. Beft>re^4acb»of the brigades, a few pa- 
ces in 6>oiit, the King placed a fquadron of Kght 
korie, whidi formed anothef kihd of line with 
fft^ intervals. In fVont of the whole, the artil- 
lery and rocket-waggons wefe d^a^vn up in three 
ditrifioAs, the right, left, and center. The guns 
were chained together, fo that there was a kind 
gf ionafication formed againft the enemy's ca-* 
v9Ary% The brigade imm«Ilatdy to the right of 
the center, wte comtnanded by Timthr, confifiing 
of Ibk own tribe, and the troops of many other 
emrahs of diftinftion. llie brigade to the left of 
the eenter was under the immediate orders of 
iUlum, a defendant of the emperor Bdoli, and 
eompofed of his national troops, and tht>fe of fire 
other, nobles. The two brigades of the right 
wing were commanded in chief by prince Hu- 
loaioon, and of thefe the right hand brigade 
ctmfided of the troops of Catim Huflein, and 
ocber chiefs of family and e:!tpericnce in war. 
The left hand battalion of prince Hamaibon^s di-i 
▼ifioii was made up of the troo{)s of Seid Amir, 
and of thofe of other fix nobles of the Mogul 



- The two brigades of the left wing were com- 
fiaaaded by Seid Chaja; the left hand battalipn of 
whoie divifion was compofed of different /quad- 
PODS, commanded by .their refpeflive chiefs. The 
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A. D. 1526. right hand brigade was made up of the troops Of 
Htg* 933* Angi the Mogul, and thofe of Kumal, of the jrace 
of AUa, formerly emperor of India, if (^ light 
horfe of the left wing were commanded by TirdL 
Beg ; and thofe of the right wing by Mahmood 
Caum. Mahommed, the captain-genera^ took 
poft before the King, with all his yeilkwils ^^ and 
a choice body of horfe. 
The btttic About ten o'clock in the forenoon the a€don 
begins. was Commenced by the artillery. The left of the 
enemy, charging the right of the Moguls, foon 
fell in hand to hand, withj^tie^^attalions of Ko- 
kultalh and MalleckCaiim, and made them giire 
ground. But Hmdr, by the Sultan's orders, in- 
clining to the right with his brigade, took up 
their ground, aftid falling upon the aflailants with 
great fury, put them to flight, the light horle 
purfuing them with great flaughter, quite through 
their own line. The enemy, in the mean time, 
wT'iUrr un- '^S ^^ numcrous, extended their flanks far bc- 
ded. yond the wings of the King, and came down 
upon him from all fides. Baber ordered his right 
and left wing to fall back, . by which means his 
army was thrown into a circle. In this pofidon 
ke refifted the repeated aflaults of the Patans till 
three o'clock, Alia Kuli of Rumi f , who com* 
maxided the artillery, making great flaughter 
among them. 

. Baber finding the enemy fatigued by their re- 
peated aflaults, determined to ad oflenfively, to 
drive them quite out of the field. He therefore 
put himfelf at the bead of the brigades of Timor 
and Allum, and charging them like a lion rufli*

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At>. f$5o T^HE Prince Humaioon, by the title ofNafir 
H>g- ?3»- J^ ijl Dien Mahommed, ixnmeaiately after the 
a^rair- death of Baber, mounted the throne of his 
trooGincr. father, in India. He was a great aftronomer, 
and took much delight in judicial aftrology. He 
fitted up feven houfes of entertainment, and nam- 
ed them after the feven planets. In each he gave 
public audience, according to the ruling glanet 
of the day, ^ordering all the furniture, paintings, 
and alfo the drefies of thofe who waited upon 
him, to bear fomething that' was an emblem of 
the tutelar ftar of the houfe. He even endea- 
voured to fuit the people, who came to pay their 
refpecls, to the fuppofed influence of the planet, 
which prefided over the time of their attendance. 
In the houfe of the Moon met foreign embafla- 
dors, travellers and poets. Military men attend- 
ed him in the houfe of Brifput*, and judges, law- 
givers, and fecretaries, were received in that of 
the Recorder of Heavenf. 
Dcfign* of But the urgency of important affairs did not 
hu brother permit Humaioon to follow long thefe innocent 
atf.infthi«n.^,^j^g^ Such only fuited the days of peace, 

when the mind might enjoy her harmlefs follies. 
He fcarcely had afcended the throne, when his 
brother, Camiran. who was then in Cabul, form- 
ed a defign of making himfelf mafter of Punjab. 
TocoQceal his intentions, he gave out, that he ^ 
was going into Hindoftan, to congratulate Hu- 
maioon upon his accedion. The king being, how-

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c^cr, apprized of Camiran's views, by hisbeha-^^-'^y- 
vioar in«thofe countries through which he paffed, *^' ^^ * 
and being eitremely unwilling to make war upon 
hfe brother, confented to let him govern the pro* 
vinces from the mod fouthem branch of the In- 
dus to Perfia, holding them of the empire. This 
cfiedually flopped the progrefi of Camiran. The 
kitkg, Iti the 4meau time, conferred the govern- 
ment of Mewat upon Hindal, his brother, and 
appointed his relation Alkari to that of Simbol, 
the other provinces being left in the poffeilion of 
\he faftntt fubas. ^ 

Huinaioon, in the year nine hitndred and thirty Bcfief-et 
eight, led an army againft the ftrong fortrefs of ^*^""«''- 
Ouinger, and inveued the place. While the 
Idng carried on the fiege, Mahmood, the fon of 
the emperor Secunder Lodi, in conjunftion with 
lidu the A%an, took polTeffiott of Jionpoor, and 
Idudled the flames of war in the eaftern provinces. 
Humaioon, having received intelligence of thcfe 
"commodons, decamped from before Callinger, 
Dnarched to jionpoor, in a pitched battle over- 
threw the Afghans, and reinftated Juneid Biriafs 
in his former government of that province. 

The emperor, after this fignal viftory, return- 
ed to Agwi, and beftowed honorary dreffes upon 
above twelve thoufand of his courtiers. He, in 
the mean time, difpatched a herald to Shere 
Oian. and demanded polTeffion of the fortrefs of i>€m«nd$ 
Chinir •, which being refiifed, Humaioon uiarch- J^^^^^^^^^^ 
ed his army that way. When the King lay before 
CHtiir, he was informed, that Bahadur, King of 
"Cu^arat, had turned towards him the poiuts of

Hig.938- of a peace with Shere, and to return toic^ds 
Agra. Cuttub, the fon of Shere, whom the em- 
perolr had taken as an hoftage, found means, on 
the way, to make his efcape, and to return to his 
father at Chinar. 
A conf i- Mahommed Zeman of the race of Timur, the 
racfdiico. grandfon of HuiTein afpired to the throne, and 
vcrcd. ^^g fupported in his pretenlions by the onu'ahs of 
Chigittai. The plot was difcovered, and the 
leader of the confpiracy pardoned : But Humai- 
con finding him, a fecond t^me, meditating trea- 
fonable praAices^ he ordered him to be confined 
in the fortrels of Biana. Orders were given to 
put out the eyes of Mahummud Sultan and^Nu« 
ferit Mirza, for* being the principal abettors of 
the prince's ambitious defigns ; but the perfon to 
whom it was intruded to inflid this puniflunent, 
faved the eyes of the former, while the latter 
found means to efcape to Guzerat. Sultan, by 
the aid of his fbns Ali Mirza and Shaw Mirza, 
who formed a party, was carried away to Kin- 
noge, where he was joined by about fix thouiand 
Moguls, Afghans, and Rajaputs. 

Humaioon fent to Bahadur, under whoie do^ 
Rebellion miniou was the city of Kinnoge, and commanded 
atKinnogc.j^j^ to dclivcr up Mahommcd, but he rqcftcd 
the orders in an infolent manner, which obliged 
the emperor to march agsunft hiuu Bahadur 
king of Guzerat had, about this time, refolved 
to wreft the fort of Chitor from the RaQa. Rana 
threw himfelf under the protection of Humaioon ; 
but the emperor, for what reafon is not known, 
having advanced as far as Gualier, encamped there 
for two^months, and returned, without effecting 
any thing, to Agra. Rana, defpairing of relief, 
jent a crown, and a confiderable fum of money, 
to Bahadur, which induced him to raife the

niny fesijpn in Agrat He vifited, upon his way» ^s* 937* 
Shech ^'^ah^ at Monier, the father of Sherrif 
Moniri, and carried him to court. 

The prince Huiqjuoon having left his brother TrMCiai- 
Hindal to govern in his abfence, returned about 2"^"* ^*' 
tliis time from Cabul to vifit his father. Seid 
Chan of Argpnd, took this opportunity of in- 
vading Buduchihan, and fent a force to attack 
Minlmla. Hindal, upon the approach of the 
enemy, retreated into the fort of Ziffer, where 
he was befieged. S«id of Argund, finding that 
he could not reduce the place, aAd that the inha- 
bitants would not join him, ravaged the coun- 
try, ^nd returned home. But as the news of his 
retreat had not reached Agra, the government of 
Buduchihan was beftowed upon Soiiman, one of 
the race of Timur, who fet out immediately for 
that province with a letter from the King to Seid, 
expreffing his furprize at hoftilities, for which he 
conld not account, but by fome mifbehaviour of 
his fon Hindal ; that, therefore, he had fent ano- 
ther perfon, who was allied to them both, to 
fupply his place. When Soiiman arrived, he 
found the country in perfect tranquillity, and 
took poffeffion of the government, which his 
family have kept to this day. The prince Hindal 
returned to Agra. 

In the year nine hundred and thirty-fix, the J*^' f**** 
Sultan fell fick, and his diforder continued daily * ' 
to gain ftrength, in fpite of the power of medi- 
cine. Defpairing at leaft of life, he recalled his 
Ion Humaioon, who was then befieging the fort 
of Callinger, and appointed him his fuccefTor. 
Upon Monday, the fifth of the firft Jemmad, in 
the year nine hundred and thirty feven, he re- 
figned in peace that life which he had fo often ex- ^^ ^^ 
f^ied in war. According to his will, Iji* body 
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A.D.I5V was carried to Cabul^ and interred in a hol]r^« 
HJM933. pulchre. • ^ . 

Htt ch»- What fliall we fay of Baber, the woqder of 
"'^"' the age in which he lived ! He mounted a throne 
at twelve years of age, and^ with various turns of , 
fortune, reigned thirty eight. * He was a prince 
of great humanity, and carried his generofity to 
fuch exce&, that it bordered up^n prodigauty* 
With refpeA to the firft, he fo often pardoned 
ingratitude and treafon, that he feemed to make 
a principle of rendering good for evil. He tbu$ 
dilarmed vice, and ma<k^ the wicked thewor- 
His fell 5 ^^PP^s of his wrtue. 

on. " ***" He was of the fed of the Hanifites, in whofe 
dodrine and tenets he was perfedly verfed; 
yielding jAart to the evidence of reafon, tfian to 
the marvellous legends of fuperftitious antiquity. 
He was not, however, forgetful of that ration^ 
worihip which is due to the great Creator, nor 
a defpifcr of tbofe laws and ceremonies whicb 
are founded on found policy for the benefit of 
foahrfinc ^^^ fuperficial judges of things. He was a maftcr 
•Its. in the arts of Poetry, Writing and Mufic He 
wrote his own Commentaries m the Mogul lan- 
guage, with fuch elegance and propriety, that 
they are univerfally admired. 'I his work was 
tranflated, in the reign of Ackbar, by Chau Cha- 
nan into the Perfian language, and from it we 
have abridged the preceding hiftory of the life of 
Baber.

His coun- 
tenance was pleafant, and in difpofition he was 
eafy, facetious, and affable.

When he was prince of Firghana, a rich caravan

He '^' ^^** 
ordered all the goods to be colleded, and fcnt 
meOengers to China to proclaim the accident, and 
• bring the owners, ^or their heirs, to his court. 
Upon thdr arrival at the end of two years, he en- 
tertained them hofpitably, and returned them 
aU tbcir goods^ not only refufing to accept a pre- 
fent, but even to be rdmburfed for his expences. ^ .j.^. 

Notwithftanding his great vigor in war, hepicarme. 
^ras moch addicted to wine and women, and all 
tiie ^fhtonable pleafures of courts. He fome- 
doies nHsdj when he had an inclination to make 
merry, to fill a fountain with wine, upon which 
was inlcrtbed a verfe to this purpofe : *^ Jovial 
^ days ! Blooming fprings ! Old wine, and young 
^^ maidens ! Enjoy freely, O Baber, for life is 
*• not tvrice to be enjoyed !" He then would fit 
down in the midft of his friends, drink freely, 
and £eaft his eyes on the daughter of beauty who 
danced before him. 

WTiitherfocver he marched, or rode, he always 
bad the road meafured afcer him. This cuilom 
obtains with the emperors of Hindoftan to this 
day. He made a fiatute concerning the mea- 
forement of diftances, which has hitherto re- 
mained in force.

IJcwr did he 
forget himfelf in the latter, but sdways behaved 
with that moderation and equanimity which cha- 
rafterizes a great foul. , • 

Hisgenea. ^^ ^^^^ already traced Baber's defcent from 
viy. Timur ; but as he was the founder of a great dy- 
nafty, it will be proper to folloM^ his genealogy 
further back into antiquity. The great Zin^ 
Chan, the fon of Kffuka, the fon of Hrna, had 
four fons of renown, who were all Kings, and the 
fathers of nations. Their names were Oktai, 
Zagat ay, Zuzi,* and Tuli. Though Oktai was 
was not the cldeft fon, yet he was, by his father, 
appointed his fucceiTor, and ruled over the ex- 
tenfive empire of Afia in the city of Caracorum, 
the original capital of his fathers hereditary 
dominions. Oktai died, by excefs of wine, in 
the year fix hundred and thirty nine. 
The family Zagatay, the fecond fon of Zingis, poflefled the 
^'tmw- l^^J^gdomsof Maverulnere, Tirkeftan, Bsdich, and 
>nc Buduchihan, in fubordination to his brother Oktai. 
Kirrachar Nevian, who was the fifth ancefior of 
Timur, was one of his nobles, and, at length, cap- 
tain general of all his forces. The genealogy of 
Kirrachar runs thus: Timur the fon of Jiraga, 
the fon of Birkit, the fon of Alingar, the fon of 
Abil, the fon of Kirrachar, the fon of Sagunri, 
the fon of Ibumgi Berlafs, the fon ofKatcbuIi, 
the fon of Jumnai, the fon of Bafinker, the fon 
of Kidu, who, by the mother's fide, wasdc- 
fcended from BaCnger, a princels, from whom 
Zingis derived his pedigree. The family of Tu 
mur had alfo married into that of Zingis, fo that 
Timuc Bee was lineally defcended from that con-, 
queror of all Afia.

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^Bahadur, wliofe affiiirs wete iifow in a vefy ^.^- '^^*- 
praiperoi^ fituatkni, i)y tlie redudion of Mindu, ^^J^ 
and otber phces, began to ihew his contempt of 
Humaioon, by advancing th^ coafpirator Mahom- 
«zned to great hpm)rs. He alfo prompted Alla^ 
defccnded of the emperor Bdoli Lodi, to attempt 
to po&fs hiiBiielf of the throne of Delhi. He^ 
for this purpol^ made Tatar, the fon of Sultan f^^^^ ^^ ^^, 
Alia, lu& general) and difpatched him, with forty my againa 1 
tfaoaiaQd men, againft Humaioon, with which hie ""°'''''^°> 
fubdoed fiiana, and advanced to the environs of 



ThiM pnsffiag danger awakened the king from 
Jiis lethargy. He immediately feiit his brother, 
the pdnce Hindal, with a force, to oppofe Ta« 
tar. When the armies approached one another^ 
there was £) great a defertion froiti Tatar's 
troops, that, in the fpace of ten days, ten thou- 
iand horle fcarce remained to him. He however 
refiblved, with thefe, to ftand his ground, and 
^vc battle to the imperial army, but he was to- 
tally overthrown, loft the ihoft of his troops, ^^^.^^^ j^ 
three hundred officers of diftinction, and his own touiiy dt* 
life. Hindal, after this vi^ory, retook Biana, ^''*^*^- 
and all the other places which had before fallen 
into the hands of the eiiemy, and returned in 
triumph to Agra. 

Bahadur, in the year nine hotidred and forty, Bahadur 
marched^ a fecond time, towards Chit or ; ^"d, ^"*!;<^**** 
in the mean time, Humaioon ordered a fort to ?f?!!"^ 
be built in Delhi, on the banks of the Jumna, 
which he called Panna. He, fobn after, marched 
towards Saringpoor, which then held of Baha- 
dur^ as Xing of Guzerat, and wrote to him a 
puaniiTg couplet, unworthy of the dignity 'and 
majefiy of a king. Chitor, in the Perfian lan- 
guage, fignifies, in what mmner; and upon this 
was founded the miferable witticifiti contained* in 
the verfes.

*^ derer of the city of Chitor ! in what manner 
" canft thou conquer the idolaters? Jor*when

** conquer thee.** Bahadjir «nfwered Humaioonr 
in his own ftrain, and in the following words : 
" I, who am the plunderer of Chitor, will con- 
" quer the idolaters by valor ; and he who dares 
" not fuccour Chitor, fliall fee in what manner 
*' he himfelf fliall be conquered.*' The wit is 
wretched on both fides ; but he who began the 
pun is moft to, blame. 

. Bahadur, after fending the above billet to Hu- 
maioon, called a council of war. It was the open 
opinion of the majority, that as Humaioen had 
all his force with him, it were better to raifc the 
fiege, and march againft him, and thus to take 
up the war by the roots. Others urged, that 
Humaioon was fo ri^d in his religious principles, 
that he would not difturb them in their war with 
idolaters ; that therefore it was moft advifeable to 
finifli the fiege, which was now far advanced, 
and afterwards to think of other matters. Ba- 
hadur himfelf favoured the latter opinion. The 
fiege was accordingly continued ; and Humaioon, 
piquing himfelf upon his religious principles, con- 
tinued loitering at Saringpoor, till Bahadur had 
taken the fort. Bahadur, in the year nine hun- 
dred and forty one, marched with great expedi- 
tion againft Hdmaioon, who, hearing of his ap- 
proach, marched forward to meet him. The two 
armies appeared in front of each other, near 
Munfoor. Bahadur, who had coUeAed a great 
train of artillery, by advice of his engineer, Rumi 
Chai), entrenched his army, and placed his can-^ 
non in redoubts, in his front. ITiis prevented 
Humaioon from rifquing an attack, and both ar- 
mid^ ^'continued in fight of one another fbi; the 

fpace 
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ip^cc of two montHs. Daily fldrmiflies were, in ^.p* 1534. 
the qpean time, fought, with various fuccefs. '^' ^^^' 

Humai^on, finding that he could not draw 
Bahadur out of his trenches, employed all his at- 
^tention to cut off his fupplies. He ordered his "^offT 
horie, in fiicceffive bodies of five or fix thouland, f«ppiie$. 
to fcour the rear of the enemy, by which means 
famine began foon to be feverely felt in their 
camp^ men, horfes, elephants, and Camels, pe- 
riihing daily in great numbers. 

Bahadur, infiead of making one brave effort cowardk* 
to relieve himielf, permitted bafe fear and defpair of'^bahi*^' 
to iaze upon him ; and, with only five friends, <^"f- 
left his camp in the night, and fled towards 
Mindu» This was no fooner known, than the 
flight became general ; the chiefs dffperfing them-^ 
felves, ivith their adherents* Humaioon, in the 
morning, ordered the purfuit to commence, 
which was continued, as far as Mindu, with great 
llaiighter of the unfottuilate wretches, who had 
neither the power to efcape, nor the means to de- 
fend thcmfelves. Bahadur threw himfclf into 
Mindu, and the place was clofcly inverted. 

In a few daya, three hundred Moguls fcaled 
the walls of Mindu, in the night ; and though k.n by fur* 
the garrifon confided of many thoufands, fuch p"*^* 
was their panic, that they all betook themfelves 
to flight. Bahadur efcaped to Chapunier, which 
was then the capital of Guzcrai, while Sidder 
Chan, his captain general, who was dangcroudy 
wounded, not able to proceed farther, (hut him- 
fclf up in the fort of Sunkar, where; being be- 
iieged, he capitulated the fecond day, and was, 
on account of his excellent character, received 
into great favor. Sidder, during the puijfuit, 
£ived Bahadur, when almoft taken by Humaioon, 
by throwing himielf in between the kings, till 
his matter had an opportunity of making hi^ ef- 
cape But he himfclf was attacked with fucli vio- ^

The unfortunate Bahadur, 
hearing of his approach, fled to Cambait, but 
Humaioon pui;fuing him thither, he retired to 
the tfland of Deo, Humaioon arriving in Cambait 
the very evening of the fame 4ay in which Baha- 
dur forfook it» 
Returns to Humaioon remained a f^w days in this place, 

the dfadci.^^^^^^""g that Bahadur's wealth was moFftly in 
' the citadel of Chapanier, he returned to carry on 
that fiege. Athtiar, who commanded in the 
place, defended it with great bravery. But 
though he had fome years provifion in the fort, 
he was covetous of more, and took in daily fup- 
plies by a certain part of the citadel, which was 
covered by a thick wood. The king, one day, 
reconnoitring thfe place, obferved the proceedings 
of Achtiar, with regard to the provifions. He 
immediately feized upon a party of country peo- 
ple who carried the fupplies through the woods. 
He perfuaded, or rather commanded them, to 
carry him, in difguife, to the place. They had 
admittance. The king made the neceflary re- 
marks, returned to his camp, and the fame night 
ordered a parcel of iron fpikes to be made. 
«;c Pliant He hlmielf, with three hundred (eleft men, 
exploit, went to the place, while feigned attacks werc^ 
made upon every other quarter of the fort. As 
the accefs to this part of the fortrefs was extreme- 
ly difficult, the attention of the enemy was en- 
tirely 
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ditlv drawn towards the different affaults. This ^-P- ^Sis- 
fbmiihed ^e king whh an opportunity of fixing ^^' ^^^' 
his ironJpikes in the wall, by which means thirty- 
nine officers mounted, and the king himfelf made 
ihe fortieth. Before iun-rife his whole detach, 
ment was within the walls, when he difplayed a 
%nal which had been previoufly fettled with his 
troops. They accordingly made a violent aflault 
upon an fides, -and Humaioon, in the mean time, 
at the head of his detachment, cried out, Alia 
Aldnr ! ^ and fbrdng his way, fword in hand, 
through the enemy, poffeffed himfelf of one of 
the gates : he immediately opened it, and admit- 
ted nis troops, and all, except Achtiar and his 
family,, who were in an outwork^ were put to 
the fword. The governpr defended himfelf fa 
bravely, that he obtained a capitulation. The 
great ftrength of this place, the numerous garri- 
fi)o, and the boldneis of the attempt by which it 
fell^ rendered this adion of the king, equal, in 
the opinion of all mankind, to any thing of the 
like nature recorded in hiftory. Here the trea- 
fnre of Guzerat, which had been colleded in the 
courle of many years, was diftributed among the 
troops. He gave to the officers and foldiers what 
wealth coulcf be heaped upon their refpe^ve 
fliidds, proportioning the value df the things to 
thdr rank and merit. All the wealth of Room, 
Chitta, and Fring t, which had been there col- 
lededy to a vaft amount, was delivered over to 
plunder. 

Bahadur having fecured himfelf in Deo, fent Bahadur 
Chlrkuls to Ahmedabad, to collet the revenues, ^*^*** ^*>''

and levy troops. He found himfelf foon at the 
head of fifty thoufand men, and was daily glin- 
ii^ firength and reputation, Humaioon having

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>^p. '5J5 ijitelligeuce of the tranfa^ons of Bahadur, ^- 
'^' ^^^' pointed Tirdi Beg to command the fort of Cha- 
panier, and the adjacent countries, an(f marched 
in perfon with his army towards Ahmedabad. 
Chirkufs drew out his troops to oppofe him, and 
falling in with the variguarcf of the imperialifts^ * 
commanded by the prince Afhkari, and he was 
defeated before the reft of the army could be 
brought up to the engagement. The king, for 
this fignal fervice, appointed Afhkari governor 

Humaioon of the fplcndid city of Ahmedabad. He divided 

G^""at*" ^^^^ ^^^ provinces of Guzerat among his omrahs, 
and marched ^againft Burhanpoor. Nizam, of 
Burhan, and the other provinces of the Decan, 
apprehenfive of his defigns to reduce Chandcz, 
wrote to him letters of fubmiffion and *allegi- 
ance. 
Thcinfur- Thcfc Ictters had feared arrived, when the news 
def sh"ci"" ^^ ^^^ infurredlion of Shere Chan came to the 
Chan. king. He, however, reduced all the countries 
about Burhanpoor, then marched round to Min- 
du. Chirkufs, in the mean time, in conjun^on 
with the omrahs of Guzerat, began again to ac- 
quire ftrength, and marched, with an army, to- 
wards Ahmedabad, Humaioon, having marched 
into the eaftern provinces, invefted Chinar, and 
reduced it, after a fiege of fix months. Having 
then gained the paffes, he entered Bengal. Shere^ ; 
in the mean time, carried away the treafure of J 
the princes of Gour and Bengal, whom he had 
reduced, and fled to the mountains of Jarcund, 
The king continued his march to Gouf, the ca- 
pital of Bengal, took it, and commanded it to 
called Ginnitabad f . Having r^fided in that cityj 
for ahe fpace of three months, he was obli^ 
on account of the moift air of that country^ 
which the greateft part of his army fell fick.

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well as by the rebellion of his brother, the prince ^aP' '^^9- 
HTndal at Agra, to return. ^'^ ^^^ 

Hindal^had been fent to fupprefs Mahommed The bro. 
Mirza^^vho, we have already obferved, had ef- ^^«^" ^^^»^ 
caped to Kinnoge. But inftead of performing ^'^^^* 
•that iervice, he, as4bon as he faw himfelf at the 
head of an anny, began to afpire to the throne. 
He accordingly marched back to Agra, where he 
dUcovered Us^reafonable intentions, by putting 
feme of the principal people, who rejeded his au- 
thority, to death. He thus enforced obedience, 
and throwing away every difguife, ordered the 
chutba to be read in his own ns^e, and, with 
all the enfigns of royalty, marched to Delhi, and 
befieged it. The king, having heard of the(e 
proceedings, left Jehangire and Ibrahim to com- 
mand in Bengal, and haftened towards Agra. 
When he was about half way, Mahommed Ze- 
man, of the race of Timur, who had formerly 
jmned Bahadur, returned from Sind, and, being 
promiied a pardon, joined the king with a con- 
fiderable party. In the mean time, Shere the 
Afghan, nnding the king's army fo much weak- 
ened by &kne& and defertion, and his affairs 
further perplexed by the rebellion of Hindal, 
marched with his troops from Rotas, and came 
behind the king on the Joffa *. Both armies lay 
three months inadive, at a time when the king 
ought to have run all hazards, being every day 
infiiited, and more and more diftrefled by the 
enemy, who prevented his croffing the river. 

To add ftill to Humaioon*s misfortunes, hiscamiiau 
other brother, Camiran, inftead of affifting him, »^^""^*^^>« 
ungeneroufly afpired to his throne, and marched, Ag^.**" 
with ten thoufand horie, from Lahore. When 
)ic arrived at Delhi, prince Hindal prevailed upon

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A. D. 1539. him, to join his forces with his owf)* after which 
»i«- 946. ^i^gy tjQj^ continued the fiw« AJi, who coA- 
manded in the city, acquainted Canuj^an^ that 
he could never think of betraying his truft^ and 
rather than be fo ungrateful. to his prince^ he 
was determined to hold out ^o the laft drop of 
his blood ; but, that, if he would firft po&fs htm- 
felf of Agra, the capital, and entirdiy fubdue his 
brother, he would then, and not 4iU tlvec, ^ve 
up the city of Delhi. When CaxQiran and lus 
brother found the governor fo determined, and 
tl. at the iiege would coft them much blood and 
time, they fet out together for Agra. When 
they had reached the environs of that city, the 
jealoufy, whicft the brothers naturally entertain- 
ed of each othef , the eyes of both being turned 
towards the throne, broke out into open war. 
Hinda], being deferted by many of his party, fied 
to Alwir, with five thouiand horfe, and three 
hundred elephants ; and Camiron, enterixig Agra, 
affumedall the imperial eniigns. 

Humaioon endeavoured, by every poflible ar- 
wdttv^n gument with his brothers, to bring about a coa- 
in Tain to Jition of intcrefls againft Shree, telling them, 
hii"bro!^ that their family quarrels \vould certainl>, in the 
tiicrf. end, lofe them that mighty empire, which had 
coil their father fo much pains to conquer, and 
involve the faipily of Timur in one common 
ruin ; that it was, therefore, advifeable to join 
againfl; the common enemy, and afterwards di- 
vide the empire amongfl themfelves. Thefe ar- 
' guments had no weight with his brothers, who 
were fo blinded with ambition, that they were 
determined rather to lofe all, than be contented 
with a part. They vainly hpping that after Shere 
had defeated Humaioon, they fiiouid be able to 
fubdue Shere ; and each had the folly to fuppofe, 
that he would be a,blq to exclude the other, and 
£b reign alone ^ 

At 
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• At this junftitre, Shere fent the learned Che* ^P- '539. 
Bi, a dcrvi& of great reputation, to Humaioon, ^l'^ ' 
to treat about a peate, which the king accepted, peace with 
witl# gladnefe, upon the following conditions : ^^"^' 
That Shere fbould content himfelf with Bengal 
• and Behar, which •he was to hold in the king's 
name, paying a fmall acknowledgment. 

When the conditions were figned and ratified Yreachcry 
by mutual oaihs, Humaioon, trufting too much of shere. 
to the faith of his enemy, permitted a free intcr- 
courfe between both armies. This was what the 
perfidious Shere aimed at by the peace. He ac- 
cordingly, next morning, furprjzed the empe- 
ror's camp, before day-break, and totally defeated 
hinu As the bridge of boats, which the king 
had been preparing, was not finKhed, there was 
no way of efcape left, but by plunging into the 
river ; all the boats bdng feized by a party of 
the enemy, who had turned the rear of the em- 
peror's army. Humaioon, his nobles, and a great Humnioon 
part of his army, were forced into the ftream, <»*«rthrowii. 
^where eight thoufand Moguls, exclufive of Hin- 
doos, were drowned, among whom was the 
prince, Mahommed Zeman. This terrible over- 
throw happened to Humaioon in the year nine 
hundred and forty-fix. 

The king, by the aififtance of a waterman, Efcapct to 
liaving wim great difficulty fwam acrofs the ri^ ^ff^ 
ver, with a few who had furvived the daughter 
of this dreadful day, fled to Agra. Prince Ca- 
miran hearing of this defeat, hauened from Agra 
to Alwir, to confult with his brother Hindal. 
Ending that now the Afghans were likely to pre- 
vail, they were aihamed of their behaviour to 
their brother, and, when it was too late, thought 
« proper to fupport him. In the mean tiitie, all 
the mogul omrahs who were diiberfed in the pro- 
vinces, feeing that the power of their nation had 

fuftained 
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A p. 15.59 fuftaincd fuch a violent fliock, found it alfo ne-m 
«-94t>- ^Qff.^Yy to unite their ftrength. They accordingly 
haftcned from all quarters tt) Agra ; J^angire, 
and Ibrahim, having left Bengal, and evea Ma» 
hommed Mirza, who had rebelled in Kinnogc^ 
joined now in the general ^aufe againft the 
-Afghans. 
Quarrels The three brothers having met at Agra, held 
mjthcrV*^* ^^^'y confultations ; but Camirany»who was not 
earneft in reconciling their different intcrefts, 
brought all their councils to nothing, and pro- 
pofed to return to Lahore, to which refolution he 
was very much inftigated by the famous Chaja 
Callan. Humaioon uted every argument to pre- 
vent his departure; but the ambitious Camii an 
was determined to be every thing himfelf, ar to 
give no aflSftance to his brother. 

Thefe impolitic difputes had lafted fix months, 
dlTitT^hc when Camiran was feized with a falfc appetite, 
kiii^. which he too much indulged, and confequently 
became afflifted with a lientery, which he imputed 
to poifon given him by his brothers. He imme- 
diately fet out for Lahore, leaving a thoufand 
horfe with Secunder, one of his chiefs, under pre- 
tence of affifting his unfortunate brother. The 
inhabitants of Agra were greatly difcouragcd at 
('amiran's departure, fo that many of them, 
fearing the iffue of the war, accompanied him* 
Hyder, one of the pofterity of Timur, difgufted 
With this behaviour, fiaid behind, and joined 
Humaioon, to whom he was of great fervice. 
Shere, who had remained quiet during thefe 
vancesro difputcs, now advauc.cd with an army to the 
he Gdflg. banks of the Gang, and detaching his fon Cuttub 
over the river, poffeffod himfelf of the adjacent 
provinces. Humaioon having received intelli- 
gence of thefe motions, ordered Huffein the Uf- 
beck, in conjunftion with Eadgar and Secunder, 
againft hfm, with a great army. They met the 

enemy 
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•piemy near Calpie, where an obftinate engage^- ^^' ^^^ 
ment happened, in which viftory declaring for *^'^^'' 
the moguls, CuttxTb^ with a great part of his 
arxn'f , was cut off, and his head fent to Agra. 
The generals, at the fame time, invited the king 
to come and havethe honour of conquering Shere 
in perfbn. 

Humaioon accordingly marched with a hund- Humaioon 

red thoufand horfe and croffing the Gang, near JJ**\n*ft him. 

Kinnoge, fat down for the fpace of a month be* 

fare the army of Shere, which confifted of little 

more than half his number. In the mean time, 

JVIahommed Mirza, and his fgns, who were re* 

markable for their treachery and ingratitude, fled 

to the enemy, with all their adherents, drawing 

msfkiy more after them, which again plunged the 

king into difirefs ; for his army being difpirited, 

began to dcfert by thouiands. To complete his 

misfortunes, the rainy feafon now commenced, 

and his camp was quite overflowed with water, 

infomuch that the tents ieemed afloat. The king 

therefore refolved to move his camp to Jiigher 

ground. 

On the tenth of Mohirrim, nine hundred and *hfo|^.,^''"' 
forty-feven, he put his army in motion. He was 
attacked by Shere on his march, and defeated 
with great flaughter. Having unfortunately, as 
in the former action, the river then clofe to, his 
rear, the flight turned that way, and fome thou- 
/ands, to avoid the fwords of the enemy, chofe a 
more ignominious death in the water. A few 
only efcaped with the king over the river, with 
-whom be fled to Agra } the reft fubmitted them- 
felves to the conquerors, or difperfed by various 
routs. I 

Shere, immediately after this viftpryt advanc- shcrc »d. 
ed towards Agra. The king was forced to re- "^^ ^ 
treat to Lahore, and on the firft of Ribbi, the 
«^fl of that year, joined the greateft part of his 

mogul 
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^'P' '54' mogul omrahs, who had been difperfed fincc th^ 
'^* ^^ * adion. Shcre ftill continuing the purfiiit, to 
make the beft ufe of his vidlory, croiled tiejivcr 
. of Jullanpoor, upon which the king, upon the 
firft of Rigib, paffed the river of Lahore, and re« 
treated towards Tatta and Bicker, upon the In- 
dus. Camiran, now fenfible of his ungenerous 
and impolitic behaviour, was him^If obliged to 
fly towards Cabul, and faw an empire wrefted 
from his family, by the effefts of that bafe envy, 
which could not behold even a brother's greatnds 
without pain- 
Humaioon' Hulnaloon having croflTed the Indus, on his 
embaiiy to way to Blckcr, halted at Lori, and fent an embaf- 
thcgover. fador, with a horfe and dre& to his.coufin Huf- 

nor of Tat- ^,' ^ rrt ««••!% 

tt. fern, governor or Tatta, to requeft his aid, that 

he might be able to poflefs himfclf of Guzerat. 
HuiTein feeming to liften to his requeft, detained 
the king, by various artifices and excules, for 
five months, by which means his fmall army, dif- 
trefled for want of pay, daily diminifhed in num- 
bers* The prince Hindal, his brother, in the 
mean time, left him, and went to Kandahar, 
being invited thither by the governor of that pro- 
vince. Eadgar Nafir propofcd, at the fame time, 
to quit Humaioon, but the unfortunate king 
took great pains to keep him firm to his intereft, 
giving him the government of Bicker. But he 
had no fooner taken polTeilion of that place, than 
he began to fkrengthen himfelf againft his /b- 
vereign. 
His prcat Humaioon, in the mean time, had, with his 
difitcii. little army, laid fiege to Scwan for feven months, 
without efieS, when Hufiein, defirous of getting 
the placq into his own hands, advanced, with 
a great force, from Taf ta, and furrouhding both 
the garrifon and the befiegers, prevented fupplies 
from beiiig carried to either. Humaioon's army 

werd* 
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Vtre (boa greatly diftrefied, a3 well as the gar- ^^ • '^f- 
riibn. The king, xlriven to extremities, requef- ^'^^ ' 
ted Eadgar to join him with what forces he had 
in lacker ; but this ungrateful man chofe rather 
to be prevailed upon to join Huflein, who pro- 
* mifed him hb daughter, and to fecure him in his 
eovemment. He immediately deferted the king's 
mtereft, at this dangerous crifis, and Humaioon 
was obliged fo retreat precipitately from before 
Sewan, towards Bickef . He could not even ob- 
tain, in that place, a few boats from his own per- 
fidious fubjeSts, lo waft his fmall army over the 
river. After a fearch of fome days, and wander- 
ing along the banl^s, he difcovered fome boats 
that had been funk, raifed them, and tranfported 
his ttoops to the other fide. 

Notwithftanding this accumulation of mi$for«£a<)£>r^ub- 
tanes, Humaioon had ftrength enough left to"^^'* 
firike terror into Eadgar, who, to avoid his re- 
fenttnent, came and made his fubmiffion. The 
neceifity of the times obtained his pardon ; but, 
in return for Humaioon's clemency, he began to 
raiie iecHdon among his troops, and privately to 
draw them over to his own intereft. This treafon 
being communicated to the king, the traitor, 
upon being taxed with it, appeared at the head 
of his troops, in open rebellion. But the princi- 
pal officers of the rebdlious &cUon refufed to at- 
tack their king, fo that an adlion was prevented, 
when both parties were formed in order of battle. 
The king being in no condition, at that iundure, 
to contend with the rebel, thought it high time to 
provide for his own fafety elfewhcre. He there- 
fore marched, by the way of JalfeUnere to Mal- 
deo, then the moft potent Hindoo prince it^Hin- 
•doftan, havine before received an invitation from 
him. But as he was palling through the territo** 
ries of Jaflelmere, the prince of that country ient 

• , a force / 
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A"P-'54'.a force to oppofe him. The king dcfeateef 
^•^■^ * them, and pafled on to the»boundaries of Mal- 
deo, where he halted, and fent a mclfenger to 
that prince.

dco plots under the cloud of misfortunes. Maldeo, feeing 
m^!i;>n""" he had nothing to fear from Humaioon, found 
in his own mind no principle to Jove him ; he 
therefore refolved, if poflible, to feize the king, 
and fend him to the ufurper Shere. One of 
Maldeo's fervants, who had formerly lived under 
Humaioon, having intelligence of this defign, 
immediately informed the king. 
He flics. Humaioon mounted his horfe, at midnight, 
and fled towards Amercot, which is about^ one 
hundred crores from Tatta. His horfe, on the 
way, falling down dead with fatigue, he defired 
Tirdi Beg, one of his chiefs, who was well 
mounted, to let him have his ; but fo ungene- 
rous was this man, and fo low was royalty fallen, 
that he refufed to comply with his fovereign's re- 
queft. The troops of Maldeo being clofe to his 
heels, he was neceffitated to mount a camel, till 
, one Koka, difmounting his own mother, gave 
the king her horfe, and placing her on a camel, 
ran himfelf on foot by her fide. 

The country through which they fled, being 
^litfiC^ an entire fandy defart, the troops began to be in 
the utmoft diftrefs for water. Some ran mad, 
others fell down dead ; nothing was heard but 
dreadfiii fcreams and lamentations. To add, if 
poflible, to this calamity, news arrived of the 
enemy's near approach. Humaioon ordered all 
thofe who could fight to halt, and let the wo- 
men 2tad baggage move forward. The enemy 
not making their appearance, the king rode on 
in front, to fee how it fared with his family. 
^ ^ Night, 
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Night, in the mean time, coming on, the rear^-P-»54«. 
loft theis way,and fti the morning were attacked *^*^^ " 
by » party of the enemy. One of the omrahs 
«ho adhered to the king's fortunes, named Ali, 

• with about twenty brave men, refolved to fell 
his life dear. Having repeated the creed of mar . 
tyrdom, he rufhed upon the enemy, and the firft 
arrovr having reached the heart of thp chief of 
the party, the reft were, by the valor of this 
handful, put to flight. The other moguls joined 
in the purfuit, and took many of their camel$ 
and hories. They then continjied their march, 
found the king fitting by a well, which he had 
fortunately found, and gave him an account of 
theiv adventure. 

Marching forward, the next, day, from this Jj.e^,^f„°^|j* 
well, they were more diftrefled than before, there uuiion for 
being no water for two days journey. On the JJJ^"^'^"^ 
fourth day of their retreat, they fell in with 
another well, which was fo deep, that the only 
bucket they had, took a great deal of time in 
being wound up, and therefore a drum was beat 
to give notice to the people when the bucket ap- 
peared, that they might repair by turns to drink. 
I'he unhappy men were fo impatient for the wa- 
ter, that as foon as the firft bucket appeared, ten^ 
or twelve of them threw themfelves upon it, be- 
fore it quite reached the brim of the well, by 
which means 1 he rope broke, and the bucket was 
loft, and fcveral fell headlong after it. When 
this fatal accident happened, the fcreams and la- 
mentations of all became loud and dreadful. 
Some lolling put their tongues, rolled themfelves, 
in agony, on the hot fand ; while others, preci- 

♦ pitating themfelves into the well, met wfth an 
immediate, and confequently an eafier death. 
What did not the unhappy king feel, when he 
ia^ this terrible fituation of his few faithful 

friends! , • 
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A p. 1542. friends ! The next day, though they reached 'a 
Hig.94*,. brook, was not lefs fatal thin the fornjpr. The 
camels, who had not tafted water for feveral 
days, now drank fo much, that the greateft part 
of them died. The people aUb, after drinking, • 
complained of an oppreflion of the heart, and 
in about half an hour a great part of them ex- 
pired. • 

A few, with the king, after this unheard of 
diftrefs, reached Amercot. The raja being a 
humane man, took compaffion on their misfor- 
tunes. He fyzTfid jiothing that could alleviate 
their\ miferies, or expreis his fikielity to the 
king. 

Akbar At Amercot, upon Sunday the fifth of Rigib, 

bom. in the year nine hundred and forty-ninc, the 
prince Ackbar was brought forth, by the Sultana 
Hamida. The kin^, after returning thanks to 
God, left his famuv under the proteftion of 
Rana, the prince of Amercot, and, by the aid 

Humaioon ^f that raia, marched apcainft Bicker. But a

flicttowards mutmy arifing among the troops, they diiperied, 
Kandahar, fo ^tat uothing could be effeaed. Some of the 
king's own omrahs deferted him, and the gallant 
Ali, one of his principal adherents, was killed in 
an addon in which Humaioon was defeated. The 
king fled towards Kandahar, and was, on his 
Ivay, joined by that gallant mogul chief, Byram 
Chan, from Guzerat. The prince Camiran had,r 
at that time, taken the fiDrtrefe of Kandahar from 
his brother Hindal ; and Aihkari governed there 
by his appointment. Huflein, who governed at 
Tatta, changing his mind with the increafe of 
Humaioon's misfortunes, wrote to Aihkari, that 
the ki!)g was in the utmoft diftrefe, and that if , 
he woula now favor him, fo meritorious an ac- 
tion could not be forgot. Aihkari, inilead of 

lifteniQg 
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uftenlng to this requcft^ attacked tKc kiag whea a. d. i54«. 
he apprOjjchcd, obliging him to leave behind him "*^' '^^' 
his yQung infant (on, Akb^r^ and fly hin^feU,' 
with the Sultana Mariam, and only twenty-two 
^ horfe, to Choraflan. Afhkari expieiTed great 
fbrrow at the king's efcape, and plundering all 
fais efiecb, carried the young prince to Kanda- 
har. % 

The king, by repeated trials, found that he u received 
could place no faith in his brothers. When he ^e Pcrfi- 
arrived upon the frontiers of Seiftan, he was met aiis. 
by Shamlu, who was there governor on the part 
of Tamafp, king of Perfia. He brought Humai- 
con to the capital of Seiftan, and treated him 
with, the greateft refpeft, prefenting him with all 
the money of which he was pofiefled, and fur- 
nifhing the Sultana with flaves. The king re- 
ceived juft what fupplied his occafions, and re- 
turned the reft: He from thence fet out for 
Herat, and was, in that city, met by the prince 
Mabommed, the king of Periia's eldcft fon. This 
prince forgot nothing of that generofity and po- 
litenefs which fo remarkably diftinguifhed his 
characlen He provided the unfortunate exile 
very efieclually with all neceffaries for his journey 
to the Perfian courts In the progrefs pf Hu- 
xnaioon towards the capital of Perlia, all the go- 
vernors of the provinces and great men paid him 
their compliments, and made magnificent enter- 
tainments for him. When he arrived at Kizvi, 
he diipatched Byram to the Perfian king, at If- 
pahan, and waited for his anfwer. Let us now 
leave Humaioon, to give an account of the tran- 
ia^ons in Hindoftan, during his exile. 

Tamafp ftill held the fceptre of Perfia.* The ^»*^ «f 
* Ottomans, and their emperor Solyman, carried 
on a fuccefsfiil war againft the Perfians, and the 
Vol. 11.

The frontier 
provinces to the north-weft of the IndusTremain- 
ed to the houfe of Timur, after the expullloa of 
Humaioon from India.

THE original name of Shcre was Fend, His a. d. 154*. 
fadicr was Huffein, of the Soor tribe of the "'« ^^' 
Afghans of Roh, a mountainous country on the ^*!<^'^c'* ^^- 
coofioes of India and Perfia. When BeloG placed "" ^' 
ills foot on the throne of the Indian empire, the 
grandfather of Shere, Ibrahim, came to Delhi in 
queft of military fervice. 1 he original feat of th^ 
Afghans was Roh, which, in their language, fig- 
iii£es a mountainous country. It extended, they 
fay, in length, from Sewad and Bijore, to the 
town of Sui in the dominions of Buckurafl, and 
in breadth, from Huilin to Rabul. This trad, 
in its fertile vallies, contained many feparate 
tribes ; among the number of thefe was that of 
Soor, who derive themfelves from the princes of 
Ghor, whofe family held the empire after the ex- 
tindion of the race of Ghizni. One of the fons 
of the Ghorian family, whofe name was Mah'om- 
med Soor, having left his native country, placed 
himfelf among the Afghans of Roh, and was the 
father of the tribe of Soor, which was efteemed 
the nobleft among them. 

Ibrahim, the grandfather of Shere, arriving at ibnhim ar. 
Delhi, engaged nimfelf in the fervice of an om- ^*^*^ 
rah of the court' of Beloli. When the empire fell 
to Secunder, the fon of Beloli, the noble Jemmal, 
a chief of high renown, was appointed fi^jba of 
• Jionpoor, and he took Huflein, the fon of Ibra- 
faim, in his retinue. He found him a youth 
pf parts, and favored him fo mucb^ that^^ in a 
• ihort 
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A. D. 1542. fhort time he gave him the diftricbs of Sehiarani# 
»5.949- ^j^j Tanda, in Jagier, for which he was to main- 
tain five hundred horfe. Huflein had ciglit Ipns ; 
Ferid and Nazam of one mother, of a Patan fa- 
mily ; the other fons vere bori^of flaves. 

Huflein had no great love for his wife, and he 
Fcrid flie^ therefore neglefted her fons. Ferid, upon this, 
[h^shcV^; left his father's houfe, and enlifted Jiimfelf a fol- 
dierin the fervice of Jemmal, the governor a€ 
Jionpoor. Huflem wrote to Jemmsd upon th» 
occaiion, requefting him to fend back his fon, 
that he might be educated. But all that Jcmmal 
couM fay had no* effed upon Ferid. Jionpoor, 
he faid, was a better place for inftrufi^ion than 
Sehfaram ; and he affinned that he would atten<i 
to letters of his own accord. This he did to fi> 
much purpofe, that he foon could repeat the 
works of the celebrated poet Sadi, and was, be- 
fides, a proficient in all the learning of the coun- 
try- He, however, employed moSft of his time 
in biftory and poetry, being fupported by the libe- 
rality of Jemmal. 
I. reconcii- After three or four years had clapfed, Hufilein 
ed with his cameto Jionpoor, and, by thcmcdiation of friends, 
the father andfon were reconciled. Huflein gave 
Ferid tlie charge of his eftate, and remained hini- 
felf at Jionpoor. Ferid, when he took leave oC 
his father, faid, ** That the ftability of govcm- 
mcfit depended on juftice, and that it would be 
'' his greateft care not to violate it, either by op- 
preffing the weak, or permitting the ftrong to 
infrif^ge the laws with impunity/* When he 
arrived at his jagter, he adually put this refohiti- 
on in practice, by rendering jufl:ice to the poor, 
and reducing to order fuch of his zemindars as 
oppofed his authority. He, by this means, had his 
revenues punctually paid,, and his country well 
cultivated* His reputation grew apace j for all

Huflein coming to vidt his eftate, was ei: 
extrcmily vreQ pleafed with the nia,oageiX)e;nt of 

, his ion, and therc^fore continued him in his office. 
But the father had a favorite Have by whom he had 
three ibns» Soliman, Ahmed, and Mudda, and the 
old man was #Ktremeiy fond of her. She told 
him, that now her fon Soliman was grown up, 
and that he ought to provide for him. She^day 
after day, continued to teaze Huflein for the fu- 
peruiteodeacy of the pergumi«^ for Solimaa. 
iTiis gave the old omrah great concern, knowing 
the fuperior abilities of Ferid,. The fqn, hearing 
that^the domefiic peace of his father was deftroyed 
by the importunities of his favorite, made a vo« 
luntary reHgnation of his tiuft, which was ac- 
cordingly conferred upon Soliman. 

Fciid and his brother Nizam, fet out immedi- ^"« «» 
atcly for Agra, and entered into the fervice of ^**^*' 
Dowlat, one of the principal omrahs of the em- 
peror Ibraham. Fend, by his good behavior, foon 
iofinuated himfelf into bis mafter 's afTedUon. Dow- 
lat, one day, defired him to tell him what he was 
mMO& deitrous to obtain, and that he would ufe his 
iatereft with the kdpg in his fkvor. Ferid repli- 
ed, Thar his father was now in his dotage, and 
wl^olly guided by an artful miftrefs, who had de^ 
prived both himfelf and his brothier of their pa<- 
cHmonial inheritance, and had procured their 
eilate for her own fpurious oiFspring* That if 
Dowlat would, therefore by his intereft at court, 
procure the royal grant of the eflate in his name, 
Jie would promife to provide for his father, and 
nuifltain five hundred good borfefgr the &rvice 

* of th&en)pire. Dowlat accordingly preferced this 

requefi lo the emperor tbrahim, whoxeplied) That 

be muft be a bad man indeed, who revikd and 

ufidermined the intereft of his own father. Dqw- / 

lat retired in filence, and informed Ferid iDf the 

anfwer 
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A.D. 41. si^fwer he had received, btit comforted him with a 
Hig. 949. promife of taking another dpportunitywto urge 
hisrequeft. In the mean time, the father ©fFe- 
rid died, and Dowlat obtained the Emperor's 
grant, with which the two brothers fet out to 
Sohfaram with a grand retinue. 

Soiiman, upon the arrival of his brothers, eva- 
"^l^^^'^'^^'cuating the country, went ofFto M«hommed,onc 
complains of the Afghan family of Soor, and his relation, 
Mth^mmcd^ho held the diftrift of Chond, and kept up a 
boor. force of fifteen hundred horfe, and complained of 
the behaviour of Ferid. Mahommed told him, 
that Baber, intending to invade Hindoftan, a war 
between him and tJne Emperor Ibrahim was un- 
avoidable That, therefore, if he fliould accompa- 
ny him when called to the imperial army, he would 
endeavor to get him redrefs. Soiiman was too 
impatient to wait fo long in fufpcnce. Mahom- 
med, therefore, fent a perfon to Ferid, to treat 
about a reconciliation. Ferid replied. That he 
was wUling to give him a proper fhare of his fa- 
ther's inheritance^ but that he tnufl he excufed 
from parting with any of his power; repeating, 
at the fame time, the old adage. That two fwords 
could never reft in onefcabbard, Soiiman could 
not be fatisfied with a fliare of the government, 
and therefore nothing was fettled between the bro- 
thers. This irritated Mahomnried fp much that he 
refolved to compel Ferid to the mtafurcs which 
he himfeif had propofed, Ferid beings informed of 
this rcfolution, began to provide fbr his own fecu- 
rity ; but news arriving of the Emperor Ibrahim*s 
defeat and death, the whole country was thrown 
into confufion. 
Heobtains FcriS refolvcd not to He idle in the midft of 
the title of the trouble* which enfued. ' He joined Par Chan, 
shcrcchan.^j^^ fon of Dirfa Lohaui who had fubdued Behar, 
and i^mcd the royal dignity, under the nange 

of 
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ef Mahotnmed, or Mahmood. As that monarch a. o. 1541. 
wasbnejday on a •hunting party, he roufed an ''^s-949' 
enoTQious tiger ; which Ferid immediately at- 
tacked and lalied with one blow of his fabre. 
For this bold action, which v/zs done in Mah- 
xnood's prefence, he was honored with the title 
of Shere Chan *• Sliere rofe gradually to 
great influeq^e and favor, in Mahmood's fer- 
vice. He was even appointed tutor to his fon, 
Jelial. He, in the mean time, requefted permif- 
lion to goto his eftate, but he was detained there 
by bu£neis, till his leave of abfence expired. Mah- 
mood, difiatisfied with this behavior, reproached 
him, one day in public, with breach of promife ; 
and. Mahommed, of the family of Soor, being 
preicnt, took that opportunity of accufing 
him of trcafonable defigns, and with favour- 
ing the intereft of Mahmood, the fon of the 
Emperor Secnndet. The Sultan was, by this 
means, fo incenfed againfi him, that he intimated, 
at the time, a defign to deprive him of this eftate, 
and to confer it upon his brother Soliman, as a 
joft poniihrneiit. for his offence, and the only 
thing that could bring him td a proper fenfe of 
his duty. 

Mahmood, however, having a great efteem for P'^'^^f **V)^

Siere, agamu wh6tn nothing was yet proved, laid 
alkie the violent fneaJTufe to which he Was infti 
gated by Mahonimed. He, at the fame time, Ly 
way of alarming, him, gavei orders to his accufer 
to inquire into his blher's eftate, ^nd make an 
equal divifion of it alliong all the brothers. Ma- 
hommed, glad of this order, ientone of his fer- 
vants to Shere to acquaint him, thilfhis brothers, 
according to the King's commands, were t^ have 
the irproportionable dividends of th^ eftate wjiich

very much luiftaken in this matter. TSat^faere 
were no hereditary eftates in fanliay among Ma- 
hommedans, for th^t all land) belonged to the 
King, which hp difpofed of at pleafure, ITiat as 
he himfelf had a perfonal grant ^of bis eftate, his 
brethren were entirely out of fhc queftion. 
That he, however, had already confentcd to give 
to his brother Soliman a part of the money and 
moveables, according to law. 

When the meffenger returned with thb znfwer 
to Mahommed, A^ho was th^n kt Ghond^ he was 
enraged at fo flat a denial, and raifing all his for- 
ces, ient them agsdnft Sherq, under the comti\^d 
of Shadi, his adopted flave, accompanied by 
Shefe's brothers, Soliman and Ahmed* Shadi's 
orders were to take poffeffion of the country, and 
to leave a force with Soliman, to proteft him in 
the cilate. This Fefblution b^ng quickly taken, 
Shere had not time to collet his people; but, up* 
on the iirft alarm, he wrote to :one Malleck, his 
deputy in die diftrict of Chawalspoor Tandah, to 
harrafs the enemy with what ttoops he had, but 
to avoid an adlon till he joined him in perfoo- 
But Malleck^ de£cous to diftiBguifli liimfdf, gave 
thepn battle, aud Ipfthjslife and tb^ vi&ory. 'fliis 
unexpeclcd 4tfafie;r .weakened Shcre fo muoh, dut 
lie was in no condition Ko oppofe Matotmmed ; lie 
therefore evacuated the country, and fled to Jo» 
neid Birlafe, gc^verpprof Kurrah aod Maneckpoor, 
on the part ofthj^ Ump^roi: . Baber, He made 
Birlafs a handfome prefcnt, was taken into fstvor," 
and obtained a body o^troopfi to recover his coun- 
try. With thefe be defeat6d Mahommed, idio 
fl^ed to the mountains of Rhotas^ fo that he not * 
only poflefled himfelf of his own country, but 
added ^ if veral other diftridbs to iiis jagier, which 

he 
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Iie«ow hdd of the Mogul Emperor, Baber. Ha- ^. i, ,^^,^ 
viiig rewarded the Moguls who had affifted him. Hie. 949- 
he pergputted them to return to their mailer* 
He, 2X the iame time, levied troops, and was 
joined by his formei; friends, who had fled to the 
nills, which rendered him very formidable in 
thafe parts. 

Sherc having thus eftabtilhed himfelf in his "'» fre^^o- 
eftate, performed an act of gencrofity, which, '^ ^ 
if it was not intended to. deceive the world, does 
him much honor. He recalled his enemy Ma* 
faommed, who had fled, an^ put him in polleflion 
of his former eilate. This generous treatment 
converted his greateft enemy into one of his 
bell friends. Shere having ieitled his affairs, left 
his brother Nizam in charge of his country, and 
paid a viiit to his benefador Juneid Birlafs, at 
Kurrah. Birlais was then going to Agra, and 
Shere refolved to accompany him thither. He 
was^ upon this occafion, introduced to the £mpe« 
ror Baber, and attended that prince in his expe- 
dition to Cbinderi. 

After Shere had ftaid fgme time in the Mogul hi^ opmion 
carop, aad obierved their manners and policy, he, conccminjc 
qncdzy^ tolfi a friend, that he thought it would *^' ^^^"'' 
be an eafy matter to drive thofe foreigners out of 
Hindofiaa. His friend a,(ked him, what reafon . 
he had to tUnk fo ? Shere replied, ^' That the 
Sang himfelf though a man of great parts, was but 
** vciy little acquainted with the policy of Hin- 
*' douan -, and that the minifter, who held the 
" reins of government, would be too much bi- 
** aflicd in favour of his own interell, to mind 
" chat of the public. That therefore if the Pa- 
** tans, who were now at enmity among them- 
'* felves, could be brought to mutual concord, the 
^ work was compleated ; and.fhould fortune ever 
^ favour Iiim, he imagined hinUelf equal tt}«the 
"taik,however difficult itmight, at prefent,appear. /

A. D.I 542. His friend burft out into a loud laugh, and^e- 
W'«- 949- gan to ridicule this vain cJpinion, ^ere, a few 
days after, had, at the King's table, fome folid 
dilhes fet before him, with only a fpoon to cat 
them. He called for a knife^but the fervants had 
orders not to fupply him with one. Shere, not to 
lofe his dinner, drew his dagger, without ceremo- 
ny, andcutting up his meat, made a hearty meal, 
without minding thofe who diverted themfelves 
at this odd behavior. When he had done, the 
King, who had been remarking this matter, turn- 
ed to Amir CJialifa, and faid, " This Al^han is 
*' not to be difcbncerted with trifles, and is likely 
• ** to be a great man,*' 

Shere perceiving, by thefe words, that the King 
Tu^di^^sn^^^ been informed of his private difcoilrfe to his 
friend fled the camp that night, and went to his 
own eftate. lie wrote from thence to his bene- 
factor Juneid Birlafs, that as Mahommcd had 
provailed on Mahmood, King of Bchar, to fend 
troops ag:iintt his jagier, he had in hafte left the 
King's camp, without waiting upon him for 
leave. He by this means, amufed Juneid Birlafs, 
prevented his, chaftifing him, and at the lame 
time made up matters with Mahmood, with 
whom he became a greater* favorite than before. 
Shew ma- Mahmood of Behar dying a fliort time after, 
n»Ki% the W2^s liicceeded by his fon Jellal, a minor. The 
01 Bcillr *^' young prince's mother, the Sultana Dudu, afted 
as regent, and conferred the principal offices in 
the government upon Shere. The Sultan dying 
foon after, the adminiftration fell whollv into 
the hands of nhere. Allum, the governor oF 
Badgipoor, on the part of Mahmood, King of 
Hen^al, being guilty of fome mifdemean, threw, 
hiudelt under Shere*s protection, Mahmood, to 
revenge this infult, ordered Cuttup, governor of 
Moftgier, with a great force, againft Behar. ^ As 

the 
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th6 forces of Behar were inconfiderable, in com- a. d. 154.. 
parifon of ^thofe of Bengal, Sherc made many "'2-499- 
overtuses for accommodating differences, but to 
no effect. Finding no arguments could prevail 
•but the fword, he r«folved to (land the unequal 
encounter, in which his fuperior ikili and bra- 
very acquired him a complete \dftory. Cutttb 
was flain and ail his treafure, elephants, and camp 
equipage taken, which greatly advanced the poli- 
tical deGgns of Shere. 

After this victory, the Patan tribe of Lohani, a pior 
the coufins of Jellal, the young I^ng of Behar, ^Jf '^ ^^ 
envying the fortune of Shere, formed a confpi- 
racy to take away his life. Shere difcovcred 
the plot, taxed Jellal with it, who was privy to 
the confpiracy, being very jealous of the great 
influence of his minifler. lie told, on this oc- 
cafion, to the young prince, that there was no nc- 
ccfGty of taking fuch a bafe method of getting 
quit of his fervant, for that if he fliould but once 
fignify his inclination, Shere was ready to refign 
that government, which he lately fo fuccefsfully 
protedod. The prince, either fufpeSing his fin- 
cerity, for being equally fiifpicious of the other 
omrahs, would, by no means, confent to his re- 
fignation. This fo much difgufted the confpira- 
tors, that they took every pbffible meafure to 
make a breach between the prince and his mini- 
fter. Shere, finding that he had no fecurity,^ 
but in maintaining nis power, by the unlimited 
ufe he made of it, juftly excited the prince's jca- 
loufy to fuch a pitch, that, one night, accompani- 
ed by his omrahs, he fled to Mahmood, of Ben- 
gal, and implored his aid to expel Shere, who 
l^ul ufiirped his throne. • 

Mahmood, joining his compaffion for the ^»'""<><>** 
young prince, to his perfonal hatred to Shere, fen t!,t!^c*kf 
Ibr^im, the fon of that Cuttub whom Sbtre ^^^^ 

had / 
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A^p. 1542. Ij^ J formerly defeated* with a confiderabfe zfmj 
'^^'^' againft the ufurper. Ibe Bengaliajis befieged 
Slicre in a mud fort, for a long tin^e, ^ivithout 
fucccfs ; (b that Ibrahim was obliged to fend home 
for fuccours. Shere, beii^g informed of this 
circumftance, came out., offered battle, and, by 
means of a copimon (Iratagem, ordering his 
troops to fly at the firllonfet, to^raw the enemy 
into an ambuih, defeated them, and took sdl thor 
guns and elephahts. Ibrahim himfelf was flaio 19 
the action, and the young prince Jelial fled in 
great diftrefs to Bengal. 
AU Bchar Shere, by this victory, became lord of ail 
hioT'" ^ Behar, and grew daily more and more fornu4a* 
blc. One Taji was, at this time, goveyior of 
the flrong fort of Chinar, which he had held for 
himfelf ever fmce the death of Ibrahim Lodi, 
Emperor of Hindoftan. His wife Ladi Mallcki, 
who was barren, yet for whom be had a very 
great affcclion, being envied by his other wives, 
by whom he had children, they inftigated their 
fons to make away with her. But one of the 
fons, who had undertaken the murder, ini0ed 
his blow, and only inflicted a flight wound. 
Taji, alarmed by her cries, came to her afliftance^ 
aqd drew his fword to kill his fon. The fi>B, 
feeing no means to efcape, aflaulted }m father, 
and flew him. The fons of Taji were yet too 
young to be entrufted with the government, 
and Ladi Malleki drew the reins into her own 
hands, by her addr^is among the chiefs and 
zemindars. Shere, informed of thefe tranfadi- 
ons, fet a treaty of marriage on foot with Ladi 
Malleki, which was foon concluded. Shere idzed 
upon> Chinar and the dependant difl;riAs, which 
was a great acquilition to his power, there being 
a conflderable treafure in the place. 
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^^b about this time, Mahfnood, thefon ofA.p.i54a^ 
tfcc Emperor Secund^ LocK, having taken pro- "'*-^*^ 
tcdion witti Rana Sioka, by his affiftance, and 
that of \i2fiefi of Mewat, advanced againft the 
£mper«yr Baber, and watf defeated, as we have 
already fecn, at Janveh. Mahmood, flying to 
Chitor^ was from thence invited by the chiefe of 
the tribe of Lodi, who were gathered together 
at Patna, and oy them proclaimed King. He 
BDade hhnfelf foon mailer of atl Behar. Shere 
perceiving that he could not draw the omrahs 
over from Mahmood's intereft, and that he had 
not fufRdcnt force to oppofe him^ fubmitted to 
his authority, and, by that means, faved a part 
of Behar, which the Suhan permitted him to 
retain.* Mahmood told him, at the fame time, 
that if he {hould effedually affift Irim in recover- 
ing Jiunpoor from the Moguls, he would return 
Behar to him ; and a contract to that eScd was 
drawn up and executed between them- 

Sliere, fome time after, obtained leave to re- shercob- 
turn to Sehflaram, to levy troops, and Mahmood to "uit his 
inarching, with an army, againft the Moguls, J^«*"- 
fent him orders to join. But as Shere delayed 
for fame time, the Sultan, perfuaded by his 
omrahs that he was pJaying a loofe game, march- 
ed his army through Shere's eftate, on his way 
to Jionpoor. Shere came out to meet him, had 
an elegant entertainment provided for his recep- 
tion, and then marched with him to Jionpoor. 
The troops of the "Emperor Humaioon evacuated 
the province upon their approach, fo that the 
Afghans took pofleffion of the country as for as 
Lncknore. 

Humaioon lay, at this time, bcfDte Calliager, He betrays 
\nd having heard of the progrcft of the Afghans, m**''^^^'*- 
he marched againft them. Mahmood having, on 
^^'- occafion, given a fuperior command taBein 

, Shere, who thought himfelf iU-ufed, / 

* betvayed * 
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A. B. 1542. betrayed his mafter, and wrote a private let^, 
«%• 949^ the night before the aiflion,^ to Hinc^ Beg, one 
of the Mogul generals, acquainting him, " That 
" he efteemed himfelf afervantofBaber'sTamily, 
** to whom he owed his advancement, and that 
" he would be the caufe of defeating the Afghans* 
" next day.** He drew off his troops in the 
aftion, which occafioned Mahmood's defeat, for 
which fervice he was greatly fiVourcd by Hu- 
maioon. Mahmood, after this defeat, retreated 
to Patna, retired from the world, and, in the 
year nine hundred and forty nine, died in 
Oriffa. 
RrfoTes to Humaioou, after this viftory, returned to Agra, 
fWcnp and fent the noble Hindoo Beg to Shere, to take 
Hil^^i,. poffeffion of the fort of Chinar. Shere eicufcd 
himfelf, and obliged Hindoo Beg to retreat. 
Humaioon returned immediately with his whole 
array to befiege Chinar, and, having inverted it, 
he received a letter from Shere, acquainting him, 
*^ That he efteemed himfelf one d the fcrvants 
** of the boufe of Baber, from whom he firft 
" obtained a government ; and that he had ex* 
prcfled his fidelity, by being the occafion of 
the late victory. That, therefore, if the King 
would permit him to retain the government of 
" the fort, he was willing to pay him the proper 
** revenues of the lands which he held, and 
*' would fend his fon, Cuttub, with five hundred 
*' horfc, to be maintained at his own expence, in 
" the emperor's fervice." As at this juncture 
the affairs of Guzcrat, by the conquefls of Baha^ 
dur, required the King's prefence, and confider- 
ing alfo the ftrength of Chinar, Humaioon com 
fentefl to thefe terms, and, accordingly, being 
joined by Cuttub, the fon of Shere, with five* 
hundred h(>rfe, he marched towards Bahadur. 
The King, however, had fcarcely reached Guze- 
rat/ when Cuttub deferted with his horfe, und 

returned 
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maimed to his father. Shcrc immediately raifed ^^P- '54»- 
vhat forces he could,' and reduced Behar. *^*^^^' 
Not latisfied with his ^ccefs, he purfued his for- 
tune, aifd penetrated into the heart of Bengal, 
having fought with the omrahs of that country 
feveral {harp battles, ^fore he could make him- 
felf mailer of the paflfes, which were defended a 
whole month. 

Mahmood of Bengal (hut himfelf up in Gour, Befjcges 
the capital, which Shere for a long time befieged. ^^' 
One of the zemindars of Behar having raifed a 
difhirbance, he left Chawafs to carry on the fiege, 
and returned himfelf to Behar. Provifions be- 
coming at length very fcarce in Gour, Mahmood 
fled in a boat to Hadjipoor ; and Shere, having 
fettled 'affairs in Behar, returned and purfued 
him. Mahmood being neceflitated to give battle, 
was defeated, and being wounded in the engage- 
ment, fled his kingdom, which immediately tell 
into the hands of the conqueror. 

Humaioon, returning from his expedition to Kumaioon 
Guzerat, thought it neceffary to put a Hop to the arm"* hi* 
rifing power of Shere. He for that purpofe*^»«» *«*'"'* 
turned towards the reduflion of Chinar. Jellal, 
a Ion of Shere, who commanded there, left the 
defence of the place to Ghazi, of the Soor tribe 
of Afghans, and retired to the hills of Bercundah, 
frona whence he very much annoyed the beficgers. 
The fiege had been carried on fix months, when 
Rumi Chan, who commanded the King's artil- 
lery, by fome kind of a floating battery, which 
he fent down the river clofe to the wall, redu- 
ced the place. Humaioon left two hundred 
fbldiers in garrifon there, and marched towards 
Bengal. Mahmood, who, as we have already 
obfi:rved, was wounded in the a^on with Shere, 
threw himfelf under the proteftion of Humaioon. 
When the King had advanced to the pafs of 
Gurbi, which is the frontier of Bengal, he foifnd ^

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A^. 154*. that Shcrc had fent his fon Jdlal, Chawafs, afid 
^ a goo4 detachment, to gH^rd that defile. The 
King fent KuUi, and fome other chiefs *to diQodge 
them ; but they were repulfed in feveral atta<;^. 
Being, however, fupported by more troo[>s, and 
the whole army appearing in fight, a iticcefsftzl 
aflault was made, and the Moguls became ma/lers 
of the pafs. Jellal fled to his father Shere at 
Gour, who, being in no condition to engage fo 
fuperior a force, evacuated that capital, carried 
off all his wealth to the mountains of Jarcund, 
and began to project a fcheme for pofleffing him- 
felf of Rhota?, that he might there lodge his 
family and wealth in fecurity. 
Shcrc, by a ^^ ^^^ Rhotas by open force was an impoffi- 
itrai^cra, blc attempt. It was therefore neceflary todevife 
SJ'Agnl- ^^^^ flratagem, by which fuccefs might be hoped. 
blc foruef* Shere, for this purpofe, fent a meffitge to Raja 
efRhota*. ggrkis, who was in poffeffion of this impreg- 
nable fortefs, and told him, " That as he biro- 
felf was going to attempt the recovery of Bengal, 
he hoped, from their former friendihip, that he 
would permit him to fend his family and treafurc 
into the place, with a few attendants.*' Bcrkis 
at firrt rejected this rcqueft, but Shere fent an 
artful embaflador to him, a fecond time, with 
fome handfomc prcfents, acquainting him, " That 
it was only for his women and treauireherequcft- 
ed his princely proteftion : That ihould he be 
fortunate enough to conquer Bengal, be w'onM 
make proper acknowledgements for the favor 
on his return ; but if he ihould lofc h'^ 
life in the conteft, he rather chofe that his fanit'jr 
and wealth fliould fall into the hands of Berltt>\ 
than, into thofe of the Moguls, his inveterate 
enemies.** Berkis, fuffering himfelf to be delfld- 
ed by his avarice, determined, when oitce m 
poffeffion of the treafure, to keep it, and there- | 
fore con fen ted to Shere's requeft.' The Af^^ ' 
• t • * having 
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lAiring provided covered ch^rs ^^ filled them all, ^P- ^54** 
except two or three, which were to go firft, with ^^'^^^ 
armed meh and arms* He, at the fame time, 
fiHed nve hundred money bags with leaden bul- . 
lets, and a{^inted fome of his beft foldiers to 
carry them, in the difguife of flaves, with dicks 
in their hands, who were defUned in appearance 
to help to car^ the treafure up the mountain. 
The men, who carried the clofe chairs, were dif* 
gui&d in the iame manner. This train accord- 
ingly fet out, and the firft and fecond chair being 
examined at the gate, were found to contain only 
old women, fo further examiilation was negle6fc- 
ed. The raja was, in the mean time,, bufy in 
counting the bags, which he now reckoned part • 
of his own fortune. When the chairs had reach- 
ed the houie which the raja had appointed, the 
wolves raflied out among the fheep, and begun 
to dye the fold with their blood. The porters 
uied thdr ftaves, till they fuppUed themfelves 
with arms from the chairs. They eafily naaf^ 
tered the garrifon, who were oS their guard, 
and admitted Shere, who was encamped at a 
imall diAance. Berkis himfelf, with a few fol- 
lowers, found means to eicape into the woods, 
by a private pailage behind the fort. 

Thus fell one of the moft impregnable fortref- 
fes in the world into the hands of iihere, toge- 
ther with much treafure, which had been accu« 
moiating there for ages. The merit of the in- 
vention of this ilratagem is not due to Shere. 
The fort of Afere, in the Decan, was, long be- 
fore, taken in the fame manner by Nafir Faroki, 
the imperial governor of Chandez.

He marched, the next year, with a great army, 
towards Agra. • The unfortunate Humaioon was, 
by tlus time, deferted by his brother the prince ' 

C^amiran, and hated by his Mogul omraKs, on 
account of his attention to his Turkuman mer- 
cenaries. He, however, crofled the river with 
one hundred^thouCmd horfc, and met Shere, who 
had but fifty thdufand. Shere, as we have al- 
ready .mentioned, defeated Humaioon, and pur- 
filed him to Agra, Lahore, and Chofliab ; ftom 
which place the Idng retreated towards the In- 
dus. 

Ifinaiel, Ghazi, Fatti, and Billoca Duda, all 
g ov er n ors of various provinces in that country, 
uknowledged the title of Shere. In his progre&, 
oXiCerving a hiH, among the mountains ot Belnat, 
proper m a fortrefi, he ordered one to be built, 
which he named Rhotas. Chawafs Chan, his 
£dthfal iervant, to whofe bravery and condud 
he owned bim^f greatly indebted for his fortune, 
was now made captain general, with a penfion of 
a tenth of the royal revenue. 

Having^ left the captain general, arid l!ybut^«>«<^ 
Neazi, with a great army, in the north weft, thcB^^ 
emperor Shere returned towards Agra. He was 
in that dty informed, that Chizcr, whom he had 
left in the government of Bengal, had married 
the daughter of ]V&hmood, the former King of 
thtt province, and held the flate of a fovereign

tune, the danger of permitting fuch behaviour to

Hif^^io. Shere very prudently divided the kingdom of 
fiengal among a number of' chiefs, inde^ndent 
of one another, and appointed Kali Fazilit, a 
native of Kurrah, famous for his learning and. 
policy, to fuperintend the whole. He himfdf, 
after thefe tranfadions, retired to Agnu

MahTa. made a motion towards Malava. Having ad- 
vanced as far as Gualier, Suja the Afghan, who 
)iad before invefted the place, on the part of 
Shere, found jneans to fettle matters with Abul 
Cafim, governor of Gualier for Humaioon, and 
iie delivered up that ftrong fortreis into his hands. 
Shere having entered Malava, MuUu the lyioguli 
governor of that province, fubmitted without a 
blow. Being, however, a few days after, alarm- 
ed by fometning, he fled from the king's ampi 
and Hadjee Chan was appointed to that govem- 
ment ; Suja had alfo a jagier conferred upon him 
in that country. Shere having marched from 
thence to Rintimpore, MuUu fell upon the gover- 
nor of Malava, and upon Suja, but he was de- 
feated. Suja having accquired all the honor of 
the vidory, Hadjee was fuperfeded and recalled, 
and the government conferred upon Suja. 
Takes Rin- Shere arrivmg before Riutimpore, had the ad- 
tijnpx>re. dreis to get poueilion of that important fortreis, 
from the governor, on the part of the pretended 
emperor Mahmood, who had ftill kept it The 
emperor, after taking Rintimpore, returned to 
Agra. He remained in that city a whole year, 
fettling the internal police of the empire, and re- 
gulating his army.

two thouumd concubines and dancing girls in hi*f^d'on"' 
faanuD. The king, refenting this* incroachment cubinet, 
upon the privilg^ of royalty, marched and in- 
vcfted him in the fort of Rafein. The fiege be« 
ing protraded for a long time, Paran began to 
treat about a capitulation. This was granted to 
him upon the honorable terms of ^ marching out, 
with all his arms, treafiire, family, garrifon, and 
e&£b. Paran accordingly marched out with four 
thouland ra^aputs, apd, trufting to the faith 
which had been pledged, encamped at a fmall 
difiance. But Shere, who never kept the faith 
of treaties, was eafily perfuaded, by his bafe mi'' 
Bifters, psurticulariy by Amir Rtiffi a Perfian, in- 
Eunoully to violate his honor. He-furrounded 
the rajaputs, and ordered them ail to be mafla- 
cred. He, however, paid very dear for this hor- 
rid piece of cruelty and treachery. The rajaputs, 
placing death in one eye and revenge in the other, 
fought till every man of them was laid dead on 
the plain, and above double thdr number of the 




Shere, after this infamous tranfaftion, return- «c marches 
cd to Agnu Having remained there a few^^a^^r, 
montBS, to refrefh and recruit his army, he 
marched towards Marwar. During his march he 
intrenched himfelf every night, as well for fecu« 
rity, as to exercife his troops^ and to make them 
esi^ert in this neceflary fewice. When he came 
to CFofs the iands, he formed redoubts all rtmnd 
him with gabions. In this manner he entered the 
country of the raja of Nagor and-Todnoor, whole ' 
name was Maldee, and efteemed the moft«powr 
eirftd Hindoo prince in.

Shere, having drawn a line of circumvallation, 
begun to carry On his approaches to the place ; 
he raifed mounds of earth for his artillery, and 
funk mines under the rock. The*royal batteries 
were now advanced very near the walls, breaches 
were made^ and a general aflault ' ordered, ivhen 
a live fhell, which had been thrown againft the 
fort by the imjferialifts, rebounded back into the 
battery in which the king flood. The Ihell burft 
in the midfl of a quantity of powder, which had 
not been properly fecured. Several gunners* were'

up^f ^w-^ were burnt in fo terrible a manner, that they 
«ier. ^gj-e <:arried for dead to their tents. 
Dies, In this dreadful condition the king began to 

breathe, in great agonies; he, however, encou- 
raged the continuance of the Attack, and gave 
orders, till in the evening news was brough him 
of the reduAion of the place. He then cried out, 
*f Thanks to the Almighty God,*' and expired. 
The death of Shere happened on the twelfth of 
the firft Ribbi, in the year nine hundred and fifty 
two. He fpent fifteen years in a military life be- 
fore he mounted the throne ; and he fat upon the 
mufnud five years, as emperor of Hindoftsfi«^ ^ 
His charac- jhe charafter of Shere is almoft equally divid- 
"' ed between virtue and vice. Public jufficc pre- 

^2uled in the kingdom,, while private a^s of trea- 
chery difhonour^d the hands of the king. He 
feeme^ to have made breach of faith a royal pro- ^ 
perty, which he would by no means permit his 
fiibje£ts to (hare with him. We ought, perhaps, 
to afcribe this vice to the ambition of Shere. Had 

hc^cn born to the throne^ he might have been 

• , I ' juft. 
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k|ft, as he was valiant and politic in war: Had -^^ '545. 
he confined his m^nd to his eftate, he might ^*^^^ 
merit th^charader of a virtuous chief; but his 
great foul made him look up to die empire, and 
he cared not by what fteps he was to aicend. 

Shere left many monuments of his magnificence 
behindhim. From Bengal and Sennargaum^ to that ficence?^^' 
branch of the Indus called the Nilab, which is fif- 
teen hundrecf crores *, he built caravanferais at 
every fiage, and dug a well at the end of every 
crore. Befides, he raifed many magnificent 
inoiques for the worihip of God on the highway, 
wherein he appointed readers olF the Koran and 
Priefts. He ordered that at every ftage, all tra- 
vellers, without diftinAion of country or religi- 
on, 'ihould be entertained, according to their 
quality, at the public expence. He, at the fame 
time, planted rows of fruit trees along the roads, 
to preferve travellers from the fcorching heat of 
the fun, as well as to gratify their tafte. Horfe- 
pofts were placed at proper diftances, for for- 
warding quick intelligence to government, and 
for the advantage of trade and correfpondence. 
This efiabliihment was.new in India. Such was 
the public fecurity during his reign, that travel- 
lers and merchants, throwing down their goods, 
went without fear to fleep on the highway. 

It is fidd that Shere being told that his beard Hi» attea- 
grew white, replied. It was true, that he had ob- fineft* *^* 
taineri^ the empire towards the evening. He di- 
vided his time into four equal parts : One he ap- 
propriated to the diftribution of public juftice, 
one to the regulations of his army, one to wor- 
jhip, and the remainder to reft and recreation. 
Ifc was buried at Seflaram, his original eftate, in

He, 
at thp fame time, returned to his brother for an- 
fwcr^ " That, if he would fend thefe four chiefs 
** to him, with proper afiurances, he would 
*' come/* Seliip lent accordingly the four om* 
rahs to Adil, to afiiire him, in the moft folemn 
manner, that he would permit him, if he pleafed, 
to depart after the firft interview : But that, as 
the onirahs had invefted him with the imperial 
power, he could not be fo unmteful as to dcfert 
ihem. However, to make lome compenfktion 
to Adil, for the empire, he was determined to 
give him his choice of any of the provinces iq 
tree jagier. Adil, upon thefe afiurances, pro^ 
ceed^d to Agra. When he had reached the vil- 
hge of Sikri *, Selim was out on a hunting par- 
ty, near that place, and appointed carpets to be 
^read for -their interview. Here the brothers 
difiembled the greateft affeAion for one another, 
and after fome difcourfe fet out for Agra. Se- 
Km, who wanted to feize his brother, gave pri- 
vate orders, that only a few of his retinue Ihould 
be admitted into the citadel ; but Adil hw^Mfo 
given orders to his people to prels in, at ail haz- 
ards,/ which they accordingly did, in f{ute of 
every bppofition. 
Tnn&ai- SelilH faw, that, without running a great 
•ntinthd rifquc,' nothing could be effeded againft his bra- 
***"*• thcr, who was fo much upon his guard. He,

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^refore, had recourfe to flattery and difllmiila- ^^' ^is^s- 
tion. He even pi^Dceeded fo far, as to lay hold *** ^^^ 
of AdilV hand, to place him updn the throne. 
A<U1, who was naturally a timorous and indolent 
xnan, rejected this propofal, knowing how litde 
be had to truil from the omrahs^ and a deceit- 
ful, ambitious brother. Selim was well aware of 
ail this before he made this extraordinary offer. 

Juft as Sdim expected, fo it fell out i Adil, tc^^n^' 

indmidated by the diilurbance which had been refienatioii 

made at the gate, made a voluntary refignation pire.* ^^^ 

of his birthnght, and placing Selim on the 

throne, ialuted him emperor. This w^s inftant- 

ly followed by all the court, who were waiting 

with impatience the ifiue of this extraordinary 

farce. They immediately advanced to the throne 

in iiicceflion, and, according to their rank, pre- 

feated their nazirs "*, while others exhibited the 

ceremony of the ifar t, crying out aloud, *' We 

*' offer our lives and fortunes to the king.*' The 

ceremonies being ended, Cuttub, and the othet 

omrahs, who had paffed their words to Adil, 

requefled, that, as he had pitched upon Biana 

for his efiate, he according to promife, Ihould be 

regularly invefted with that province, and per^^ 

mitted to depart. Selim confented, and all mat** 

ters bdng fettled, he gave Adil leave to quit 

Agra, accompanied by Uah and Chawals.

He, upon his way^ re- 
ceived letters from Cuttub and Jellal, who 
thought themfelves diihonoured by the Idog's 
behaviour towards his brother, affuring him of 
their afliftance. 
seiimin Whcu the Confederate chiefs arrived before 
fre!i?(!er. AgHt, ScUm, at the unexpeded viiit, was thrown 
piexity. ijj|.Q tiig utmoft perplexity. He called Cnttub 

and Jellal to his prefence, and reproached them 
for not diiTuading him from that impolitic fiep 
which had drawn upon him fuch dangerous con- 
fequences. Cuttub replied, " That the bufinefi 
was not yet irremediable ; that he would under- 
take to fettle every thing in an amicable man- 
ner." Selim not fufpefting the fidelity of the 
two omrahs, immediately defired that theytfSnld 
go to Adil, and compromife affairs. When they 
were gone, Selim difcovered to his friends his 
intentions of flying to Chinar, where the trcafure 
was h>dged, and there to raife an army to reduce 
his brother, whom he was not at prefent in a 
condition to oppofe. Ifah Hujab dilTuaded him 
from this refolution. He told him, "That he

He fbrtb- 

with olrdd^ his tttK>ps to their armis, marched 

out of the dty, and fonhed his army cfn the 

frfafita. The Olfiiahs, who had promifed to favot 

tte ^riskGt Adil, feeing th«ir king in the field, 

afiiamed to betray hiM, were hecefiitated to fight,

Selim, after thefe tran factions, marched to Chi- 
nar. O^ the way, he was informed of the trea- 
fonable c^rrefpondence of Jellal with^ the prince 
Adil, before the late decisive battle, and ordered 
him to be put to death, together* with his bro- 
ther, who was concerned in the confpiracy. The 
king having arrived at Chinar, he took put of 
that fortrefs all the treafure, fent it to Gualier, 
and returned hiihfelf to AgVdL. Cuttub, finding^ 
that Selim was no ftranj?er to the part which he 
had afted in the late dillurbances, was afraid to 
return to court. He fled, therefore, to H^but 
governor of Lahore, known by the title of Azim 
Humaioon, and claimed his protection . The em- 
.peror difpatched orders to Lahore, to fend Cut- 
tub to Agra, with which Azim Humaioon com- 
plied. The unfortunate Cuttub, upon his arriv- 
al, was fent prifoner to Gualier, with many other 
fufpeded perfons, particularly Shebas Lohani, 
the king's brother-in-law, whofe eyes were put 
out. The governor of Lahore and Suja, who 
ruled over the province of Malava, were, much 
about this time, called to court. The firft esL* 
cufed himfelf, and the latter, obeying the fum- 
mons, had the addrefs to clear himfelf of what 
he was accufed, and fo was reinftated in hitgo- 
vernment. 
lubeUions ^^^ l^Dg> 21^^^ thcfc tran(a£tions, moved to- 
qiaOied. wards Rhotas, to bring the treafure, which his 
father had depoiited in that place, to Agra. 
Seid th% brother of Humaioon, governor of La- 
hore, deferted him on the waji^ and fled to La- 
hore. The king, fronji this circumftance, con- 
cluded ti^at a rebeliioA was in agitation, which 

deterniined 
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d^enmned liim to return immediately to Agra. a. d. 1548. 
He foon aflembled his' forces from all quarters, *^ 9Si- 
and marched to DelHi, where he ordered the new 
city vfhich the emperor Hum'aioon had built, to 
be walled in with ftone. At Delhi, Suja joined 
him with the army* from Malava. The king re- 
mained only a few days in Delhi to reg^ate his 
army, and then took the route of Lahore. Azim 
Humaioon, CfaSlwals^ and other difafie6ted Chiefs, 
with double the king's forces, came out before 
him at Ambatta. Seum arriving within fight of 
the rebels, difinoiinted, arid, with a few friends, 
a/cended a riflng ground for the'purpofe of re- 
connoitring ; when he had for fpme time viewed 
their (Ufpoution, he faid : '^ It is not confident 
with my honor td have any 'patience with a: re- 
bellious army," and, at thefe words, he ordered 
his line to be formed, and to advance againft 
them. It happeAed very fortunately for the af- 
fairs of Seiim, that,' upoii the preceding night, 
there had ariien a di^tite among the rebel gene- 
xals, about the fucc^mon'td the throne. Chawafs 
ftill a friend to the family pf his patron Shcre, in- 
iified thatfearch fhould be made for princfe Adil, 
and Azim Humaioon flrenubufly affirmed, 
** That the * empire was no man's inhetitailce) 
but Ihould always follow the^^fbrtune o£ the 
fword."

deprived of his riglit hand fome time before, had 
cpndeared.hTmfelf Ky the fide of the rdad, with a 
deipcrate intention folje 'revenged upon -ffiat om- 
fah. trhe aiTaftin rufl^ed out upon Siija, and in^ 
fli^ed a' wound with liis dagger.

river. The ^king was at that inftant drawing 
blood by cupping ; he immediately ftarted up, 
iflued orders to march, and he himfelf encamped, 
that evening, fix miles without the city. He 
there waited for his artillery, which wsfs drag- 
ged by men, till the bullocks; which were 
grazing in the country, could be brought to- 
gether. The artillery being very heavy, eadi 
gun was drawn by one or two thoufand men ; 
yet, in this manner, he marched, with great 
expedition, towards Lahore. But, in the 
mean time, Humaioon retreated, as we M 
have pccafion to mention in the fequel. Selim 
returned to Delhi, and from thence procee- 
ded to Gualier, where he took up his rcfi- 
dence. 
A plot Selim taking, one day, the diverfion of the 

Hm'Tiifc? chace, near Atri, a body of banditti, who had 
been fet on by fome of the king's enenjjfs,Jay in 
ambulh, to take his life. But he perceived them 
,time enough to avoid the fnire. When they 
were feized and examined, they impeached many 
chiefs who wttt immediately executed, after 
whi^h the king became extremely fiifpicious, and

The ungrateful villain, in viobtion of hij oath,

^ His body being carried to Delhi, was there in- 
terred. His tomb is frequented by the devout 
to this day, they numbering him among the 
faints. . ^ 

Not long after this bafe aflaitihation, in which seUm diei. 
Selim was concerned, he was feized with a'fiftula 
in ano,* by whkh, in the year nine hundred and 
fixty, he bled to death, having reigned nine 
years. In the fame year, Mahmood the Patau 
King of Guzerat, and the Nizam of the Decan, 
who was of the iame nation, died. Selim pof- hu chanc 
fefled not the abilities of his father, and confe- ^^r. 
quently carried neither his virtues nor his vices 
to fuch extremes. He, in fome meafure, fuited 
the times in which he lived ; and was rather a 
necellary than a good prince^. A man of an up- 
right mind might have ftaggered in the ftream of 
conruption, which then prevailed, but Selim 
ftood firm, by meeting the world in its own way. ' 
He poffleffcd perfonal bravery , and was not un- 
{kilnA ii^jthc field of war. Like Shere, he was 

i£cent, and fiudied the convenience of tra- 
vellers. From Bengal to the Indus, he built an 
intermediate ferai, between each of thofe which 
his father had ereded ; all who pafTed along the 
great road being entertained at tht public ex- 
pence.

order of th( king. He remained firm to 
hJ9:dodrJne in the. agonies of death; but his 
religion was not long maintained by his £f- 
dples.

mounts the his fon, Fcrofc, was at twelve years of age, 
thrpnc. ^^.^^^ ^^ ^j^^ throne, by the chiefs Of the tribe 
df Sopr at Gualier. He had not rdgncd 
three days, when Mubarick, the fon of Niiam 
Soor, nephew to the Jate Emperor Shere, bro- 
ther of Selim's wife, and the uncle of Fcrofe, 
aflaflinated the young prince. Mubarici af- 
fumed the title of Mahommed Adil % to which 
his infamous treafon had no right, and ufurped 
the empire. He perpetrated this barbaitms 
deed with his own hand, in the JSfahl. the 
i»baibn. villain's own lifter, Bibi Bai, defended, for 
2^"Jj ™"^" fome time, her fon in her arms^ prdTenringhcr 
body to the dagger. In vain did tnc iairc^and 
weep : the wretch was hardened againft pity. 
He tore the young prince frofin her arms, and, 
in her prefence, fevered his hejid from his body. 
This was the return which he made, to the un- 
- fortunate Bibi Bai, for faving iis life, repeated

-^•'IJ^-THHE infamous Mahommed, having always 
MthoL° A given himfelf up to pleafure, ncglefted •' 
mcd iUitc- even the common accompliihment of reading and 
'*^^* writing. He hated men of learning, and kept 
X company with illiterate fellows like himfelf, 
whom he raifed to the highefl dignities in the em- 
pire, among whom one Himu, an Indian «fhop- 
keeper, whom the Emperor Selim had raifed to be 
fuperintendant of the markets, \i^as now entrufted 
with all the weight of the adminiflration. 
Hit fooiifti The king, in the mean time, heedlefs of what 
prodigality, paflcd, fpcut his time in all the luxurious de- 
baucheries of the Haram. Having heard much 
in praife of fome of the former Emperors, parti- 
cularly Ferofe, for their great generofity, he mif- 
took prodigality for that virtue, and to outdo 
them all, opened the treafury, and laviflied it on 
good and bad, without diftinftion. When he 
rode out, he ufed to head arrows with gold, 
which he Ihot among the multitude. This fool- 
ifh extravagance foon made away with the gjj'cat 
treafures or his predeceffors ; and all hiT reward 
from the people was the nickname of Adili ; 
which, in the Indian language, fignifies literally 
the Blind, and metaphorically, the Fooliih. 

When Himu found himfelf invefted with the 

whoW executive power of the empire, his jiridc, 

and infolence, though otherwife a man of good 

The om. parts, cxccedcd all bounds. This naturally made 

«hs^difcon- j^u ^1^^ Pj^(3jj ^j^i^f g l^j3 enemies. They began to 

^v * ' . c coflfpirc I 
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cmifpire for his dcftniftion, and to revolt from -^P- '^«- 
his authority. The £ing became more and more *^'^ 
defpic^ble^ every day, in the eyes of the people, 
while aU order and government totally declined* 
Mahommed giving, one day, public at^ience, 
and diftributing eftates and governmenta^among 
his omrahs, he ordered the province ofifeinnoge 
to be taken frgm Firmalli, and given to Sermuft 

Siibunna. Sccunder, the fon of Firmalli, a 
brave young man, being prcfent, faid aloud to 
the Emperor, ** Is my fortune, then, to be con- 

** ferred on a feller of dogs ?** for it appears that 
Sermud was defcended of one of that low occu- 
pation. The elder Firmalli, who was alfo pre- 
fcnt,, endeavoured to check the impetuofity of his 
fon ; but he only inflamed his paflion the more. 
He charged the King, in plain terms, with a bafe 
delign to extirpate his family. Sermuft, who 
was a man of uncommon ftrength and fiature, 
{being this behaviour to the King, and being alfo 
perfonaBy affronted, feized Secunder by the 
breaft; Sccunder drew his dagger, and killed 
him on the fpot. He then flew at all thofe who 
endeavoured to oppofe him, killed feveral chiefs, 
and wounded many more. He then made di- 
fcdly for the King, who leapt from the throne, 
and ran into the Mahl ; Secunder purfuing him, 
had the door ftruck in his face, which ftopped 
his progrefs, till Mahommed drew the bolt, and 
fecured* himfelf . The defpcratc youth, finding 
himfelf difappointed in his defign upon Mahom- 
med, relolved to revenge himfelf upon his bafe 
minions, and rufhing back into the audience 
chamber, dealt death to all who oppofed him. 
In the mean time, Ibrahim of the tribe of Soor, 
the King's coufin and brother-in-law, attacked Sc- 
cunder with fome of his people, and cut him to 
pieces.

A.D. 1553. T B R A HI M had no . fooner mounted the 
Hig. 196. j^ throne, than another competitor ftarted up 
tit^Ti?^ in the province of the five rivers, kno^il by the 
Punjab af- name of Punjab* This was Ahmed, a nephew of 
roj^thk. ^^^ Emperor Shere, and alfo brother-in-law to 
Mahommed, the expelled Emperor. Ahmed 
having attached to himfelf Hybut, and other 
chiefs raifed to the dignity of omrahs, by the* late 
Emperor Selim, to his intereft, aiTumed the title 
of Secunder Shaw, and marching with ten or 
twelve thoufand horfe towards Agra, encamped 
at Firrah, within four miles of that city. Ibra- 
him, with feventy thoufand horfe, came out to 
meet him, having, in this army, two hundred 
omrahs who pitched velvet tents, and pofTeded 
the dignities of the fpear, drum, and colours. 

Secunder, feeing this formidable army, began 
to repent of his invafion, and made overtures of 
peace. The only condition he alked, was the 
government of Punjab. But Ibrahim, pu&d up 
with the pride of his own fuperiority, would 
grant him no terms, and therefore both^armfes 
drew up and engaged. Secunder committed all 
the enfigns of royalty to one of his omrahs, and, 
with a choice body of horfe, took poft among 
fome trees, where he could not be difcovcred. 
Ibrahim, upon the firft charge, broke through 
the army of Secunder; his troops quitted their 
ranks, and were intent upon nothing but plun-- 
der; when Secunder, rufting out upon them, 
• ^ firuoJ^ 
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Itmck^ panic into the whole army ; they imme- a.d. i 554* 
diat^lytpok to fli^t, and were purfued by.thofc."*^'^^*' 
whom they had fq eafily difcomfited before. 
The Emperor Ibrahim, after this defeat, aban- 
doned his capital^ and retreated to SiniboL Se- 
cunder took pofleifion both of Agra ar^d Delhi ; 
but he had not long enjoyed his for^ne, when 
he was obliged to march to Punjab,. to oppofe 
the Mogul Emperor Humaioon ; for that mo- 
narch, having returned from a long exile, was 
now advancing to recover his dominions. 

During the abfence of Secunder, the Emperor Himw oi»r. 
Ibrahim marched towards Calpee; and, at thej^^^ 
iame time, Mahommed, the expelled Emperor, 
difpatched Himu, his vizier, with a formidable 
army, well appointed in cavalry, elephants, and 
artillery, from Chinar, with a view to recover 
his empire. Himu engaged Ibrahim, at Calpee, 
and gave him a iignal defeat. Ibrahim, flying 
to his father at Biana, was purfued by Himu, 
who befieged him in that city, for three 
months. 

In the mean time, Mahummud of the Afghan The go- 
fkmily of Ghor, governor of Bengal, rebelled j^<^™^'^^'>^ 
againil Mahommed, and led an army againftbdbf' '*' 
him. This circumftan^ obliged that prince to 
recall Himu from the fiege of Biana ; and the 
Emperor Ibrahim, emboldened by the retreat of 
the enemy, purfued them, and coming up with 
Himo it Mindaldry near Agra, gave him battle ; 
but he was again defeated, and obliged to fly back 
to his father, at Biana. The refllefs . fpirit of 
Ibrahim could not, however, be ftill : He march- 
ed towards Bhetah, /and engaging the Indian 
prince of that country, was defeated and taken 
prifbner. He was ufed with the utmoft refped, 
till the Fktans of Miani 'obtained him ^ from the ^ 
Raja, and" appointed him their chief. 'Under 
him tbeycommenced^awar ag^inft Bahadar, go- ^ • 

'vernor 
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A.p.i554-vernor of Malava, who had affumed indppeifO- 
**'^*' ancc i but the bad fortune of Ibrahim^iwrpur- 
fned him, he >vas beat, and fled to Orifiau 
That DTOvince being conquered in the year nine 
hundret and feventy five» by» Soliman Kerraiii, 
one of ^he generals of the Mogul Emperor Ak^ 
bar, the nnfortunate Ibrahim was taken and pOt 
to death. • 

Himn de ^^ retum from this digf^ffion ; when Ifimu 
fcat» and joined hls mafter Mahommed at Chinar, he re* 
^vernor ccivcd advices that the Emperor Humaioon had 
4^ Bcagai. defeated Secunder, the pretended Patau Empe- 
ror, and pofiefled him&lf of Delhi and\Agra. 
.Himu, however, marched againfl the rercSted 
governor of Bengal, who gave him the i&f^ hy 
croffing the hills near Rhotas, and entering the 
country of Bundelcund. He was purfued thither 
by Himu : The two armies came to a&ion at the 
. village of Chircut, thirty miles from Calpee, and 
the rebel was flain. Mahonmied, after this vic- 
tory, iji&ead of proceeding to ^gra, returned to 
Chinar, to aJQTemble more troops for carrying on 
the war with Humaioon. But he was fioion after 
informed of that monarch'^ death ; which indu- 
ced him to iend Himu, with fifty thouland borie, 
and five hundred elephants, towards Agra, not 
daring to leave Clunar himfelf, on account of the 
violent factions which then fubfifted among his 
countrymen the Patans. ^ 

Drvfts tiie Himu arriving .before Agra, the Mogufomrahs 
^^*']j who were there, being. too weak to oppofi? .faim, 
and from '.fled to DcUii. He purfued then> thither,; .and 
^^'' Tirdi Beg, governor of Delhi, giving him battle, 
was defeated, and fled towards.the Induss leavr 
ing Hftnu in pofleffion of both the imperial xrittcs • 
.of Agra and Delhi. The Indian iheditatfid the 
conqueft of Lahore ; but : the celebrated Bjram, 
of the^hation of theTurkumans, sf roah.af policy 
* < ^ in the clofet, as welLasabilities ia the JBckt^ who 

had 
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ICRU^en left by the win of Humaioon, gnardian a. p. 1554. 
of Imtb^ Ald>ar, ^luaing his nonage, fent Ze- "'^* 5^*- 
man, .a Mogul noble, with all expecfirion, to- 
wards Dellu. He himielf followed, with the 
young King. Himu marche^d out to meet 2^- 
man, <Irew up on the pbins of Panniput, and 
charging the Moguls with great bravery, threw 
them into diibrder. But the Patans, always 
more mindful of plunder, than of fecuring vic- 
tory, were again attacked by the Moguls, and 
defe^rted. Himu was furrounded, and taken pri- 
foner, and being carried before the King, con- 
demned to deatii. 

After the death of the unfortunate Himu, wKo''^^^*^' 
had certainly great abilities, not withftanding his Mahom- 
mean defcent, the fortune of his matter Ma- ^^ ^^ 
hommed declined apace. -In the mean time, 
Chixer, the fon of the governor of Bengal,' who 
Was flain in battle by Himu, to revenge the deatli 
of his fathef , railed an army, ind affuming the 
title of Sultan Bahadar, poffeffed himfelf of a 
great part of th6 eaftern provinces. He led an HeUde* 
army againft Mahommed, defeated, and flcwj^^"**"** 
him. The anarchy and confufiops in Hindoftati, 
at this period, rendered it impoffible to continue 
the dired chain of our hiftory in the order of 
time. Wp therefore muft turn back to what we 
liavc omitted of the hiftory df Secunder, who 
ha4 affumcd the imperial title at Agra, and af- 
terwards to 4 detail of the adventures of Hu* 
maioon, duringhis exile,

A. p. i5i4*" Shere, by unparalleled conduft and refolu^a, 
Hig.962. «< rendered the tribe of Soor famousj^-tfTpof- 
tcrity ; and now, Humaioon, heiifto his fa- 
ther's conquefts, is watching for an opportu- 
•' nit;^ to deftroy us all. If, therefore, you fin- 
*' cerely affeci; my government, and will throw 
** afide private fadlion and animofities, our king- 
•* dom will be adorned with all the flowers of 
profpcrity. But if you flxoulc^ think me inca- 
ble of that great charge, let an abler head, and 
a ftronger arm, be elefted from among you, 
'^ that I aifo may fwear allegiance to him ; that 
** with my life and fortune I may fupport him, 
** and endeavour to keep the empire of India in 
" the hands of the Patahs, who have ruled it for 
They cleft " fo many ages by their valor." The otnrahs, 
him King, ^f^^^ hearing this fpeech, anfwered with one ac- 
. cord, " We unanimoufly eleft you, the nephew 
** of our Emperor Shere, for our lawful fove- 
** reign.'* Calling then for a Coran, all fwore al- 
legiance to Secunder, and to preferve unanimity 
among themfelves. However, in a few days, 
they began to difpute about governments, ho- 
nors, and places. The flames of enmity were 
kindled higher than ^ver, and every one re- 
proached his fellow with perfidy, of which he 
. himfelf was equally guilty.

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army, marched with eighty thoufand ^orfe to- a. d. 1554. 
ws^rd^Bllgiab, and engaging Byram, the tutor Hig.964.

The empire of India, with this viftor)!^ fell 
ag^n into the hands of the houfe of Baber, and 
flouriibed ; while, in the mean time, the infa- 
mous Mahommed Adil died by the hands of his 
eneaues, in th<f kingdom of Bengal. 
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HtjMAIOON IN^PERSIA. . 



A.D.i544.'TX T£ jjj^y^ already fecn that* the emperor 
H^ma^^' VV Humaioon, having arrived at Kizvi in 
arri"V^" Perfia, difpatched the noble Byram to the Pcr- 
Pcriia. fjjy^ monarch at Ifpahan. That omrah accord- 
ingly waited upon Tatnafp at the palace of Nilac^ 
between the cities of Abher and Sultania*, and 
received an anfwer which teftified the king's great 
defire to have ati interview with Humaioon* The 
unfortunate fugitive accepted, with joy, of the 
invitation, and in the month of the firll Jem- 
mad, in the year nine hundred and fifty one, 
had a conference with Tamafp, the fon of Umael 
SufTvi, emperor of Perfia, and was royally enter- 
tained. 

Tamafp, one day, in converfation, alked Hu- 
maioon. By what means his weak enemy became 
fo powerful? Humaioon replied, "By the en* 
" mity of my brothers." The Perlian then told 
him, " The political manner of treating brothers 
is not fuch as they received from you." And 
being, at that time^ at table, as foon as he was 
done eating, the prince Byram, his brother, ^o 
attended, him as a fervant, came with the bafon 
and ewer for him to walh f . When this was

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dqiyj^Tamafp turned to Humaioon, and refum- a, d. 1544. 
ingtnS^fcourfe, faid, " In this manner you h^«-95«- 
ought to^liave treated your brothers." Hu- 
maioon, out of compliment to the king, feemed • 
to aflent to what he faid ; which fo much of* 
fended the prince, the king's brother, that he • 
never after could forgive him, while he refided at 
court. He to^k every opportunity to caluminate 
Humaioon to the king, and was ever harping in 
his ears, how much againft the intereft of Perfia 
it was, that a prince of the line of Timur fixould 
lit upon the throne of India. This maxim By- 
ram took care to inculcate upon all who had the 
king's confidence, and that circumftance greatly 
retarded the affairs of Humaioon, and, at length,. 
wrought fo vifibly upon the king's difpofition, 
that the unfortunate mogul began to fear death 
or imprifonment. 

In the mean time. Sultana Begum, the king^s Th« king's 
fiftcr, and Jehan, the high chancellor, in con-]j,^^*^t 
junction with Hakim, one of the king*s privy raiiyfavor 
counfellors, taking compailion upon Humaioon'sHy^aT^af 
dillrefled fituation, joined their intereft to work 
a reconciliation, and to reinftate him in the favor 
of Tamafp. The wit of the fultana had a great 
effect upon this occafion. She, one day, pro- 
duced a ftanza of verfes to the king, of her own 
compofition, in the name of Humaioon, extolling 
his devotion and happy turn of exprelfion in the 
prSife o£ A!i. This greatly pleafed TamaA), • 
zealous for the feet of the Shiahs, who di^ 
from th6 Sinnites, the feci whofe tenets Humai- 
oon foUo^fred. The Shiahs hold Afi to be the . 
only af&ftant of Mahommed In his apoftolic func- , 
tion, but the Sinnites believe i^ four, gxiding 
* Ofman, Omar, and Abubeckcr to Ali, 

The king, in fliort, told his filler. That if Hu- . 
maioon Ihould become a Shiah, and enforce that 
doStiinc La India, he would affift him to recover ^ -*

"»« W2* maioon of thcfe particulars, he was notfiyiflich 
wedded to a fed, as to lofif a kiilgdjflnfor an 
immaterial difference in a point of religionf He 
accordyigly returned for an anfwcr, " That he 
had always privately favored ihe opinions of the 
^ Shiahs, which was partly the occafion of the ani- 
mofity fubfifting betweeti him and his bro-

1 amafp, foon after, had i private conference 
with the noble Byram, examined him concerning 
the policy and ftate of Hindbftan ; and when he 
had fatisfied himfelf upon that head, he promi*

jives him infant, with his general Biddai, fhduld accom- 
&ndbo"rfc P^^y Humaioon, with ten thoufand horfc, to 
* chaftife his brothers, and drive them out of Ca- 
bul, Candahar, and Buduchflian. Every thing 
accordingly was, in a ihort time, got in readi- 
riefs, and Humaioon took leave of the Perfian 
king. He told him, that he had long propofed 
to take a tour through Tibrez and ArdebiaX to 
vifit the tomb of Shech Sufli, and then to pro* 
ceed on his expedition. The king confentcd to 
this propofal, and iffued orders to all governors 
through whofe territories Humaioon was to pafs, 
to fupply him and his army with all neceflarles^ 
and treat him in a manner becoming his dig*^ 
nity. 

Humaioon having viCted and paid his dew>^ 
tions at the ihrine of SuiE, marched with the 
young prince Murad, towards Candahar. He 
mvefted the fort of Garrimfere, took it, and read 
the chutba in his own name. Aflikari, who 
commanded at Candahar for the priilce Camlnuii 
hearing of thefe proceedings, fent the young 
prince Akbar, the fon of Humaioon, to his un« 
cle at Cabul, and prepared the fort of Candahar 
for a iid^e. 
* *» . « ' Humaiooi 
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If^iU^n invefted it upon the feventh of Mo' a.d, 1545. 
tirrim^if the year nine hundred and fifty two, ^«- 95a- 
The fi«ge had been carried on for fix mpnths, ""X*^*° 
when Humaioon fent his general Byram with<:and4har. 
• a mcflage to Camijran, then at Cabul. A tribe 
of the Patans of Hazara, attacked Byram with 
«reat refolution, but they were defeased, and 
Uiat omrah having obtained an audience of Camir 
ran, according to his inflructions made a demand 
' of Candahar, and required a refignation of all 
thofe provinces which he had ufurped froni his 
brother Humaioon. But it was not to be expec- 
ted that Camiran would as yet liften to fuch a 
demand, and (b the amba£&dor departed 'without 
cSbddng any thing. 

The Ferfian fcSdiers, in the fervice of Hu-TbePerfi- 
maioon, were now beginning to be difcouraged frniedr*"' 
by the length of the fiege, and difcontented at 
being commanded by 'Moguls. This circum- 
ftance might have obliged Humaioon to raife the 
fiege, had he not been joined by Mahummud. 
Hu&in, Shere Aikim, Fufil Beg, and other 
omrahs, who, difgufied with prince Camiran, 
had left his fervice. Some of the befieged de« 
ferted al(b, and joined the king. I'hefe favora;* 
ble drcumftances revived the unking fpirits oiF 
his army, and equally deprefled thoie of the be* 
fieged. Afhkari defired to capitulate ; his requeft 
"viras ^[ranted upon honourable terms ; he gave up 
the place, ^md, much aihamed of hiis former be^ Candabar 
haviour, waited japon the kins* " ** ^"* 

The fort of Candahar^ as had been fiipulated 
"With the Ferfian emperor, was given to his in- 
tuit Ion, Murad. ' The winter having now 
Qome on, the young prince Murad, ancf the 
Ferfian generals Biddai, Abul Fatte, and Arid* 
muUu, took up their quarters in the fcrt» with- 
out achxiitting the Mogul omrahs. This fo much 
dif^&cd thcxp, that fome^ having no quarters, • * ^ 

went 
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AD. 154 5. went ofF to Cabul, while Afiikari, withjL^mvr 
"'jf-95'*. q£ xzxixng more difturbance,* alfo flecL ^^Unkari, 
however, was purfued, and I^rought back pri- 
foner. '^ 

Humaioon, finding ina<^iqp more dangerous 
to his afiairs than war, marched towards CabuL 
On the way he heard of the death of the young 
prhice Murad, at Candahar, upom which he re- 
turned, with a view to retain that fort as a 
place of fecurity, till he fhould make further con- 
quefts* The Perfian general would not hearken 
to this propofal, which filenced the king, who 
could not, confiftent with gratitude, or his own 
promife, compel him to dehver up the place. 

But the urgency of his affairs foon oUiged Hu- 
maioon to depart from thefe pundiUos of honor. 
He therefore tacitly permitted By ram, Ali, and 
Mahummud, to take what means they could ta 
render themfclves mailers of the place. Thefe 
omrahs, accordingly, ' fent Mahummud and a 
few enterprizing men, difguiied like camel-driv- 
Humaioon ers, among a firing of camels, which was then 
gem, fd!« carrying provifions into the fort. They fell 
upon Can. upon the guards, and difpatched them, while 
By ram, and Ali, ruflied in with a chofen party 
of horfe, and poffefled themfelvcs of the fort. 
The Perfian general returned, by the king's per- 
miflion, to Perfia, apd By ram was appointed to 
the government of Candahan « 

The king marched immediately towartls CabuL 
r^rchcli The prince Eadgar, the brother of Babcr, flying, 
Cabul. at this time, from Hu0ein Arghu, to Cabul, in 
conjunftion with Hindal, the Idng's brother, 
joined Humaioon, The king, encamping in the 
envirdtas of Cabul, before the army of Sis bro-i 
thcr, was every day joiried by fome of Camiran's 
troops, who deferted his fiandards. Evan Kipla 
one of Camiran's principal omrahs, came over, 
^ ^ ^ with all his adh^ents. 'f his fb much weakened 

the 
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tl^ggraince's army^ that he was neceffitated to a. d. 154s. 
ihttt fiMq£lf up in the city. Humaioon invefted ^^^' ^^^' 
the place? but as ft was only flightly fortified, '^tllthia 
Camifan evacuated it without fighting, and fled city. 
to Ghizni. The Idng fent the prince Hmdal i|i 
purfuit of his brdther, and, on the tenth of 
Ramzin, nine hundred and fifty two, entered 
Cabul, where he found his fon Akbar,* then four 
years old, witn his mother Beguma, and, taking 
him in his arms, he repeated a verfe to this pur- 
pofe : ^^ Jofeph, by his envious brethren, was caft 
mto a well ; but he was exalted by Providence 
to the /iimmit of glory/' 

The gates of Ghizni were ihut againfi Cami- 
ran, and he was therefore obliged to take refuge ^ 
at DaVir, among the Patans of Hazara. , Being 
very ill received there, he went to Bicker, to 
his coufin HuiTein, who gave Idvfi his daughter 
in marriaee, and prepared to fupport him. Hu- Humaioon 
msdoon, naving left his fon Akbar under thcJJ**T^^** 
tuition of Mahummnd Ali, in Catml, marched Buduch^ 
in perfon, in the year nine hundred and fifty ^^' 
three, to reduce Beduchflian. Eadgar having 
attempted to IHr up a {edition in the royal army, 
was, upon convidion, fentenced to death, though 
he was uncle to the king. 

Humaioon having pafled HinderkuHi, and en* 
camped at Neizikeran, Soliman, with the forces 
of Buduchihan, came before him, but they were 
defeated* in the firft charge. The king front 
thence turned towards Talichan, where he fell 
fide He, however, recovered, at th^ end of 
two months, and all the factions which had be^ 
gun to prevail in his army, foon fubfided. Moa** 
zim, the brother of Chuli, one of the imperial 
* fultans, having had a quarrel at this time with 
Refhidy killed him, and fled to C^bul, where he 
was ordered to be imp^ifoned by the kiogf . 

G?i9iiram ^ ^ 
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Gamiram having heard that his broth^iiJiacI 
inarched to Buduchfhan, made an tf/Swhon to 
Ghorebund. On the way he fell in with ? cara- 
van c^ merchants, whom he robbed of all their 
camels, horfes, and goods; and, coming to 
Ghizni, raifed a fadion among the popuiace, 
and cut off the governor, Zatrid. Making from 
thence forced marches towards Cai>ul, he arrived 
there as they were opening the gates in the morn- 
ing, and took the place by furprize. He killed 
Ah, the governor, as he ftood in the bath, and 
put out the eyes of Fafil and Vakila. The young 
prince Akbar, and the ladies of the Haram, were 
given in the charge to fome eunuchs ; Hiiam 
Allt, the fon of Califa, was put to death. . 

Intelligence for thefe tranfaftions coming to 
Humaioon, that monarch gave the government 
of Buducflian to the prince Soliman, of the pof- 
terity of Timur, and that of Kunduz to his bro- 
ther Hindal. He himfelf returned to Cabul, de- 
feated the army of Camiran, which oppofed him 
at Ghorebund, came to the town of t.he Afghans, 
called Deh, where Shere, and all the army of 
Camiran had again affembled to oppofe him. 
But the king overthrew them there alfo, and flew 
Shere in the action* He proceeded from thence 
to Cabul, and fat down before that city, Ikir- 
miihing every day with Ihe enemy. Camiran, 
having received intelligence that a caravan \^'as 
pailing, wherein there was a great namber of 
fine horfes, fent one Shere, a bold entcrprizing 
officer, with a flrong detachment, to feize and 
bring it into the city. Humaioon marched 
round the walls, and cut off Shere's retreat, fo 
that, f^hen he came to enter the city, he was at- « 
tacked and defeated with great flaughter. 

The prince Soliman, from Buduchflian, Ali, 
and Cafim Haffm, with leveral chiefs from By- 
ram, the governor of Kandahar, hadnowjoinftd 

the 
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th#«J^g, while Kirrachi and Baboos deferted a. d. 1545. 
from tlth^ty to his army. Camiran, in the rage Hig.9sa. 
of deipair, bafely murdered the three fons of 
Baboos, and threw their mangled bodi^ dver 
• the wall. He, a^ the fame time, bound the 
young prince Akbar and Kirrachi's fon to a ftake, 
and raifed them up to viev/ upon the battlements. 
But he was gii^en to underfland, that If he put 
them to death, every foul in the place fliould be 
. mailacred. 

Camiran thought proper to defift from his in- c*"™"^^" 
tended cruelty, and that very night, making acS*"* 
breach in the wall, evacuated the place, and fled 
towards the fkirts of the hills, leaving Humai- 
oon a.fecond time, in poflefiion of CabuT. In his 
retreat, he was plundered, and even ftript of his 
cloaths, by the inhabitants of Hazara ; but when 
they diicovered him, they conducted him to his 
garrifon at Ghorebund. He, however, did not 
think himfelf fecure there, and therefore he haf- 
tened to Balich, where Mahummud, who held 
that city, joined him, and aflified him in fubdu. 
ing Buduchlhan, They drove Soli man and his fon 
Ibrahim from that country. 

Kirrachi, Baboos, and fome other omrahs, be- sevrnii 
ing, about this time, difgufied with the behavior °J"'?*^* ^^ 
of Ghazi, Humaioon^s vizier, wanted of the 
king to difgrace him^ and appoint Chafim to his 
ofii^. Humaioon, fatisfied of the integrity of 
las minifler, would by no means confent, which 
irritated them fo much, that they left the king*s 
fervice, and went over to Afhkari, who com- 
manded under Camiran in Buduchflian. The 
king purfued them in their flght, but not being 
«able to come up with them, returned to Cabui, 
and called to him Ibrahim and Hindal from their 
refpectivc governments. The former having fal- 
len in by accident with Timur, one of •thole 
chiefs who had fled, cut him off, and brought

Thaf omrah having re- ' 
ceived intelligence of their coming, acquainted 
Camiran/ who, with great expedition, returned 
to Cuihom, and fell in with Hindal, in crofling 
the river Talikan, when his troops were divided. 
ddrraiThis He defeated Hindal, cut oflF a great part of his 
brother detachment, and feized upon all his baggage. 

Humaioon, in a few days, advanced with the 
army from Cabul, which obliged Camiran to fly 
Humid^n! towards Talickan, and leave all his plunder, as 
well as his own baggage. He was, the day af- 
mk»!"^ ter his retreat, invefted in the fort, and, as he 
defpaired of the aiTiftance of the Ufbecks, to 
whom he had applied, he requcfted leave of bis 
brother Humaioon, to make a pilgrimage to 
Mecca. Humaioon, with a good-natured weak- 
nefs, confented, and both the perfidious Cami- 
ran and Afhkari came out of the place, and pro- 
ceeded about ten pharfangs on their way. When 
they found that Humaioon did not fend troops 
toieize them, nor attempt to detain them, as 
they imagined, they were affiamed of their own 
behaviour, and thought it more eligible to truft 
to his clemency, than turn mendicant pilgrims. 
With this refolution they returned. • 
He is The king having beard of their return, fent

Humaioon arriving in the environs of Balick, 
an Ufbeck general came befoVe him with only 
three thoofan^ Ufbeck horfe, and ftopt his pro<« 
grefs. The IHbeck chief was, on the fecond' 
day, rdnforced by Pier Maliummud, and the 
princes of Hailar, and was thus enabled to marcli 
out with thirty thoufand horfe to give battle, 
Sotiman, Hindal, the king's coufin and brother, Hnmaioon 
defeated the advanced parties, and preffed fo hard d* f«ii the 
upon^er Mahummud that he thought proper to ^^'^'^*^**' 
retreat within the city. 

ITie king was defirous of purfuing the enemy. 
This rcfolution, had it been followed, would cer- 
tainly have had a good effed, as they were pre* 
paring to evacuate the place. But unfortunately 
the king fufFered his own better judgment to be 
ovcr-nikd by bis omrahs, who fuggefted their 
apprefaenfions from Camiran, and advifed the 
king to incamp fomewhere near the city, which 
urould £all into his hands in the courfe of things. 
This pernicious advice was accordingly followed. 
No ground proper for incamping being near, the 
king was obliged to retreat to a fmall diftance. 
TTip troops being ordered to move back, appre- 
hended that danger was near ; when the enemy 
adually confirued the retreat of Humaioon into 
a real flight. By this double miftake the Mo- 
guls were intimidated, and the Ufbecks received 
frcOi ipirits. They immediately fell upon Soli^ 
man and Hufiein, who brought up the* rear, 
forced them upon the main body, where thd 
king commanded in perfon. He gallantly oppof* 
ed them hand to hand, and with his fpe&r diC 
mounted the officer who led on^the attack. His « • ^

Retreat to After this unfortunate action, the imperial 
CabuL "army retreated towards Cabul. 1 he king, on his 
way, wasMeferted by the perfidious Camiran and 
, Afhkari, who had not joined in the adion. Hu- 
maioon juftly refenting their behaviour, ^Tote to 
Ali, one of Camiran's omrahs/ and made him 
great promifes if he would feize his mafier, and 
fend him prifoner to court ; difpatching, at the 
fame time, Soliman and Hindal in purfuit of turn. 
Camiran, laying afide all his enllgns of fiat;, at- 
tempted, by the way of Zohac and Bamia, ta 
pafs to the Indus. The king, informed of his 
motions, fent a party to intercept him ; but Kir- 
rachi and HuiTein, who had remained with Hd^ 
maioon, wrote privately to Camiran, and ac- 
quainted him with all that paiTed. Thefe perfi- 
dious chie^, being now aihamed of no villainy, 
told Camiran, that, as the great eft part of the 
king's troops were detached from his pcrfon, if 
he would return, they would join him in the ac- 
tion • Camiran did not let this favorable oppor- 
tunity flip through his hands. He returned, by 
the way of Kipoha, whither, the king, having 
intelligence of him, advanced to meet him. T)|e 
bzttle no fooner begun, than Kirrachi, •and his 
perfidious adherents, went over to Camiran, and 
turned upon Humaioon, who, with a few fdth- 
ful friends, fought with great refolution. Kcr 
Mahummud, and Ahmed, the fon of KuUi, being 
flain hf the king's fide, and he himfclf wounded 
in the head, as well as his horfe, he was forced 
to abandon the field, and fly to Bamia, and 
from thence to Buduchfhan, leaving Camiran to

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Humaioon was now in great diftrefs^ for mo- a. o. isas* 
ticy to |)ay the few troops, who had continued "*^' ^^*' 
fai^^ul tSi his fortftncs* He was obliged to^""^^^^^. 
borrow the horfes, camels, and merchandize of tr^^s* 
foxne great caravans, with which he mounted 
* and paid his troops. He privately (ent Bidda^ 
Togiich, Mudgnow, and others, to the number 
of ten perfbns, to liipport his intereft 2I Cabul^ 
and to fend hinf intelligence of what pafledin that 
city. But of all thefe, Toglick alone remained 
' true to his intereft, which they now found was 
greatly declined. Soliman, Ibrahim, and prince 
HindaJ, returning with their detachments to join 
the king, he found himfelf again in a condition 
to make an attempt to recover his kingdom ; and 
he accordingly marched towards CabuL Cami« 
ran, upon the approach of Humaioon, came out^ 
and drew up on the banks of the Pungen Ca« 
miran was defeated with great flaughter, and in 
his flight he was obliged to (have his head and 
beard, to efcape^ in the difguife of a mendicant, 
to the mountains of Limgan. Afhkari was taken 
prifoner, and the perfidious Kirrachi fell in the 
engagement. 

Humaioon now returned in triumph to Cabul ; Returns t« 
where he enjoyed a whole year in peace and fef-^**^' 
tivity. Intelligence was brought to him, that 
the reftlefs Camiran was again at the head of fif- 
teen hundred horfe, while fome omrahs fled from 
the royal prefence to Ghizni. The king marched 
agaiitfl his^rother, who fled towards the Indus ; 
fo that Humaioon, without effeding any thing, 
returned to Cabul. Camiran ,no fooner heard 
of his brother's retreat, than he returned again 
among the Afghans to raife up more difturbajices. 
Humaioon was under the necefEty of taking the 
field a lecond time. He wrote to Byram,. who 
(till held the government of Candahar, to n^ch 
againft the omrahs, who fled to Ghizni, and ^

^"*' found means to efcape, a fecond time, to Ghizni, 

from whence he was perfuaded to return ; no 
doubt, upon the mod facred aflurances of par- 
don. Aflikari having preferred a petition to the 
king, foliciting his releafement from prifon, in 
order to perform a pilgrimage to MccA, was 
now fent to Soliman, governor of BuducWhan, 
to proceed to Balich. Afhkari died in the year 
nine hundred and fixty one, in his way croffing 
the Arabian defarts. 

Camiran was, in the mean time, levying 
troops among the Afghans, and carrying on a 
private correfpondence with Mahommed at 
Ghizni. The treafon was difcovered, and the oM 
traitor condemned to death. Humaioon had, by 
this time, marched againft Camiran j but he was 
furprized in his camp, near Chiber, the twcnty- 
firft of Zicada, nine hundred and fifty eight, in 
the night ; upon which occafion prince Hindal 
X^iinceHin-loft his life. Camira, however, gainjd no*ad- 
•Qdolmi. vantage but the death of his brother, being over- 
tan dcfc»t. thrown by Humaioon, and obliged to takcfhel- 
^ ter again among the Patarts. The king, after 

this vidory, returned to Cabul, and in gratitude 
to the memory of Hindal, who had fo wcB ex- 
piated his former difobedience, by his fenriccsand 
blood, he gave the daughter of that prince, Ri^ 
Sultsma, to his fon Akbar in marriage. He con- 

ft ietredL at thefitme time, upon the royal pair) aB 
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the wealth of Hindal; and appointed Akbar toA.p. i55»* 
the coutmand of his^ uncle's troops, and to his '** ^^^ 
nmc^ of Ghizni. V 



The* Afghans,, a few months after thcfij tran- The Af- 
faftions, rofe in favor of Camiran. The kingyc^il 
marched into their Vountry, which he laid wafte «»' 
with fire and fword. Finding, at laft, that they 
got nothing but mifchief to themfelves by adher- 
ing to Camiran, they with-held their aid, and 
expelled him from their country. 

The defolate Camiran fled to Hindoftan, and scUm/ 
was reduced to folicit the protection of the em- 
peror Selim, whom he beheld, by his own bafe* 
ne&, rnling his father's empire. But it was not 
to be expected that Selim would treat Camiran 
favorably. The unfortunate fugitive fled from 
the court of Delhi, and^ like a poor vagabond, 
fought protection from the Indian prince of Na* 
gercot« Being from thence driven by Selim, he 
fled among the Gicl^rs. 

Hydcr, one of the pofterity of Timur, reigned 
then in Caihflnire. He requeued the ajlifibnce of 
Humaioon, to quell fome difturbances in hia 
kingdom. The king accordingly marched to« 
wards India, and crofied the Iitdus. Adam, the 
prince of the Gickers, fearing the king's refent- 
ment^ for giving protection to Camiran, impri* 
foned that unhappy man, and acquainted the 
kingy that he ^^as ready to deliver lum over to 
anf bod% he fhould be plea&d to fend. The Delivered 
idng difpatch^d Monim to Adam, and Ca*^ ^Lg! '*** 
imran was accordingly given up to him, and 
brought to the royal prefence. 

The Mogul ehkfs, to a man, foUcited that be 
fliottid be put to death, th^ he might dtftrels 
'theoi no more ; but the king voiitk}, by no means^ 
confent to embrUe his hands iVk the blood of his 
brother, however deferving he was of death. 
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A. p. i55i. Humaioon, on account of his lenity, was thrcaN 
H»svJ9* ^jj^j ^ijj^ ^ general fedition in his army, and 
evefy body openly complained of thit mcrgfiil 
difpofkion in the king, by which his i&bjeSs 
His eyes werc lo often involved in misfortunes. He was, 
«e Flit our. at laft^ though much againft His will, ncceffitatcd ' 
to permit them to render Camiran blind, by 
means of* antimony. Some days after this leo' 
tence was executed upon the unfortunate prince, 
the king went to fee him. Camiran imme'* 
diately rofe, and walked fome fteps forward to ' 
meet him, laying: " The glory of the king will 
** not be diminifhed by vifiting the unfortunate." 
Humaioon immediately burfting into tears, wept 
very bitterly : Camiran endeavoured to comfort 
him, by confeffing the juftice of his own p^nilh' 
ment, and, by way of expiating his crimes, rC" 
quefted leave to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mec- 
ca. His requeft was granted, and he went by the 
And dies way of Siud. Having reiided three years in 
th€ic. Mecca^ he died in that place, in the year nine 
hundred and lixty four. He left one fon, Carem, 
who was fome time after his father's death aflaf* 
finated, by order of Akbar, in the fort of 
Gualier ; Camiran had alio three daughters. 
Hamaioo Humaioou being now delivered from the itft- 
marches to- lefs fpirit of Camirau, began to extend bb domi* 
virardtCaih. nious. He firfl turned his arms towards Cafii- 
mire. Selim, the Patau emperor of India, hay- 
ing, at that time^ advanced to the Ipdns,1us 
omrahs reprefented to Humaioon, that, if i^ 
fhould enter Ca(hmire, as there was but oni 
pafs through which he could return ; that Selim 
might block up his rear, and reduce him to ^t 
diftreJs. The king, however, would not hftdi^ 
to their reprefentations ; but marched towards 
Cafhmire. Having advanced about half way^ 
a muliny arofe in the army, and the gr^teft p^ 
pf the omrahs reiufed to proceed : while otfco* 
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usually retnnied to Cabul. llii^ obliged Htt*A.D.i5S4. 
maioon ' to^ take a drcuit, by the way of SUd, ^^s* 9^h 
oi4ering a^ort, called Bickeram^ to be bujft in 
his rout. In Bickeram he left ^ garpfon ^pder Retums. 
one Secunder. 

When the king Vrived in Cabul, he fcnt his a^^*! ^«?^ 
^n Akbar to his TOvernment of Ghizni, under ^ 
the charge of J^al. In the year nine* hundredi 
ai^d fixty*one, the king hiui another fon born to 
him at Oibul, \^hpin he named M^hoqiiped 
Hakim. 

I9 the coorie of this year, Humaipon became 
jealous of Byram, by the calumny of fome oiF his 
courtiers^ who pretended, that that great mai^ 
was carrying on intrigues with the Perfian go- 
vernxAent« The king, marched towards Qapda^ 
har, by the way of Ghizni. Byr^m, who was 
quite innocent of the charge^ when he heard pi 
the Ipng's ai^roach, came out, with five or fix 
friends only, to congratulate him upon his ar- 
rival, and to by hb ofTeriiigs at his feet. The 
king Coon plainly perceived that he had been abu- 
icdj and fatisfying Byram vith reafons for hi^ 
coming, ^)ent two months there in feftivity. 
Tlie caufumniatprs of Byram were diigraced, and 
he himielf loaded with favors. Byram was, how- 
ever, afraid^ that the repeated calumnies of his 
^pjemies midl^ find way at lafl jinjto the king's 
mind ; he m^efore earneftly requefied, that the 
go^emm^it mould be bellowed on fome other 
chief, and that he might be permitted to attend 
bis (overeign. But the king would jby no means 
confent to a thing, y^h^c^ might have th^ ap- 
pearance qf aflurupon theiCondu<3: of hi$ faithful 
ibrvant. When they partecl, Byram obtained the 
*diftri£k of Dawir, for ttwp of his. friend$, who re- 
mainea with him.

The enemy at laft, were driven The Patam 
off the field, with very great Slaughter, and the *''''^~'''' 
emperor Secunder fled, with precipitation, to 
the mountains of Sewalic. 

This viftory decided the fiite of the empire, ^^^,f"J2^* 
which fell forever from the Patans. Secunder, Som thT 
the Ulbeck, and fome other omrahs were de-^^*^''^^ 
tacbed to take poflfeffion of Delhi and Agra, * *'^*' 
which they efi&^ed without oppofition. Hu- 
maioon conferred the government of the pro- 
vince of Punjab upon Abul Mali, and ordered 
him to pudue the fugitive emperor. In the 
month of Ramzan the king entered Delhi^ in 
triumph, and became, a fecond time. Emperor 
of Hindofian. Byram, to whofe valor and con- 
du^ the king, in a great- meafure, owed bis 'ref- 
toration, «was now rewarded witfh the firft offices 
in the Itate, and had princely eftatesafii'gned to 
him. Tirdi Beg was appointed to the govern- 
ment of Delhi ; the fupeiintendency of Agra was 
g^ven to Secunder, and Alii Kulli was made vice- 
V roy of Merat and Simbol ; for which dq><^itment . 
ke fet out with a confiderable force. 

As Abul Mali, on account of difputes with^^j^^^^' 
the omrahs in hisanAy^ had permitted Secunder cf^der. ^ 
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i^p.TS^s.to become daily more formidable, theidngdif- 
Hig. 963. patched his fon Akbar, under the direction of 
B)wn, againft him. Much about this ^qi< a 
xnaa\}f low birth, who became famous, under 
the name of Kumber, raifed a rebellion in Sim- . 
bpl, and, coIle<5ltng a. great force, plundered the 
provinces between the rivers. He was, howe- 
ver, on nhe fifth of the firft Ri^bi, nine hund- 
dred and fixty three, defeated and flain by AlU 
KuUi, and tha infurredion totally quaOied. 
The king's ^" ^^ evening of the feventh of the firft Ribbi, 
death. Humaioon walked out upon the terrace of the 
library, and ht down there for fome time to en- 
joy the frefli air. When the emperor began to 
d^fCend the fteps 0/ the ftair from the terrace, 
.the, crier, according to cuftom, proclaimed the 
time of prayers. The king, conformable to die 
prai^qe of religion, flood flill upon this occa- 
fioq^ and repeated the Gulma *, then fat down 
^pQA t^e fecond ilep of the fiair till the procla- 
mation was ended. When he was going to rife 
he fupportod himfelf upon a ftaff, which unfortu- 
nately flipt upon the marble, and the king feU 
heading from the top to the bottom of the flair. 
He . was taken up infenfible, and laid upon his 
bed ; he £bon recovered his fpeech, and the phy- 
ficians adminiftered all their art : But in v^n, 
for ifpon the eleventh, about funfet, his foal took 
her flight to Paradife. He was buried in ^ the 
new dty, upon the banks of the riiier ; and a 
noble tomb, was erected over him, fomc years af- 
ter, by his fon Akbar. Humaioon died at the 
- age of fifty one, after a reigii of twenty five years, 
. both in Gabui and India, 
Hiicharac* The mildncfe and benevolence of Huroaiw 
tcr. were exceffive: If there can be any exods in vir- 
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tues fo« noble as thefe. His afiedion to his bro->i:D. 1555. 
thers proved the fource of all his misfortunes j "'«• 9^^* 
b«^^y rewarded him with ingratitude an^icfon* 
tempt. He was learned, a lover of lite;^ure, 
and the generous patron of the men of genius, 
who flouriihed in Ms time. In battle he was va- 
liant and entefprizing : But the clemency of his 
difpofition hindered him from uGng his vidories 
in a manner vhich fiiited th^ vices of the tioies. 
Had he been lefs mild and religious,, he would 
have been a more fuccefsful prince : Had he been 
a worfe man, he would have been a greater mo- 
narch. 

Shaw Tamafp was In the thirty fccond Y^^^^AGzztthe 
his reign over Perfia, when Humaioon died in death of 
HindoSan. The Ufbe^ks had pqfleffed .them-"""'^*^- 
&]ves of Great Bucharia, and the moft part of 
Maver-ul-ner^ or Tr:anroxiana ; and the frontier 
provinces, beyond the ][ndus, were fubjeA to the 
faqoily of Timur, enmerors of Hindpftan.

world the hiftory of the renowned Akbar*, in 
three volumes, <:alled Akbar namma. From that 
hiftorian, we (hall chiefly extradl the moft mate- 
rial tranfa^lions of this reign. 
>kbar When tiuma^oon became infetifible after his 

~rSne*.r*fall, the Mogul chiefs difpatched one Chuli ex- 
Ciaianore. pre(s to Punjab, to acquaint Akbar of the acd* 
dent which n^d befallen his father* Not many 
days after, the hews of his father's death ame 
to the prince at Callanore. The omrahs, who 
were prefent, after exprefling their grief for the 
deceafed, raifed Akbar to the throne, on the fe- 
cond of the fecond Ribbi, in the year 965, being 
then thirteen years and nine months old. 
By ram's Byram, diftinguifhed by the noble title of ^ 
rm«^"!" Chan Chanan f, on the acccffion of AlAar, be- 
came abfolute regent, and had the whok dvil 
and military power of the empire in his hands. 
The firft orders iflued from the throne, after (Jif- 
patching the letters of proclamation, 'were, to 
prohibit the exa&ion of the ufual prefent of mo- 
ney, from the farmers ; to let all goods pais toll- 
free, and to prevent the injurious pradice of

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prei&ng ^labourers to the war. Not many days a. p. 1555. 
after the acceffion of ^.Akbar, Abul Mali, who yas ***«- 9^^- 
irr grgit bvour with Humaioon, difcoi^ng 
feme treafonable intentions, vas feized arid im-* 

. prifoned in Lahore. He, however, found means, 
Ibme time after, to efcape ; and Ihilwan Gul, the 
chief magillrate to whofe charge he was commit- 
ted, killed himfelf ; for fear of the ftriel feverity 
of the police under By ram* 

The kine: led his army towards the hills, with Akbar d€- 
a view to extermmate the party of the Pltan em- cmdiu. 
peror Secunder : he defeated Secunder, and ob- 
liged him to fly farther among the mountains } 
whither the imperial army could not purfue him« 
Akbar, in the mean time, fubdued the country 
of Nagracot ; received the Indian prince of that 
province into favor : and the rains coming on, 
took up his <juarters at Jallender. In the mean 
time, Soliman, one of the pofterity of Timur, 
and frequently mentioned in the reign of Hu* 
muoon, who had been left governor of Buduch- 
ihan, threw off his allegiance, fet up for him&lf, • 
and marched againft CabuL That city was de- 
fended by Monim, the tutor of the young prince 
Hakim, the king's brother. Intelligence of this 
rebellion being brought to Akbar, he immediately 
detached Kulli Burlafs, Assim, Chizer, and other 
Omrahs, to fuccour Monim. Some of thofe 
chiefa entered Cabul, while others encamped 
^thout^ to harrals the befiegers ; which they 
continued to do for the fpace of four months. 
The garrifon, in the mean time,* became to be 
difirefled for provifions ; which obliged Monim 
to confent, that the chutba, for the kingdom of 

, Cabul, ihould be read in the name of Soliman. 
The rebel, after this fubmifiion, raifed the fiege, 
and returned to Buduchflian.

Sadi, 
Agn, another general under ^ahummud, in the mean ^ 
time, raiied .an army, anti advanced to the 
• banks of the Rehib ; wheie the Mogul governor 
^ i£eman, ^th three thou£uid horfe, crcdSing the 
river, attacked him, but was defeated ; and car- 
ried only two hundred of his army, alive, from 
the field; thofe who efcaped the {word, being 
. drowned in the river. 
adrancesto Himu having taken Agra, marched towards 
Delhi, ^Deihi^ where Tirdi commanded fbr Akbar. 
Tirdi fent exprefles to all the Mogul cbicis 
affouod, foUciting &iccours, and was joided bj 
, Abdulla, Inderani, KuUabi, and others ; and 
then he thought himfelf in a condition to give 
the enemy, batde, without waiting for Zeman; 
who, with fever al dther omrahs,. and a confide- 
raUe reififbrcenoent, was marching to his aflif- 
. tance. Himu, who was a very valiant man, 
takes. ^ feleded three thouiand chofen horfe<» and ibiBe 
^ o£ his beft elephants, which he pofied about his 
own peribn in the center ; and with which he 
'charged Tirdi fo violently, that he drove him 
quite oflF the field. Himu then fell, with great 
impetuofity, upon the right wing, which he 
nMttod: fo that the flight became general* This 
victory • was fo compleat, that in confi:^ieacfc of 
it, the dty immediately furrendered, andHrdi, 
flying ta Sirhind, left all the country open to the 
enemy. Zeman, having received. inteUigence of 
this ' dtfiLfler, . 2|t Merat, haftened aUb to Sir-

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newso£Himu's fuccefs. He called to him By- ^•«555- 
ram, conferred upon him the honorable tidy of "^'^ ^ 
th^^l^ble Baba f • Ac told that able mani^'that • 
he repofed his whole truft in his prudence and 
good condu3, in this perilous fituation of affairs, 
and deCredthat hetnight take whatever meafures 
he thought raoft conducive to retriev? his af- 
fairs. He, at^the fame time, affured Byram, in 
the moft folemn manner, that he would give no 
attention to any malicious iniinuations, which 
might be fuggefted to the royal ear by his ene- 
mies* The young prince having thus exprefled 
the genuine fentiments of his foul to Byram, he 
made him fwear, by the foul of his father Hu- 
maioon, and by the head of his own fon, that 
he itrould be faithful to th^ great truft, which 
was now repofed in him. A council of war was 
immediately called, in which 'Byram prefided. 
The majority of the omrahs were of opinion, 
that as the enemy confifted of above a hundred 
thouiand horfe, while the royal army fcarce 
amounted to twenty thoufand,. it would be moft 
prudent to retreat to Cabul. Byram ftrcnuoufty 
oppofed this meafure, and was almoft Angular in 
his opinion, which was to give battle inftantly 
to the enemy. The young Idng joined Byranfs 
ientiments with fo much warmth and gallant 
anxiety, that the chiefs cried out, in rapture, 
that their lives and fortunes were at his fervice. 

Immediately hoftiUties being tefolved upon. The kinc 
Chizer Chan, who was married to the iang's °^^* 
aunt, the fultana Gulbadin, was appointed go^iffmu. 
vemor of Lahore, to aft againft Secundfer ; while 
the king ^imfelf prepared, in perfon, to cfaaftife 
Himu. He marched to Sirhind, and was thpre 
joined by his defeated omrahs, who had aflenib- 
hied at that place. The king being out, one 
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A D.T55^.day, at the divcrfion of hawking, Byrara cal- 
Hig. s^. led Tirdi to his tent, and ordered him to be bc- 
, hea^d for abandoning Ddhi, wherg he might 
have aefended himfelf, and for other unmfmry 
crimes, with which he was juftly charged. When 
Akbar returned, Byram waited upon him, and 
informed him of what he had done ; he excufed 
himfelf fj^r not acquainting the king of his in- 
tentions, by infinuating, that he Was certain his 
royal clemency was fo great, that notwithftand- 
ing Tirdi's crimes, he would have forgiven him ; 
which, at fuch a time, would be attended \vith 
very dangerous confequenccs, as the hopes of 
the Moguls refted upon every individual's ftrift 
performance of duty. He affirmed, that negli- 
gence was, in fuctua critical fituation, as great a 
crime as treafon, and ought to meet with ao 
equal punifhment. But that on the other hand, 
defert fliould meet with reward : for a danger- 
ous criiis, is the feafon of ftrid juftice, in both 
refpecls. Without his reward, the foldier be- 
comes languid and difcontented ; when he fears 
no punifliment, he is negligent and infolent. 

The king faw into the propriety of the mcafurc, 
but he fhuddered at the inhumanity of the pu- 
nifhment. He, however, thanked Byram for 
the fervice which he had done him; and, in- 
deed, though the policy of that minifter was fe- 
vere, it had the intended eflfeft among the om- 
rahs. They faw that they had nothing to hopp, 
and every thing to fear, from faction arid bad be- 
haviour ; and therefore, they became very obe- 
dient to the orders of Byram. 
i/i^r^^ The king foon after marched from Sirhind to- 

towards' wards Delhi, detaching Secunder, AbduUa, In- 
Deihi. derani' Lai Sultan, Mudjenu, and others, under • 
the command of the gallant Zeman, who had 
been created captain general, fonie miles in his 
£:^»t/ Himu, who had afliimed the title of 
* " \ ^^ • • Raj^ 
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Raja, in Delhi, having attached Sadi^ and other a- 0.25 $6. 
Afajhan omrahs to *his intereft, marched out of H'«* 964. 
that dty with all his forces ; which, by the loweft 
computation, exceeded a hundred thoufand 
liorfe, befides elephants and infantry, with a 
great train of artillery. He detached, in front, 
a great body of Afghans, with fome artillery, 
^vhich falling tn with the Mogul captain general, 
i»rere defeated with the lofs of all their guns, 
i^hich proved a fignal advantage to the king. 
Himu having arrived at Panniput, heard that the 
king was advanced very near him. He divided 
his elephants, in which he greatly confided, 
among his principal officers. 

In the morning of the fecond of Mohirrim, ^^^^ 
964, the captain general, who had been, by that 
time, joined by the whole army except a few, 
"who remained 10 guard the king, drew up in or- 
dd^ of battle, and waited the attack. Himu be- 
gan the action with his elephants, in hopes of 
frightening the Mogul cavalry, who were not ac- 
cullomed to thofe enormous animals. He, howr 
ever, found that he was deceived. The Mogul 
chiefs, either from a fear of the fate of Tirdi, or 
from a nobler caufe, their own valor, attacked 
Himu with fuch refolution, after he had penetra- 
ted the; center of their army, where Zeman com- 
manded, that the elephants, galled with lances, 
arrows ^and javelins, became quite outrageous, 
and fubmitting no longer to command, fell back 
and difordered the Patan ranks. Himu, who 
rode a prodigious elephant, ftill continued the 
action with great vigor, at the head of four thou- 
iand horfe, in the very heart of the Moguls ; be- 
ing at laft pierced through the eye, witK an ar- 
row, the greateft part of his troops, fearing that 
his wound was mortal, fcrfook him. But that va* 
Jiant man drew the eye out of the focket, wi^tie 

[rrow r^ "^ 
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-^P- »5s6. arrow J and, in that terrible condition^ continu- 
* ** cdVhe fight with unequatlej refolution and cou- 
rage. He encouraged the few who rr^min^Ahy 
his fide, and advanced through a bloody path 
which his weapons made ; till a chief called Kulti 
firetched his fpear to kill tlTe driver of Himu's 
elephant : that timorous wretch, to fave his own 
life, pointt^d to Himu, and addi^ffing him, by 
name, faid, he would carry him whitherfoever 
he pleafed. Kulli immediately furrounded him 
with a body of horfe, and carried him prifoner to 
Akbar, whom Byram, as upon him refted the 
hopes of all, detained in the rear. 

When the unfortunate Himu was brought into 
kr^and the pTcfence, almoft expiring with his wounds, 
fiiin. Byram told the king, that it would be a merito- 
rious adion in him, to kill that brave iofidei 
with his own hand, i^kbar, incompliance to 
the advice of hia tutor, drew his fword, but ^ly 
gently touched the head of the captive, burmng 
into tears of compaflion. Byram, looking 
fiernly upon the king, infinuated, that the ill- 
timed clemency of his family, was the fource of 
all their misfortunes, and with one flroke of the 
iabre, fevered Himu*s head from his body. 
Akbar ar- Akbar took, in this adion, fifteen hundred 
Ddhi*' elephants, andalltheartillery of the enemy. He 
immediately marched from the field, and took 
pofleflion of Delhi. From that . city, he dif- 
patched Pier Mahummud, manager oi the pn- 
yatc afiairs of Byram, towards Mewat, to (Hzc 
the treaforc of Himu, which was depofiled in 
jthat place. This fervice was accomplimed, with 
fome lofs on the fide^ of the Moguls ; and the 
empirev in a great meafiire, returned to its 
former tranquiluty. . 
Thf Perfl- Huffeiu, tue grand/on of the celebrated Ifm^del 
Ind takc^ Suff yi Hdvanced, tlus year, By the orders of his 
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uncle Tamafp, emperor of Perfia, and laid fiegs a.o. i 556* 
to Kandahar. After it fliarp engagement befcmi "*?'^54- 
the ^hqJIs, ^ith Mahummud of Kandahar, who 
commanded in (^e place, as deputy of the mini(^ 
• ter Byram, the city^ fell into the hands of thd 
Perfians. Chizcr, the Mogul general in the 
north-^i^eft provinces, was, at the fame time, de- 
feated by Secun^er, the fiigitive Patan (mperor, 
and obliged to fly to Lahore. 

Akbar, having received intelligence of this tuc kin j 
double di&fter, put his army in motion, and^^^dsp^ 
marched towards the Indus. Secunder, who had jab. 
advanced as far as C^lanore, retreated upon 
the king's approach, to the fort of Mancot, 
which had been built by Selim, the late emperor. 
Akbar*bcfiged Secunder, in that fortrefs, for the 
fpace of fix months: he then began to treat 
about (urrenderfng the place, upon conditions ; 
and Chan Azim being fent into the fort to fettle 
the terms of capitulation, Secunder propofed 
to that chief, to give his icm, as a hoftage to the 
king, for his future obedience, if he himfelf 
ihould be permitted to retire to Bengal. This 
being granted, on the part of Akbar^ Rhiman^ 
the ion of Secunder, was, in the nfionth of Ratiti^ 
san, 964, brought to the king, with prelents, 
confifting chiefly of elephants. Secunder was 
permitted to retire to Btngal, and Mancot was 
cMyrered'pp to Akbar. The king left a trufty go-- 
vemor in me place, and proceeded to Lahore: 

Byram, the regent, being privately dilgufted By «m au^ 
at fiivors Which the king bad conferred upon^"^**** 
{omt perfoni, whom he ftl|J)eaed to be enemied 
to himfelf, fbt fome days, refufed to come to the 
toyal prcfence..

The king was touched with an imputation, which 
his fouh abhorred; but he con^efcended to ac- 
quaint Byram, that the circumfiance, from 
which his ungenerous fufpicions arofe, was a 
mere accident. This, however, did not fatisfy 
the minifter, who fiill continued to fufpcd that 
the king's mind was eftranged from him. 
His vindic- The king, foon after this'tranfadion, marched 
tivc diipofi- from L,ahore to Delhi. Chaja Callan, who was 
**^"' proud of the dignity of the Mogul famBy, of 
which he was defcended, and of the iignal fer- 
vices which he had rendered to the king, fct 
himfelf up to oppofe Byram in his adminiftratioD. 
That vindidive minifter, to get rid of his anta- 
gonift, condemned him to death upon very 
flight presences, which raifed great comn»otioos 
among. the omrahs* The king alfp exprefled his 
diflike of this violent proceeding ; for the whole 
had been done without his orciers. 
Breach be- Upon this^occafion, high words arofe betweea 
twecn hij) the king and his minifter ; and the former, in a

did not difcover to any man what had pailcd be> 

tweeh him and Byram, the qiufe of bis joiuV; 
was no fccret at court. The people iided with 
their young king, in the quarrel^ and the power 
of the minifter bqgan to decline viiibly every day* 
The enraged Byram, in the mean time, endca* 
vored to recover his authority by rigor and k^ 
verity.

«who attended his levee, to wait whole hours^ 
and, at laft, to fend them a mefTage that he could 
not Jee them: which infolent behaviour gave 
great ofience tcbmany. Byram himfeirwas lit- 
tle better treated, one day, by Mahummud ; and 
he took it fo much amifs, that, by virtue of his 
own authority, he fent the tutor prifoner to Bi* 
ana, from thence he banifhed him to Guzerat, 
and there {hif^ped him off for Mecca^ to profecute 
his devotion. 

The ^king was highly offended at this proceed- The kins 
ing, as*it ieemed to debar him from even the li- ©^i^*^* 
faerty of difpofing of hLs own private fiivors. The 
artful minifter, perceiving Akbar's rage, pro- 
ieQed an expedition againft Gualier, to divert 
bis attention to another objed. That fortrefs 
was then in the pofleffion of Bibil, one of the 
flaives of the emperor Seiim, the fon of Shere, 
who held it for Mahummud, the late emperor of 
I>dhi, who fHU kept up the imperial title in Ben* 
gal. Bibil, hearing of Akbar's defign againft 
him, wrote to Ram Shaw, a defq^n^nt of the 
great Raia Man Singh, that as his a^ceftors had 
been malters of Gusuier, and as he did not think 
bim^elf capable to hold out the place againft the 
Idng, he would put it into the poflelfion of the 
Kaja for a reafonable (urn. 

Ram Shaw, dad of the offer, . immediately omiier de- 
moved towards die fort : but Kika, . who poflfef-^^''*^ "*"• 
£esd an eftate from the king, in thQ neighbourhood 
€J& Gualier^ railed all Bis yaj^, and attack* 
ing the Indian prince, dcf^atea and drove hioi 
into the dominions of Rana. yika, immediately 
sifttr this vi^ry^ return^ and invefted thelfor*^ . 
ZKc&i Bibil, irang himfelfthu^ tjefiegedy m«ie ^ "^

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A.D.i556.Qy^rtui'cs of capitulation. The king being in- 
Hig. 964. formed of this circumftanoe, orderej^ one of his 
officers, with a detachment, to give BiW the 
terms he required, and to feize upon the fort- 
refs. The traitor accordingIJ^ being gratified with* 
fome money and a promife of future favor, de- 
livered yp the important caftle of Gnalier. 

In the courfe of the fame year,* the Mogul ap- 
taln general, the noble Zeman, to wipe off feme 
afperfions "under which he lay, exerted himfdf in* 
a particuFar manner in the king's fervicc; for he 
fubdttcd all the provinces near Jionpoor and Be- 
ttaris,' which till then were in the hands of the 
adherents of the Patan dynafty. 
^ ■ -. • • Mfthbmmed Ghopl, the brother of thcfamous 
onsat "Phai'j'^ho having been firmly attached to the 
court, Mogul ihtereft, during the late fuprcmaq of 
the . Patans, liad fled to Guzer^t, this year re- 
turned to court with hisfanrily, and was very fe- 
voriably received by* the king, who' ordered By- 
tath ^to prdvide for him in a^niannerfuitablcto 
his' dignity.

TTte king^ much about this time, went out^j^^vi- 
upon a hunting party, and made a progrefs as fitiDcUU. 
far as Sccundra, within forty miles of Delhi, be- 
tw^een the rivers. Mahim, his fofler-brother join- 
ed him there, and told hioi, that his mpther was 
extremely ill atf Delhi, and was very defirous to 
fee the king. He immediately fet out for Delhi,- 
and the noble Ahmed, a native of Ncilhapoor, 
^n omrah of five thoufand, who then command- 
ed in the city, came out to meet Akbar with pre- 
fents : that onirah was in great perplexity how to 
aft. He was affured, that Byram would impute 
the Idng's journey to Delhi to his intrigues, 
and would not fail to get rid of him, as he had 
done of Mufa Beg, a chief, whom under a like 
pretext, he found means to remove ; he there- 
fore acquainted the king of his apprehenfions, 
and begged he .might be permitted to make ^ 
pilgrimage to' Mecca. ' The king was very much 
aSected upon hearing thLj requeft, by obferving 
how formidable the power of his minifter was 
become to all his friends ; but after he had confi- 
dered the many o^Dligations under which he and 
his family lay* to that able man, he could not 
think of removing him : to leflen, however, in 
fpme ipeafure, the apprehenfions of Ahmed, the 
kiD^ wrote to the regent that he had, of his own- 
accord, proceeded to Delhi, and not at the in- 
fiiration of any perfon, but merely to pay his 
r^wed's to his mother j that therefore a letter 
from him to appeafe the minds of thofe who 
were apprelienfiye of his difjpleafure, wou^d .be. 
^^fcmefy hece^ry. Byram returned for an-- 
fwpt* that *^'hc7hould never entertain refeM- 
nxent;jLgain1^ ari^ the king was pleaij^d to

He was 
joined by the whole court, whom he had previ- 
oufly attathed to his intereft. In Jhort, (o many 
crimes were alledged againft Byram, particularly 
his deligns in favor of Abul Cafim, the fon of . 
the -prince Camiran, the king's coufin german, 
that Akbar was alarmed, and thought it necef- 
fary to curtail the regent's authority. When, 
tlierefore, Mahommed and Tirdi Beg arrived, 
inftead of being admitted to an audience, tbey 
were immediately imprifoned. 
,^^^^ This breach between the king and Byram, is 
on* at ' related with other particulars by the celebrated 
»»"^ hiltorian Abul Fazil. One day at Agra, lays that 
great man, one of the king's elephants in the rut- 
tmg feafon, attacked an elephant of Byram and 
^ killed him. Byram, for thi^ offence, command- 
ed that the keeper of tlie royal elephants ihould 
be put to death, without giving any notice to 
the emperor. Akbar was greatly difpleafed with 
this piece of cruelty, efpecially when he found 
that the poor man was innocent, havbg loft all 
his command over the outrageous animau. Soon 
after, continues Abul Fazil, as Byram was taking 
his pleafure in a barffe on the river, «ne of the 
elepnants, which had been carried down to the 
water, run furiouQy againft the barge, and tad 
almoft funk it, before, by the uncommon ettoits 
of the rider, he was brought to obedience. 1^ 
minifter, naturally of a fufpicious and unfbrgiv% 
ing temper, imagined that thefe were adiwy 
plots laid againft his life ; and he publickly petiti- 
oned the king to puniih the rider of the elephant. 
* The 
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The king, to appeafc Byram, and to remove all a« d. icst 
fiifpidons, ordered that the elephant-rider ihoiild Hig-^i^. 
be iqot to hhn, to be punilhed at dilcretion. But 
Byram, other to make an example to others, or 
to gratify lus refentment againft the innocent 
xnan, who might even be laid to have iaved his 
life, ordered him alfo to be put to death. 

The king va§ higly incenfed by tbefi? two in- 
ftances of Byram*s prefumption and cruelty* His 
diipleafiire became vifible to the court i and there 
were not wanting many, who made it their bufi- 
nefi, by private mfinuations, to encreafe his re- 
icotment. The king, at length, came to the re- 
fohition of depriving Byram of the reins of go- 
vernment, which required Ibme delicacy in Uie 
prefent fituation of afialrs. Some authors men- 
don a icheme iuggefted to Akbar by his nurie *, 
upon this occafion, to get pofleifion of the leals, 
which were in Byram's pofleifion. They alfo fay» 
that ihe diCcovered to him that minifter's defign 
to confine him, which ihe had acddently heard, 
in a converiation between Byram and the queen- 
mother. This, iay they, was the drcumftance 
that determined Akbar to leave A^z. Abul 
Fazil mentions nothing of this affair ; ^br that hif- 
torian informs us, with great probability, that 
the whole was concerted between the two omrahs 
Adam and Mahim Aniga, on the part of the 
young long, who now began to be tired of % tu- . 
tor * and uiought he was capable of .^^ipg for 
himfelf. But to return from this ^gceffion* 

^When it became public that the i^i;itji^s from BfnmM, 
Byram had been imprifoned by the lang, every ^^^^ 
body predided the ruin of the minifter, and 
OKJeavoured to (hake him off as fail as poffible* 

^ This was (he that the king went to Tifit at Delhu^ 
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A- D. X558. They flocked daily to Akhar by hundreds to 
Htfb ^' Dglni. That young prince immediately iffiied a 
proclamation throughout the empire, ihzi he had 
taken the admihiftration upon nimfelf, aniRhat 
henceforth no orders, but his own, {hould be 
obeyed.

Mali in- Mali, the great favorite of the emperor Hu- 
^•J*^^*^'iilaioon, who bad been confined J!i Lahore, hav- 
ing before this time found means to efcape, went 
to Cumal the Gicker, and engaged him in an ' 
expedition againft Caflirnire ; but they were dc- 
Hcisde- featcdwith great {laughter. Mali flying to Dc- 
^"^*'' balpbor, joined himfelf with Bahadur, of SeiC- 
raii^ who commanded in that province on the 
part of Akbar, and ftirrcd him up to rebel: but 
Bahadur, repenting of his refolution, a quarrel 
cnfucd between them, and Mali was driven to- 
wards the Indus. From the banks of that river he 
fled, to Guzerat, and from thence to Jionpoor, 
from whence the captain general Zeman, fent 
taken and him prifoncr to Agra. He was condemned to 
con6ncd. pexjetual imprifocment in the fort of Biana. 
vaiious " Byram, fitiding that he had no farther hopes 
fchemcsof from the king, began to form a refolution ofgo- 
By«m. jj^g ^.Q Malava, to reduce that country, and found 
an Independent kingdom. To accomplifh his 
purpbfc, he proceeded to Biana, and called Baha- 
dur and other omrah^, who had been fept upon 
the expedition to Malava before him. But per- 
ceiving that he was deferted by. thofe chiefs, in 
who^n he placed his greateft confidence, he bc- 
m to dcfpair of fucceeding in that enterprizc 
e, therefore, releafed Mali from his confine- 
ment^ intending by his affiftance, and that of the 
captam general, who commanded at Jionpoor, 
to attack the Patans of Bengal, and to fix himfelf 
in that kingdom « But before he had proceeded 
many days on this fchcme, he changed his yfo- 
\ • • lution, 
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lution, and took the way of Nagorc, with a de- a.d. 1558. 
fign to make a pilgrimage to Mecca*; upon which, P«- 9^^- 
Bahadur, Kika, and many other omrahs, who Ifad 
det^>mineJ to follow his fortunes, took leave of 
him. But to irrefolute was the unfortunate By-'nis iircfo. 

• ram become, at a ^;me too when firmnefs, con- i>jt« *>«*«- 
.ftancy, and pcrfeverance were abfolutely neceflk- ^*°"'' 
ry, that, like a perfon infatuated, he had no 
fooner reached Nagore, after having loft all his 
friends, than he changed again his refolution of 
going to Mecca, and began to aflemble troops, 
with a view to conquer the province of the five 
rivers, diftinguifhed by the name of Punjab. 

When the king was informed of this new 
(cheme of Byram, he fent the noble Shufvini, The kUg**^ 
his ovn preceptor, with a meflage to him to thc:^.^^''^*' ^ 
following purpofe. " Till now our mind has 
been taken up with our education, and the 
amufements of youth, and it was our royal plea- 
fure, that you ihould be refponfibie for our em- 
pire. But as it is now our intention to govern 
our people, by our own judgment and pleafure, 
let our wcll-wilhcr contraft his Ikirts from the 
buiinefs of the world, and retire to Mecca, with- 
out thirfting after vanity and ambition/' 

Byram, upon receiving this letter, profeffed ^ re/bivc* 
pailive obedience, and fent his enfigns of ftate, mc^». 
elephants, banners and drums, by the hand of 
HuiTein Kulli, to the king. He then returned to 
Nagorc, to prepare for Mecca, being now aband- 
oned by ill his friends, except Willi Beg, Ifmaiel 
KuIIi, Shaw Kulli, HaiTcn Cadda, and Chaja 
Muzifier, the reft having joined the king. 
Among the latter, was the famous Mali, who, 
coming up to Akbar, when hunting, neglefted 

^o difmount, when he made his obeifanCe," for 

which he was immediately confined. 

Byram having proceeded on his pilgrimage ?^?:*^P^foi,**^ 

far as Bickanerq, repented of his refolution,' ind tion^a^'nd'

Hif.967. iemble troops. The king being inform^ of that 

proceeding, marched to Jidgcr. Pier Ma^m- 

mudy being now returned from his baniihment, 

to which he had been condemned by Byram, Vr*as 

thought a proper perfon to* carry on the war 

againft him* He was accordingly dignified with 

titles by the king, and fent with an army towards 

Nagore. The king, in the mean time, returned 

to Delhi, and fent orders to Monim, the gover- 

nor of the kingdom of Cabul, to repair to 

court, 

Herctorni Bvram, upon the approach of Pier Maburo- 

rowards mua, fct out for Punjab, and was dofcly purfued 

^^^^^ by that omrah. When he arrived at the fort of 

Tibberhind, he threw all his baggage inter that 

Elace, which was commanded by one of his ad- 
erents, by ^ame Shere ; but this traitor no 
fooncr had got Byram's efiedls into the place, 
than he began to reckon upon them as his own, 
and turned out the guard which the unfortunate 
minifter had fent to take charge of his baggage. 
Byram fet but from thence for Debalpoor, which 
was then governed by one of his old friends, 
Mahommed the Ufbeck. When he came near 
the place, he fent his fccretary, Muziffer AJi, to 
wait upon him, but that ungrateful man, pre- 
tending to be affronted at By ram's rcqucft, con- 
fined the fecrctary, and fent him to the Idng. 
Byram, who had conceived great hopcsjrom his 
friendlhip, was aftoniflied at a behaviour fo com- 
mon to men in adverfity, and fet out, in great 
perturbation of mind, towards Jallendcr, 

Debated '^^^ ^^^S ^^^5 "^y ^^*s lime, recalled Pier Ma- 
hummud, andappointedAzim to reduce Punjab,^ 

and to quell the rebellion of Byram. Azim 

coming up foon after with Byram, at Matchi^^'ar- 

rah, a battle enfued, which was maintained with 

^ great bravery on both fides j Azim's line being 

t \^ • ' broke 
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broke by the enemy: but at Icn^h, fcveral^of A.D.X560. 
By ram's prindpal officers being killed, he was W'S-96S. 
de£e^ted, ^nd obliged to fly to the ir.ountains of 
Sewalic. After this victory, the king appointed 
Chaja Hirrivi to the government of Delhi, by the 
title of the noble Afiph, and marched in perfon 
to Lahore. When Akbar had reached Ludhana, 
Monim mtt )}im, in his \vay from Cabul, and 
being gracioufly received, was honoured with 
the title of firft of the nobles, and made prime 
minifier of the empire. 

The king's army having advanced near the '^**,*''»"^. 
mountains of Sewalic, a detachment of light horfe Suo'ihc "" 
entered the hills, where the Zemindars of that «»<)antainf. 
country, had convened in fupport of Byram to 
guard the pafles : but they were driven from poft 
to poft J upon which, Byram, in great diftrefs, 
fent his flave Jemmal to the prefence, to repre- 
fent his unfortunate fituation, and to implore 
the king's mercy. Akbar immediately difpatch- Byram fiib- 
cd the omrah AbduUa, a native of Sultan -poor,"*' 
^th afiurances of his clemency, and to bring the 
unhappy Byram to court. Accordingly, in the 
month of the fecond Ribbi, he was received, at 
/bme diftance from the camp, by a conliderable 
number of chiefs, whom the king had ordered to 
meet him. He was brought into the prefence 
with every podible mark or favor and diftinclion. 
When he appeared within fight of the king, he 
hung his ^turban round his neck, and fuddenly 
advancing, threw himfelf, in tears, at the foot 
of the throne. The king inftantly ftretched forth 
his hand, ordered him to rife, and placed him in 
his former ftation, at the head of the omrahs. 
iffy difpel at once his uneafine(s and grief, the 
king honored him with a fplendid drefs, and 
^]g>oke to him after the following manner. ** If 
the lord Byram loves a military life, he (hall have 
the government of Calp^ and Chinderi, in which • 

he 
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A.D.i56o.he may exerdfe his martial genius: ifhechufes 
Hig.968. rather to remain at court, our favor fliall not be 
wanting to the great bcnefeftor of qjir family : 
but fliould devotion engage the foul of ByraA to 
perform a pilgrimage to Mecca, he {hall be ef- 
corted in a manner fuitable to»bi$ dignity." By- 
on apiijri. ram replied : " The royal confidence and friend- 
Sfca^ fliip for m^, muft be now diminifhed ; nay, they 
are paft the hopes of recovery? Why then 
fliould I remain in the prefence ? The clemency 
of the king is enough for me, and his forgive- 
ncfs for my late errors, a fufficient reward for 
my former fervices. Let then the unfortunate 
Byram turn his face from this world to another, 
and purfue his pilgrimage to Mecca.'* Theldng 
afiented to his requeft, and ordered a proper re- 
tinue for him with 50,000 rupees a year, to fup- 
port his dignity. Byram foon after took leave 
of the kirig, who with a few attendants left the 
camp and went to Agra. 
Takes the Byram took the way of Guzerat, with an In- 
^v^ofGu. tention to proceed by fea to Mecca. When he 
arrived in the fuburbs of the capital of Guzerat, 
which was then governed by Mufi, an omrah of 
the Afgan, imperial family ofLodi, on the part 
of Aftemad fovereign of the country, he was ac- 
cofted by Mubarick Lohani, whofe father in tlie 
battle with Himu, Byram had killed! The wretch 
pretended to embrace the unfufpecling Byram, 
drew a dagger and bafely ftabbed Ijim to Ae 
heart. A mob of Afgans fell immediately upon 
Byram's retinue, and plundered them. This 
murder happened on the 24th of the firft Jeni' 
mad, in the 968th of the Higerah. 
Akbar fends To^ards thc clofe of the year 968, the emp^ 
T^na\u'^^ appointed Adam and his favorite tutor Ker 
lava. Mahummucl to command an army deftined for 

the conqueft of Malava. Baz Bahadur, in whofe 
» hands that country was then, fpent his time^in 

• . * * luxurious 
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luxarious plcafiircs at Saringpoor, when he was a.? ^J^^- 
informed of the expedition which the Moguls me- **' ' 
ditated againft him :* but the enemy had advanc- 
ed within twenty miles of his capital, before he 
could prevail with himfelf to quit the pillows of 
indolence ; and then in the beft manner the time 
and his own confufion would permit, he prepared 
for a6Hon. But the brave Moguls upon the firft 
onfet (hook his*order of battle, and fent him with 
ftreaming eyes and a broken heart towards Bur- 
hanpoor. 

Adam after the victory diftributed the fpoil gca? 
and the governments of Malava among his fol- Adam of 
lowers, referving the treafure, royal enfigns, [J^^coibn.. 
and the ladies of the Haram for himfelf. He fent 
nothing except a few elephants to the king of 
what was cuftum^ary on thofe occafions. Akbar 
fearing from this behaviour, that he entertained 
treafonabic intentions, put the royal ftandard in 
motion towards him. When the imperial enfigns 
appeared before Shakeran, the governor of that 
fort on the part of Bas Bahadur delivered it 
up to the king. Akbar from thence made a 
fudden cxcurfion by night, and in the morn- 
ing arrived before Saringpoor, the capital of 
Malava. He met Adam coming out with an 
intention to befiege Shakeran : he permitted that 
omrah to pay his refpefts, and then he carried 
hina back to the city. Adam fufpefting the king's 
dtipleafur^ and the caufe of his vifit, laid all tlie 
treafure and fpoil at his feet : he excufed himfelf 
by alledging, that he referved every thing till he 
ihould nave the honour of prefenting them to 
Akbar in perfon. The king faw through his de- 
igns, but preferring clemency to rigour, be drew 
the pen of forgivenefs over his crime. 

The king foon after returned towards Agra ; Akbar kuis 
hunting one day on the way near Narvar^^a great ^J^j^'ty, 
r9yal tygrefs with five young ones took the road grcfs. ,^ 

* ^ • before* 
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A.p. 1561. before him. Akbar advanced to the animaf, 
Hig.969- ^hile his retinue ftood trembling wit^i fear and 
aftoniihnient to behold the event. The king 
having meditated his blow, fpurred on his horic 
towards the fierce tygreis, whofe eyes flamed with 
rage, and with one ftroke of his fabre, cut her 
acrois the loins and ftretched her dead upon the 
ground. The omrahs who were prefent, in ex- 
cefs of joy, ran to kifs his royal fliirup, and 
offer up their thanks to God for his pr^erva* 
tion. 
Trtnfa^- The king having remained fome months at 
«w»t J»n- Agra, Sheri the fon of the late emperor Mahom- 
med, vnth 40,000 horfe advanced from Ben- 
gal to reduce the province of Jionpoor. He was 
oppofed by the Mogul captain general who com* 
nianded that province, with 12,000 horfe, and 
received a total defeat. Bahadur the brother 
of the captain general, diftinguiihed him£elf in 
a very particular manner in this acUon ; (b that 
the two brothers were efleemed the boldefl war- 
riors of the age : but reckoning too much on 
their fervices, they negleded to fend to the king 
the elephants which they had taken in the battle^ 
which were always coniidered as royal proper* 
ty. The king, though he gave to the brothers 
all due praile for their valour, would by no 
means permit any violation of his laws or en- 
croachment upon his prerogative : this deter- 
mined him to march towards Jionpoor, but 
when he arrived at Kurrah, the brothers, fen&- 
ble of his refolution and their own miibehavi- 
our, advanced to congratulate him w^ith all the 
fpoils u'hich they had taken, and other fuitable 
prefents The king, whofe gcnerofity and cle- 
mency could be only equalled by his fpirit, re- 
turned all, except what belonged properly to 
the excliequer. At the fame time he gave them 
•a gentle reproof for their negleA, and afterwards 

engaged 
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^i^Spg^d their afieclions by his princely bounty a. p. 1561. 
and gradous favor. ^ The king returned to Agra» "*^ ^^' 
and on thtf third day's march gave the brothers 
permiffion to go back to their government of 
Jionpoor. 

By the time that* the king had reached Agra, Prom<»t]Ms 
Azim, governor of the provinces about the five******^ 
heads of the lydus, and Adam who commanded 
at Malava, arrived at court according to orders, 
with (uitable prefents. The king gave the go- 
vernment of Malava to his tutor Pier Mahum- 
mud, and the office of prime minifter to Azim. 
The king after thefe tranfa^ions in the year 969, 
made a progrefs to Ajmere, to viflt the ihrine of 
Chaja : when Akbar arrived at Sumbre, Birbil 
the Indian prince of that country gave his daugh- 
ter to him in marriage, and lifted himfelf and 
his fbn Bowan Dafs, among the number of the 
jdng's omrahs. When Akbar had reached 
Ajmere, and had performed his devotions, he 
fent the prince HuiTein of the imperial family of 
Timur, and governor of Ajmere, to inveft the 
fort of Merta, which was in the territories of 
Maldeo, the unfubdued Indian prince of Marwar. 
He himielf returned in three days and nights, 
with a retinue of fix perfons only to Agra, which 
wasadiftanceof more than two hundred and fixty 
miles. 

The prince HuiTein having advanced near Mer* Hnflem be- 
ta,* Jig Jalmnd Dais, who were principal men of ^^***? 
that country, threw a detachment into the place 
and prepared for a fiege. Huffein invefted the 
fort, and began to carry on his approaches. In 
a. few days ne extended one of his mipes under 
«rbafUon, and fprungit, by which a pra^cable 
breach was made. He advanced in perfon with 
a fekA body of troops to the aflault, while the 
enemy bravely filled the breach to oppofer him, 
Tbough ir«ih fupplies^of troops mounted from 

• time 
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A p. 1561. time to time, they were fo warmly received, that 
*'^ ^' Huffein was obliged to fourrd a retreat, and the 
next morning he found that the breach was filled 
up by the Indian foldiers, who had continued to 
work, notwithftanding the fire he had kept up 
the whole night. The fiege being prolonged for 
fome months, the brav6 garrifon were unable to 
Hh!ch is hold out longer, and defired to cJJpitulate j their 
wkcu. rcqueft was granted, and the terms were, that 
they (hould march out with all their arms and 
horfcs. Jig Jal according to thefe terms left all 
his money and efFecls, and marched forth ; but 
Dewan Dafs, who had been averfe to the capi- 
tulation, colleftcd five hundred of the garrifon 
togetheV, and having burnt all their efie&f they 
ru!hed out of the place. Huflein having heard of 
this breach of the capitulation, ordered them to 
be attacked, and the Rajaputs on the other hand 
fought with fuch valour, that they cut their way 
through the Mogul army with the lofs of two 
hundred and fifty of their number. Among the 
flain was Dewan Dafs, whofe head his friends 
carried away when they fawhim mortally wound- 
ed, that it might not fall into the hands of the 
?neihy. " Huflein after having pofteflcd himfelf 
of the fort, wrote an account ot his vidory to 
the king, and was honoured with particular fa- 
' yours.. 
TiwifaAi- l^ier.Mahummud, governor of Mala^5 a man 
otisin thc^ pf j-gjpQlmjQn, and abilities, toot up his fe- 
SiaLva. fidence in ShacU-abad-mendu, and.cirried oh the 
war with Bas Bahadur with fiich fuccels^ that he 
entirely poflefled himfelf oiF his dominions. ' He 
took ^e ftrong fort of Bijanagur,' and put ^ 
the garrifon to the fword, as they obliged hini to 
rifque an aiTault. Bas Bahadur having takeii pro- 
tecUoo under the governor of Brarapoor on tie 
borders of the Decan, he rometimes by t^it ^ 
• of thzf, chief, made incuilibns into the territo- 
ries 
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lies of Malava, and kept the country in a ffate ^^- 's^'- 
of hofUlityw Pier Mahummud was obliged to *' ^' 
inarch againft Brampoor, and having taken it, 
ordered a cruel mailacre of all the inhabitants, 
among whom was % number of philofophers and 
learned men, who refided in the place. 

Before Rer Mahummud had left ithis place, ti»c Mogul 
Bas Bahadur laying prevailed upon Mubarick uvlrth^wn 
and Tifial, the former the prince of Candez in *^ ^^**"- 
the Decan, and the latter of Berar, to join him, 
advanced with a great army towards the Mogul, 
upon which he retreated to Bijanagur, his offi- 
cers being all averfe to engage* However he 
refolved to halt at Bijanagur contrary to all 
their*opinions, and to give battle to the enemy* 
He did it, but not being fupported by his offi- 
cers, he was defeated, aiid being difmounted by 
a camel that attacked his horfe in croffing the ra- 
pid river Narbudda, he was drowned. The ene- 
my continuing the purfuit, drove the Moguls 
from place to place, as far as Agra, without* be- 
ing able to make one ftand before them :- fo that . 
Bas Bahadur in the year 969, recovered his wholc.^^^^^*'^^ 
dominions of Malava. The king immediatdy and reco- 
after this difafter, appointed Abdulla, an Ufbcck-^^"^- 
chief in his fcrvice, governor of Calpec, to car- 
ry on the war againft Bas Bahadur. Abdulla 
drove him a fecond tirne out of his country 
aiAong th€^ mountains of Comilmere, and re^fta* 
bliihea the government of the Moguls in Mindu^ 
and fixed his own refidence as fuperintendant in 
that dty. 

Sdd Beg the fon of Mufum Beg, of the impe- ^^ p^ 
ral^^unily of Sufivi, and abfolute agent. f«>r tlie. 
langofPerfiaj arrived much about this time at; 
the. court of Agra, in the ch:^ ader of an.an|« 
baflaclbr, with valuable prefents, amd ireceiife^ a 
pr^Ient for him(elf of two lacks of riy>ee6 from, 
the king« Azim, whd Had bee6, Ibme time be- * 

fore 
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^p-'l^'forc, appointed to the ofBcc of vizier, had ac- 
»8.s^ quired great influence in hi^ miniftcrial depart- 
ment. Adam, who commanded at tlfe firftcon- 
queft of Malava, and by that exploit, had ac- 
quired great power in the prefence, attempted to 
bring about the prime minister's ruin, as fome 
courtiers had before done that of the famous 
Byram : but the intrigues of Ad^ were difco- 
vered, and his calumnies reverted upon his own 
head« Stung with difappointed malice, he at laft 
Adam bafe ^c^crmincd to aft the auaffin himfelf. He accord- 
ly affiiinn. * f ngly one day in the audience chamber, while 
the minifter was reading the Koran, according 
to cuftom, ftabbed him under pretence that he 
took no notice of the iaiutation which Adam 
made him at his entrance, though he well laiei^', 
that at fuch a time it was not cuftomary to make 
or return any compliments. Adam after hav- 
ing committed the murder, afcended one of the 
terraces, and ftood there in hopes of the king's 
pardon, though he mi^t otherwife have ef- 
caped. 

The king who had been afleep in the apart- 
ments of the ladies, hearing the noife that was 
made on this occafion, alked the caufe. Vfbcn 
they informed him of what had happened, be 
aroie, and without changing his fleeping drefs, 
went up to the terrace in a great rage. He was 
firuck with horror when he faw the blood of 
his minifter. Having approached thcnnurdcrcr 
with a fword in his hand, he drew it half out, 
but refleding upon his own dignity, he returned 
it again into the fcabbard, and fternly afked the 
afla&n. Why have you killed my vizier ?, 11« 
wretch*, fearing that the king was goioj^ to'k* 
him, feized his hands. This behaviour lo enrag- 
ed Akbar, that difengae;ing himfelf, he firuck 
him yf/lOx a blow of his fift, and laid him &ok' 

hsis tt his feet. In this rage he ordered one ef

attendants to throw the wretch over the a. d. 1562. 
wall, which was forty yards in height. Ma- "*«• 9r^ 
him Anigab^ tlus unfortunate man's father, died 
with grief about a month after, and Monim,* 
formerly governor of Cabul who was an abetter 
of the aflbflSnation of the minifter, fled to Lahore, 
where he was feized and lent to Agra : but as 
the proo£s againfl him were not fufficient to con- 
demn him, he was acquitted by the king, and 
had afterwards the addrefs to work himfeUF into 
favour. 

The king conferred all the honours and eftates ThcGickers 
of his Either upon Aziz, the elded fon of the dc- * "" * 
ceafed vizier, excepting the offices of the Viza- 
rit and Valdlit *. The prince Adam, fovereign 
of thofe mountaineers called the Gickers, diilurb* 
ing the peace of Punjab, the governors of that 
country were ordered to reduce him, and place 
Kummai one of the fame nation, upon the throne. . 
Kummal had been once miraculoufly preferved . 
from death. Selim the late emperor of the Afgan 
race, ordered a prifon, wherein he was at Gua- 
lier, with feme hundreds of his nation who 
had been taken prifoners, to be blown up with 
gunpowder. This was done, and Kummal 
was thrown to (bme diftance, without receiving 
any coniiderable hurt. The fame year Kummal, 
by the aid of the Mogul chiefs, marched againft 
his countrymen the Gickers, reduced that fierce 
natioii, an4 took their fovereign Adam pri- 
foner. 

Chaja the father of the famous Huflein, came 
about this time from Turkefian to Lahore : he 
was there met by his ion and brought to Agra, 
"' ' * himfelf goitfg out to congratulate J;iim,

Mdi, 
the famous favourite of the emperor Humaioon, 
who had been releafed from his confinement upon 
promife of proceeding on a pilgrimage to Meca, 
hearing of the rebellion of the prince Hnflein on 
the way, returned and joined him.

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The yngrateftil refugee, however, had not a. d. 1563. 
been many months in /lation, befofe he afpircd to ***«• 9^'" 
the kingdoTft of Cabul, atid bafely ailaflinated the 
prince Hakrai^s mothef, his own mother-in-law^ HUfUUiny. 
who was a woman of uncommon abilities, and 
might with troth be faid to have ruled that king- 
dom. He then pretended to aft as regent for 
the young princy, who was ftill in his minority, 
with a view to get rid of him as fc)On as he coufdt 
condfiatc matters with the chiefs. In the tneas 
time Sofiman, prince of Buduchfhan^ came 
againft him, and at offthc opening flower of his 
ambftion, by deprivirtg him of his life. Huflein and death, 
having heard of the f etreat of *Mali, fled to Ahmc- 
dabad« in Chtzetat.

The king wa9 very much enraged ' 
at his difobedience, and made a fudden incuruoo 
into Malava, though the periodical rains were 
at their height. Mahummud, a Native of Neiiha- 
poor, in the kingdom of Seiftan^ governor of 
Saringpoor^ joined the king by the way. When, 
he flies to Akbar had reached Ugein, AbduUa, with all his 
Guicm. fQfces and treafure, fled to Guzerat : the king 
purfued him about fifty miles, with a finall body 
of cavalry : the rebel ftood his ground, and 
fought with fuch fuccefs, that Akbar tkonght 
proper, to return from the purfuitto Mindu, 
wheri^e furveyed .the buildings ereAcd there 
by the imperial family of the Chilligis. While 
The king of Akbar remained in that city, Mubanckking of 

^^*Dert'n" ^^^^^^^ *^^ ^^^ Decan, paid him homage, and 
fubmitn"* gave him his daughter in marriage. The king 
A^***'- eorrferred the government of Malava upon one 
Shirra, and returned towards his capital Up- 
on the way, near the village of Sipiri^ he fell 
in with a great herd of wild elephants. He or- 
dered his cavalry, to furround thena, and he 
drove them, with great difficulty^ into a fold 
conftruAed for that purpofe : one of the male 
• elephants, of a prodigious fize, fii\{}ing himfelf 
confined, ftrode -over the ditch, bore down the 
wall and the palifadoes before him, and made his 
way into the plain. Three trained dcphanis 
were fent after him ; He ftood to fight, and to- 
fore^ they could nrrrfriiffr^mirff f^f hip he 
afibrded very great' diverfion to the Jdng^^o 
was remarkably fond of tli^ boifterous contCAv 
tioii of thofe enormous aninials. 
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In the year 972, Ghaja Moazim, the brother a. d. 1564. 
of the fultana Choli,* and hufband to the king's ^*i' 972- 
aunt, for fome impropriety of behaviour, was ^ ^ ^. 
thrown into pnfon, where he died. The lanieoniatAga. 
year, the old fort c»f Agra, which was built of 
briek, was demoliihed, and the foundation of 
the new one of red freefione laid ; and though 
a great and ma^ficent work, was finilhed in four 
years. 

By the intrigues of Abdulla, the Ufbeck, foThcurbeck 
often mentioned, there was a report propogated, ^i"*" **" 
that the king, on his account, had taken a dif- 
like to all the Ulbeck race,. and propofed to con- 
fine all the chiefs of that nation who were in his 
iervicft. This calumny gained fo much credit, 
that Secunder, and Ibrahim both Ufbecks, and 
others, who had governments about Jionpoor 
and Behar, turned their heads from obedience, 
and drew over the captain general Zeman and 
his brother, the famous Bahadur, together with 
Shubiani to their party: Alaph, who held the 
government of Kurrah, on account of fome dif- 
putes with the coUe^lor of the king's revenues, 
took part in their rebellion. In a fhort time, 
their army conlifted of thirty thoufand horfe, 
with which they poiTeired themfelves of all the 
territories near Behar and Jionpoor. 

News of this rebellion being brought to the The poiio^ 
king, he feemed to take no notice of it. He or-'*^^*'^"* 
dered his troops to attend him on a hunting party 
towards Narvar, in the oppoiite diredion to the 
enemy. He accordingly emfdoyed himfelf in 
taking dephants for fome days ; during which 
rirnfj Afliaiafp 1 fidllli fTin fent privately to 
^Ter, one of th(i chief rebels, to endeavour to 
tghim over ftDns his fa^ion. Lafkar was fent- 
ith a great body oLhorfe to feize the trea(^res 
of Aiaph, upon whom the king had a large de-

Aiaphuwiur It ieems, that when Afaph was made an omrah 
q^n of ^ ^^^ tboufand, and obtained the government 
Gunah. of KniiT^ aiul MaQeckpoot, he ohtaiiKd per^ * 
iniffion of the king to Aibdue a couatry called 
Gurrah or Kattuc, lying between the {xoTinces 
of Rintimppre, Malava, Behar Vnd the Decan* 
At that time, the kingdom of Gurrah * was go* 
verned by a queen, whofe name was Durgetti, 
famous for her beauty and accomplifliBients : 
her dominions were about three hundred miles 
in length, and one hundred in breadth: yetfo 
flouriuing was the country, that in this flftali 
(raft, there were about feventy thoufand«towns 
afid villages well inhabited ; which had the good 
fortune never to have fallen under the domifiion 
pf foreigners. 

Afaph, having heard of the riches of this 
couatry, difturl^ the >eaceaUe inhabitants, 
unaccuftomed to the fi>vnd of war, with a»- 
fiant depredations ; he at length marched dffixA 
%han with &^ thoufand horfe, and about double 
that number of infantry. The queen, with fif- 
teen hundred elephants, eight thoufand horfe and 
fome foot, prepared to oppofe him. Uke a bold 
Heroine fhe led on her troop to a^ons doathed 
in armour, with a helmet upon her head, nnount- 
ed in a caftle upon an elephant, with {^er bow lod 
quiver lying by her fide, and a burnifhed lance 
in her hand. Though her troops had' not been 
accuftomed to s^dion, the love of national uld^ 
pendence, and the exemple of their queen, io- 
fpire^ every breaft wiVnit*Hhlrt*^ 
eagemeis to engage, made them marcl 
der tov^rds the enemy, whipi the queen ohlcr1K^

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ing, comraaiided them to halt, and forming her a. p. 1 564. 
hoe a new,^v€' her troc^s ftrift orders to march ^s- 97^- 
on iiowijr, as campad as pofSMe, and to obferve 
the fignal to engage, when it fhould be difplayed 
from the dephant of the royal fiandard. 

In this mamier flie receired the enemy, whom 
ilie quickly repnlied, and preffing uppn them, 
hnd fix hundred Mogul horfemen dead on the 
fidd ; flie purfiied the reft till the evening, with 
great laughter. When night came on, the 
qneen halt^ with her army, and gave them or* 
ders to waffii and refrefh themfdves, that they 
m^t be prepared for a night attack upon the 
enemy, before they could recover from their 
confteraaticm. But her minlfter, and the reft of 
her chie6, left ckring^ and eoniequently lefs pnx* 
dent than this heroine, oppofed this falutary 
meafixre, and feditiouffy infifted on returning to 
the fidd of battle to bury their friends* She, 
accordingly, returned unwillingly; and, after 
the dead were burnt, s^ain addreffed her chiefs, 
and foliated them, one by one, to accompany 
her to fiorm the Mogul camp : none of them, 
however, had the fpirit to fecond her in this dar^ 
log enterprize. They vainly imagined, that the 
enemy would of their own accord evacuate the 
country. 

The chiefs of the Kttle kingdom of Gurrah, 
foon found that, they were fat ally fruftrated in 
their hopes.'^ Afkpb, to wipe away the difgrace 
which he had fuftained the day before, and iind-> 
iog what enemy he had to deal with, advanced in 
the morning towards the queen, with his artil- 
kiv^^dufih^Un^ditf*pPCe8aing adHon, he had 
* r^Lmd him, on account of the badnefi of 
road& The quicn, - upon Afaph's approach, 
advanced to a narrow pafs, and prepared tp op- 
pofe him- The Mc^l, fcouring the pais with

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A. D. 1564. bis artillery, foon opened to himfelf a way into 
Hig. 972. the plain beyond it» where 4he queei^'s army was 
drawn up in order of battle. The prince Biar» 
the queen's fon, a youth of great hopes, as 
foon as the Moguls came intp the plain, made a • 
refolute charge, and exhibited prodigies of va- 
lour. He repulfed the enemy twice, but in the 
third attack, being wounded, be became funt 
with lofs of blood. When he was juft faSing 
from his horfe, his mother, who was mounted 
on. an elephant in the front of the battle, obferved 
her fon ready to expire. She immediately caDed 
to fome of her people to carry him back to the 
rear I many of them accordingly crowded 
around him, fome with a friendly intent'^on to 
ferve him^ but more to haitre an opportunity to 
quit the field. The lofs of the prince, in (hort, 
together with the retreat of fo many with Ws 
perfon, ftruck a panic into the reft, fo that the 
unfortunate queen was left only with three hao- 
dred men in the field. Durgetti, however, feem* 
ed no ways ,affecled by her defperate fituation; 
fhe ftood her ground with her former fortitude, 
till (he received an arrow in her eye ; flic en* 
deavoured to extricate it from the wound, but 
as fhe tugged it, part of the fteel broke fliort, 
and reuiamed behind. In the mean time, ano- 
ther arrow pafled through her neck, which (be 
alfo drew out, but nature finking under the p^* 
a dimnefs fwam before her eyes, an?i (he began 
to nod from fide to fide of the howdar •. She, 
however, recoved from her fainting by degrees; 
and a brave officer of her houlhold, by name Ad- 
har, who drove hrr nllffT|rinnf, fiMlitiMl'^^ 
numbers of the enemy whitherfoeverhe^^<l 
the outrageous animal. He l£egged permiffion\^

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the day was now irretrievable, to carry the quctn ^.d.is^- 
from the §eld. She rejeded the propofal with Hig- 972- 
a noble dizain : ^^ It is true, faid ihe, we are 
overcome in war, but fhall we ever be vanquKh- 
ed in honor ? Shall we, fo]f the fake of a linger- 
ing ignominious life, lofe that reputation and 
virtue which we have been fo folicitous to ac- 
quire ? No : let your gratitude now repay that 
fervice for which I lifted up your head, and which 
I now require at your hands. Hafte, I iay ; let 
your dagger iave me from the crime of putting a 
period to my own exiftence/' 

Adhar burft into tears, and begged, that as 
the elephant was fwift of foot, he might be per- 
mitte^l to leave the field, and carry her to a place 
of iafety. In the mean time, the queen, finding 
that the enemy crowded h& around her, and 
that ihe muft be taken prifoner, fuddenly lean- 
ing forward, feized the dagger of Adhar, and 
pluging it into her bofom, expired. The death 
of the queen, rendered Aiaph's vidory com- 
pleat. Six Indian chiefs, upon their elephants, 
ftill fiood firm : and afliamed of being outdone 
by a woman, dedicated their lives to revenge the 
death of the queen. 

Afaph, a few days after this battle, laid fiege 
to the fortreis of Jora, where all the treafures of 
this noble family had been for ten generations de- 
pofited. The hopes of gain rendered the Moguls 
de/perate ; ^they begun to attack the fort with 
uncommon refolution, till the place was taken 
The young prince, now a little recovered from 
his wounds, bravely exerted what little firength 
he *^H f^i^ti Infli hii lifi in defence of his inde- 
Tee and kin|^dom. The unfortunafe gar- 
ion, according tS their barbarous cuftom, had 
^rformed the joa£*. This dreaudfiil ceremony

Hift.97a- with wood, ftraw and oil :*the unfortunate vio 
tims were forced in, and fire fet to the horrid 
pile. When the Moody conquerors, who bad 
brought this dreadful calamity upon the mifcn- 
ble Indians, entered the place, they found two 
women i^ill alive, and untouched by the flames ; 
one of them was called CamelawttH, the fifter of 
the deceafed queen, and the other the daughter 
of the Indian prince of Biragur, who had been 
brought to be efpoufed by the young but unfor- 
tunate prince of Gurrah« Thefe two ladies were 
referved by Afaph, for the kins. The ridies of 
the fortre& of Jora, in gold, ulver, jewds and 
precious efTe^fb were invaluable ; of gold alone, 
there were found, in one treafury, one hundred 
and one chefts of mhers. When Afaj^ had ghit* 
ted his avarice and amlMtion with the trealttre 
and blood of this braye, though peaceable iaQuif> 
he took up his refidtence in that country. !& 
view was to maintain his conqueft againft the 
king ; and he, therefore, did not return to his 
government of Kurrah. That avarice, whkh 
prompted him to this public robbery, prevented 
him from prefenting the king with his part of 
the plunder. Out of a tboufand elephants, 
which he had taken, though all flioukl fa!) to the 
ihare of the king, he fent him only two hundred 
of the worft, and fent no part of the jewels and 
treafure. It was therefore this juft demand which 
the king had upon Afaph, that made that ambi- 
tious omrah join in rebellion with the di£ifikd^ 
Ufbeck chiefs.

The king apprized of this diC- 
afier, lent Monim, who had been dignified with 
the title of firft of the nobles, with an zfrny fome 
days journey iif front, and in the month of Shawal 
973) followed in perfon with all the forces he 
could raife. 

When king had arrived at Kinnoge, he feleft- The kinj 
ed a body of horfe, and made an excurfion to- TpAnf^ 
wards Lucknow, the capital of the province of La*«>vr. 
Oud^ to forprize Scounder, the rebellious Ufbeck, 
who 9as in that place : but the rebel being in- 
formed of the emperor's approach, evacuated 
Lucknow, and fled to his aflbciate in treafon, ^ 
Zeman, the captain general, with whom he crofled mitlk 
the Ganges. The king proceeding to Jionpoor, 
Alaph fued for pardon, and by the mediation 
of the noble Mudgenu, was admitted to the pre- 
ience, and again reftored to favor, upon fettling 
his accounts concerning the plunder of Gurrah. 
A few days after his lubmiffion, Aiaph was de- 
tached with five thoufand chofen horfe, againft the 
enemy. He came to the ferry of Nirhin, and 
was oppoied in croffing the river, but inftead of^^^^ 
making any difpofitions to gain the paflage, he 
iat down and pafled the time in riot and toolifli 
negociadons, for which he had no authority. 
The king being informed of his negligence, ftrip- 
ped hini of his efiate. Afaph with his brother, ud flight to

Muluck, who had 
heard nothing of this matter, thinking it to be 
a political fetch to gain time or lull him to fecu- 
rity, paid no regard to it, but drew out io otdct 
of battle. Secunder who commanded the van of 
the rebel army, made the beft difpofition the time 
would permit to receive him, but was obliged 
to retreat with great lofe towards the body of tjic 
army, which by this time was forlRed by Ba- 
hadur.

iimaQ had invefied that city. Hakim evacuated

A. D 1566. particularly Cuttub Anniga, and Pier Mahum- 
Hig.974- mud, threw all their forces into the city, and 
prepared for a vigorous defence. ^Hakim iat 
Befie^s down before the t)lace, and ufed every art and 
' ^^' perfuafion to bring over thofe omrahs to his in- 
tereft, but >vithout effeft, * 
Srchii^to- The king enraged as well as alarmed at this re- 
wards La- bellion, laid afide his intended e^edition againft 
the Ulbecks, and turned his arms towards La- 
hore. He began his march towards that city 
on the 14th of the firft Jemmad 974, leaving 
Agra under the government of his faithful gene- 
ral Monim. Akbar having arrived at Sirhind, 
the news of his approach reached Lahore. The 
citizens immediately began to beat their drums, 
to found their trumpets, and to make every de- 
monftration of joy. This unufual noife waked 
Hakim, who was afleep in his tent: he alked 
the meaning of that uproar, and was told that 
the king was come expeditioufly from Agnu 
Hakim believing that the king was already at his 
heels, mounted his horfe without delay, and 
retreated precipitately with his cavah^r towards 
Cabul : he came very opportunely to that city, 
and took it by furprize. Soliman having retired 
to Buduchflian during the winter. The king in 
the mean time advanced to Lahore, where he 
fpent a few days iii hunting : he then fent back 
Mudgenu to poflefs himfelf of Kurrah and Ma- 
neckpoor, which Alaph had feiiied. Mtlth 
about this time the fons of Mirza Sultan gover* 
nor of Simbol, rofe in rebellion. This infur- 
region was cru{hed in the bud by^ the other 
Mogul chiefs who were poffcffed of eftates in the 
adjacent territories. TBeyounjfTcbcls ^Bac^;de- 
feated and driven towards Malava. TheyhJW- 
ever pofieiTed themfelves of that country withouk 
much oppofition, there bein^at that time no im- 
perial forces in that province. Mirzd Sultan uyon 
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account of the rebellion of his fons, was feizcd a. 0.1566. 
and imprifbned in Biana, where he foon after Hig.974. 
died. 

The Ulbeck rebellious chiefs, in the eaftern The king 
provinces, improved the king's abfence to their JJJ^ft*the 
•own advantage, and extended their conquefts ujbedc 
on all fides. This obliged the king to return to ^ 
Agra, before which city he ordered all his forces 
from the proviifces to rendezvous. He was in 
a few weeks ready to take the held againft the 
rebels, with two thoufand elephants and above 
a hundred thoufand horfe. The rebellious 
captain general at that time befiegiuK Eufoph 
in the fort of Sherigur, hearing of the king's 
approach, retreated to Kurrah, in which place 
his brother Bahadur had invefted Mudgenu the 
imperial general. The king doiely purfued Ze- 
man, but when he had reached Raibarrili, he 
heard that the rebel was croffing the Ganges, with 
an intention to march to Malava, andjoin the 
fens of Mirza Sultan, who had pofTefied them- 
ielves of that province, or to make an alliance 
with the king of the Decan. 

The king haftened his march and arrived at the The king 
ferry of Maneckpoor in the evening. No boats [h^^gcl! 
could be procured, and Akbar impatient to en- 
gage the rebels, mounted his elephant, and con- 
traiy to the advice of all his omrahs, took the 
river which was then very deep, and had the 
goed fortune to pafs over in fafety : one hun- 
dred horfe plunged into the ftream and fwam 
after the king. Akbar in the morning came be- 
fore the enemies camp with' his hundred horfe, 
and Mudgenu and Af^^h joined him immediately 
with all ifie gar rifen of T&iirah . ^ . 

The enemy not fufpefting^ that'the king would J^^^^^^c 
aifempt to crofe the river without his army, had rcbeUnny. 
foent the night in fdftivity, and could hardly be- 
heve their fenfes, When they heard the royal 
drums beating the imperial mserch. Th^y at •

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A- D. 1566, Icneth in the utmoft confuflon began to fbnii 
Hig. 974-th^ir line, but before they were in compleat or- 
der, Akbar charged them •with grq^t violence : 
Baba Chan at the head of the king's light fcoats, 
penetrated through the camp of the rebek as far 
as the tents of Zeman, whece he was repuUedby ' 
Bahadur, and driven back with predpitadon 
among the king's ranks, which occafiooed fome 
diforaer*among the files of Mudgenu. Bahadur 
in the mean time turned towards the center, 
where the king commanded in perfon : Akinr 
obferving him, came down from hb dephaat, 
and mounting a horfe, preflcd towards him; 
but by this time an arrow having killed Bahadur's. 
horfe, he was obliged to retreat on foot, among 
his own troops. The king immediately com- 
manded his few elephants to advance : thofe ani- 
mals engaging furioufly with thofe of the enemyi 
killed fome of them upon the fpot, and dioye 
back the reft amone their own ranks. 
The rebels Zcmau cncouraging his men, Itill continuedthe 
iverthrown. ^^^^ with great bravery, till his horfe having 
' received two wounds, he was obliged to qnit 
him, and while he was mounting another, he 
was trodden to death by an elephant. The rebels 
now fell into confufion : dillraAed for want of 
orders, they turned their face to flight. Bahadur 
was taken prifoner, and carried before the king: 
What evil had I done to you, faid AW»r, thw 
to provoke you to draw the fword of trcaibn 
againfl me ? He ordered that pardcular care 
fhould be taken of Bahadur ^ but fome of the 
omrahs, as foon as the king's back was turned, 
fearing that his clemency would pardon that 
confummate rebel, prevented atvby putting hio* 
Imntediately to the fword. Akbar, tnougM 
is highly probable that he would have forgw 
Bahadur, made no inquiries concerning htf 
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cfeath. The heads of the brothers werefcnt to a. 0.1567. 
Punjab and Cabul. Alii Beg thfe Ufbeck, Ijtf ^^^-975- 
Alii, Mirz) Beg, Cvfal Beg, and Amir Shau% 
a native of Buduchfhan, all rebel chiefs, were 
aifo taken prifbners and carried by the king to 
• Jionpoor, where they were trodden to death by 
elephants. This decifive aAion happened upon 
the firft of Zihidge 974, and is an infiance of 
the daring intrepidity of the renowned* Akbar. 

The government of Kurrah was conferred upon ^^1^"^^ ' 
the faimful Monim, known by the title of firft 
of the nobles, and foon after Secunder the 
Ufbeck, who was befieged in the fort of Jud, 
fled to Gorricpoon The rebellion of the Uf- 
becks being thus quafhed, and the peace of the 
eaftern provinces reftored, the king in the 
month of Mohirrim 975, returned in triumph 
to Agra. 

During the rebellion of the chiefs of the Ufbeck Akbar re. 
Tartars in the fcrvice of hidia, the R;ua, Udai ^^^ ^■ 
Singh had taken great advantage of Akoar's dif- 
tre&. This determined the emperor without re- 
ntiaining long at A^a, to march againft that In- 
dian prince. Haymg arrived before the fort of 
Suifbob, the governor evacuated the place and 
retreated to his mafter Surjun the Hindoo prince 
of RintimporCt Akbar left a garrifon in Sui- 
ibob, and proceeded to the fort of Kakeran, on 
the frontiers of Malava. The fons of Sultan 
Mirza, wha had poflefTed themfelves of Mindu, 
hearing of the emperor*s progrcfs^ were greatly 
perplexed. To compleat their misfortunes, Ali 
Mirza their great friend and counfellor died at 
that time, and his adherents fled with predpita- 
tion towards titf kingdom of Guzerat. 

,Tlie**kiiTg left Malava under the chaite of^*^^'^. 
^Shmed of Nefliapoor, and marched from Ksuccran ^n ' 
to e^pd . the Indian prince from Chitor. .The 
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A.D.1567. R^ja left eight thou&nd difciplined Rajaputs, 
Hig. 975. with a grelt ftore of provijUons in the fort of 
Chitor, which is built on a mountain, and re- 
tired himfelf with his family to an inaccellible 
place* The kin^ immediately inveiled Qiitor, . 
and fet five thoufand pioneers to work in throw- 
ing up trenches, and carrying on approaches to 
the place/ When he had complq^ed two batte- 
ries, and carried two mines under different baiti- 
ens, he endeavoured to fpring them at once: 
but one of them going o£F before the other, blew 
up one of the baftipns and made a pradicable 
breach. Two thousand men who were prepared 
to flx>rm, advanced immediately, uponafuppo- 
fition that both -of the mines had been (prung, 
They divided into two bodies in order to enter 
at once both branches : one of the pardes advanc- 
ing near the blftion, perceived that the mine 
had not been' fprung, but before they could re- 
treat it blew up, and killed above five hundred 
of the Moguls, and about double that number of 
the enemy who were crouded on the baftion. 
Among the latter were fifteen chiefs of diftinc- 
tion. The explofion fo terrified thofc who were 
entering the breach, that they retreated in the 
utmoft confternation. 
The king Another mine Was immediately carried on by 
vernor of • the king, but as he was one day Itanding m one 
chitor. of xhe batteries, he perceived Jeimal, the gover- 
nor of the place, very afliduous iiTfiUing up the 
breaches, and giving orders for the defence : the 
king immediately called for a fiizee, and took 
fo good an aim that he lodged the ball in Jeimal's 
forehead, and laid him dead on the fpot. T^ 
{pint of the befieged fell with tKeir chie^ and in 
the utmoft . defpair, they performed the ho^i^

It was day-light before a number fufficient to at- 
tack the enemy could enter: then the king in*" 
pcrfon led on ms men, and the unfortunate gar- 
riibn devoting themfelves to ^eath, had retired 
to their temples. Akbar perceiving that he muft 
loie a great number of his troops ia cafe of a clofe 
attack, ordered a diftant fire to beJcept up upon' 
the defperafe Rajaputs, till he had introduced 
three hundred elephants of war, which he im- 
mediately ordered to advance to tread them to 
death. The fcene became now top ihocking to 
be defcribed« Brave, men rendered more valiant a drcaafwi 
by defpair, crouded around the elephants, feized ^n«*^«- 
them even by the tulks, and infli<9Eed upon them 
unavailing 'wounds. The terrible iinimak trod^ 
the tiidians like grafshoppet^ under 'tKeir ifeet,! ojt 
wiodiog theni in their ^ower Ail trunks, tbflb^ 
them aloft into the air,'or dafhedthcm agfihfl; 
the walls and, payeiperits.' Of 'the garrifon, 
which coniilled of eight thdilfand foldiers and 
of forty thoufand mhabita'rits, thirty thoufand 
were flain,^aod (he raoft. of the, reft taken pri- 
ibners. A few efcaped.in tAec6n|(tifion, by tying 
their own ,^ildf en *.Uke ca^tives^ .and driving 
them . through the lang';^ cariip. ' They ' by this 
means pafled undifcoveted, bbin^ taken for fomc 
o^the tollowers of the camp.'

peror arrived at Nagoro, he received advices of 
the birth of another fon, on the 2d of iecond 
Jemmad, in the houfe of the holy and yenerar 
hie Danial^ whom he with great propriety called 
Danial, as it was to the iaint's prayers no doubt 
he owed this piece of good fprtune * 

The king.appearing with his army on the con- which fubw 
fines of Guzerat, Shere, an omrah of diftindion J^'*^^jJ^^ 
who defended the frontiers, abandoned his . poft 
and fled with precipitation. The king took im- 
mediate po&ffion of the city of Pattan, . and 
gave the government of it to Ahmed, one of the 
race called Seids, or descendants of the prophet. 
He fr<mi that place moved, his ftandard of yiftory 
towards Ahmed-abad ; bujt; before he had marchr 
cd two flages,; Mu^iffer the king of Guzerat 
cainoito meet'him, and wit^iout a blow, furren- 
dered his' kingdom ifttp his rpyal and viiEtorious 
hands, ib jflat the kio^ ^ntei-ed Ahmtd-abad, 
the capital of. Guzerat, m /tsipeaceable a maui- 
ner, as if be had been entepng. Agra. To ac-

Thc(faiteof Mamond defcended of a Patan fiunOy, the 

Guacrau {^(q loLng of Guzerat, having fomedme, before 
this event, died, his noble^ particularly A&- . 
mad and Amad, who poflefled all the power of 
the goverment during the minority of the prince 
Ahmed; llie ^on and fucceflbr of ^Mamood, find- 
ing hhn begin to think for himfelf, wereun^riU- 
ing to part with their power, and found means 
privately to make away vrith him : but to keep 
up the appearance <>f loyalty, they railed a d>ild 
of doubtful birth to the throne, on whom they 
impofed '^be name of thd king Muziier, anddiVid^ 
ed the Idngdom among themfelves in the fbUow. 
ing manner. Ahmed-abad, Caaibait, and fome 
other provinces, were poflefled by Ademad ; 
Andtlka,' Doluc, and' fome other countries, 
by Juil the grandfbft of Mubarick ; Suat, 
Bitoge, Birod and Japanier, by the noble Ziogis, 
{onSf thJSi co-regent Amad, while other nobles 
Hvho had influence in the flate, had the reft of the 
kingdom ' partitioned among them. The nonu- 
rial king- Muziffer Was^ in the mean time cooped 
up by^ Adeniad in- A^med-abad; during this 
ofigarchy, the government became -very opprcf- 
five, 'by continual wars «nd civil diffation^i 
ThiS' inade the u^h&^py -people of Guterat 
turn th^it' eyes towards 'Akbar, tiynrelicvc tb^n 
irom th€4r petty- tyra^nts,^ who like vultures^ 
gnawed the bowtls" of ^thdir country; The cafy 
con^ueft -of Guzerat was therefore no ways fiir* 
prizing;' as the nominal king tired of his fitii^ 
tion, hoped more from the iavo^of a foreign 
prince, than from his own faftions and ifidepen* 
dant noble^. ^ 
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But to return from this digreflion. The fecond a. d. i 57*. 
day after the Idng's wtrance into Ahmed-abad, "»fr 980. 
he was waited upon by the principal nobles of ^^1^*j^^, 
Guzerat, who haftened to make their fubmiflion. in cuzctat. 
But Alt and Hujaz two Abyilinian nobles, were 
ordered into confioement, as they gave fome evi- 
dent £gns of difcontent. Huflein was flill at the 
head of an arm^^in Biroge, and his brother Huf- 
lein Mirza at the head of another confiderable 
force near Surat« The king therefore refolved 
to reduce them : Aichtiar, one of the omrahs of 
Guzerat^ having broke his parole of honor and 
fled at this time, all the other nobles were order- 
ed into clofe confinement. When the king ar* 
rived at the port of Cambait, he appointed Azim 
Mirza governor of Ahmed-abad. 

Huflem, who we have already obfcrved Was in ^^^^°,*^i.^ 
Biroge, hearing of Akbar's approach^ and fuf- gainft HuTt 
peding the fidelity of Ruflum, a native of Rumi*, ^^^' 
one of his pripcipal officers, allafliQated him, and 
difcovcred an inclination to march into Punjab 
to raife d}ikirbances ill that quarter. The king 
receiving intelligence of this defign about mid- 
night, i^t his ^amp in charge of Jehan and Cal- 
lich Chan, and with a chofen detachment marched 
himfelf that night vtdth all expedition to cut off 
Huflein's retreat : the nest day he reached the 
river Mhenderi, which runs by the tovm of Sir« 
tal, with onlv forty horfe, the reft having lagged 
behind with nttigue. The enemy being encamp- 
ed on the oppofite bank of the river, and in fight, 
the king thought it prudeift to proceed no fur* 
(her, tiU the reft of his detachment fliould arrive. 
Had Huflein tlierefore known any thing of the 
art of WSr, he might have eafily taken Akbal* pri- 
^ner. But^ that unenterprizing officer miide no 
attempt of that kind, till the king 'was Joined by 

f 
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A.p.i57s-2 frefii detachment, \vhich had been oidacd 
^'^ fome days before to Surat, and happened to be 
then encamped at a little diflance. * 

This fmall party confided only of fcvcnty horic, 
He attackt ^t the head of which there happened to be five 
looo^Oie principal nobles, Mamood Baherra, the Indian 
«»«™>T>^ princes Dafs, Man Singh, and KulK, and Raja 
^ ** *' Surjun of Rintimpore. With |hefc the king, 
without waiting for more troops, took the def- 
perate refolution to attack the enemy, one tbou- 
fand of whom commanded by HuffeinjL waited to 
receive him, while the main body of the army 
purfued their march. It happened very fortu- 
nately for Akbar that the enemy inftead of per- 
mitting him CO come into the plain, oppofedbim 
between two hedges, where not above fix boric- 
men could fight abreaft. 1 he king in this nanov 
pafs put himfelf upon the footing of a private 
trooper, and performed extraordmary feats of 
perfonal- vilour : which however avail little to 
wipe away the folly of this piece of his conducl 
At laft the courage which Akbar's behaviour na- 
turally raifed in his followers, made them asdct 
peratc as himfelf, fo that after a long engagement 
with !the enemy fword in hand, they beat them 
back, and at lafl totally defeated them, m\h the 
lofs only of ope officer,, and a few private men. 
Akharhc- Huffeij;! fled to his army, but fuch was their 
r.cgckSu. qonfternation and opinjon of Akbar's prowefs, 
that the greateft part of his forces ikferted hih, 
which was all the advantage that could be gained 
by fuch ^ viftory. The Hing contenting himfelf 
with wha^ he had done, defifted from the purfuit, 
and waiting till his army came up, marched and 
inve&ed Surat. In the mean timfthe omrahsof 
Gu^erat, coUefted themfelves in the environs of 
Pattaq, and held, a councir how to proceed^ 
f hey agreed that HufTeiii ihould profccutcbis 
fcheme of railing diftyrb^tifces in Punjab, vd 

that 
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that Huflcin Mirza, Shaw Mirza, and Shere,A.b.i.f7j. 
fhould invcft Plttan. They expeded by thefe Hig.981. 
means to dfaw the king from the fiege of Surat. 

Huflein having arrived at Nagore, Rai Singh fcaied b^ 
governor of Jodpoor, who had purfued him, '^j^"*"^^** 
came up with him one day towards the evening, * ^^^' 
at a place where there was no water to be found, 
but what Huffq^n poflefled. 1 his made the troops 
of Rai Singh, who were in great diftrefs for wa- 
ter, call out to attack the enemy. This favorable 
diipofltion and the neceility of the attempt, made 
the Indian, though much inferior to the enemy, 
join battle. Huuein's horfe being killed, and he 
nimfelf difmotinted in the firft charge, his army 
imagining that he was anally llain, gave ground. 
The enemy, took fuch advantage of their con- 
fufion, that the whole efforts of Huffein were not 
capable to recover the diforder, and he was to- 
tally routed : he fled with great precipitation to- 
wards Delhi, and from thence to Simbol. In the 
mean time Huffein Mirza and the other nobles 
carried on the fiege of Pattan, which was de- 
fended by Ahmed the Mogul. Koka coming to 
his relief with the army from Ahmcd-abad, the 
Patau nobles raifed the fiege, went out to meet 
him, and gave him battle, Koka had at firft the 
diiadvantage, both his wings being thrown into 
diforder, but his troops continuing fteady in the 
center, he at laft gained ground, and improving 
tlie advanrSge, put them to flight towards the 
Decan. 

The king in the mean tirtlc made a breach in^,^'^*"" 
the walls of Surat, and had raifed feveral nwunts, 
from which he battered the city .and commanded 
the fbieets. *\VTien he. was preparing for a gene- 
ral afiault, the garrifon dcfircd to capitulate. * 
• Their terms lyere agreed to,' the city delivered 
up, and the king returned to Ahmedib^kd ; he 
diftfibuted aft the governments of Guzeirat,

The fugitive Huflein, arriving at Simbol, as 
flVrttoPun.^^ have already mentioned, heard that thcAicf 
j^b. men in Punjab under KuiH, werebeii^ng tk* 

caftie of Nag^acot^ he therefore marched into 
Punjab, .which he expeQed to find unguarded, 
and after plundering it he hadTrefoIved to join 
his friends in Guzerat, by the way of the bdus. 
Kulli was therefore under the neceiTity of railing 
the fiege, and marching after HuiTein through al 
Punjab, w*ithout being able to come up with him, 
till he reached the environs of the city ofTatta 
upon the Indus. There Kulli attached Huilem's 
camp as he was one day out a hunting, at fome 
diftance from his line of march. Mirza, Hut 
fein's brother, who commanded in his abfcnce, 
was obliged therefore to form the line, fending 
in the mean time an exprefs to his brother con- 
cerning his fituation. But before the elder Hof- 
fein arrived, his brother was defeated and taken 
prifoner, having loft fome thouiands of his men 
in the engagement. HuiTein returning from 
hunting met his routed army, and raliyiog a 
part of them, renewed the combat : he nifas how- 
ever repulfed with great lols, and obliged to fly 
towards Moultan. 
©crated In Moultan the unfortunate Huflein was again 
taken, ud attacked by the Billochees, wounds, taken pn- 
dMtTin ^^^r> 2tnd delivered up to Muchfule, govern^ 
JMottiuo. <of Moultan, who beheaded him. Muchfuie ib 
conjundion with Kulli, carried his head and aO 
Jiis effeds to Agra, to prefent them to the king* 
Akfa|^ ordered the head to be fet tip abOTe one (i 
the gates of Agra, and hb brother Hnfl&n }6nx 
to be confined in the fort of Gualier, where k 
ibon after died. In the firft Ribbi of the bs» 

jear, advices arrived firom'Koka, that Aidxti^i 
i ^ * «. groverflOf 
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governor general of Guzerat^ and Hufiein Mirza^ a.x>. 157^ 
were joined with coniiderable armies, had pof- "'s- 9^'* 
fefied themselves of ieveral dlftrids in Guzerat, 
and had invefted the Mogul governor himfeif in 
Ahmed-ahad. 

As it was now the rainy feafon, and to march ^^f^IlJ" for 
a great army imprs^cable, with that expedition ou^ent, 
which the urgency of the fituation of ^fiairs re-^J^USi. 
qmred^ the kfiig Mc&cd two thoufand horfe, 
and fent them off before him ; then with three 
hundred principal nobles and officers mounted 
upon camels, he proceeded at the rate of four 
fiages every day*, and came up with the de- 
tachment of horfe at the city of Patan in Berar, 
where he was joined by a thouiand more. His 
whole force then confided of three thoufand 
horie, and three hundred camels. With this 
imall army he continued his march with the fame 
expedition to the befieged capital of Guzerat, 
and upon his arrival within four miles of the city, 
ordered the Imperial drums to beat his own 
march, which was the firft news the enemy had 
of his approach. This ftruck the infurgents with 
fuch a panic, that it was with difficulty their 
officers could keep them 'from immediate flight. 
They however formed at length the line, while 
Hu&in Mirza with a few horfe went to the 
tanks of the river to reconnoitre. 

Huffein law at fome diftance Kulli, who had ^^^^^; 
been fent 01^ the fame buiineis by the king. He before the 
afked him acrofs the river, what army that was ? *'*""y- 
Kulli replied, that it was the army of the king of 
kings. The other faid, ^^ that is impoffible, for

Hufiein returned immediately to his camp, and 
Sttirwith ^^"^ Achtiar with five thou&nd horfe, to watdi 
them, the gates of Ahmed-abad. fie himfelf marched 
with feven thoufand horfe againft the kin^. Ak- 
bar had by this time reached thej)anks of the ri- 
ver, and difcovering the enemy, he drew up to 
receive them, expefting every moment to be 
joined by the troops in the city : but they were 
blocked up by the enemy. He then law, that 
his whole dependance muft reft on his own 
troops ; to render them more defperate, by cut- 
ting off all hopes of retreat, he croffed the river, 
and drew up before the enemy on the plain* 
Huffein placing himfelf in the centre with his 
Moguls, Shaw Mirza on his right with the Af- 
ghans and Rajaputs, and Shere on his left with 
the Abaffinians and the horfe of Guzerat, ad^ 
vanced to the charge. 

aad totally ^^^ ^^S having alfo drawu up his fmall army 
dcfcau the in three di vifions, commanded by their feveral 
«««»y- officers, he pofted himfelf with his body guard, 
confifting of a hundred horfe in the rear of the 
centre. The battle now being joined with great 
fury on both fides, the king with his guard 
. wheeled round his right flank, and fell furioufly 
on the left flank of the enemy. His troops ob- 
ferving their king thus expofing himfelf in fhe 
midft of danger, made an uncommon effort of ^ 
valor and charged the enemy fo warmly, that 
they repulfed them with great lofs. Huflein 
who was wounded in the amon, attempting to 
leap ^ver a hedge with his horfS^ fell from his 
faddle, and was taken prifoner. Several perfons 
contending about the honor of taking Hufietnt 
the king afl^ed him who was the man who took ' 
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him? Huffein replied, " Nobody: the curfe ofA.D.1573. 
ingratitude overtook Inc." ' "'2- 98 « . 

When the king's forces were warm in the pur-ThcMngm 
fait, he himfelf remained on. a rifing ground, ^^J."^"* 
with about two huncfred horfe. On a fudden a 
great body of troops appeared moving towards 
him. He immediately difpatched a pcrfon to 
know who they were : he brought back intelli- 
gcnce, that they were the forces of Achtiar, who 
had been left to guard the gates of Ahmed-abad. 
The troops who were with the king began to be 
very uneafy at their fituation, and gave many 
intimations of their defire of retreating. But 
Akbar would by no means defer t his poll : he or- 
dered them inftantly to prepare to charge and 
break through the enemy j at the fame time 
commanding the drums to b^at up the royal 
march. The enemy hearing the drums, made 
no doubt but the whole army was behind the hill, 
ind retreated with great precipitation. The' 
king purfued them to fome djftance, to keep up 
the panic which had feized tKeml Whilft thefe 
things happened where the king commanded in 
perfon, Rai Singh', one of his generals, of the 
rndian nation, to revenge fome former quarrel, 
>a(cly embrued his bands in the t^lood of Huffein, 
who had been left ip his pofleffion. Achtiar 
laving alfo fallen from his horfe in his flight, 
Fas*killcd by one of the king's, guards, who was 
vnriuing him with great eagernefs. Koka, the 
iciicgcd govcrpor of Guzcrat,^ finding now that 
he blockade w^ withdrawn fyom the gates, came 
tit to meet the king. ' Akbar entei-ed Ahmed- 
bad' the i&me;'rf^, and contjtitied Koka in this 
pvernmcnt, ^Hdn' by the Way of 'Ajmere, haf- 
ated towards Agra,* after haying performed a

The 

king di^atisfied with this peac^, committed the 

management of the ai&irs of Bengal to an Indian 

prince called Jodermul, and fent him with orders 

to expel Daood entirely out of his governmeo^ 

or to oblige him to pay a certain yearly tribute, 

fuperior to the fmall acknowledgement which he 

had formerly made. Daood being tlireatened at 

the time with a civil war by one Lodi, who dif- 

(jovered an inclination toufurp the kingdom, con* 

fented upon JodermuPs appearance to pay the 

tribute demanded. He then found means to feizt 

upon Lodi, whom he put to death. Daood re* 

lieved from that domeftic danger, broke the 

treaty with the king, and advancing againft Mo> 

He Hover- nim and Jodofmul, engaged them at the cjooSs^ 

thrown, gjj^g ^f |.j^g Sool, Gang and Sirve, where being 

defeated, he Joft his fleet of boats and all his bag- 
gage. Monim crofled immediately the river, 
and laid fiege to Patna. 
The kino The king informed of thefe tranfitftions, & 
fcts out for but from Agra in the middle of the rains, mdt 
^^^z^^' as many troops as could be cont^i^^l hi ^ thow 
fand boats : he halted a few days at Benanfi 
where he was joined hy the forces which marcfaol 
over land: he immediately embarked the wh< 
and fell down to. Pltna, and on his way he 
ceived the news of the redudtioi^ of Bicker ui 
the^ Indus, by JeCu Chan, who had^een 
againft that place. . Akbar having arrived vn\ 
a f^w itiiles of Patna^ heard that liah Neazi, 
of the enemies principal generals, had ra; 
i out of the fort and fought Monim, but tlia:^ 
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was defeated and loft his life, fq that the places a. d. t c74» 
was upon tlje point of being evacuated. The ^*^** 
king therefore fent one of his officers, Ailuni> 
with three thoufand horle, to poifefs himfelf of 
the fort of Hadgepoor, on the oppofite bank of 
the river, and to endeavour to harrafs the enemy 
in their retreat, ihould they be already gone, 
if not, to flop them. Allum accordingly took 
that place by aflault, and made Fatte, the gover- 
nor, and the garrifon prifoners : Daood intimi- 
dated by this, fent a herald to the king to beg 
terms of accommodation: 

The king returned him for anfwer, that heJSu^^, 
granted him his life, but that he muft truft every the snba of 
thing elfe to his clemency, after making his fub» ifcn^' ^^ 
mii&on ; but if he ihould be obftinate enough to comi>»t. 
hold out fome few days merely to give him trou« 
ble, he could have no reafon to hope for pardon ; 
** and though, (aid the king, I have a thouiand 
in my army as good men as you, rather than fsu 
tigue my troops with a fiese, I will put the whole 
. upon the iffue of a fingfe combat between you 
and me, and let him take the fort who (hall beft 
deiierve it." Daood did not choofe to accept the 
challenge, nor even to put the king to farther 
trouble^ but took boat at the water-gate that 
n^^t, and fled down the river : foon after all 
his army evacuated the place. The ne^ct morn- 
log the king piyrfued them and took four hund« 
drcd elephants, and the greateft part of their bag- 
^ige. He then returned to P^tna, conferred the 
government of that place ^Lnd its dependencies 
upon his fidthfiil fervant, Monim, who had fo 
much fignalized^ himfelf in the war, then ^r^- 
turned without purfuing his conqueft farther* to 
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A.D. I57J. ft) their refpeftivo governments. Akbar at the 
Hij, 983. fame time conferred the title of the noble Muzif- 
fer upon Muziffer AH, and appointed him to com- 
mand a force againft the fort of Rhotas in Bchar: 
he himfelf made a tour to the (hrine of the faints* 
at Ajmere, where having beftowed great diari- 
ties, he retnrned to Agra. 
The waj lo In the mean time Monim, wRo had been left 
5fr?^'a*c"^ in the government of Patna, had orders to arry 
tioi of that the war further into Bengal againft Daood. 
province, rj^^^ general having forced the pafs of Killa- 
gurry, Daood fled into Oriffa, whither he was 
purfucd' by Jodertnul, with part of the king's 
army. Juneid the fon of Daood defeated jodcr- 
mul in two battles, which obliged Monim to 
iftarch to his aid : both the Mogul generals hav- 
ing joined their forces, engaged Ihood. Kud- 
gjfera, an Afgh^^n chief of. great bravery, who 
commanded Ddood's vanguard, attacked the van- 
guard of Moniiti commanded by AUum, andde- 
tfeated and killed that omrah. The Afghan pur- 
fued the run^aways through the center of tbdir 
armyi which \ttre by that time drawn up w 
6tdtr of- battle. Monim obferving the difordcr 
hafterted in petfon with a fmall body to rcftoit 
the ranks, Kud^efa attacked him in perfon, 2x1^ 
•bounded him in Ibveral places, fo that he *tf 
obliged to <juit the field, and he was foon follo»»^ 
ed bjr his army. The valiant Ku4gera bdngJdl-^ 
led "by an afroVsr, Monim again ralhed his troopSf 
atod being a Ktde recovered, led them bade tff] 
the charge ; he fbiind Daood's army intent np 
tht jiltiiider^ and foon put them to flight, taki 
all {hdr elephants. Jodermul being detadied 
purfke the en^tpy, came up with Daood ooj^ 
banks of the Chin, which he could not crofs. "flj^ 
' ' rebd finding no 'means for efcaping, faced about 
to defend himfelf* Jodermul did notchoofet(^ 
' pt&^(^ him voo far, aad, iounediately fent ifti

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teUigence of what had paffed to Monim. That»A. 0.1575, 
omrah, notw^thftanding his wounds which were ^*s- ?^3- 
very bad, hafied to that place : Daood furrend- 
ered himfelf upon 'terms, and was permitted to 
retain Orifla, after which Monim returned to his 
government. The city of Gore, which had been 
the capital of Bengal till the time of the ^mperor 
Shere, who on account of the badnefs of the air, 
had made Chawaflpoor Tanda, the metropolis, 
was now greatly decayed. Monim admiring the 
antiquity and grandeur of that place, gave or- 
ders to repair the palaces, and made it his red- 
dence : but he foon fell a viftim to the unhealthy 
air of Gore and died. He was fucceeded in his 
government by Huflein KuUi, a Murkuman no- 
ble in the Imperial fervice, to whom the king 
gave the title of lord of the world •. 

The prince Soliman of Buduchlhan, being e$< Tianfaai- 
pelled by his own grandfon Mirza Shaw, was^°**^ 
about this time obliged to feek proteflion at the 
court of Agra. He foon after took leave of the 
king, to go on a pilgrimage to Mecca, after 
which he returned to Buduchfhan, and found 
means to reinftate himfelf in bis dominions. Some 
omrahs at court who envied the greatnefs of 
Koka, viceroy of Guzerat, accufed him to the 
king of treafonable intentions : they fo far pre- 
vailed upon him, that he recalled him from his 
government an^ confined him. Koka's readinefs 
to comply with the Imperial order, convinced 
Akbar that he was no ways guilty ; but that the 
whole proceeded from the malice of his* enemies : 
however, the noble Ahmed of Nefhapur, who 
had been advanced to the government of Guze- 
rat, had luffident intereft at court to retain his 
oll^ce after his predeceffbr was acquitted. 
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A. p. 1575/% Before Huffein had taken pofleffion of his go* 
Wg. 981. vernment of Bennl and Bchar, the Zemindars of 
^^'ikogili. ^^^^^ provinces had rifen in favour of Daood, 
and invefied Chawaflpoor the capital, which 
they took. Daood found himfelf foon at the, 
head of fifty thoufand horfe, and in pofleffion of 
the greateft part of thofe countries. KuUi hav- 
ing aflefaibled all the Imperial* omrahs in that 
quarter, advanced againft Daood, and that duef 
retreated beyond the pafles, which Huffein forc- 
ed, and killed above a thoufaivd of the enemy, 
who attempted to flop his march. The enemy 
on account of the narrownefs of the defile, had 
not time to efcape. Huflein immediately march- 
ed towards Daood's camp, and on the 1 5th of 
Sbawal 983, drew up his army in order of battle 
tiear to the enemy, who flood ready to receive 
him. Callapar, an omrah famous in the army 
of Daood for perfonal fbength and valor, made 
a refolute charge ypon the left of the Imperial 
line, and threw it into diforder ; while Muzife, 
who commanded the right of the Mogul army, 
had the fame advantage over the enemy on thai 
left ; in this fituation they fought in a drck, 
when Huffein made a home charge upon the cen« 
ter of the enemy, which was fu(uined with great 
bravery. At length however the gale of via:ory 
blew on the Imperial flandards, and the enemy 
were difperfed like leaves befor^ the autuipnal 
win4* Daood being taken prifoner, was accord- 
ing to the barbarous cuftom of war when tl^ 
king was not prefent, put to death by the csx^ 
queror in cold blood upon the field : his fon Ju- 
neid, a youth of great braver]^ died in a fev 
dayS of his wounds. Huffein took finmediate 
poffeffion of all Ben^, and fent all the elephants 
and other fpoils to the king. 
Traoik^ Aluziffcr in the year ^84, marched againft 
^S^'^ Rhotas, and fent gne ft^aioom to expel HuiTcin,

Callapar immediately rode up 

and he himfelf was in the mo£k imminent danger 

of being cruibed to death, had he not wounded 

the elephant with an arrow in the eye, which 

rendered the animal fo unruly, that he would 

obey no command: he therefore rufhed badi; 

through the Afghan troops, carrying oflF Calla-* 

par, which made his army believe that he fled, 

and they quickly followed him. Callapar was 

ibon overtaken and flain. Mafoom after this vic^P 

tory returned and joined Muzifier who left the 

omrah Cumbo to blockade the fort of Rhotas, 

and marched againft an Indian prince called 

Chander Sein, firom whom he took the fort of 

Savana. From thence he directed his march 

;^;ainft another Hindoo prince, from whom he 

took the fort of Keregur, iltuated in the woods 

between Behar and Bengal. The Afghans in the 

fort of Rhotas being deftitute of«provi(ions, were 

pi^vaUed updh by promifes and a favorable capi^ 

tolation to give up the place : Cumbo left Rho« 

tas under the command of his brother, and went 

himfdf to court.

2ttd was confined to his apartments : Akbar 
thought this a proper oppof tunity tct feize upon 
that country ; but he was diverted from his pqr- 
pofe by fome domefiic aflairs which occurred at 
that time, and he returned towards Agm by the 
way of Ajmere, where he appointed Muzificr to 
the high office of the Vizarit. F{om Ajmere the 
emperor marched to Delhi, and from thence he 
took the rout of CabuL When he was upon his 
way, a comet of an extraordinary magnitude ap* 
peared in the wefl* 1 he king having reached 
Adjodin, vifited the tomb of the famous poet and 
philolbpher Ferid, and quitting his refolution of 
going to Cabul, returned to Agra. 
Sn"c7in ^ great mofque in the city of Viftory, btcly 
JRn^l!" built by Akbar, was finifhed in the year gib. 
llie prince of Chandez in the Decan, in the fame 
year, imprifoned MuzifTer Huflein by the king's 
commands, and fent him to Agra* In the 
courfe of the fame year HuiTein, Governor of 
Bengal died In 987 a great fire happened in 
the city of Victory in the wardrobe, which con- 
fumed effeAs to a. prodigious amount. After 
the death of Huffcin, the Afghans began to re- 
cover in Bengal thc5r former ftrength, and to 
raife difturbanccs. To fupprefs their infurrec- 
tions the king fent his ibfter-brother Koka, late 
governor ot Guzerat;. with a confiderable army 
to that kingdom. . ^ ^ . ^ 

The king's . The prince Hakim the king's brother, took the 
ficgcrLa!' opportunity of thefe troubles to make an at- 
^^^^' tempt upon Lahore. He fent Shadinun his 
fofler-brother with a thoufand horfc, by way of 
advanced guard before him. This"*office» crolt 
ing the Nilab, one of the branches of the Indus, 
was attacked by Man. Singh, an omrahofPan* 
jab, and routed. When Hakim had reached 
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Rhotas, a fortrefs built by the emperor Shere Jn a.d. 1581. 
Punjab, Man Singh^ retreated to Lahore, whi- Hig.989. 
ther he waS purfued by the prince. He arrived 
before that city upon the i ith of "Mohirrim, in^i^^^r 
,. the year 989, and.invefted it. The place was force* him 
gaUantly defended by Seid Chan, and other no- JTeg'^*^''*'* 
bles, till the king marched from Agra to their 
relief. Upon tie approach of the royai ftandard. 
Hakim retreated to Cabul : the king purfuing 
him to Sirhind. Intelligence was brought to him 
at that place, that Munfoor Shirazi one of his 
omrahs had been carrying on a correfpondence 
with the enemy, Top which he ordered him to 
be impaled. PurfucsMm 

The king having eroded the Nilab, continued ^^ ^'*^"^" 
his march towards Cabul, and detached his fon ' \ 
Murad in front with the van guard : his fon Selim 
he left at Jelialabad. When Murad had reached 
Shuttergurdan, within thirty miles of Cabul, 
Fercdoon, a general of Hakim, attacked him in 
a pafs, and having repulfed the prince, feized 
upon all his baggage. Hakim, upon the 2d of 
Siffer 989, drew up his army before the king xotaiiy 
in order of battle. The elephants which were oyerthiowi 
with the prince Murad being ordered to ad- 
vance, fired the fmall field pieces that were 
mounted upon them, and by mere accident three 
of the chiefs who flood by Hakirn were killed : 
that pufillanimous prince immediately left the 
field, and was purfued with great flaughter. 
The king, without farther oppofition, entered 
Cabul upon the 7th of Sifier, and Hakim fled to 
Ghorebund : he from thence fent an embafly to 
the king, begging forgivenefe, which was 
granted^ him.* i he king having refigned bis con- 
queft of Cabul to Hakim, on the 14th of Sifler, 
•returned towards Agra. He on his way ordered 
a fort to bd built upon the Nilab, which he* called 
Attock, which meaifs in the Indjan language For- 
bidden ; for by the ifiperftition of the Hmdoos,

The king The troubles in Bengal ftill continuing, the 

hu"ara"in ^'^S ^^^^ ^^^ oiurah Gumbo, with a conSdcra- 
^u^^ ble force to reinforce his army in thoic parts. In 
the year 991 he made a progrefs to Friag, 
where he ordered the fort of Allahabad to hr 
built at the confluence of the Jumma and Ganges. 
Muziffer, king of Guzerat, who had been isfi 
Reunion a prifoner at large fince the reducUon of his king- 
uwrat. Jqjj^^ began now to exhibit great loyalty and a- 
fedion for the king. Akbar upon this account 
rewarded him with a large eilate, and he be- 
caifae a great favorite at court. But indulgences 
of this fort could not gratify the ambidon of 
the conquered king : he made his efcapc to Gn* 
zerat, while Akbar was at Allahabad^ and by 
the aiCftance of his former adherent, Shere, 
ftirred up a rebellion in that kingdom. The 
king, upon the firft intelligence of this infur- 
reAion, fent the noble AAemad in quality of 
governor to Guzerat, and recalled Ahmed, who 
was fufpefted of favouring MuziiTer. After the 
arrival of the new governor, Ahmed came out 
of Ahmed-abad, and halted fome days at ^ttan 
to prepare for his journey, during which timc^a 
great part of his army deferted to Muziffer. Tins 
enabled that prince to march towards Ahmed- 
abad, the capital. 

Ademad, the governor, left an officer and 
part of his troops to defend the dty, and vdtb 
the refl marched out to Pattan, w£ere Ahmed, 
the former governor, was encamped Muzificr in ^ 
the meantime^ with very little oppoiition.poflefled 
himfelf of the capital. The new governor then

prevailed upon Ahmed to accompany him, ^nd a. d. is%t. 
marched bjick to retake the place* Muzifferwho <^^*99o- 
came out to battle, defeated the two governors, 
and drove them back to Pattan. Aclemad fent 
an exprefe from Rattan, to acquaint the king of 
his misfortune. 

Akbar being informed of the untoward fitua- ^*^'jj^ 
tion of afiair» in Guzerat, difpatchAl Ruftum, famous By. 
commonly called Mirza Chan, the fon of the r^'^^l^""^ 
great minifier Byram, together with the omrahs nt. 
of Ajmere, to reftore the tranquility of that pro- 
vince; but before Mirza had reached Guzerat, 
king Muzifier had reduced the fort of Biruderra, 
which ^"as defended by Cuttub, who held Be* 
roche in Jagier from Akbar, and had there taken 
fourteen lacks of rupees belonging to the king, 
and ten crores of rupees of the property of the 
governor, who loft his life on the occafion. This 
iuunenfe acquifition of treafure enabled him to 
recruit a great army at Abmed-abad, whither 
Mirza mardied to attack him with eight thoufand 
horie. Mirza having arrived at the village of 
Sirgunge, within fix miles of the city, Muzifier, 
on the 1 5th of Mohirrim 992, marched out to 
meet him with thirty thouiand horfe, and 
drew up in his prefence. The Imperial general 
no ways intimidated by the enemy's numbers, 
encouraged his men, charged the enemy vigor- 
pufly fwor4 in hand, defeated them with great 
flaughter, and purfued them quite through the 
city. Being foon after joined by the Mogul 
omrahs of Mal^va with a confiderable force, he 
iparched after Muzifier towards Combait, and 
drove him « among the mouhtains o£ Nadout. 
Muziflkr faced about to oppofe the Mog|hls in a 
narrow defile, but he was driven from his poft by 
the artillery of Mirza, and fled towards Jpnagur, 
taking refuge with Jami, an Indian prince in t£ofe 
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A.D.1584. l^irza thinking it unneceflary to pnrfueMa- 
H>g-99«- ziffer further, returned to Alyned-abad, and fent 
diKxdT '^'Callehi to bcfiegc the fort of Beroche, which he 
took from Naur, the brother-in-law of Muaf« 
fen Naiir held out the place (even months, and 
at laft made his efcape to the Decan, Muziffer 
foon after, by the aid of Jami, and the fuha of 
Jionagur, sftlvanced to a phce calleil Mabi within 
one hundred and twenty miles of Ahmed-abad. 
iVlirza marching out to oppofe him, he was 
flruck with a fudden panic, and made a pred- 
tate retreat : but flrengthened by new alliances, 
he made a third attempt to recover his dominions, 
and engaging the Mogul army at Siranti, he was 
defeated and obliged to take refuge with Singh, 
the Indian prince of Jalla. 
* ^nuitu- Mirza five months after this laft viftory over 
cowrt. MuzifTer, was recalled to court ; but as the fii- 
gitive king began to raife his head again in his 
abfence, the king conferred the titles of firft of 
the nobles upon Mirza, and ordered him bad 
to Guzerat. This year Nizam, the fon of 
Hufl'ein fled from his brother Mortiza, king of 
the Decan, and came to the court of Agra, 
where he was gracioufly received ; and not long 
after Alia Shirazi, the moft eminent man of that 
age for learning, came alfo from the Decan, and 
had an honourable office near the king's perfon 
conferred upon him. • 

Jefimlu^'n ^" ^^^ enfuing year Murtiza, and Cnodawind, 
the Decan. omrahs of ^he Deqan, being defeated by one 
Sullabit in a civil broil, took refuge at ^gra; 
and as the king had a long time entertained 
thoughts of conquering the Decan, he fcnt 
them toP Koka, who thpn poiTefled the govern- 
ment of Malava. He ordered that omrah to 
raife all the forces of Malava, and of the adja- 
cent territories, and carry war into the Decan :

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and having conferred the title of Azid ul Dowla a. d. ^85. 
upon Alia Shirazi^ feot him to aflift Koka in ^^£-991* 
that expedition, as he was thorougly acquainted 
with the different interefts and policy of that 
country. • 

Koka having, according to orders, recruit- Koka aH- 
cd a great army, marched to the borders of his In^arm^to- 
govcrnment, ^nd found that Ali, the prince of wardsthc 
Chandez, v as inclinable to join the king of the ^^^ 
Decan. He immediately difpatched Alia to en^ 
deavour to bring him over to the Mogul intereft ; 
but that omrah returned without accompli(hing 
any thing. The omrahs Tucki and Bezad, in 
conjunction with the prince of Chandez, by the 
orders of the king of the Decan marched 
againfl Koka, who was encamped in the province 
or Hindia. Koka however did not think.it pro- 
per to enf^age them in that place, but giving 
them the flip, he entered the Decan, by another 
route, and advancing to Elicbpoor, plundered 
that dty for the fpace of three days. The ge- 
nerals of the Decan, and their ally the prince of 
Oiande.z, in the mean time ret^urned and threw 
themfelves into the fuburbs of EUchpoor, which 
obli&ed Koka, rather than rifque a battle, to eva^ 
cuate the. Decan. 

While thefe things tran.racled in the Decan i>»ft«r- 
orders were . fent to Mirza, the fon of : Byram, ouMm" 
4X>inmonly #called the firft of the nobles^ govern qwiicd. 
nor of Guierat, to come .t<> court. .He forthwith 
obeyed, aod the fugitive king MuzijBer, taking 
advantage .of hi^ abfence, advanced towards 
Darul, the deputy govetnoi* of the country, but 
he was again .defeated. 

The prince Sharoch, gVand^lbn of '^dimztiy'^'^^^^' 
fovereign of Buduchfhan, being expelled from court. 
his dominions by Abdulla, the Ufbeck, (^me this 
year to court, ai^ ranked himfelf among the 
King's omrahs ; at^ the marriage of the daugh« 
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A. D.I 585. ten of the Indian prince Baguandafi to Sc&m^ 
Hifi. 995* the emperor's eldeft fon, in* the yeaii 994, the 
king kq>t a great feftival on the Norofe *, and a 
few months after Hakim, the king's brother, 
who reigned in Cabul, died. * Akbar having ap- 
pointed Mirza a fecond time governor of Guze- 
rat, and i\]la, high-prieft of that country, fet 
out for Punjab. On his way he a^^inted Sadei 
to* the government of Bicker, and Man Singh 
the fon of Baguandafs, was fent to CabuL That 
omrah brought the children of Hakim, who 
were very young, to Lahore, and left his own 
ion invefted with the ohief authority at Ca- 
bul-

my to re- Attock upon the Nilab, he detached the pnnce 
^c CaA- sharoch, and other omrahs, with five thoufand 
horfe to reduce the kingdom of Cafhmire. He 
at the fame time difpatched Zein Koka, with 
another confiderable detachment againft the 
Afghans of Sawad and Bejoar. ^ A few days after 
he fent a detachment to reduce the Afghans 
of Rofhnai, who were idolaters of the Zendeika 
fed, and followers of an Indian fanatic, who 
calted himfelf Pier Rofhnai. The impoftor had 
converted to his fyftem of religion great num- 
bers of the inhabitants of thofe countries who 
after his death adhered to his fon, and taking 
up arms, raifed great difturbance^ in Punjab 
and Moultan. The king beiiijg; fully informed of 
the ftrength of the Afghans ofSawad and Bgoar» 
fent a reinforcement to Zein Koka. But that 
omrah was notwithfhmding defeated, and many 
perfons of diftindion, with eight thoulan^ men, 
were kuled in the adion. 
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Man Siogh^ who had been detached agaiMft a. p. 1586. 
the Roflmai-Afghane, met with better fuccefi ; J^^^'^\ 
he defeated them at Kotil with great flaughter.def^tiTife 
The king returning from Attock to Lahore, or- ^^; 
dered Man Singh t<3 proceed to Cabui, and take ^ ** 
upon him the government of that kingdom, and 
at the fame time to chaftize the Afghans. 
The daughter *of that omrah was ai/b married 
this year to the prince royal Selim* 

The army which had been detached to Cafh- T^JH^^.^ 
mire, being reduced.to great diftreis by the in aiftrcfs. 
fnow and rain, as alfo by a fcarcity of provifibns, 
were under the neceffity of making a peace with 
the Cafhmirians* The conditions were a tribute 
of faffiron to Akbar, and the regulation of the 
mint, the coin being firuck in his name : but the 
king diflatisfied with this peace, fent Mahom- 
mod Cafim, with another army to reduce that 
kingdom entirely to his obedience. This that 
general eafily accompliihed, on account of civil 
diflfenfions then raging among the chiefs of that 
country. 1 he prince Soliman, the grand&ther 
of the fugitive Sharoch, came this year from 
Cabui, and had an interview with the king. 
The embailador of the king of Tartary, who 
came to court whtle Akbar was at Attock, was 
much about the fame time difpatched with great 
prdients to his mafter. In the year 996, Jelial 
an Afghan began to become formidable, having 
defeated and nlled Hamid Bochari, and driven 
Man Sin^ from his government of Cabul. 
The king therefore lent Muttalib with an army 
againft him, who gafve him a (ignal defeat 
near I^otcl, «nd cut off great numfa^srs ^of the 
rebek. 

The prince Chulero the fon of the emperor's ^'^^^^'^g^.

Sadoc was foon ' 
after ordered back to Bicker. In the month of 
the fecond Ribbi, Zein Koka was appointed to 
the government of Cabul, and th? former gover- 
nor recalled to Lahore. At the fame time Mirza, 
the (on of Byram was ordered from Guzerat ; as 
alfo Sadoc from Bicker, fq;r it was a maxim with 
Akbar, to change the governors of the provinces 
every three years, to prevent their acquiring too 
much influence in the countries under their com- 
mand, and to ihow the people that the royal au- 
thority prevailed through all departments of the 
empire. Singh was im mediately appointed to the 
government of Behar, and the viceroyDiip of 
Caibmire was conferred upon the noble Mufli- 
iddi, Calim the former governor being called 10 
court ; Sadoc was in the mean time fent againil 
the Afghans of Sawad and Bejoar, and Ifmaiel 
who, was in that country, recalled and fent to 
Guzerat.

Akbar 
having arrived at Attock, detached Gumbo to 
drive away the Afghans of £ufoph Zei, who in- 
tefted the roads, and then proceeded, march by 
march, to Cabul. To that city Hakim and Je- 
han, who had be|n fent on an embaffy dto Ab- 
duUa, king of the Ufbecks of Maver ul Nere, 
were juft returned with an embaflStdor on the 
part of that monarch. The king having remain- 
ed two months at Cabul viewing the gardens of 
pleafure, and diftributing jufticc and charity 
among the inhabitants, conferred the govern^ 
ment upon Mahommed Cafim, and on the 20th 
of Mohirrim 998, returned to Lahore. At La- 
hore he conferred the government of Guzcrat 
upon Koka, and ordered him from Malava to 
proceed thither, while the former governor of 
Guzerat, Ahmed, fucceeded him in his prefii- 
dency. 

Koka having arrived at Guzerat, led an army Difturban- 
again ft Jami, a Zemindar of grear power in that Hmi^ci- 
province, who in alliance with Dowlat, the fon led. 
of Ami prince of Jionagur in the Decan, came 
out to meet him with twenty thoufand horfe. 
A (harp engagement enfued : Ruffi, Huflein, and 
Sherrif, omrahs of diftin^on in the empire, 
were killed on the Mogul fide, and a great num- ^ 

ber \)f men, wMile the enenfiy loft the eldeft fon 
of Jami, and that princes vizier, with four thou- 
fand Rajaputs on the field of battle. Vidory de- 
clared for the Moguls, and many more Rajaputs 
fell in their flight. 

AbduU^^the ¥ibeck, king of the weftcrn Tfar- The king 
tary, having about this time taken Buduchlhan, J^J^*' 
aad infefted the borders of Cabul, Akbar refolved 
to take up his reiidence for ibme time in Lahore, 
fearipg an irruption o& Uib^cks from the north* 
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.Jani governor of Sind, notwithftanding the 
* king's vicinity, and hid- orders to him to repair 
to court, continued refraftory, an4 prepared for 
wan Akbar difpatched Mirza the fon of Byram 
with many omtahs of diflindion, and a wdl ap- 
pointed army agaioft him^ 

In the year 999, i\hmed the governor died at 
Malava, and was fucceeded by the king's appoint- 
ment by the emperor's fon ifturad, under the 
tuition of Iflimaiel Kulli* When the prince ar- 
rived upon the confines of Gualila, he beard that 
a Zemindar of power in thofe parts, difinrbed 
the peace of the country. He immediately 
marched againft him : the enemy oppofed him 
with refolution, but at laft he obtained the vic- 
tory, and drove the rebel to the woods, where 
he died in a few days of his wounds* The Ze* 
mindar's fon fubmitted himfelf, and after paiyiog 
a proper fine, was confirmed in his paternal ter- 
ritories. The prince marched from thence, and 
foon after arrived at Malava. 

The king in the mean time fent four ambaf- 
fadors to tne four princes of the Decan. Feizi, 
the brother of the learned Abul Fa^il, to Afere 
and Burhanpoor; Amin to Ahmednagur; Ma^ 
fhadi to Bejapoor, and Mufaood to &gnagar ; 
principally with a defign to be informed of the 
ilate of thofe countries, upon which he had fixed 
aa eye of conquefl. Koka governor of Guzciat, 
who had orders to feize every o{^|)ortiinity of cm, 
larging his province, hearing that Dowlat prior 
of Jionagur was dead, marched his army to n 
duce that country, . ind after a &cgt of fe 
months, made himfelf mafter of the capital anj 
all Jts dependenciiss. * ^ 

In the courfe of the £ime year Mirza laid 
to the fort of Suvan, on the banks of the Id( 
Jani with a numerous. > army, aiul a great ti 
of artillery in boats^ advwced againfl him| 
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having arrived within fourteen miles of the placet a. d. 1591. 
he fent a hundred boats full of armed men, and ^' '^' 
forty larger o^es mounted with fwirels, to annoy 
the beliegers from the river : but Mirza having 
9rmed twenty- five bojts, fent them againft this 
fleet in the night, and having killed about two 
hundred of the enemy, put the reft to flight. Jani 
after this defeat, ^ih bis whole fleet, advanced 
to the place, and in the month of Mohirrim in 
the year 1000, landed on a fpot of ground, which 
was furrounded with a muddy channel, in which 
part of the river ran when high. Here he main- 
tained hU poft againft all the attempts of Mirza, 
and keeping his communication open by water, 
was wdl fupplied, while he took fuch methods 
to prevent provifions from coming to the Mo- 
gulsy that a great dearth foon enfued in their 
camp. 

^ Mirza reduced to this perilous fituation, found The m^^ 
bimfelf obliged to leave a part of his army before frcfs.*" 
the place, and to march towards Tatta with the 
reft. Soon after "his departure, Jani attacked. 
the detachment which was left to carry on the 
ficge ; but they defended themfelves till Dowlat 
a noble of the imperial family of Lodi, joined 
them from the main army, which was by that 
time at the diftance of one hundred and fixty 
miles, with a confiderable reinforcement. So 
expeditious was Lodi upon this occafion, that he 
marched one hundred and fixty miles in two 
days. Jani was then obliged to retreat to a 
firone poft, and throw up lines for his further 
fixunty* Mirza in the mean time returned, and 
fliut him up on one fide, while Dowlat Lodi in a 
manner bleckadbd him on th? other. He was 
therefore reduced in turn to the extremity of 
eating his cavalry and beafis .of burthen, for 
want of provifions. This diftrefs obliged Jard to 
&c f»r peace, and ha^ng given his daughter in

j^^Dj^^j^tmrrhge to Eric Murza's eldeft fon, he prcparctf 
Hig.iooc. to fet out for court to make his fuljmiffion to the 
king in perfon, as foon as the rsdns IboBld be 
over. 

Eufoph Chan, governor general of the long-* 
dom of Caflimire, had about this time by the 
king's orders, left his brother Edgar at Caflunirc, 
and pr^fented himfelf at couft. Edgar in the 
mean time married the daughter of one of the 
old royal family of Cafhmire, and by the advice 
of the chiefs of that country, exalted the ftaod. 
ard of rebellion, and read the Chutba in bis own 
name. To fupport him in his^ ufurpatioD, he 
raifed a great army ; and Cafi coUeftor general 
of the imperial revenues in Cafhmire, Hufib 
and Omri, who were inferior colledors (tf tht 
revenues on the part of the king, levied what 
troops they could upon this occafion, and gaie| 
the rebels battle: but Cafi was flain, and the reft 
of the Mogul officers driven out of Cafhmire. 

The king receiving advices. of this rcbdlioai^ 
nominated Ferid to carry on the war in thrf 
parts. That general forthwith marched with 
confiderable army towards Cafhmire. h 
as the Mogul advanced, came out to meet 
but upon tne night before the expeded en] 
ment, Edgar was treacheroufly attacked by 
roch and Ibrahim, two of his own chiefs, 
flying naked out of his tent was^murdered, 
his head fent to Ferid. The rebel army was 
perfcd, and Cafhmire reduced without fiirtl 
trouble. The king foon after made a fe 
tour to that delightful country, where he 
forty days in rural amufements.^ He confc 
the •government of Cafhmire upon ^e n( 
Eufoph, and turning towards- Rhotas, he 
met in that place in the year looi, by Jani 
Mirza the fon of Byram, from Tatta. 
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was immediately ranked mth the Sihazaris or a. 0.1591. 
Qmrahs of three thoufand, which was at that "^«- '^«*'- 
time a high dignity, and his government upon 
the Indus, reduced to the form of a province of 
(he empire. « 

Koka was this year obliged to take the field J^^^j^^^^ 
againfi a powerful chief of Guzerat, who gavekiiuhim- 
protedion to the i^nfortunate king Muziflfer. He ^^• 
obliged the chief to deliver Muziffer up; and 
that unhappy prince, wearied out vfith adverfity, 
put an end to his own life with a razor, as they 
were carrying him prifoner to the capital of Gu- 
yerat. 

Man Singh led in the courfe of this year, the ^J^ ^ 
troops in Bengal againft CuUulu the Afghan, "** ' 
who created dimirbances in that quarter, and de- 
feating him, reduced all the provinces of Orifia, 
and fent one hundred and twenty elephants 
which he had taken to the king« 

Koka being called to court to give fome ac- ^^ Ma- 
count of his adtniniftration in Guzerat, did not ed to thc**^ 
cbufe to rifque the enquiry, but putting his fe- Ko^™»«nt 
mily and wealth on board fome £bips, failed for ^ 
Mecca. The king having received advices of his 
departure, ordered his fon the prince Murad 
from Malava to that government, and appointed 
Sadoc abfolute manager of public affairs under 
htm. Sharoch the grandfon of Soliman, prince 
of Budiichfhan, was in the mean time appointed 
to the government of Malava, in the prince's 
place, and he releafed Gumbo, who had lain fix 
years in prifon, and appointed him to a principal 
department under him. Sometime before this 
period, the enthufiaflic && of Rofhnai-Afghans 
iiad anin ^egun*to raife difturbances about Kc^ilf 
bat they were defeated by Jaffer Kifvini, who 
h'Jti been lately honored with the title of the no- 
Ue Afaph, and their chief Jellali, and his bro« 
tber% taken and fent prifoners to court.

princes of country. The king therefore relolved to reduce 
the Decan. thcm to obedience, and fof that purpofe ord^ 
his fon, the prince Danial, in the year looa, 
with a great army towards the Decan : but before 
Danial had reached Sultanpoorf the king changed 
his mind zpd recalled him, giving the command 
of the fame army to Mirza, the fon of Byrara, 
known under the honourable title of firft of the 
nobles, and ordered him to continue his mardi. 
The prince Ruftum, fovereign of Kandahar, of 
the pofterity of Timur, being driven this year to 
difficulties by his own brothers and the Ufbedcs, 
came to court and prefented the king with the 
fort of Kandahar, for which he had the govern- 
ment of Moultan conferred upon him, and was 
ranked among the nobles of the empire. 
The noble Mirza, in the mean time, having 
^1 army" arrived at Mindu, Burhan fent Anaft Chan with 
entcisthat profcffions of cutirc fubmiflion, but falling fidt 
country. ^^ thc fame time, he died in the year 1003. 
His fon Ibrahim who fucceeded him in the king- 
dom of Berar, was killed foon after in battle 
againft a partizan, who had rebelled 2^nft him 
in his dominions. Munju his vizier, fct up 
Ahmed, a young child or the family of the Ni- 
zam, upon the throne : but the ©mrahs diffented 
from this mcafure, rebelled againft him, and 
befieged Munju in Ahmednagur. The viacr 
finding himfelf driven to diftrefs, fent a pcrfcn 
to Ahmed-abad the capital of Guzerat, i^ithan 
ambafly to the prince Murad, •invitjpg him to 
come to his afliftance, and he would put him in 
pofleffion of the fort. Murad having at thut 
time received orders from his father to march 
into the Decah, with th^ army from Guaerar, 

• ' • , gladly 
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gladly embraced this propofid, and fet out with a. 0.1594. 
great expedition. When Mirza, the fon of By* "^fr '^3. 
ram, who had been lying all this time idle at 
Mindu, heard of the prince's march, he began to 
^ befiir himfelf, and with his own army and thofe • 
'of the prince Sharbch, governor of Malava, 
Cumbo, the Indian prince Jaggernot, the Hin- 
doos, Durga, Ram Chund, and others, jnarched 
Cowards the Decan, and on his way induced Ali 

Erince of Chandez, to join him with iix thoufand 
orfe* He foon after joined his force with that 
of prince Murad on the borders of the Decan, 
and this numerous army, march by march, con- 
tinued its rout to the capital. 

Munju had by this time quelled the rebellion, Ahmedoa. 
and repented of his having called the prince : he fS b^Sf * 
therefore laid in a ftore of provifions in the place, Moguls. 
and committed it to the government of Bibi, the 
daughter of Huifein the Nizam of the country, 
with a ftrong garrifon, and retreated himfelf 
with the remainder of his army and a large train 
of artillery, towards the borders of Berar. Prince 
Murad and Mirza laid (iege to Ahmednagur in 
the month of the fecond Ribbi 1 004 : they em- 
ployed themfelves in carrying on approaches, 
raifing mounts, erecting batteries, and finking 
mines ; while Bibi defended the place with a 
manly refolution, and wrote to Adil the prince 
of Berar for affiflance. At the end of three 
months, the^befieged had carried five mines 
under the wall and baftions: the befiegers de- 
firoyed two of the mines by counter-mines, and 
continued to fearch for the others. The prince 
upon the firft of Regib, having prepared for the 
aflault, iet fire to the trains, upon which the 
three charged mines taking eflfea, blew up fifty 
^yards of the wall : but when the Moguls waited 
m expedation of blowing up two mines, the be- 
fieged recovered frqm their furprize, and de-

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A.D. 1 59j. fended the breach with great bravery. Thcva- 
Hig.1004. liint female leader appeared veiled, at their hod, 
and gave orders with fuch •prudence? and Iprit, 
that the aflailants were beat off in their repeated 
attempts : the heroine ftood all night by the 
workmen, and the breach was filled up before 
day, with wood, (tones, earth, and dead bo- 
dies. • ^ 
The Mo- In the mean time it was rumoured abroad that 
to i u^t* ^^^ ^^^^^ eunuch of Adil prince of Bcrar, was 
with the upon his march in conjuncUon with the forces 
bcfieged. q£ Nizam, with an army of feventy thoufand 
horfe, to raife the fiege : there being at the fame 
time a fcarcity of provifions in the Mogul camp, 
the prince and Mirza thought it advifeable to en- 
ter into treaty with the befieged. It was ffipu^ 
lated by Bibi, that the prince fhould keep pofef- 
fion of Berar, and that ^\hmednagur, and its de- 
pendencies, fliould remain with her in the name 
of Bahader, the grandfon of Burhan. Thcfc 
terms being ratified, the prince and Mira 
marched towards Berar, and repairing the town 
of Shapoor, near Battapoor, took up their can- 
tonments in that place. The prince efpoufcd 
here with great magnificence, the daughter of 
Bahader, the fon of Ali, prince of Chandez, and 
divided the province of Berar among his omrahs. 
Cumbo being about this time difgufted with fome 
indignities offered him by the prince, left Murad 
with ali his forces^ and marched without leave to 
Malava. 
troo s ^*^^ having refigned her command to Bahader, 
l^fAhmeTthe graudfou of Burhan, Abeckan AbyffiniaD, 
TUSrsTrar ^^^ Other chief$, took up the reins of govern- 
ment^ which he was too weak to bold wth flci- 
dinefs, and contrary to the advice of Bibi» 
marched with fifty thoufand horfe towards Be-* 
rar, t© expel the prince Murad. Mirza leaving 
the prince and Sadqc in Shapoor, marched wjlth 
V ■ 4' ^ent]f 
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wenty thouiand horfe to oppofe the enemy on A.D.1596. 
the banks of a riyer in that country, called t^e ^'s- ioos« 
Gane. Hiving ftopt for fome days to inform 
faimtelf of the fituation and ftrength of the ene« 
my, he forded the^riyer and drew up on the op- 
pofite bank, on the 1 7th of the fecond Jemmad 
1 005. The eunuch who commanded the fuccours 
fent by the j^rince of Berar, taking the chief 
command, drew up before the Moguls, the 
troops of Nizam on the right, thofe of Cuttub 
on the left, and his own in the center. He then 
advanced, carrying in his face the infolence of his 
own prowefs, mixed with a contempt for the 
enemy. 

The noble Mirza pofted himfelf in the center a draws 
to r cccive him : Ali prince of Chandez, and the ^^'^*=- 
Indian prince Ram Chund being at the head of a 
body of volunteers in his front, to begin the 
attack. The charge was made with fuch intrepi- 
dity on the fide of the Moguls, that they broke 
through the felei^t volunteers of the enemy, and 
fell upon the eunuch, where he commanded in 
perfon. They were however repulfed by a 
heavy dilcharge of artillery, fmall arms and rock- 
ets, which did great execution particularly among 
the Rajaputs and the troops of Chandez, who 
advanced under their fovereign Ali and the In- 
dian: prince. Both thofe chiefs were killed, with 
above three thoufand of their horfe. The center 
tmng broke,* the Ufbecks and Moguls on the left 
Dving gave way alfo, and the eunuch remained 
mafler of the field on that fide : but the noble 
Mirza, who had fhifted his poft to the right dur- 
ing the adion, had made' an impreflion there, 
and WQS pifrfuing the enemy, without knowing 
vrhat had happened on the left. Night in the 
» mean time coming on, and the enemy equally 

I^^orant 
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A.D. r596Jgnorant of what had happened on his left, 
Hig.iooi. thought he had gained a complete viftory : he 
however contented himfelf, *as it was^ow dark, 
with keeping poifeffion of the field, and permit- 
ting his troops to plunder the baggage. To ie- 
cure their plunder, half of hi3 army delcrted to 
lodge their fpoiis in places of fecurity, and the 
valiant eunuch, with the remainder, fat in the 
dark, without knowing whither to proceed* 

Mirza, in the mean time, returning from the 
purfuit, fell in with the enemy's artillery, with- 
in a fmall diftance of their general, and thiBldiig 
the enemy entirely routed, determined to re- 
main there till morning <vith the few that con- 
tinued with him, for by far the greater part of 
his army thinking themfelves deiFeated, hadfted 
full fpeed to the capital of Berar. While thii^ 
were in this perplexing fituation» the eunuch's 
troops began to light up nres and flai^beaus where 
they ftood, having heard that the noble Mim 
was near. The Mogul general being informed 
alfo, by his fpies, that the enemy was in his 
neighbourhood, he ordered fome pieces of artil- 
lery to be loaded and fired among them, which 
threw them into great confufion. Joheil imme- 
diately ordered all the fires to be extinguifbed, 
and ihifting his around, fent fcouts all round to 
colleft fuch of his troops as were difperfed over 
the plain and in the adjacent villages. 

In the mean time Mirza blew his trumpets ai)8 
beat to arms, according to his manner, which 
being heard by fuch oi his troops as were dit 
perfed over the field, they haftened towards 
him in fmall detachments. Several of the Mo- 
guls aeeting with others of the eRemy. in the 
dark, they fought and formed fuch a fcene of 
horror and confufion, as is not eafy to be d€-« 
fcribed*; while Allah ! Allah ! refounded from all 

• fid«s, 
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fides, and every eye was fixed upon the eaft^ in a.d. 1596. 
Gqpedadon of the dawn. When the day ap- "*fc* *^^- 
peared, JOheil was*feen marching towards the 
Moguls, with twelve thoufand horfe. Though 
the army of Mirz^ did not exceed four thoufand, 
he determined once more to difpute the field, 
gad formed his line to oppoie the enemy. 
The battle ngw joined with redoubled fury on 
both fides, but Joheil, after exhibiting the moft 
daring aAs of valour, funk at laft under fa- 
tigue and wounds, and fell from his horfe. A 
body of his dependants bore him inftantly off: 
his army according to cuftom followed him, and 
left Mir^a mafier of a bloody field. The Mogul, 
in no condition to purfue the run-a-ways, return- 
ed to Shapoor, to join the prince, Murad, and 
the reft of his army. 

The emperor, having about this time received '^^ "^""^ 
advice of the death of Abdulla, the U£beck, from"L. 
king of the weftern Tartary, who had long^*'"- 
threatened an invafion from the north, returned 
in iecurity from Lahore to Agra. Having in 
that city heard of the noble Mirza's vidory, he 
ient him an honorary drefs and a fine horfe, as - 
marks of his particular favour. As private ani- 
mofities had long fuhfifted between the prince 
Murad and Mirza, which being much inflamed 
by the intri^es of Sadoc, now rofe to a dan- 
gerous height ^ the king therefore thought it 
Imprudent to leave them longer together: he 
difpatched Eufoph Mufhaddi and Abul Fazil * to 
the prince, and in the year 1 006, recalled Mirza 
to the prdence. But though the whole mifun-

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A. D. 1596. derflanding had plainly fprung from the prince's 
H«. 1005. froward and jealous dii|K)iitiony the king's re- 
ientment fell upon that great man, &nd he re- 
mained a long time in difgrace. 
Prince lio- Eufoph, and Abul Fazil, in a ihort time re* 
nd^Ues. duced the forts of Narnalla, Kavile, Kerlah, and 
others, in the province of Berar ; but the prince 
Murad falling iick, died in the ny>nth of Sha- 
wal 1 007, and was firft buried in the capital of 
Berar, but by the king's orders the body was 
afterwards removed to Agra, and bid by die 
fide of his grandfather Humaioon* The king's 
grief for the death of his fon, inftead of exun* 
guifhing his deiire of conquering the Dean, 
only 4snflamed it the more, to divert his nund 
from forrow. In the mean time the omrahs 
of Nizam having gained fome flight advantages, 
defeated Shere one of the king's omrahs, who 
poflefled the country of Here, and belieged him 
m his fort. Eufoph and Abul Fazil were b 
much inferior to the enemy in number, 
that they . durft not venture upon an engage* 
ment* 
^ ^^ The king, alarmed at this difafter, reftcM'ed 
afiiniitiie the uoble Mirza to favour,' and required his 
daughter, the beautiful Jana, for his fon Dahial 
in marriage. He then difpatched him with 
that prince, and a well appointed army, to car- 
ry on the war in the Decan, and moved the Im- 
perial ftandard that way in the 1008 of the Hi-* 
gera, leaving his dominions in the eaft under the 
charge of the prince royal, the illuftrious Selim. 
In the mean time the prince Danial and Mirza 
entered the ^Decan, and as Bahader, the fon of 
Ali, prifice of Chander, was not foimd like his 
father, firm to his allegiance, and had fhut him- 
felf up in Afere, they halted upon the banks of * 

the 
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the Gang, near Plttan, and endeavoured to per- a. p. 1598. 
fuade him over to jheir interefL In the mean "'*• *^7* 
time the king had reached IVfindu, and difpatch- 
ed orders to them to proceed to Ahmedinagor 

• the capital, and inveft it: for that he himfelf 
would take up Afere in his way. 

This prince and the noble Mirza accordingly invcfls Afa. 
marched with about thirty thoufanfl horfe to-""*^^*^' 
wards Ahmednagun Abin Buchfi and other 
omrahs of the Decan, fled from that city, and 
left the Moguls to inveft the place. The king 
firft endeavoured to bring over Bahader by fair 
means, but he would not uften to^ terms. Akbar 
therefore marched to Burhanpoor, and fent his 
omrahs to befiege Afere, which lay only fix 
miles from that place. After the fiege had con- 
tinued a confiderable time, the air in the place 
on account of the number of troops which were 
cooped up in it, became very unhealthy- This 
occafioned a peftilence which fweeped the Hin- 
doos off in great numbers. Bahader, though « 
he had ftiU troops fufficient for the defence of 
the place, as well as a large magazine of war- 
like ftores, and proviiions in abundance, per- 
mitted ddpair to fiain the current of his 
mind. 

The fiege of Ahmednagur was in the mean Ahmedn*. 
time carried on vjrith great vigour, by Mirza and ^ '*^*"' 
the prince. , The city was at length carried by a 
firatagem, executed by Hufiein. This we fhall 
have occafion to relate minutely in the hiftory of 
the Decan. Ahmednagur was taken in the be- 
ginning of the year 1009: the ftrong ft>rtrefs of 
Afere, fome months after, was fur rendered to 
the king : an immenfe tresifure which had been 
accumulated there, for many ages, fell into

nagur. 
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; -' A.^fTsoo. nagjir. Ibrahim, king of Hjanagur, one of the 
r ' His. toc^. four principalities of the Decan, having foUcited 

peace and paid homage, reconciled A&ar^ who 
demanded Adil's daughter in marriage for tos 
fon DaniaU A Mogul noble^ named Huffdn, 
was accordingly difpatched to bring the bride 
A^w^rt-* and a fine from Bijanaeur. The king reduced 
^ Afere, Birltanpoor, Ahmednagur^ and Berar, 

into the form of a province, and cotifer- 
red the government upon Danial, under the 
tuition and dire^on of his fsither-in-law, Mir- 
za. The king, after thefe tranfadions, return- 
ed in triumph to the city of Agra, and 
in the year i o 1 1 , annexed his acquiiitions in 
the Decan to his other royal titles in a prod»- 
j^ ^^ mation. 
the hinori* Akbar having in the courfe of the year loii, 
Fa^u^"* recalled the great hiflorian, Abul Fazil from the 
Decan, that learned man was unfortunately at- 
tacked near Narwar, by a body of banditti of 
Orcha Rajaputs, who cut him off with a 
part of his retinue, merely to rob him of his 
wealth, and not at the inftigation of prince 
Danial, as has been malicioufly and falfely re- 
ported by forac writers. In the 1013 of the 
Higera, HufTein who had been difpatched to 
Bijanagur, returned with the royal btide, 
and the flipulated tribute.

Upotlthe firfl of Zehidge of the*year*ioi3> 
the prince Panbl died of a debauch in the city

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of Burhanpocr, in the Decan. His death ayd a. d. 160$. 
the manner of it fo much afieded the king, Hig.ion, 
who was tn a dedining ftate of health, that 
he every day became worfe, till upon the 1 5th 
of the fecond Jeipmad in the year 1014, he 
left that world, through which he had moved 
with £6 much luftre, after having reigned 
fifty-one years^.and feme months. Mahommed "» ^*»~' 
Akbar was a prince endued with many (hin-- ^'^' 
ing virtues. His generofity was great, and his 
clemency without bounds: this latter virtue 
he often carried beyond the line of prudence, 
and in many inftances paft the limits of that 
juftice which he owed to the ftate j but his 
daring fpirit made this noble error feem to 
proceed from a generous difpofition, and not 
from an eflfeminate weaknefs of mind. His 
charader as a warrior was rather that of an 
intrepid partizan, than of a great general : he 
expofed his perfon with unpardonable raflinels, 
and often attetnptcd capital points without 
ufing that power which at the time he 

poffefled. But fortune and a daring foul 

fupplied the place of conduft in Akbar : he 
brought about at once by defperate means, 
what calm caution would take much time 
to accomplifh. This circumftance fpread the 
terror of the name of this fon of true glory 
fo wide, that Hindoftan, ever fubjeft to the 
convulfions of rebellion, became fettled and 
calm in his prefence. He raifed a wall of 
difciplined valor t againft the powers of the 
north, and by his own aftivity infpired his 
omrahs with enterprize. 

f Soldiers. 
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He loved glory to excefs, and thirftej 
after a reputation for perfonal valor : he en- 
couraged learning with the bounty *of kings, 
and delighted in hiftory, which is in truth the 
fchool of fovereigns. As his warm and ac- 
tive difpofition prompted him to perform ac- 
tions worthy of the divine pen of the poet, 
fo he was particularly fond o^ heroic com- 
poiitions in verfe. — ^In jQiort, the faults of 
Akbar were virtues carried to extremes; and 
if he fometimes did things beneath the dig- 
nity of a great king, he never did any thing 
unworthy of a good man. His name lives, 
and will for ever live, the glory of the houfc 
of Timur, and an example of renown to the i 
kings of the world. 
state of Shaw Tamafp, king of Perfia, lived down 
'dcat"©?^ to the twentietn year of Akbar. He rdgned, 
Akbar? iu great tranquillity, and with feme renown, 
fifty three years. His fon, Ifmael the fecond, 
fucceeded him ; but he was taken off in lels 
than two years after his acceffion, by the 
procurement of his fifter Peria Concona, who 
was afraid of his cruelty. Mahommed, the 
brother of Ifmael the fecond, afcended the 
throne of Perfia, and reigned with reputation: 
he died in the 993 of the Higera, and vas 
fucceeded by his fon Hamza, who was af- 
faflinated, in a few months after his acceffion, 
by the procurement of his brother Kmad; 
who afcended the throne of Perfia, by the 
name of Ifmael the thii'd. Ifmael did not 
long enjoy the reward of fratricide, being, 
in Tels than eight months, murdered by Ins 
barber* His brother, Shaw Abbas the firfi> 
furnamed the Great, mounted the throne, 
and reigned with great reputation forty three • 
years. ^ The Ufbecks became formidable to 
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the Ferfians, during the interrupted rdgn^ 
between Tzpufy and Abbas« The provinoes 
on the frontiers of bidia and Perfia, remained 
in the pofleffion cf the MmpjI imperial Eunily 
ofHindShm. •

Mahommed Mauzim, Aurungxcbe^ fixowl 
£anf fucceeded his father in the thr^oe^ ooder 
the title of Bahadar Shaw. He died, after a 
fliort reigii of four years and deven months, 
and was fucceeckd fay his ddeft fon, ftfoaz d 
Dieir. 

Moaz ul Dien, ttnder the title of jBHANDxa 
Shaw, rdfipied eighteen months. * Some vritos 
do hot indude him ki the fncceflion of kin^ 
as the ' fucoeeding emperor, the ion of Azim 
Shaw, thin fecond fon of the preceding empe* 
ror, Bahadar l%aw, under the name of Flnrocli- 
iere, dated hi^ rrign from the death of his grand- 
father. 

FiRAOCHSRRE,' according to his own com* 
putatibn, rdgned fix years. * He was blinded, 
and .afterwards put to death, by the two Seids, 
upon the 11th of the fteond Jemmid» in the 1 130 
or the Higera. 

Raffbih 0l DiRjAT, the fon of Raffish d 
Shaw, th6 third fon of the emperor Bahadar 
Shaw, was raifed to the throne, by the ambitknis 
Seids; and after a nominal rdgn of three mondiSi 
was put to death hj the fitme fi&dion, by whofe 
tnterat he had obtamed the crown.— His brodier 
Raffbih ul Dowlat fucceeded him ; bat be 
died in a few days. 
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MAHOMMEDy the fonof Jdiin, andgraiK{.A.D.i7i8. 
fon ctf the emperor Bahadar. Shaw, . ac^ ^a^es 
ceded to the throne of Delhi, in the month; of ^^ 
Shawal of the year ii30Qfthe Higen-r-Msdiom^ ^ 
med, having rid himfdf of the two Seids^^ Ab* 
dalla and Haflen, who had (b long tyranmssd in 
the empire, raifing and depofing Idngs; at pleafure; 
gave hamlelf whoUy up to indolence, and the 
cnertpating pkafures of the Haram. The dif- 
trafiions, before Mahommed's acceffioa, occaii^ 
oned principally by the ambition of the Sdds, 
gave* the fim mortal woand to the Mogul cm* « 
pire, under which it has ever jinos lanflp]iflied« 
Mofl of the omrahs, either envying or c&eacfing 
the power of the Seids, formed ambitious 
fchemes of independence in their relpedive pro* 
vincies, which the a[^rent debility of the regal 
authority very much favoured. 

Ah omrah called Cuttulich Chan, who, ^asDefi^<of 
Nizam ul muluck, or reguhitor of tlie country^*** "' 
4 title given .to the ffovernor general of the 1>> 
can, commsmded, for fome years, all the rich 
provinces of tkit extenfive country. He beirig 
feniihte of the weakne& ofMahommed^ main- 
tained a great ftanding atmy,. under a pretenoe 
of keeping the unfubdued Indian princes and 
Mahrattor ** chiefs in awe. But the reabdefign

He agreed to pay tdbem ue 
Chput, or fourth part of the revenues of thoft 
pQS^inces,. which had been fubjed to their d^ 
predations. From this pufiUaiiimoua condud of 
Mabommedy we may date the irtetrievahk d^ 
cfine of the Mogul empire. That opiakMi^ 
which fupportfi government in ev^ry wmSXf^ 
was now defiroyed in Indian and each ftttj 
cfaiaftain began to fiart up into a prince, » 
he. had nodnng to fear uom. a. TOvenuncst 
whsch had betrayed fudh evident ^rmptom of 
Cisnidity.

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Chan Dowran Sumfam til Dowla was, at this oownn^s 
time, captain-general of the empire. As tlve<'^*<"^^* 
offices of paymafter-general and commander 
in chief of the troops are injudicioufly joined 
in one peribn, in 4Hindoftan, Dowran had inch 
an influence in the ftate, that he engrofled to 
himfeif all the minifierid power. He left, in 
fhort, nothing but their names in the govern- 
ment to the king and bis vizier, Kummir. 
Dowran was fly, artful; infinuating; of an 
adive and intriguing difpoiltion ; in appearance 
affuming no authority^ when, at the fame time, 
he diceded evory thing. He executed, in pub- 
lic, as by the king's orders, whatever he himfeif 
had refolved upon in private. As the indolent 
Mahommed was even averfe to the trouble of 
thinking, the fu^mftions of this artful noble- 
man, who was full of plaufibility, and prompt 
to execute whatever he advifed, were always 
grateful to the royal ear. The captain-general, 
though perfbnally brave, permitted Jus mailer's 
authority to be daily infulted by defpicable 
enemies. He foreiaw that to take the field, 
without the king, would probably put an end 
to his influence over him ; for he knew that the 
diipoiitiofi of Mahommed was fickle and incon- 
fiant ; and s^t to be fwayed to any thing, by 
every artfiil perfon near him* 

. Dowran made many unfuccefsful attempts to Kingn ii>. 
perfuade the emperor to accompany him to the ^"^^^^ 
field. The difiblute monarch was not to be re- 
moved from the luxurious indolence of the 
palace. The Mahrattors, in the mean time, 
continued their inroads. They ravaged the pro- 
vince of Quzerat, and raifed the Chou^ as far 
as the Indus. They returned back from that 
river, by the wav of ^*mere and Biaaa, and 
^read their devaftations to the very ^ates of 
A^nu The captait9*general, though much againft ^

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his inclination, found himfelf obliged to march 
againft thefe plunderers. But, inucad of daf- 
tilrng theni, be inglorioufly promifed tf> pay them

miffion, and tnilting very httle to promifo 
extorted' by fear, from Dowra^j, croffcd the 
Jumna, near Calpee, with a defign to plunder 
the province of Oud. Sadit Chan, who then 
pofTefled that fubalhip, oppofed them, between 
the rivers in the diftricl of Korah, and gave them 
a total defeat. They fled to Fcridabad near 
Delhi, whither they were clofely purfued by 
Sadit, who had, on his way, joined the impe- 
rial army under Dowran. 
Attempt Before the united armies under Dowran and 
tp«i Delhi, gj^jjj. ^^^g ^p^ |.jjg Mahrattors made an attempt 

to plunder Delhi. They were oppofed, without 
the walls, by two imperial omrahs, Haffen and 
Amir, the former of whom was killed in the 
acHon. The Mahrattors had now poffefled them- 
felves of the fuburbs, when the vizier, coming 
up with an army, put them to flight. But 
notwithftanding thefe repeated defeats, the 
Mahrattors found means to retreat, with a 
great booty, to the'Decan, their native coun- 
try. 
lued^r" The court of Delhi, finding that the Nizam 
Zm, ^ of the Decan favoured the incurfions of the Mah- 
rattors, devifed many fchemes to inveigle him 
to court, that they might deprive him either of 
his life or government. The crafty Nizam, pe- 
netrating into their defigns, conceived an impla- 
cable lasfentment againft Dowran, who, he kne«r, 
was at the bottom of the whole afiair. But 
as the empire, notwithftanding its growing inn 

becilit^', was ftill fuMciently ftrong to reduce the 

NizajD) 
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Nizam, had he broke fotth in open rebdfion, 
he thougl^t it moft prudent to obey the it>yal 
command. He, however, . previoufly ftrength- 
ened his intereft at court, by a coalition with 
many great omrahs, who were diigufted with 
the mfolence of Dowran* The Nizam, having 
taken a ftep fo neceilary for his own fafety, fet 
out for court,* leaving his fon Ghazi \il Dien in 
the government of ue Decan.^ He arrived at 
Agra, with a retinue, or rather an army of 
20000 men ; and, as he held the office of Vakeel 
Muttuluch *,. or abfolute agent of the provinces, 
he ezpeded to command Dowran, and to 
draw all the reins of government into his own 
hands. 

Sacfit, governor of Oud, pluming himfelf J^^^^** 
upon his fuccefs againft the Mahrattors, afpired 
to the minifterial power. The king continued 
to fiivour Dowran, and to fupport him againft the 
Nizam ; for, however weak Mabommed was, 
fae could not but fee through that ambitious go- 
vernor's defigns, by bis behaviour for fome 
years back.- But as the Nizam had, upon the 
^)Ot, a force to proted his perfon, and a ftrong 
party at court ; and as his fon, a man of great 
parts, commanded all the provinces of the De- 
can, the king was aiTured, that to deprive him 
of his government, woidd occafion a revolt, 
.which, in its con&quences, might prove fatal to 
the royal houfe of Tlmur. 

In the mean time Sadit, finding that he could ^'^^ 
not effeA any thing a^nft the united interefts Dor^nn. 
of the Ni^am and Vizier, who had joined fac- 
tions, was^eafily brought over to their party. 
The terms* of this coalition were, tbit when 
the mzam and Vizier ihould force themielves 
into the management of the affairs o£ govern-

SSSw ^? ^^S of P^rfi^ finding that neither fiir 
' promifes nor threats could induce Shinsa to open 
the gates of Cabul, aflaulted^the place for fix 
days together. In this defperate manner, many 
of the braveft foldiers, who fuffinr moft upon 
thefe occaiions,. fell; without maldng any im* 
preflion on the befieged : upon the feventh day, 
Nadir Shaw found means to bring over to his 

Earty, Nafir, governor of the province of Csu 
ul)' the fon of that Nafir, who was^ for trea- 
ty years, fubadar of Pelhawir. That traitor, 
with the provincial army, prefoited himfdf at 
that gate of the city which was oppofite to the 
-fide of the attack, and fent a letter to the gallant 
Shirza. He requefted immediate admittance to 
the place, to prevent his being ait off by the 
enemy ; infinuating, that his forces, when join- 
ed with the garrifon, would be a match for the 
Perfians. in the field. 

llie unfortunate Shirza, not fufpeding the 
treachery of the youne omrah, confented to re- 
ceive within the walls the women and bag- 
Stge of the provincial army ; biit in lifted tha^ 
e troops fliould encamp before the gate, till a 
council fhoukl be held^ concerning what was 
beft to be done upon this urgent occafion. The 
w6men and baggage were accortlinjgjiy admitted,* 
')vith a proper guard, and Shirza^ with a few at- 
tendants, went out to have an interview with 
Nafir. No fooner w^^ Shirza out of the city, 
'^han the ^king ofPerfia benn a general^ jifiault ; 
5B*hite one Rahim, ail -officer of th^ triitor 
'Nafir, feized upon Sbirza, and confined' him, 
'The i^o fons of Shirza, ignorant of their &- 
ther'sfate, in the mean time defended tlie gates 
1^ Mth great firmpds and refolutlon; till one qf 
^ .^ * • them 
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tliem was killed by that part of Naur's army a. d. 173$. 
that had been admitted into the city. The re- 
maining brother, in this defperate fituation, 
knew not which^ enemy he ought to oppofe, 
while the garrifon, ftruck with terror and con- 
fuiion, deferted their pofts upon the wall. Nadir 
Shaw took advantage of this panic, forced open 
the gates, took the place^ maflacred many of the 
inhabitants, and inhumanly put to death the gal- 
lant Sh^za and his fon. 

The king of Perfia found in the treafury of ^"^* 8«« 
Callul two millions, five hundred thoufand ofthadcyT 
our mcuiey in fpecie, and effects to the value 
of two millions more : in thefe were included 
four thouiand complete fuits of armout, inlaid 
with gold : four thoufand of polifhed fteel, four 
thouf^d mails for horfes, and a great quantity 
of fine tifiues and drefies, depofitdd in Cabul 
by the emperor Shaw " Jehan. The king of Per- 
fia remained at Cabul feven months, before he 
would attempt, to crols the Indus. He, ia the 
mean time, kspt up a correfpondence with the 
confpirators in Delhi, and maturely fettled his 
plan of operations. . He at length, put his army 
in motion^ and dire^ed his march to Pe{ha- 
wir. 

Nafir, the Mogul governor of Pefliiwjr, had Provinowaf 
wrote» repeatedly, to the court of Delhi, for^bmlt^ 
luccdurs; but the captain general Dowrah, !n 
Us anfwers, aSefted to defpife the king (j)f PerfiSi ; 
and infinuated, that it was impofliblb he could 
meditate the conaueft of Hindoftan. He, how- 
ever, promifed, from time to time, that he him- 
£d£ would •march with the imperial ahpy, and 
drive the invader back to Perfia. The difaf- 
• feded onirahs wrote, at the fame time, to Nafir, 
to make the beft terms he could with Nadir 
Shaw; for that there Was little hopes of his ^b^- ^>

Nadir Shaw had, by this time, croffed the Nilab^ 
one of the moil confiderable of the fire brandies 
of the Indus. He iiTued out an order to nvm 
the country, to fpread the terror of hb arms or 
and wide. 
CMAma* Daily advices of the approach of the Perliam 
came to Delhi. A general conllemation zoom 
the people, and a diAradion in the coundb S 
the government eqfued. The king and his nu- 
nifter, Dowran, were fo weak, that either the]r 
did not fufpecl the treachery of the cUfaffeded 
omrahs, or took no meafures to prevent tbdr 
defigns. New obflacles were daily tnrown in the 
way of the military preparations of Dowran, tiD 
the Nizam and his colleagues thought,, that the 
procraftination which they had occalioned, had 
lufficiehtly w^ikened the imperial caufe. 
Aomp Upon the firft of Ramzan« the Vizier, the 
i>eccmber Nlzam wd Dowrau, incampea without the dtjr, 
I- with a great train of artillery, and began to kvj 

forces. Nadir Shaw, during thefe tranfactions, 
crpffed the Bea, and on the firft of Shawal ap- 
pearfud before lahore^ ^fekiria* governor of 
the city and province, who was Inicamped wit^ 
5000. horfc before the walU, retreated into the 
dty. He, the next day^r marched out and at-

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The king of Perfia continued his march to-A.D. i7|9« 
wards Delhi, and upon the 14th of Zicada^ ap-NidirShaw 
pearcd in fight of the imperial army. The cm- JJ/^"}! ^^ 
peror was encamped Upon the fdains of Karnal ; Delhi, fc* 
fo that only the canal, which fupplied Delhi with ^'^^'^ '^* 
water, divided the armies. The Moguls had 
only pofTefied themfelves of that ground about 
two days before the arrival of Nadir l^haw, and 
had thrown up entrenchments and redoubts be- 
fore them, mounted with five hundred pieces o£ ^ 
artillery The army, which the king now com- 
manded in perfon, confifted of 150,000 horfe, 
exduiive of irregular infantry. This unwieldy 
body of militia was (^ompofed of all forts of peo« 
pie, coUecled indifcriminat^ly ii> the provinces, 
by the omrahs, who thought that a fufEdent 
number of men and horfes was all that was ne^ 
ceilary to form a good army. Subordination 
was a thing unknown in the Mogul camp : the 
private foldier, as well as the omrah, a£led only 
by the impulfe of his own mind. 

The Perfians, though not io numerous as the^*^/"^** 
Itifoguls, were under fome degree of regulation* 
The rank of Nadir Shaw's of&cers was determin- 
ed ; and his own commands were inftantly and 
implicitly obeyed. Severe toexcefs, he p?irdon- 
ed no negleA or difobedience in his omrahs. He 
has even been known to fend a mace-bearer to a 
general, at the head of 5000 horfe ; with orders 
to make him* halt and receive corporal puniih* 
ment, for a mifdemeanor, in the front of his 
own men. Though this rigor may be thought in 
Europe too tyrannical and repugnant to a miti<* 
tary fpirit ; yet, in a country where the princi- 
pled of honour are little known, fear is the 
flrongeft motive to a ftrid performance of duty -^

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A.D.i73j.norary drds from the emperor, advice came that 
the light horfe of Nadir Shaw had attacked his 
baggage. Sadit requefted of the king to be per- 
mitted to march out againft the enemy. The 
whole of this attack was a plan concerted between 
Nadir Shaw and the traitor, in order to draw the 
Moguls from their entrenchments. The king, 
however, kid his commands upoi^ Sadit to wait 
until the neit morning, when, ** by the favor 
of God," he intended to march out, with his 
whole army, to give the Perfians battle. But fo 
little did Sadit regard Mahommed's orders, that, 
as foon as he had quitted the prefence, he iflucd 
out with I ooo horfe, which he had brought from 
his government, and attacked the enemy. A 
mock engagement now commenced, between 
Sadit and a part of the Perfian army ; who were 
ordered to retreat before him. He fent repeated 
meflages, from the field to the king, requefiing 
more troops, and that he would drive the enemy 
back to Perfia. 
Dowranit- The cmpcror, juftly incenfed at the difobedi- 
^cks the ence of Sadit, would not, for fome time, per- 
mit any fuccours to be fent to him. Dowran, 
at length, prevailed with the king to permit him, 
with 15,000 men, to fupport Saddt. When 
Dowran came up to the field, Sadit, in a feigned 
attack, joined the Perfians, and permitted bim« 
felf to be taken prifoner. His defign was to get 
the ftart of his partner in treafon, tfie Nizam, lA 
engaging the Perfian monarch in his intereft. 
with great In the mean time, the troops of Sadit bang 
bravery, ftrangers to the treachery of their commander, 
joined Dowran, and continued the engagemenc 
Dowran was immediately attacked «on all fides, 
by the bulk of the Perfian army. He, however, 
for fome time, maintained his ground with great 1 
firmnefe and refolution ; and was at length uo- 
i» willingly drawn from the field, though he h|d 
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received a wound which foon after proved fnor-A.D.i7j9, 
tal, by three repeated meffages from the Idng, 
commandiog his immediate attendance. 

Mahommed was, uith good reafon, apprehen- Recalled t* 
five that the Nizam, who was then in the camp,' *""P' 
W21S preparing to ftize him, which made him fo 
anxious for the prefence of Dowran. When the 
wounded general appeared before the king, he 
told him of the fituation of affairs, and earneftly 
intreated him to permit him to return to the 
field, with the troops which were under his im- 
mediate command, as captain-general, confifting 
of 36000 men, together Math two hundred pieces 
of cannon. ** Grant my requeft,'* faid he, 
*' and you fliall never fee me return but in tri- 
** umph." 

The king was now perplexed beyond meaftire. The king 
He dreaded the defigns of the Nizam, fhould J^^of^thc 
Dowran be abfent, and, at the fame time, he Nizam. 
durft not permit the traitor to march out of the 
lines, for fear he Ihould join the Perfians. He, 
therefore, fell into the common error of weak 
minds, and heiitated, in hopes that delay would 
give birth to a more favorable concurrence of 
events. — He was deceived : the happy moment, 
for the prefervation of himfelf and the empire, 
was now upon the wing. His troops main- 
tained ftill their ground, under Muzziffer, the 
gallant brother of Dowran ; and a I'einforcement 
iNrouki turn^he fcale of vidory in their favor. 

When Dowran quitted the field, the command GaiLmt 
of thofe Moguls, who were engaged, devolved ^M^^'^if. 
upon his brother Muzziffer. That brave omrah fu- 
made a violent charge upon the Periian army, 
and penetr^ed to the very door of Nadir ^Shaw's 
tent. There, for wa^.t of being fupported from 
the camp, Muziner, All, Dowran's fon. Raja 
Gugennuil, Mullu, Eadgar, and twenty- feven

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^P^^^^ officers of diftindHon, covered one (maU fpot of 
ground with their bodies. Ten thoufand com- 
mon Mogul foldiers were (lain in thig defperate 
a^ion ; which had almoft proved fatsu to Nadir 
Shaw, for his whole army were upon the poiat 
of giving way ; feveral great detachments having 
fled back forty miles from the field of battle. 
i^fter the engagement, the few that remained of 
the Moguls, retired within the entrend-' 
ments *• 
Dowtan Dowran, though wounded, had that night an 
diet of hu interview with the Nizam, It was ^eed, that 
the whole army ihould next morning march out 
of the lineS) and attack the Perfiana in thdr 
camp* But when the morning came, Dowran's 
wound, which he had received in the arm, was 
fo much inflamed, that he could not ad, aod, 
therefore^ the meditated attack was delayed.

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cording to his own pleafure, fet a treaty on foot jld. 1739, 
with Nadir Shaw, for the immediate return oIF 
that monarch into Perfia. So little hopes had 
the Perfian, at this time, of conquering tlie Mo«. 
gul empire, that h# anally agreed for the pitiful 
lum of fifty lacks of roupees, about fix hundred 
and twenty-five thoufand pounds, tt> evacuate 
Hindoilan. • 

Sadit, who, we have already obferved, was in f'"i*y*'* 
the Perfian camp, hearing of thefe tranfadtions, ^ 
uied all poffible means to break off the treaty. 
The regard of Nadir Shaw to his plighted faith, 
was not proof againft the lucrative offers of Sadit. 
That omrah promifed to pay to the Perfian two 
crores of roupees or two millions five hundred 
thoufand pounds out of his own private fortune^ 
upon condition he fhould reduce the Nizam, and 
{dace himfdf at the head of the adminifhation. 
" In the mean time, the Nizam, who was now 
appointed captain-general by the emperor, finding 
that Nadir Shaw broke the treaty, began to talk 
in a high firain, and to make preparations for 
coming to adion with the Perfians, to which the 
king flrenuoufly urged him. But the a£tive fjpi- 
rit of Nadir Shaw was not idle during thefe 
tranfiidions. He poiTeffed himfelf of feveral 
ftrong pofts, round the Indian camp, and totally 
cut off their fupplies of provifions. The Nizam 
perceiving that he muft aA with great difadvan- 
tage, tf he fhould march out of his lines and at- 
tack the Perfians, began to renew the treaty, and 
offered more than Sadit had done to Nadir 
Shaw. 

Mahommed, being informed that thefe twoFebmary 
villains, witKout his communication, werC mak- ^^•^^*' 
ing feparate bargains, about himfelf and his em- refoivei to

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A.D.i739.1ution to throw himfelf upon the clcmcnqr of 
Nadir Shaw. " A declared enemy," ^d he to 
the few friends who ftill adhered to him, b 
^^ by no means to be dreaded fo much as fccrct 
** foes, under the fpedous chsrafter of fricnck " * 
Having, therefore, previoufly acquainted the 
Perfian of his intentions, he fet out in the morn- 
ing of the 20th, in his travelling tbrone, with a 
fmall retinue, for Nadir Shaw's camp. 
Hisrccep- The king of Perfia, upon the Mogul's ap- 
tion. proach, fent his fon, Nifir Alia, to conduft him 
to the royal tent. Nadir Shaw advanced a few 
fleps from his throne, and embraced Mahom- 
med, and fitting down, placed him upon his left 
hand. The fubftance of their converfation has 
been already given to the public by Frafer: 
and, therefore, we {hall only obferve here, 
that Nadir Shaw feverely reprimanded the Mo- 
gul, for his pufillanimous behaviour, in paying 
the Chout to the Mahrattors^ and for fuffi^ring 
himfelf to be invefted in his camp, in the very 
center of his dominions, without making one 
&igle effort to repel the invafion. 
Nidirshaw - Nadir Shaw, after this converfation, retired 
in^pcrp ex. ^^ another tent, called to him his vizier, and 
• confulted with him what was befk to be done 
with Mahommed, in this critical fituation. Ihe 
vizier told him, that, fhould he confine the king, 
the Nizam, who commanded the army, would 
immediately a<5): for himfelf ; and, as he was an 
able officer, they might meet with great diffi- 
culty in reducing him. But that, uould the 
king be permitted to return to the camp with at 
furances of fncndihip and proteftion, a party 
would*join him, that would, at leaft, be a ba- 
lance againft the influence of the Nizam. 
His policy. Nadir Shaw faw the propriety of what his vi- 
zier advifed. He immediately returned to the 
royal tent, and •told Mahommed, that, as K- 
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thcrto the Imperial houfe of Tioiur had not in- a. d. 1739, 
jured the Perfians, it was far from his intentions 
to deprive ^ahommed of his kingdom. " But," 
laid he, with a determined look, '^ the expence 
of this expedition muft be paid, and, during 
the time of coUe^ng the money, my fatigued 
army muft refreih themfdves in Delhi." The 
emperor mad^ little reply to Nadir Shaw's dif. 
courfc. He was, however, permitted to return 
to his camp, and the Perfian began to lay 
ichemes to feize the Nizam. One Cafim Beg 
was employed in this affair. He, in Nadir 
Shaw's name, made the Nizam many proteftati-* 
ons of friendfhip, and obtained a promife, that 
he would vifit that monarch in his camp. He 
accordingly, upon the 24th, fet out, and was, 
immediately upon his arrival in the Perfian lines, 
feized, and, together with fome great omrahs 
iKrho attended him, confined. 

Mahommed, looking upon the Nizam's con- ^**™*'^ 
finement as a plan laid by the traitor himfelf, in 
order that he might negotiate matters with the 
Perfian vfith more fecurity, determined to pay a 
iecond vifit to Nadir Shaw. — ^That monarch had, 
by this time, fecured moft of the Mogul omrahs^ 
one after another, and when the emperor, upon 2^,j^n>. 
the 26th, arrived in the camp, a tent was pitched mcd^s w- 
for him near the royal pavilion. The unfortu- ["jfi^^J^J. 
nate Mahomoied was carried into his tent, and fortunes. 
left for fome time alone. ' A collation was 
brought him, and he ate very heartily; with- 
out betraying any fymptoms of being affedled 
^th his unhappy fituation. Nadir Shaw was 
greatly aflonifhed when he heard of Mahom- 
med's behaviour, and exclaimed : " Whirt kind 
*^ of man mufl this be, who can, with fo much 
► •* indifference, give his freedom and empire to 
*^ the wind ? But we are told, by the wife, that

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A. D. 1739." fuffcr patiently, or to aft boldly; to dcfpife 
the world, or to exert all the powers of Ac 
mind to command it, Tliis man* has cholen 
the former : but the latter was the choice of 
Nadir Shaw.'* 
ufcd with Though Mahommed was Tiindered from ^^ 
N»dLbhaw. turning to his own camp, he was permitted to 
have all hi^ domeflics about him, who amounted 
to three thoufand. A thouiand Perfian horle 
mounted ^uard upon him : but this preteDded 
honor, which was conferred upon him, was a 
certain badge of his forlorn condition. In the 
mean time, Kummir, the vizier, Surbultind 
Chan, the Nizam, and all the principal Mogul 
omrahs, were kept in the fame kind of honon- 
ble confinement. The Perfian bad now notbiog 
to fear from an army without officers. He en- 
tered the camp, feized upon the ordinance, the 
military cheft, the jewel-office, the wardrobe 
and armory.— He ordered three months pay to 
be immediately advanced to his troops, and the 
bed of the artillery he fent off to Cabul. 
Match 2. Upon the 2d of Zchidge, Nadir Shaw moved 
Who fronx Karnal towards Delhi* The emperor, 
Dci^K** '^ guarded by ten thoufand men, marched a fcv 
miles in his rear. The Mogul army were, at the 
fame time, ordered to march in two irregular 
columns, one on each fide of the Pcrfians, the 
front of whofe column was advanced two miles 
beyond the other two. By continued marches; 
Nadir Shaw arrived upon the 8th in the fuburbs 
of the city^ He himfelf, at the head of 12000 
horfe, entered the city next day. 
Bchavioor ^ '^^^ ^"g o( Pcrfia, finding himfelf in poffct 
to ihc tiu fion of t)elhi^ called the Nizam and Sadit into 
ram, &c. j^j^ prcfence, and addreffed them in the foUowiiig 
extraordinary manner : • " Are not you botE • 
" moft Ungrateful villains to jrour king and 
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country ; who, after pofleffing fuch wealth and a. d. 1739 
dignities, called me from my own dominions, 
to ruin* them and yourfelves? Vut I will, 
fcourge you all with my wrath, which is the 
infirument of th^ vengeance of God.*' Hav- 
ing fpoke thelc words, he fpit upon their beards, 
the higheft afTront polTible to Muflulmen, and 
turned them, ^with every mark of • indignity, 
from his prefence. 

After the traitors were thruft out into tl:c 
court of the palace, the Nizam addrefled himlelf 
to Sadit, and fwore, by the holy prophet, that 
he would not furvive this indignity. Sadit ap- 
plauded his refolution, and fwore he would fwiil- 
low poifon upon his return home ; the Nizam did 
the fame ; and both, determined in appearance 
upon death, retired to their refpedive houfes. 

Sadit, in the mean time, fent a trufty fpy to]?|^^''^ 
bring him intelligence when the Nizam fliould ieanv 
take his draught. The Nizam, being come home, ^^^^^^' "• 
appeared in the deepeft affliction : but having 
privately intimated his plot to a fervant, he or- 
dered him to bring him the poifon. The fervant 
2,6tcd his part well. He brought him an innocent 
draught, with great reluctance. The Nizam, 
after fbme hefitation, and having formally iaid 
his prayers, drank it off in the prefence of Sadit's 
fpy, and foon after pretended to fall down dead, 
1 he fpy haf^ened back to his mafter, and told 
Bim that the Nizam had juft expired. Sadit, 
afhamed of being outdone in a point of honor by 
his fellow in iniquity » fwallowed a draught of 
real poifon, and became the juft inftrument of 
puDifliment to his own villainy. The Nizam 
was not afhamed to live, though none had 
greater, reafon. He even prided in that wicked 
trick, by which he had rid himfelf of hjs rival, 

and 
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A.D. 1739. and afterwards adually enjoyed the intended 
fruits of all his villainies. 

Gates of The Perfian, in the mean time, pl!U:ed guards 

Delhi flint, upon the gates of Delhi, with orders to pcnnit 
no perfon whatever to pafs in^or out without his 
fpecial licence* Thefe ftricl injunctions were 
given to prevent the inhabitants from evacuating 
the place, and from carrying aw^y their wealth. 
He, at the fame time, iflued his commands, that 
no perfon whatfoever fhould be molefted; but 
he demanded twenty-five crores, about thirty 
millions of our money, as a contribution for 
Iparing the city. 

Whilft the magiftrates were contriving ways 

u^nllm" and means to raife this enormous fum, by laying 

pofcd. a tax in proportion to their wealth on individu- 
als, famine began to rage in the city, as all com- 
munication with the country was cut off. Upon 

March 10. ^^^ ^^^^^ Nadir Shaw ordered the granaries to be 
opened, and fold rice at a certain price. This 
occafioned a prodigious mob in all the public Ba- 
zars, particularly in the Shawgunge, or royal 
market. A Perfian foldier in this market, feeing 
a man felling pigeons, feized by force upon his 
bafket. The fellow, to whom the pigeons be- 
longed, made a hideous outcry, and proclaimed 
aloud. That Nadir Shaw had ordered a general 
pillage. 

Atnmuit '^"^ "^^^ immediately fell upon, the Perfian^ 
who was protefted by fome of his own country- 
men. A great tumult arofe, and fome pcrfons, 
bent upon more mifchief, cried aloud. That Nadir 
Shaw was dead ; and that now was the time to 
drive the Perfians out of the city. The citizens, 
who inb general carried arms, drew their fwords, 
and began to cut to pieces the Perfians, where- 
ever they could be found. The report of the • 
death of Nadir Shaw flew, like Ugbtning, 

through ! 
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through every ftreet in Delhi ; and all places a.d. 1759. 
were filled with tumult, confufion, and death. 
It was noV dark, and the Perfians, who had 
been ftraggUng through the city, returned to the 
citadel, except two thou(and who were killed by 
the mob. 

About twelve o'clock at night, the king ofNad^''^^*^ 
Perfia was informed of thefe tranfaftions. He Jhc^tumuU. 
immediately ordered what men he had with him 
under arms, and, putting himfelf at their head, 
marched out as far as the Mufgid of Rofliin ul 
Dov^lat. He thought it prudent to halt there till 
day-light Ihould appear. He, in the mean time, 
fent for the Nizam, Sirbillund, and Kimmir the 
Mogul vizier, and threatened to put them to in- 
ftant death, charging them with fomenting thefe 
tumults. They (wore upon the Coran, that they March u. 
were innocent, and he pardoned them. When 
day began to appear, a perfon from a neigbour- 
ing terrace fired upon Nadir Shaw, and killed an 
officer by his fide. The king was fo enraged, 
that, though the tumult had, by this tinie, to- 
tally fubfided, he ordered the officers of the ca- 
valry to lead their fquadrons through the ftreets, 
and fome mufqueteers to Icour the terraces, and 
to commence a general maflacre among the 
unfortunate inhabitants. This order was execu- ordcr* a 
ted with fo much rigor, that, before two o'clock naflkcw. 
.in the afternoon, above 100,000 without difiiinc- 
tion of age, fex, or condition, lay dead in their 
blood, though not above one third part of the 
oty was viuted by the fword. Such was the 
panic, terror and confufion of thefe poor wretch- 
es, that inftead of bravely oppofing death, the 
men threw down their arms, and, with their 
\xrives and children, fubmitted themfelves like 
iheep to the flaughter. One Perfian fol4ier often 
butchered a whole family, without meeting with 
imy refiflance. Xbe Hindoos^ according to their 
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A.D. 1739. barbarous cuftom, (hut up their wives and daugh* 
ters, and fet fire to their apartments, and then 
threw themfelves into the flames. ^ThouiaDds 
plunged headlong into wells, and were drowned; 
death was feen in every hocrid ihape ; and, at 
laft, feemed rather to be fought after than 
avoided. 

The king of Perfia fat, during this dreadful 
fcene, in the Mufgid of Rofhin ul Dowlat. 
None but the flave durft come near him, for his 
countenance was dark and terrible. At length, 
the unfortunate emperor, attended by a num- 
ber of his chief omrahs, ventured to approadi 
him with downcaft eyes. The omrahs, who 
preceded Mahommed, bowed down their fore- 
heads to the ground. Nadir Shaw fternly alked 
them what they wanted ? They cried out, with 
one voice, " Spare the city.** Mahommed faid 
not a word, but the tears flowed faft from his 
eyes. The tyrant, for once touched with pity, 
ineathed his fword, and faid, ^^ For the fake of 
** the prince Mahommed, I forgive.'* 

HU^f^tity No fooner had he pronounced thefe words 
than, according to our author, the mafiacre was 
fiopt; and fo mftantaneous was the efied of his 
orders, that in a few minutes every thing was 
calm in the city. He then retired into the dta^ 
del, and inquired into the original caufe of this 
tumult. The noble Seid Neaz, the .fuperintend; 
ant of tlic royal market, for having been aftivc 
in this afiair, was put to death. Kifrac, a brave 
omrab, for having defended his houfe againil 
the Perfians who came to maffacre his family^ but 
who had not been concerned in the tumult, was 
beheaded* *

Moguipur. tisfied. ^Hc fent detachments daily to plunder * 
the villages near Delhi, and to put all the inha- 

bitanfe 
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bttants to the fword. Sue thoufand of the inha- A.D.1739. 
bitants of Mogulpurra were cut off for a very 
trivial ofieace. He fent a party into the royal 
market, where the tumult firft arofe, and or- 
dered feven hundred perfons to be feized in- 
difcriminately, and* their nofes and ears to be 
cut off. 

When now ^1 difturbances were quelled by The city 
the blood of the unfortunate Delhians, the king p"'*«^**- 
of Perfia had leifure to pillage the dty at plea- 
fure. He feized upon the public treafure and 
the regalia of the Mogul emperor. In the trea- 
fury fever al vaults were difcovcred, in which 
much wealth lay concealed, as well as many 
valuable effbc):s. In the public treafury was 
found in fpecie, near four million llerling : in 
the private vaults were two millions five hundred 
thouiand. The jeweUofEce was eftimated at 
thirty millions fterling, including the famous 
throne of the Mogul emperors, which was va- 
lued at more than twelve millions. The royal 
wardrobe and armory were reckoned worth 
leven millions fterling. Eight millions were 
raifed in fpede, by way of contribution, upon 
the dty, and about ten millions in jewels; ail 
which, together with horfes, cameb and ele« 
phants, amount to about iixty-two miUiona five 
hundred thouland pounds, of our money. 

Great cruelties were e^zerdfed in levying the Nadir 
Cbntributiooa* upon the city. Under an arbi* ^ISty- 
trary government, Uke that of India, individuals 
find it neceffary to conceal their wedth. Some 
onurahs^ therefore, who had very little, were 
taxed very high, whilft others who were zich 
came off with a moderate fum. Many fif the 
former, under the fuppoiition, that they adhi- 
I ally poflejQEed mote wealthy were, after they 
had given all they were worth in theVorld^ 

% tortured 
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A. D. 1739. tortured to death ; whilft others, to avoid pain, 
fhame and poverty, put, with their own hands, 
an end to their miferable exiftence. • 

Upon the 2 1 ft of Mohirrim, the king of Per- 
fia celebrated the nuptials of his fon, the prince 
Nafir Ali, with the daughter *of Ezidan, the fon 
of Kam; and grandfon of the famous Auning- 
zebe. Th^ Shaw himfeif difcovered a violent' 
defire to efpoufe the beautiful daughter of 
Muziffer * ; but he was prevented by one of his 
wives, who had the art to command the furious 
fpirit of Nadir Shaw, which the reft of the world 
could not controuU

city were kept Inut. Famine began to rage 
every day more and more ; but the Shaw was 
deaf to the miferies of mankind. The public 
Ipirit of Tucki, a £a.mous ador, deferves to be 
recorded upon this occafion. He exhibited 2 
play before Nadir Shaw, with which that mo- 
narch was fo well pleafed, that he commanded 
Tucki to aik, and what he wiflied ihould be 
done for him. Tucki fell upon his face, and iaid, 
O king, command the gates to be opened, that 
the poor may not perifli." His requeft was 
granted, and half the city poured out into tbe 
country ; and the place was fupplied in a few days 
with plenty of provifions. 
Mahom. Thc king of Periia, having now raifed all 
ruth's"" the money he could in Delhi, rcinftatcd Ma- 
tiie throne, hommcd in the empire, upon the third of Si&r, 
with great folemnity and pomp. He placed 
the crown upon his hed^d with hb own hand, and 
prefented him with a rich honorary dreis ; dif*

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tributing, at the fame time, forty more among a. 0.1739- 
the Mogul omrahs. He then gave to the empe- 
ror {bme fcftruftions concerning the regula- 
tion of his army ; to which he added fome ge- 
neral maxims of government* He put him 
upon his guard againft the Nizam, who, he 
plainly perceived, afpired above the rank of a 
fubjed. " Had not I," faid the king of Perfia, 
" fooliflily paffed my word for his fafety, the 
'* old • traitor fhouid not live to difturb Ma- 
hommed." 

Every thing being ready upon the 7th, for S*J^h^^,\*^ 
Nadir Shaw's return to Perfia, ftrict orders were wardsPcr- 
iflued to his army to carry no flaves away,^**' 
nor any Indian women, contrary to their in- 
clinations, upon pain of immediate death. Be- 
fore his departure, he obliged Mahommed for- 
mally to cede to the crown of Perfia, the pro- 
vinces of Cabul, Pefhawir, Kandahar, Ghisiini, 
Moultan and Sind, or, in in general, all thoCe 
countries which lie to the northweft of the 
Indus. The whole of the treafure which Na- 
dir Shaw carried from Hindoftan, amounted, by 
the beft computation, to eighty millions of our 
money. 

When this deftruftive comet, to ufe the ex- "*» charac- 
preflion of our Indian author, rolled back from 
the meridian of Delhi, he burnt all the towns 
and village ip his way to Lahore, and marked 
his route with devaftation and death. ^^ But 
^ before he di&ppears behind the mountains of 
♦* Perfia," fays our author, continuing the me- 
taphor of the comet, " it may not be improper 
** to throw fome light on the charader of this 
♦*fcourge of Hindoftan.** Nadir Shaw, together 
with great firength of body, was endued with

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A* D. 1 7S9. uncommon force of mind. Inured to fatigQe 
from his youth, flruggling with dangers and 
difficulties, he acquired vigor from^oppofition, 
and a fortitude of foul, unknown in a lite of 
eafe. His ambition was unbounded and undif- 
gui^ed : he never fawned fx>r power, but de- 
manded it as the property of his fuperior parts. 
Had he been born to a throne, I\e deferved it; 
had he continued a fubje£t, his glories would 
have been lels dazzling, but more permanent and 
pure. 

In a country where patriotifm and honoar 
are principles little known, fear is the only 
means to inforce obedience. This rendered 
Nadir Shaw fo cruel and inexorable, that often, 
in his rage and the hurry of adion, he inflided 
general punifliments for the crimes of a far* 
Courage, which he poflefled in common witji 
the lion, was his only virtue; and he owed his 
greatnefs to the great defers of his mind. Had 
his eye mel$:ed at human miferies, had hbfool 
ihuddered at murder, had his breaft glowed 
once with benevolence, or, had his heart revdted 
at any injuflice, he might have lived to an old 
age, but ne would have died without the name 
of Nadir •. 
Ambition The king of Perfia having evacuated India, 
Niiam. ^^ Nizam began to difco ver nis own ambitious 
defiens. His rivals were now all removed ; (osoc 
by his yillainy, and others by ^voraUe acd- 
d^nts. Without oppofition, the management of 
a£^rs fell into his hands. Though he itigtc&^i 
in £»^ the whole power, he detegated tbe 
great offices of the ftate to others. Tbe nave 
q£ yiffier was Ketiained by Kimmeri and ibat d

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captain-general, was conferred upon the Nizam's a.d. 1739. 
fon, the noUe Ghazi ul Dien. He appointed 
Emir (ubadir of Allahabad, which fo difgutted 
Mahomed Bunguifli, to whom that government 
was promifed by th^ former adminift ration, that 
he left the court without leave, and repaired to 
his eftate at Ferochabad. 

The government of Oud being vacant by the Scifdar 
death of Sadit, that fubalhip was conferred upon |"J| ^^^^ 
an omrah, called Seifdar Jung, together withoud. 
the title of Burhan ul muluck. The Nizam, 
having nothing to fear from the fubas of the 
other provinces, continued them in their em- 
ploys. Notwithftanding the fevere blow which 
the empire had juft received, no meafures were 
taken to revive the declining power of the 
crown. This was, by no means, the intereft of 
the Nizam, who now aflumed every thing of the 
king, but the name. 

Mahommed having fufiered himfelf to be debility of 
divefted of his power in his capital, it could '^^"^p"^* 
not be expeded that his authority fliould be 
much regarded in the provinces. The nabobs 
and Indian princes, throughout the empire, paid 
DOW little attention to the firmans of the court 
of Delhi. Each of them entertained ideas of 
independence, and adually poffeffed a regal au- 
thority in their governments. — The Mahrattors, 
who had, for«fome time back, made large ilrides 
to eftabliih the ancient Hindoo government in 
India, in the year 1 153, made an incurfion into 
the Carnatic with an army of eighty thoufand a.d.i74o. 
horfe, under the command of Ragojee. Hav- 
iBg forced the paffes of the mountains, they 
fell unexpeft^dly upo.n Dooft Ali, nabob of that 
province, in fubordination to the Nizam, who 
rwas governor-general of the Dec2\n. Thejforces 
of Ali Dooft were defeated, and he himfelf, to-

AfTaiff of Sipadar Ali, the fon, and Chunder Saib, the 

thcDccan. f^j^.j^j^^ ^f jj^ft ^li, had ftUl confidcTabk 

armies under their command. But both hav- 
ing views upon the ffovemment of the pro- 
vince, inftead of oppoung the M^rattors, com- 
mitted hoftilities upon one another. Thecon- 
fequence was, that they were obliged to ihut 
themfelves up in places of ftrength, the firft io 
Velour, and the latter in Trichinopoly. The 
enemy were, by this means, permitted to ravage 
the province at their leifure, and to raife heavf 
contributions upon the inhabitants. 

Sipadar Ali, finding he could e&d nothing 
in the field againft the Mahrattors, iet a n^oda- 
tion on foot with them, by the means of his la- 
ther's minifter, who had been taken prifonerin 
the adion by thofe barbarians. It was at lafi de« 
termined in private, that, upon condition the 
Mahrattors^ fliould immediately evacuate the 
Carnatic, they ihould receive one hundred iacb 
roupees, at ftated periods ; and that, as a feoiri- 
ty for the payment of this fum, they fhould be 
put in pofleflion of the territory of Trichino- 
poly. One of the terms was, that Sipadar Aii 
ihould be acknowledged nabob of the Car- 
natic. 

Ali, having thus ftrengthened tiimfelf witi 
the alliance of the Mahrattors, his brother-in- 
law thought it prudent to pay him homage a( 
Arcot; not knowing that Trichinopoly, and 
thofe diftrids which he poflefied, had been made 
over tq^ the Mahrattors. The barbanians, in tie 
mean time, returned to their own dominions; ;_ 
but, about fix months thereafter, they made a 
fecond Irruption into the Carnatic, to take pof- 

feffim 
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feifion of the territories which had been private- a. d. 1740. 
ly ceded to them by Sipadar Alt Cbunder Saib 
ihut himfeif up in Trichinopoly ; and after fuf- 
taining a fiege of three months, was, upon the 
feventh of Mohirrijp, 1 1 54, obliged to furrender 
at difcretion. 

Thcfe tran(aclions in the Decan did not dif- ^ J*^r* ^ 
turb the peace at Delhi. The king and his 
minifters continued in a profound lethargy ever 
iGoce- the invaiion of Nadir Shaw, and feemed 
indifferent about the affairs of the dillant pro- 
vinces. But a preffing danger at home roufed 
them for a moment. A fellow, from the low 
rank of a grals-cutter, raifed himfelf to the com- 
mand of a gang of robbers. As in the debili- 
tated fiate of government, he committed, for 
fome time, his depredations with impunity, 
bis banditti, by degrees, fwelied to an army 
of twelve thou(and men. He immediately a£> 
fumed the imperial eniigns, under the title of 
Daranti Shaw. This mufliroOm of a king was, 
however, foon deftroyed. Azim Alia, a gallant 
omrah, was fent againft him with an army from 
Delhi. He came up with the rebels, cut the 
moft of them to pieces, and flew Daranti in the 
a^on. This happened in the 1153 of the Hi- 
gera. 

In the month of Regib, 1154, Sipadar All, 
nabob of th^ Carnatic, was affaifinated by his 
l>rother-in-law, Mortaz Ali, who immediately 
acceded to Mufhud. But a general mutiny 
arifing in the army, the murderer was obliged 
to fly from his capital, in a female drefs ; and 
Mahummud, the fon of Sipadar, was proclaimed 
fiiba of the Carnatic. • 

The Nizam, who claimed the fovereignty o(^^^^ 
the Decan, feeing thefe repeated revolutions in into the 
the Carnatic, without his concurrence/ began ^*""* 

• A a 2 to 
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A.D. 1741. to prepare to leave the court of Delhi. He fct- 
tied his affiiirs with the miniftry, and returned to 
Hydrabad. He immediately coUeAed* an army, 
and, in the month of Ramzan, 1155, marched 
towards the Carnatic with ngar three hundred 
thoufand men. In the Si&r of 1 1 56, the Nizam 
arrived at Arcot without oppofition ; and fouod 
the country in fuch anarchy and confuiioii, 
that no leis than twenty petty chiefs had affumed 
the titles of Nabob. The Nizam made a regula- 
tion » that whoever ihould take the name of 
Nabob, for the future, without permiffioo, 
ihould be publicldy fcourged; and raifed im- 
mediately AbduUa, one of his own generals, to 
the fubafiiip of Arcot ; ordering the foo of 
Sipadar Ali into confinement. He, at the fiune 
time, poflefTed himfetf of the city of Trichioo- 
poly by means of a fum of money which he ga?c 
to Malhar Raw, who commanded there on the 
part of the Mahrattors. 
Settles that Tije Nizam, without drawing the fword, 
country, ^j^^^ fettled the afiairs of the Carnatic He re- 
turned in triumph to Golcondah, whither Ab- 
dulla, the new governor of Arcot, accompani- 
ed him; AbduUa, returning towards his go- 
vernment, was, the firft night after his takiog 
leave of the Nizam, found dead in his bed. 
Abdulla was fucceeded in the Nabobihip of Ar- 
cot, by Anwar ul Dien Chan ; wly), according 
to the accounts of fome fufpicious Afiatics, was 
faid to have made away with his predeceifor i& 
office. There was, however, no reafonable 
foundation }br this fufpicion.* He was defcend- 
ed of one of the nobleft of the Mogul families 
and remarkable for his juftice and moderatioQ* 
At once a foldier and a fcholar, he was fitted 
both fgr the field and cabinet. His talents pro- * 
cured to him the government of the Gametic; 
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he made difierent pilgrimages to Mecca, wkkhA.D.1741. 
made him as much revered for his piety, as he 
was efteexxUMi for his abilities. He died in arms, 
at the age of eighty, in defending his dominions 
againft the enemies^ of Great Britain. 

The Nizam in this abfblute manner difpoTed Becomcsin- 
of the provinces of the Decan, without the con- ^^'^ *°'* 
currence of the court, and adually became king 
of that country, though he never aflumed that 
title. In the mean rime, the Nizam*s fon, Gha- 
zi ul Dien, overawed the emperor at Delhi, and 
left that indolent prince no more than the mere 
fliadow of royalty. 

Whilft the Decan, that great limb of the Mo- R«^o^' « 
gul empire, was cut oflF by the Nizam, Aliverdi °^' 
Chan ufurped the government of Bengal, Behar, 
and Orifla. This fellow was once a common 
foldier, who, together with his brother Hamed, 
came from Tartary in queft of fervice to Delhi. 
In that dty they continued for fome time in the 
fervice of the iamous Dowran, and afterwards 
became menial fervants to Suja Chan, nabob of 
Cattack. Suja Chan, after the death of Jaffier, 
fucceeded to the government of the three pro^ 
▼inces of Bengal, Behar, and Oriffa. The two 
Tartars, being pdTeffed of good natural parts 
and fome education, rofe gradually into office, 
and were greatly favoured by the nabob. Hamed 
had, in a manner, become his prime minifter, 
and, by his political intrigues in the Haram, 
obtained the place of Naib, or deputy of the pro- 
vince of Behar, for his brother Aliverdi, who 
was then a captain of borfe. Aliverdi v/zs ndt 
long eftabliflied in bis high employ, when he 
began to tamper with the venal miniftry oi Delhi, 
for a feparate commiOion for the province, which 
he then held of Suja Chan. Money, whjch has 
great influence in every country, is all power* 
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A.D. I74I. ^l in Hindoftan. Aliverdi ftrengthened his (b- 
licitations with a round fum, and, by the means 
of the captain-general Dowran, became indepen- 
dent fuba of Behar. 

Suja Chan dying foon after, was fucceeded m 
the fubafliip of Bengal by bis fon Sirfaraz. Wc 
do not mean to infinuate, that he had any right 
of inheritance to his father's government, ex 
that the fubadary had been eftabliflied in his 
family by any grant of the crown, which was 
contrary to the efiablifhed laws of the empire: 
but the imperial authority was now fo weak, 
that the nabobs took upon themfelves to be- 
queath the governments to their fons, who were 
afterwards, through a fatal necefiity, generally 
confirmed from Delhi. 

Sirfaraz, being a man of a haughty and impe- 
rious difpoiition, foon loft the afie^on of all his 
officers. He difgraced Hamed, and tarnifiied 
the honor of the powerful family of thofe opu* 
lent merchants, the Jagga Seat, by a fooiiih 
aft of power. Hamed, however, took advan- 
tage of Jthe diiaffeftion to Sirfaraz's govern- 
ment. He formed a confpiracy againft the na- 
bob, and invited his brother Aliverdi to invade 
Bengal. Aliverdi accordingly marched from 
Patna, in the month of Ramzan 1154, and en- 
tering Bengal, defeated and killed Sirfaraz, at 
Geriah, near Muxadabad, and, without fur- 
ther oppoiition, became fuba of tfie three pr<)- 
vinces. 
Impolitic 1 he weak emperor, inftead of chaflifing the 
bchavbur ufurper with an army from Delhi, fell upon an

pcror. expedient, at once difgracerul and impoliuc. 
The ^lahrattors threatened Mabommed for 
the Chout, which, before the Periian inva- 
fion, he had promifed to pay them ; and he< 
gave Chem a commiiTion to raife it themfelves

upon the revolted provinces* The Suu * Raja, a d. 1742. 
the chief of the Mahrattors, fent accordingly an 
army of 50^)00 horie, from his capital of Sattara, 
to invade Bengal. This force, under the con- 
daGt of Bofcar Pupdit, ravaged, with fire and 
fword, all thofe diftri&s which lie to the weft of 
the Ganges. 

^verdi, who was a brave foldier, defended AiiTcrdi 
himfclf with great refolution. But he owed STgo'lfem! 
more to his villainy than to his arms. Having ment of 
found means to affiiffinate the leader of the Mah- ^°«*** *^' 
rattors, he forced them to retreat. — ^When the 
news of the murder reached the ears of the Suu 
Raja, he ordered two other armies into Bengal ; 
one by the way of Behar, and another by that of 
Cattack. The firft was commanded by Balla 
Raw, and the latter by Ragoiee.— — Aliverdi, 
not being able to cope with this great force in 
the field, had reconrfe to art. He fowed diflen* 
fion between the' two chiefs ; let a private treaty 
on foot with Balla Raw ; who, having received 
two years Chout, evacuated the provinces, leav- 
ing fai8 colleague to make the beft terms he could 
for himilelf. The fcale was now turned againft 
the Mahrattors. Ragojee retreated to Cattack, 
and, with confiant incurfions and flying parties, 
gready harrafied the provinces. The good for- 
ume of Aliverdi at length prevailed, and he 
iaw himielf^ independent fovereign of Bengal, 
*Behar, and Orifia : though, to quiet the minds 
of the people, he pretended to poflefs grants 
from the court, . which he himfelf had aSually 
forged. 

We have been purpofely fucdnd on the man- 
ner in which the Decan and Bengal were dif- 
membered from the empire, . as the rafts are

vinces. This fufaject has hitherto bAn touched 
by no writer, and very few Europeans in Alb 
have made any conikLcrable enquiries ccmcera* 
. ing it, 

coi^r ' During thefe tranfadions, nothing happened 
at Delhi, but the intrigues and iadions of a 
weak and corrupt adminiftration. hi theyar 
1157, All Malmooiniud, a Patan of the Rdiifla 
tribe, Zemindar of Bangor and Awla, began 
to appear in arms. Ali was a foidier oi ior- 
tune, and a native of the mountains of CabuE 
tan, who, ibme years before his rebeliipn, ame 
to Delhi, with about three hundred foUow^sof 
his own tribe, and was entertained in the impe- 
rial fervicer Being efteemed a galhnt officer, 
the command of a fmall difiriA, upon the road 
between Delhi and Lahore,, was conferred upoft 
him ; where he ehtertlined all vWrants of Im 
own clan, who came down in queft of militaiy 
fervice, from^ their native mountaina. In tins 
manner Ali expended all the rents of his diftrifi, 
and he was hard praflSsd for the payment of the 
crown^s proportion of his income, by the fojecbr 
of Muradabad, towhomhe was accountable. 

Hernind, the fbjedar, defpairing to get any 
part of the revenue from Ali, by fair meaos, 
prepared to nfe force. He raiied 15000 of his, 
own vaffalfi, with a defign to expel or chafHfe 
the refraftory Zemindar. Ali, by the affiftaucc 
of his northern friends, who lived upon him, 
defeated Hernind, with great flaughter, and 
thus laid the fovmdation of the Rohilla goverB- 
ment, n^ fo formidable in HindoftaA. 

Kimnur, the vizier, upcvi receiving inteffi* 
gence at Delhi of this blow to the regal autho- 
rity, dir];ratched his own (bay the nobjte Munnu, 

a youtlf 
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a youtb of great bravery, with an army of 30000, a. d. 1745. 
againft the rebels. Munnu, crofling the Jumna, 
advanced ^o a place called Gurmuchtifher, on 
the banks of the Ganges, and found that All 
had acquired fo much ftrength fince his late vic- 
tory, that he feared the iffue of an engagement. 
A negotiation, therefore, was fet on foot, and, 
after the armies had lain three months in fight of 
one another, a treaty was concluded. The con- 
ditions were, that Ali ihould keep pofleffion of 
the countries, formerly comprehended in the 
government of Hernind, upon paying the an- 
cient revenues to the crown, and that, in the 
mean time, one year's payment (hould be ad- 
vanced in four months. 

After this treaty was ratified, Munnu returned 
to Delhi : but the appointed time elapfed, with- 
out any payments on the part of Ali. He con- 
tinued to ftrengthen himfelf, annexed more dit 
txi&s to his government, and ravaged the neigh- 
bouring countries' to fubfift his army. He, in 
fhort, became formidable enough to roufe the 
indolent emperor from his lethargy. That 
monarch took the field, with fifty or fixty thou- 
fand horfe, and in the year 1158, croffed the 
Jumna. 

Ali, upon the king's approach, retreated acrofs Rc'j^ijw* 
the Ganges, and fhut himfelf in Bangur, a place ^"^ 
pf fome .ftrength, where the imperial army in- 
vefted him. The rebel, for the firfl: two nights, 
made fucceisftil fallies, and killed many in the 
joiperial camp. The king, however, having 
drawn lines of circumvallation round the fort, 
aft:er a Ihort but bloody fiege, obliged the garri- 
fbn to capitulate. All made terms iTpr his 
own life, and he was brought prifoner to Delhi, 
where he remained in confinement for fix 
months.

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AD. 1746. The Patan chiefs, who were always, in private, 
enemies to the government of the Moguls, ca&- 
ing their eyes upon AU, as a very proper perfim 
to raife their own intereft, foUcited the em- 
peror for his releafe* The we^ monarch grant- 
ed their requeft ; but the Patans, not yet fatisfied, 
obtained for Ali the fojedarfliip of Sirhind- 
This was fttch wretched policy in the court d 
Delhi, that nothing but downright infatuadon, 
folly, and the laft degree of corruption in the 
miniftry, could ever have permitted it to take 
place. The confequence was, that Ali colleded 
his difperfed tribe, kept pofleilion of Sirhind, of 
feveral diftrids between the rivers and beyond 
the Ganges, without remitting one roupee to 
court. 

AiJSlk. We have already feen, that all the provinces 
to the north-weft of the Indus were ceded to 
Nadir Shaw. When that conqueror was aflai^ 
finated in Perfia, Achmet Abdalla, a native of 
Herat, who had raifed himfelf in his fervice, from 
the office of Chobdar, or mace-bearer, to that 
of Chazanchi, or treaifurer, found means, with 
the ailiftance of his own tribe, in the confuiioQ 
which fucceeded the Shaw's death, ta carry off 
three hundred camels loaded with wealth, to 
the mountains of Afganiftan. This treafure en- 
abled Abdalla to raife an army, and to pofleis 
himfelf by degrees of the diftrids of the moun- 
tains, Herat, part of ChorraiTan, and all thtf 
provinces ceded by the crown of Hindoftan to 
the king of Periia. Thus Abdalla laid the foun- 
dation of an empire, in thofe countries, which 
formerly compofed the great monarchy of Gliiz- 
ni. c • 

iniradesthe Abdalla, pcrcciving the declining ftate of the 

****p"^ • Mogul ^government m Hindoftan, croffed the i 
Nilab, the ancient Hydafpes, one of the brandies 

d : 
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of the Indus, in the beginning of the year 1 160, a. 0.1747. 
and raifing contributions upon Iiis march, ad- 
vanced towards Delhi, with 50000 horfe. The 
poor Delhians were ftruck with univerfal panic. 
The king himfelf ;M^as fick ; and there were dif- 
tradions in the councils of the minifters* The 
preflure of the danger cemented all their differ- 
ences. Ahmed Shaw, the prince royal, Kimmir, 
the vizier. Seid Sullabit, and Seifdar Jung, took 
the field, with 80000 horfe, and marched to op- 
pofe the invader. 

The imperial army left Delhi upon the i8th of ^^^pp^***- 
Siffer, and advanced to a place called Minoura, 
twenty miles beyond Sirhind, Abdalla's army 
were here in fight ; and both, afraid of the iffue 
of a battle, ftrongly entrenched themfelves. In 
this fituation they remained for thirty days ; 
fometimes fkirmifliing, and at other times nego- 
tiating ; but the Mogul prince having no money 
to give, Abdalla would not retreat. 

Abdalla, in the mean time, found means to Jj^J^"" 
advance fome pieces of artillery, which bore 
upon the flank of the imperial army. In the 
evening the vizier, being at prayers, received a 
ihot in the knee, and died that night. As he 
was very much efieemed by t)ie army, which in 
reality he commanded, though the prince bore 
the name, it was propofed to Ahmed Shaw, by 
Munnu, the vizier's fon, to conceal his death, 
'left the troops, who depended upon his courage 
and capacity, fhould be affected by that accident. 
The prince, feeing the propriety of this mea- 
fure, called together a few of his principal 
omrahs, and held a council of war. It was re- 
folved, th^ the body of the vizier fbould be 
mounted upon his own elephant, in the howa- 
dar, fupported with' pillows; and tha( in the 
morning, by day-break, they fhould iffue out of 
(he camp and eng^e the ene|py.

In the morning, before day, the imperial annj 
was in motion ; but Abdalls^ having previous . 
notice of their intentions, had prepared to re- 
ceive them in his camp. The young prince 
Ahmed lednhe attack with uncommon bravery, 
and was gallantly feconded by Munnu, who per- 
formed furprizing feats of peribnai valor.— Tic 
Perfian defended himfelf with equ2ll refolution, 
for the fpace of three hours. At length, bis 
entrenchments were trodden down by the d^ 
phants, and the imperial army poured intolus 
camp. 
A battle. ^jj unfortunate circumftance, at this inftant, 
totally changed the face of affairs. Iffur Singh, 
the fon of Joyfingh, the Indian prince of Ajmere, 
who commanded twenty thoufand horfe, rode up 
to the vizier's elephant for orders, and difcover- 
ed that he was dead. Iffur Singh was natunlly 
a coward, and only wanted an excufe to hide \k 
head from danger. He turned immediately his 
face from the field, and was followed by all 
his troops. The flight of fo great a part of 
the army draw niany after them, particnlaiiy 
Scifdar Jung, governor of Cud, and father of 
the prefefit Souja ul Dowlat. Abdalla not only 
recovered his troops from their cqiifuiion, l»t^ 
preffed hard upon the imperiaiifh in his tun. 
iviunnu, upon this urgent occaiion, difplayedaS 
the bravery of a young hero^ together with aD 
the conduct of an old general. He formed in a 
column, and encouraging his troops, by words 
and example, bent his whole force Sigainft Ab- 
dalla's center. He, at the fame time, difpatded 
a meffecger to llfiir Singh and Seifdar Jung, ■ 
affuring them that Abdalla was already defeated, 

anfl . 
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and if they would return and affift him in the a. 0,1747, 
purfuit^ he would permit none of them ever to 
repals the 4ndus. The ftratagem bad the defired 
e&d. They returned in full gallop to the field, 
and renewed the <^arge with great vigour. 

AbdaJla, having aimoft aflured himfelf of the Abdaji* de- 
victory^ was, by this unexpeded check, thrown *^ * 
into great coniufion. Munnu took immediate 
advantage of the enemy's confter nation, drove 
them off the field, and purfued them ten miles 
beyond their camp. The lois was nearly equal 
on both fides ; but a complete vidory remained 
to the Moguls ; for which they were entirely 
indebted to the furprifing efforts of Munnu* 

A fingle defeat was not enough to difcharge His nn- ^^ 
AbdaUa, who was a brave officer. He coUeded ha^i^Nir, 
his difixonfited army, di%raced fome of his chief 
omrahs^ conferred their rank and honours upon 
others, rewarded thofe who had behaved well, 
and with his fword drawn, riding through aAd 
through bis troops, encouraged them again to 
adion. The Moguls were not a little furprized, 
next morning, to fee Abdalla, whom they pre- 
pared to puriue, with his army drawn up in 
Older of battle before their camp. — This un- 
common confidence in a defeated enemy, threw 
a damp upon the courage of the conquerors. 
They contented themfelves with forming the line, 
and with finding in expedation of the charge. 
' -—Abdalla, as the prince had fome advantage of 
ground, at the fame time declined coming to ac- 
tion, and, in the evening, encamped at a fmall dif- 
tancc. 

The fecond day was fpcnt in fidrmiflies, and a ^^^^ 
diftant caiftionade: but, upon the thirds to ufe 
a Perfian expreffion, the interval of battle was 
dofed, and the fliock was very ^ violent. 
Though irregular armies of horfe make litUe 
iknprefiion upon a^folid body^of well-difciplined 

infantry ^ 
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A.D. 174:. 'infantry ; yet when they engage one another, 
upon equal terms, each trufts to the ftrength of 
his own arm, and the battle is in general ex- 
tremely bloody. This irregular kind of attack, 
it muft be allowed, requires s^ greater degree of 
peirfonal courage, where man to man is oppofed, 
than to ftand wedged in a dofe battalion, where 
the danger "may indeed be as great, but not fo ap- 
parent. 
Abdaiia xhc young princc Ahmed diftinfi^uifhed him- 
icatcd. Kit m a particular manner in this action ; ajid 
Munnu, tenacious of the glory he had alreadj 
acquired, was not to be reufted. Abdalla, after 
an obftinate refiflance, was again driven off the 
£eld, and purfued acrofs the Suttuluz. Here 
Abdalla, in fpite of his misfortunes, like an aUe 
and rallant commander, put the bed face upon 
his aiairs. He had loft all his artillery and bag« 
gage, and being now leis incumbered than the 
imperial army, he made a forced march, and, 
taking a circuit to the right, repafled the river, 
and next day, to the aftoniihment of the prince 
and Munnu, was heard of thirty-fix miles in the 
rear, in full march towards Delhi. 
Turu the IntdUgcnce of Abdalla's march being received 
'imperial*** '^^ ^^ capital, every thing fell into the utrooft 
Army. confiifion, and a general panic prevailed. Ghazi 
ul Dien, the Nizam's fon, being at court, col* 
leded what forces he could, and giarched out 
of the city to oppofe Abdalla. The enemy hear- 
ing of this army in their front, would proceed 
no further. His troops, with one voice, tdd 
Abdalla, That, before they advanced towards 
Delhi, it was necef&ry to defeat the imperial 
army which was behind them. He was there- 
fore confirained to march back towards the 
prince ^nd Munnu, who expeded a third battle: < 
but Abdalla thought it prudent to decline it ; and. 
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t)y night, repafled the Moguls, and continued ad. 1747. 
hisT route to Lahore. 

A change of affairs at the court of Delhi hap. Affairs at 
pening at this time, prevented the prince and^^^^*' 
Munnu from purfuing Abdalla. They encamp- 
ed on the banks of the Suttuluz, where Ahmed 
Shaw propofed to confer the fubafhip of Lahore 
upon any of his omrahs who would undertake 
to recover it from Abdalla. After this offer had 
been declined by all of them, it was accepted 
upon thefe terms by Munnu ; who, with a divi- 
fion of the army, marched towards Lahore, 
while Ahmed returned with the reft to Delhi. 
The emperor had an inviolable friendfliip for his 
vizier, Kimmir ul Dien. In the tottering ftate 
of the regal authority, all his confidence was re- 
po(ed in that minifter. When therefore the news 
of Kimmir's death came to him at Delhi, he 
immediately confidered his own affairs as defpe- 
rate. He retired to a private apartment, and 
wept bitterly all night. In the morning he 
mounted the throne as ufual, to give public au- 
dience ; and, whilft every flattering courtier was 
running out in praife of the deceafed, the em- 
peror feemed much affeAed. He, at laft, ex- 
claimed : " O cruel fate ! thus to break the ftaff" 
** of my old age. — ^Where now ihall I find fo 
•* faithful a fervant ?** — With thefe words he fell 
into a fit, tp which he was fometimes fubjed, 
and expired fitting upon his throne. 

The death of Mahommed happened upon the 2,c*cm**Iwr 
8th of the fecond Ribbi, in the 1 160 year of the ^^^^ 
Higera, after a difaftrous reign of thirty years. 
The court ^endeavoured to conceal his death till 
his fbn prinCe Ahmed fhould arrive. Hemccord- 
ingly, upon the 7th day after his father's dcceafe, 
entered Delhi ; being fent for by exprefs from 
Ghazi ul Dien, who was fuppofed by the igno* 
rant vulgar, always ry»dy to afcf ibe fudden deaths 

to 
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A. 0.1747.^0 violence, to have made away with the em* 
peror. 

Hu chaiic. Mahommbd was remarkably comily ; of i 
fiately ftature and affable deportment. He was 
no fmall proficient in the learning of his coun- 
try ; and. he wrote the Arabic aqd Perfian Uq* 
lages with the greateft elegance and propriety. 
[e was pei;fonally brav^; but the eafineis and 
equality of his tempeif' made his actions appear 
undecifive and irrefolute. Good natured to a 
fault, he forgave, in others, crimes which his 
own foul would abhor to commit ; and thus be 
permitted his authority to become a vidtimto 
an ill-judged clemency. Naturally inddent and 
diffident of his own abilities, his mind perpe^ 
tually flu6hiared from one object to another. 
His paflions therefore took no determined courie 
of their own ; but were eafily diverted into any 
channel, by whatever peribn was near him.— 
^' The foul of Mahonuned" (aid a Mogpl who 
knew him well, ^^ was like the waters ot a lake, 
*' eaiily agitated by any florm, but which fettle 
^^ immediately after the winds are laid." if 
his eafine^ or irrefolution in politicks led biffl 
into many errors, he bore with indifference, if 
not with fortitude, the misfortunes which were 
their natural confequence. 

Born in the funihine of a court, brought up 
in the bofom of luxury, confined^ withia the 
walls of a zennana, and, in a manner, educated* 
among eunuchs, as effeminate as thofe whom they 
guard, we are not to wonder that the princes of 
the Eaft fhould degenerate in a few generations. 
If to thefe obflrudtions to the exertion of the 
manly Acuities of the foul, we add -the natuial 
lenity of Mahommed, an amiable but unforto* 
nate virtue in the race of Timur, it ought not to 
furprize* us, that in a country like India, htt 

rdgn (hould be crowded with uncommon toisb^* 

* * tunes. 
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Had his fate placed Mahommed in Europe, where a* d. 1747. 
eilabiilhed laws fupply the want of parts in a 
monarch, ke might have flumbered with reputa- 
tion upon a throne ; and left behind him the cha- 
rafler of a good, though not of a great, prince- 
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A.D. t74r. T TPON the 17th of the fecond Ribbi, in tic 
Ahmed \J year I i6o of thc Higera, which anfwcrs 
SJS^ to thc year 1747 of thc Chriftian acra, Ahmed 
SHAWy thc fon of Mahommed, mounted the 
throne of Delhi. The firfl a£t of this reign, 
was the appointment of Seifdar Jung, the int- 
folute fuba of Oud, to the vizarit. This fel- 
low was originally a merchant of Perfia, knovn 
there by the name of Abul Munfur. He tn- 
velled to India to fell his. commodities ; and was 
' retained there as an accomptant, by the famous 
Sadit, governor of Oud. He behaved fo modi 
to his matter's iatis&&ion in that fiation, that 
he advanced him to a command in the army, 
and conferred upon him his daughter in mani- 
aee. His alliance with Sadit to much railed 
his intereft at the court of Delhi, that, upofl 
thc death of his father-in-law, he was raifed to 
the fubafhip of Oud. Though he was a very 
bad foldier, fuch was the unoofhnefi of Its 
tom^e and plaufibility of behaviour, that k 
pafied upon tl^ weak as a man of coniiderable 
parts; which, together with fome knowle^ 
m the finances, paved his way to the li^^ 
office of vizier. Ghazi ul Dien coiltinued py- 
mafter*and captain-goieral, and no other mate- 
aial changes in the adminifiration happened uposi 
the accemon of Ahmed. 
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The war with Abdalla, which was Qow car«A.D.i747* 
ried on io Punjab by Munnu with various fuccels, Affiure of 
ingrofloU the attention of the court of Delhi j J^^r* 
for the greateft part of the imperial armya«»thof 
was employed in that fervice. Advices, in the *^ ^"**"' 
mean time, arrfved from the Decan, of the 
death of the famous Nizam ul muluck, in the 
one hundred and fpurth year of }^is age ; and 
that his fecond fon, Naiir Jung, acceded to the 
government. It may not, perhaps, be out of 
place here, to give a ihort &etch of the charac- 
ter of the Nizam, who for a long time made fo 
great a figure in India. 

The Nizam, though no great warrior, wasj^l^^"***" 
reckoned a confummate politician, in a countrv' 
where. low craft and deceit, without any princi^ 
pies of honor and integrity, obtain the appellation 
of great parts. The dark defigns of his mind lay 
always concealed behind an uncommon plaufibi-* 
licy and eloquence of tongue. His paiSons were 
fo much under his command, that ne was never 
known to difcover any violent emotion even 
upon the moft critical and dangerous occafions : 
but this apathy did not arife from fortitude, but 
from deep difllmulation and defign. It was 
with him an unalterable maxim, to ufe ftratagem 
rather than force ; and to bring about with ori- 
vate treachery, what even could be accompliined 
with open force. He fo habituated hin^fdf to 
' villainy, tliat the whole current of his foul ran in 
that channel ; and it was even doubtful whether 
he could for a moment divert it to honefty, to 
bring about his moft favored defigns. If the Ni- 
zam Ihewed any tendency to virtue, it was by 
fiibfiituting a lefler wickedneis for ^ greater. 
When fraud and circumvention coula accom* 
pliih his purpofe, he never u&d the dagger or 
bowl. To fum up his cfaaraAer in a fe^ words } 
• B b s without 
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A. D. 1748.^*^^^^ fliame, he was perfidious to all man- 
kind ; without remorfe, a traitor to his king and 
country ; and, without terror, a hypocrite in 
the prefence of his god |, 

When the news of the Nizannjs death came to 
Succeeded Delhi, Ghazi ul Dien, who was his eldeft fon, 
jao£.* ' applied to the king for his TOvemment- Bat 
Nafir Jung, being poffeffed or his fstther's trea- 
fure, raifed a great army, and marched from 
Aurungabad towards Delhi ; not on pretence of 
war, but to pay hrs refpefts to the emperor. Ah- 
med dreaded nothing more than this ceremoni- 
ous viiit from a man at the head of fo great a 
force. He judged that Nafir Jung, under that 
fpecious pretext, covered a defign to extort from 
him a confirmation of the fubadary of the Dc- 
caii. He therefore durft not favor the pretenfi- 
ons of Ghazi to the provinces of the Decan, and 
confequently was reduced to the neceflity of con- 
firming Nafir Jung in his ufurpation. Thus the 
ftorm was diverted, and the new Nizam re- 
turned to Aurungabad, 

In the year ii6t, Caim Chan Bunguifh, who 
^fj[j^*Q°^, poffeffed Ferochabad, in Jagier, having differed 
CM. with Ali, a neighbouring Zemindar, they both 

drew out their vaffals and dependents, and 
fought about twentjf miles above Ferochabad, 
and Caim Chan was defeated and flain. Seifdar 
Jung, the vizier, being informed of thcfe trant 
aftions, fent orders to the Indian prince Nevil 
Roy, his deputy in the province of Oud, to con- 
fifcite the eftate of Caim Chan. The deputy ri- 
goroufly excuted the vizier's orders. He feized 

•j- Nafif J^ng, the Nizani*s fon, having rebelleS, was at the 
head of a great army. The deceitful old man counterfeited 
licknefs fo well, and wrote fuch pathetic letters to Nafir, re- 
queuing to fee him befor<e he died> that the yoim^ fellow wa& 
t^e;i in the fnare, vifited his father, and was xmprifoned. ^ 

' upon 
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upon Calm (Sian's fivefohs, together with five a. 0.4749. 
of his adopted flaves, confinbd.and afterwards af- 
iaffinated* them at Allahabad. Ahmed Chan, 
another fon of Cairn Chan, remained dill alive ; 
and, in order tg revenge the death of his bro- 
thers, raifed the Patan tribe^ of .which he was 
now acknowledged chief, and marched agaiaft 
Nevil Roy, who had coUeded all his forces^ to 
oppofe him. 

In the beginning of the year 1162, the two imperial 
armies met at a place, near Lucknow, called ^"^r ^^• 
Callinuddi. The Patans were icarcely four ^^^ ' 
thouiand firong ; but the army of the dqiuty of 
Oud confified of at leaft twenty thou£md. . The 
Patan chief, infpired with revenge, and vigo- 
roufly fupported by his friends, attacked in per- 
fon Nevil Roy , in the very centfcr of his army, 
and flew his ^aemy with his own hand. .The 
army of Nevil Roy, feeing him fall^ immediately 
quitted the field. Their artillery and baggage, 
and foon after almofl: the whole pcbvince ot Oud, 
fell into the vidor's hands. 

When the news of this difidber. arrived atsmpediuon 
Delhi, Seifdar Jung, the vizier^ talked in a very ^^/^" '"'• 
high ftrain, and requefted of the emperor, that 
he might be permitted to lead /an army againft' 
Ahmed Chan. The fultan cpnfented; but the 
feafon being far fpent before the army was levied, 
the expedition was deferred till the folftitial rains 
* ihould be over.. In the month of Mohirrim, 
1 163, the vizier, with aii army of eighty thou- 
sand men, marched from Delhi; and, without 
diftin^on of age^ fex, or condition, put all (the 
Patans he couid find ta the fiw:ord. Ahmed 
Chan wa^ not intimidated by; this grtat force. 
With fcarce twelve thouiand men he itiarched 
from Ferochabad, and n»et the imperiahfts at 
Shuru Sahawir, near tliat city,

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•A.D.I749. The day happened to be very windy^ and 
He is over. Ahmed hnproved that circamfi^nce to his own 
thrown, advaiitage. He wheded to urindward^ and Uk 
doft flew in fuch clouds in the face of the impC' 
rial army, that they did not di^ver the motions , 
of Ahmed } bnt alcribod the darknefa which in- 
ifolved themfelves to the effeda of a whiriwind, 
eommon at that feaibn of the year* The eBcmy, 
however, like a thunderbolt, iflued from the bcK 
^tti of this fiorni, and at once firuck tlie Monb 
with terror and dilmay. The Patans made md 
good ufe of their fwords, that they foon covered 
thd field with dead, and the cowardly Sdfdir 
Jung, Without maldng one effort, was the &ft 
of his army who fled. The Jates and Rohillas, 
though thus fhamefully deferted by their gene- 
ral^ made head againft Ahmed, and found means 
to carry off the greateft part of the artilkry, 
^hich coniifted of twelve hundred pieces of va- 
rious bores* But neither of thofe tribes re- 
turned the guns to the king : they carried them 
to their own forts, to ftrengthen tfaemfelves 
«gatnft his authority. 
A dreadful This overthrow was a dreadAil ftrokt to the

throw off their > allegiance. Seitdar. Jung, m the 
mean time, arrived with a fmaJl part of his army 
at Delhi ; and Ghazi advifed the king to put him

The qutea-mother, B^in Ktidfia, beiag il^e'^'ib^ 
woin^a*of gallantly, had, for want of a better »mImF' 
lover, fixed her a&Aion upon the chief eunoch. ^,^ 
She had the addrdb to dire^ the weak monarch 
in everjr thing, and to keep him in leading** 
firings upon the throne. Juneid Chan, though 
in no pubUc employ, by means of Kudiia^s favpr^ 
held the hdm <k government ; and, by his influ* 
ence, not only iav^ the vizier's Efe^ but contl« 
nued him in ms office. 

In the courfe of the fame year, a treaty was ^^*. 
conduded with the Mahrattors, who were fpread* SSammrt 
ing their devafiations over the fouthem pro- 
vinces. The Chout was ftipulated to be regularhr 
paid by the em[rfre to thoie troublefome turban* 
ans. The emperor ordered an army to be levied^ 
to recover the province of Oud ; and it was foon 
completed by the acceffion of forty thouiand 
Mahrattors, who inlifted themfdves in the impe* 
rial fervice. But infiead of putting himidf at 
the head of his forces, the weak emperor, by the 
advice of his mother and her gallant, gave the 
^OMnmand of it to his vissier, that he might have 
an opportunity to retrieve his loft honour. 

Sour age Mull, prince of the Jates, b^ the ac-'^^^nt^r 
^ifition of the Mahrattors to the imperial army, ^.^* ^^' 
•judged it prudent once more to join the vizier 
with all his fcnrces ; fo that the minifter's army 
now confifted of no lefs than one hundred thou* 
fiuid men. Seifdar Jung marched from Ddhi, 
in the year 1 164, againfl Ahmed Chan : but the 
S^a of the Jates, inftead of aiding him, found 
means to fruilrate all his defigns. Having fpent 
a whde campaign without coming to adion, he 
patched up a very diihonourable peac(, and re* 
{umed to Ddhi with the Mahrattor mercena* 
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A.b.i75o,rics- at his iieels, ^ mutinous for' want of thdr 

pay. 

The Ni- The demand of the Mahrattors amounted to

That Omrah having 

fatisfied the Mahrattors in their demands upon 

Ahmed, engaged them immediately in his own 

•fcrvicc ; and having addetf to them a great army 

of other troops, obtained his own office of ap- 

tain-general fqr his fon Ghazi, a youth of fifteen 

"years of age,- and • marched towards the D^ 

jcan, 

siiiabit - The elder Ghazm brother, Nafir Jung, fubi 

Jonf GhL^f the Dccan, and his fon Muziffer, who had 

Succeeded him in the government, were botl 

*dead. Sillabut Jung, the third ^ fdn of the old 

. Nizam, now fat upon tlie Mufnud, which Ghai 

. . , ' claimed by the right of primogeniture. In the' 

month or Zehidge, 1 1 65, he, ^th an army of 

\me hundred and fifty thouftnd merfv arrivwl in« 

the environs of'Aurungabad. The forces of his 

'brother, Sillabut Jung, the reigning fuba, were 

dTomewhat inferior in number, but they wert 

ftrcngthened by a body -of French 'mercenaries, 

Vhicn, in all probability, would infiire to him 

the viftflry. Sfllabut Jung, however, was afraid 

^f the iffue of. a general- battle ; and, after fotnc 

ffighr ftarmiflies, he found mfeahs 10 prevail w^tl 

his uncle's wife to take off his* toliipetitor witj 

pmfon. Thus did the perfidious Sillabut Jung 
^ • fccurc 
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fecure to himfelf the empire of the Decan, with- a. d. 175a, 
out a rival. 

But to return to the tranfacHons of the court a***" *t 
of Delhi : Seifdar Jung, the vizier, finding that ^^^' 
his own influence declined, and that Juneid Chan, 
the favourite eunuch, carried all before him, 
invited him to an entertainment, and contrary 
to the laws of hofpitality, and altogfether forget- 
ful that he owed to Juneid his own life and for- 
tune, affaffinated him by the hands of Ifhmaiel, 
one of his adopted flaves. The emperor, being 
informed of this prefumptuous villainy, flew into 
a violent rage, diegraded Seifdar Jung from the 
vizarit, and baniihed him the court. This was 
the efie^l of a fit of pafiion ; for the unfortunate 
monarch was in no condition, in h&, to exert 
fo far his authority. The perfidious vizier, 
finding that he had nothing to hope from fubinif- 
fion, broke out into open rebellion. . He ioon 
after, by the afliftance of the Jates, advancedto 
Delhi, and. befieged the emperor and young 
Ghazi, his captain -general, in that city. 

The fon of Kimmir ul Dien, who in the reign a nem^U 
of Mahommed, held fd long the vizarit, was 
raifed, under the title of Chan Chanan, orfirftof 
the nobles, to the vacant employ of Seifdar 
Jung, and began to fhew feme abilities in his new 
office. Young Ghazi, who was a youth of ex- 
traordinary parts, defended the city with great 
refolution for three months* The rebels were at 
lad fo difpirited, that Gh^2i ventured to attack 
them in the field, and gained a complete viftbry. 
Seifdar Jung fled towards his former fubalhip of 
Oud, and, left his allies, the Jates, under their 
prince, Sourage Mull, to extricate tHemfelves 
from the perilous fituation to which he had 
brought them. • 

. The 
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A. D. t75t. The rebellion of Seifdar Jung happened in the 
The old Ti. year ii66. The Jates being deferted by him, 
j*J^*''*^'"wcre in no condition to keep the fidd agadnft 
Ghazi. They fled before the imperial armf 
under Akebut Mahmood, to their own territo- 
ries near Agra. That general invefted the ilroDg 
fortrefi of Billemgur, which he took by capitu- 
lation ; but* fo little did he regard his plighted 
faith to the garrifon, that he put them all to the 
fword. The Jates, in the mean time, came be- 
fore the imperial army; but diffident of thdr 
own. ftrength in the field, they feparated xhxk 
forces, and, (hut themfelves up in their forts. 
The imperial general alfo divided his army into 
detachments, and laid at once fiege to the two 
firong forts of Dieg and Combere, lying in the 
territory between Agra and Delhi. 

Ghazi, in the mean time, to carry on more 

chazf at. efiedually the war againft the Jates, obtained 

tacktihe permiffion from tl^e emperor, to call in forty 

jaus. thoufand Mahrattors, under their two chie&, 

Malhar Raw, and Raganut Raw. By this acqin- 

fition* of ftrength^ the imperialifts were enaiued 

to carry on the fieges with vigor. At Delhi, 

young Ghazi and the new vizier contended for 

the command of the army. This contcft vl^ts af- 

terwards fatal in its coniequences ; but for the 

prefent Ghazi prevailed. He marched with a r^ 

inforcement from Delhi ; and, upon his arrival 

in the country of the Jates, took the command* 

of the imperial army. 

The fieges continued two months after the ar- 

court/ *' f iv^ of Ghazi, and the garrifons were reduced 

to the laft extremities. The imperialifts, in the 

mean time, had eiqpended all their ammunition ; 

and Ghazi was, upon that account, obliged to 

difpatck Akebut Mahmood to Delhi, with a good 

force, to bring him the neceflary ftores. The 

vizier feeing that%the ftrong^ holds of the Jatts 

. muft 
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tnuft foon fall into the hands of Ghazi, fliould he ^^i^. ^^^^ 
be fuppHed with ammunition, sind bein^ ex* 
tremdy jeailous of any thing that mig^ht torow 
honor upon his rival, poifoned the mind of the. 
weak king againft •his captain-general, by means 
of forged letters and villainous infinuations, that 
the young omrah afpired to the throne. The en- 
terprizing genius, and great abilities* of Ghazi, 
gave fome colour to fufpidons of that kind ; 
tod the unfortunate Ahmed, inftead of promot- 
ing his own caufe againft the Jates, took every 
meaiure to prevent the fucceis of Ghazi. 

The king accordingly began to levy forces in The empc. 
Delhi, and wrote a letter to Sourage MuU, the foJcoT*^ 
chief of the Jates, to make an obftinate defence, »g^ 
and that he himfelf would foon relieve him : 
that under pretence of joining the army under 
Ghazi, he would attack that general in the rear, 
and at the fame time difplay a fignal to the In- 
dian prince, to fally from the fort of Combere.-— 
Thus the king, as if infatuated by his evil genius, 
blantied his own ruin. His letter fell into the 
nands of Ghazi, whofe friends at court had in- 
formed him of the intrigues of the vizier. 
Struck with the kind's ingratitude, and urged 
on by felf-defence, he immediately rcfolved upon 
open hofHlity. He ralfed the fieges, and croiSed 
the Jumna, to oppofe Ahmed and his vizier, who 
•were marehkig down between the rivers* 

The king, hearing of Ghazi's approach, halted who 
at Secundra, and endeavoured, by fair promifes, J^VwThixn. 
to bring back that omrah to his duty. Ghazi, 
in anfwer to the king's meflage, returned to 
him his o^n letter to Sourage MuUt He wrote 
him, at the fame time, that ^^ he could^ace np 
** confidence in a man, who plotted againft his 
" life, for no crime ; if to icrve the ftate was 
*i not one. What mercy,** continued Ghazi, 
" can I txpc& ttom Ahmed, nn the days of re-

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A. D. 1753.** bcllion, when he treated mc as a traitor, in 

the times of loyalty aod friendlhip ? A prince, 

that is weak enough to liften to the bafe infi- 

nuations of every fycophant, b unworthy to 

^^ rule over brave men; ^l}o, by the laws of 

^' God and nature, are jufiified to ufe the power 

^^ which providence has plaeed in their hands, to 

" proteft ^bemfelves from injuftice/* 

Emperor's The king perceived, by the (Irain of this letter, 

flight, aod that Ghazi was refolved to pufh him to the laft 

dcpoiUon. gj^jr^jnity^ jlg^ however, durft not engage 

him in the field. He made the beft of his way 
to Delhi, and was fo clofely purfued by Ghxzi, 
that . that omrah poiTefTed himfelf of one of the 
gates ; upon which Ahmed and the vi^er (but 
themfelves up, with a imall party, in the dtadeL 
Ghazi immediately invefted the place ; and tk 
king, after a faint refiftance, furrendered him- 
felf. Ghazi, after reproaching him for his in- 
tentions againfl his life, committed him and the 
vizier to the charge of Akebut Mahmood. The 
unfortunate fultan was deprived of fight, the 
next day, by the means of an hot iron* It is 
faid, by fome, that this was done by Akebut 
Mahmood, without orders, to (hew his zeal for 
the fervice of his patron ; but, from the general 
charad:er of Ghazi, we have no reafon to doubt 
.his being concerned in the crime« 
His charac- n[Yi\i% ended, the reign of the unfortunate Ah- 
med Shaw : a prince, who, in his nrft exploits) 
appeared with fome luftre. When he mounted 
the throne, as if adion degraded royalty, he 
altogether gave himfelf up to indolence. To 
fave the trouble of thinking, he became the dupe 
of evciy fpecious flatterer, and at laft fell the 
unlamented vicHm of his own folly. He poflcf- 
,ied all tjie clemency of the houfe of Timur ; but c 
that virtue was now, in fome meafure, a vice, in 
a country fo corrupt, and ifi an age fo degeA- 

rate. 
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rate. Though Ahmed was not defecHvc in per- a.d. 1753. 
fonal courage, he may truly be faid to be a cow- 
ard in mind: dangers appeared formidable to 
him, through a troubled imagination, which, 
upon trial, he ha(l fortitude to furmount. — ^He 
fat upon the throne of Delhi feven lunar years 
aud one month ; and was depofed in the month 
of Jammad ul awil, in the 1167 of the Hi- 
gera. 

The po^i^and extent of the empire were very Jf^^^^^e 
much diminiihed in the reign of Ahmed. All empire. 
the provinces, except thofe between the frontiers 
of the Jates, a few miles to the eaft of Delhi, 
and Lahore to the weft, were, in fad, difmem- 
bered from the government of the houfe of Ti- 
mur, though they paid a nominal allegiance. 
The rich ^gdom of Guzerat was divided be- 
tweeen the Mahrattors and a Patan tribe, called 
Babbe ; the Decan was ufurped by the Nizam ul 
muluck's family ; Bengal, Behar, and Orifla, by 
Aliverdi Chan, and his fucceflbrs ; Oud, by 
Seifdar Jung ; Doab, by Ahmed Chan Bunguifh ; 
Allahabad, by Mahommed Kuli ; and the coun- 
tries round Agra, by Raja Sourage Mull, the 
chief of the Jates. — Budaoon, and all the pro- 
vinces to the north of Delhi, were in the hands 
of Mahommed Ali, Sadulla Chan, and other 
chiefs of the RohiUa tribe of Patans. A num- 
ber of pctty^ Rajas fiarted up into independent 
princes in Malava : fiucht Singh feized upon the 
extenfive territory of Marwar, and Madoo Singh 
reigned in the provinces round Joinagur and 
Amere. 

The eallant Munnu ftiU oppoted the torrent 
of invauon from the north. He maintaified the 
war with fuccefs, againft Abdalla, for the pro- 
vinces on the banks of the Indus, and, for a 
fhoct fpace of time, fupported the declining em- 
pfrc. Every petty ichief, in tiic mean time, by 

counferfeited 
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A.D. i753.<^unterfeited grants from Delhi, laid daim to 
jagiers and to diftri&s : the country was torn 
to pieces with civil wars, and groaned under 
every ipecies of domefiic confiifion. YiUainy 
was pradifed in every form ; all law and religioo 
were trodden under foot ; the bonds of private 
friendihips and connexions, a$ well as of fodety 
and government, were broken ; and every indi- 
vidual, as if amidft a forefl: of wild beafis, 
could rely upon nothing but the fiME^gth of his 
own arm. 
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UPON the fame day that Ahmed Shaw a. !>• 1753. 
was deprived of fight, Ghazi ul Dien re- ^^JSfSe 
leafed from confinement £az ul Dien, the fon of Oinme. 
Moaz ul Dien, and grandfon of Bahadar Shaw, 
the fon and fucceifor of the famous Aurung^ebe. 
This prince was placed by Ghazi upon the 
throne, by the name of Allumgire. To begin 
his rctgn with an aft of beneficence, he ordered 
ieventeen perfons of the imperial houfe of Ti* 
mur to be releafed fronx prifon, to grace his cor- 
onation. It may not be improper here to fay 
fomething concerning the inauguration of the 
Mogul emperors. 

"When a prince is, for the firft time, feated Ceremwif 
upon the throne, with the royal umbrella over SoS!'*^* 
his head, the omrahs, according to their dignity, 
are ranged in two lines before, one upon his 
right, the other to his left hand. A herald then 
proclaims his titles ; and the omrahs, each in his 
ftation, advance with an ofifering in gold, which 
he faimielvts receives from their hands. The 
' fiiperintendant of the kitchen brings then a gold- 
en lalver, with bread, confedtions, and other 
eatables, over which the kin^) joined by the 
whole court, repeats a form ofgrace ; and then 
he eats a little, and diftributes the remainder, 
with his Awn hand, among the nobility. This 
latter is an ancient Mogul ceremony, introduced 
by the fiimily of Timur. The emperor mounts 
then his ftate-elephant, and, attended by all the 
• , J court. 
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A D. 1753. court, moves flowly towards the great Mufgid^ 
throwing, as he advances, gold, filver, precious 
Hones, and pearls, among the populace In the 
Mufgid he repeats a prayer, and afterwards di- 
vine fervice is performed by the Sidder ul (uddur, 
or the metropolitan of Delhi. * The Chutba, or 
the genealogy and titles of the king, is then 
read, and h^ returns to the palace with the fame 
magnificence and pomp. The Mogul emperon 
are never crowned : but upon fome feftivals thcj 
fit in ilate, under a large golden crown, iicrhich 
is fufpended by a chain to the roof of the pre- 
fence-chamber, and ferves the purpofe of a ca- 
nopy. 
Wretched Allumgire found himfelf as much a prifoner 
ftatc of the upou the throne, as he was formerly in his con- 
emperor. gj^gjj^^jrit. He was not a man of parts fuffident 
to extricate himfelf from the toils of that power, 
to which he owed his advancement ; but had he 
made no efforts to acquire fome authority, the 
empire might have been, perhaps, reftored to its 
original dignity and fplendor, by the very extra- 
ordinary abilities of Ghazi ul Dien. — ^That om- 
rah now poffefled the office of the vizarit. Al- 
lumgire, without the capacity of guiding the ope- 
rations of government himfelf, began to turn all 
his mean parts to thwart the fchemes of the mi- 
nifter. Without confidaring whether the meaiure 
was right or wrong, it was fufficient that it came 
from the vizier, for the emperor to &ppo(e it by • 
his minions. 
ina^^ivity This avcrfiou in the king to Ghazi, did not 
ai court, long efcapc the penetrating eyes of that young 
omrah. He knew that he was furrounded by many 
enemies^ and therefore was unwilling to refign 
an employ, from which he derived protection to 
his own perfon. In the mean time all bufineis was 
fufpended, and the two fstdtions, like armies afraid 
of the iflue of a battle, watched the motions of

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one another. — ^Nothing remarkaUe happened at a. d. 1754.

]-^ empty; and the few provinces, fubjed to the

fitting of 80000 men, under the prince and young T 
. Ghazi, took the field* They advanced to a place

^ Sirhind. TKey found Abdalla fo well eftablifhed 
in his new conquefts, that they thought it pru- 
dent to proceed no Airther. The whole cam* 
' paign patted in fettling a treaty of marriage, be* 
I tween the vizier and the daughter of Munnu.

event, both the young lady and her modier 
were extremely averfe to the match. When the 
imperial army lay at Matchiwaira, the Tizicr io- 
veigled both the ladies from Lahore to the camp, 
and finding all intreaty was in vain to obtain 
their confent, he, with peculiar bafcnefe, dofdy 
confined them, to intimidate them into a oom- 
pliance. This together with oppreffing the pro- 
vinces, through which he marched, co»^ 
hended the whole exploits of Ghazi on this eifc- 
dition. After fpcnding all the public money in 
this vain parade, the prince and vizier, witfamt 
ftriking a blow, returned to Delhi. 

The caufe of this inaSftion of the vizier pro- 
caufcof cecded from advices which he daily received 
the inaOion f ,.Qifjj court. The king and his iadion gsdned 
^Jbfarmy. ftrcugth during his abfence ; and he fore&w Hs 
own ruin, in cafe he fliould meet with a defcat 
from Abdalla. Upon his raurn to Delhi, he 
found it neceifary, in order to fupport his de- 
clining authority, to aft with great rigor and 
tyranny. Some omrahB he removed with the 
dagger, and others he deprived of their eftates. 
He confined the king in the citadel, and did 
whatfoever he pleafed, as if he himfelf was vefted 
with the regal dignity.^ . ^ 

AUumgire, finding himfelf in this difagreeabic 
rppue'^to fituation, adopted a very dangerous plan to cx- 
Abdaiia, tricate himfelf. He wrote privately to Abdda, 
to advance with his army, to relieve him from 
the hands of his treacherous vizier. He pro- 
mifed,»that upon his arrival in the •environs of 
Delhi, he fliould be joined by the bulk of the 
imperial army, under the command of Nigibi 

ul 
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tU Dovlsu a Robilla chief, tx> whom Ghazt bsdA^jxiysj* 
delegated Us own office of buckflii, when he rofe 
to the enjjploy of vizier. Thus the weak AHum- 
gire, to avoid one evil, plunged headlong into 
greater misfortttnes. 

Abdaila, having received thefe affurances from w&o march. 
theldog, marched from Cabul, where he then " '^ ^^"'** 
kqpt ms court, entered Hindoftan Vith a great 
army, and, in the year 1 1 7 1 , appeared before 
Delhi. The vissier mardied out with the impe- 
rial forces to give him batde ; but, in the field 
he was deferted by his friend, Nigib ul Dowla, ' 
wifk the greateft part of his army. The igno- 
raooe of C^hazi of a {dot fo long carried on, is a 
great proof of his extieme unpopularity. The 
CQaftquence was, that he was otdiged to throw 
himfe^ upon the clemency of Abdalla, who had 
fworn vengeance againft him, fliould he ever 
fall ioto his hands. But fuch was the addrdfs of 
the vioLer, that he not only found means to md' 
lily the Perfian, but even tg msdcie him his 
friend. He was, however, at firft turned out of 
his-^office, ^ut he was fbon after refiored by Ab* 
d^a faimielf, who now dtfpofed of every thing, 
as if be was abfolute long qf Ddhi. 

AbdfiHa entered the dty , and laid the unfor- ^^, ^^ 
tunate iohafaitcints under a contribution of a crore citr noder 
of roupees ; a fum now more difficult to raifc ~°^"^"^*- 
. t^ian ten orores, in the days of Nadir Shaw. 
The Berfian remained two months in Delhi. 
The unhappy Allumgire, not only found that 
his capital was robbed, but that he himfelf was 
delivered over again into the hands of a perfon, 
who had now added reientipent to ambition and 
power, 'f he Perfian, after thefe tratfladions, 
took the prince, Haded Buxfii, brother to the 
prefent emperor, as hoftage for Allumgire's

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A.D. i75%ruture behaviour; and, having forced Munnu's 
daughter to folemnize her marriage with Ghazi, 
marched towards Agra. He» on his way, hid 
fiege to Muttra, took it by a£Eiult ; and, having 
facked the place, put the inhabitants to the fword, 
for the enormous crime of attempting to defend 
their lives and property. After this (bene of 
barbarity, ABdalla advanced to Agra, which was 
held on the part of the king * by Fazii Chan. 
This omrah defended the dty with fuch refoluti- 
on, that Abdalla, after fuftaining fome lofi, 
thought it prudent to raife the fiege ; but, be- 
ing exafperated at this repulfe, he fpread death 
and devaftation through the territories of the 
Jates, who, unaUe to cope with him in the field, 
had retired into their ftrong holds ; from which, 
they at times iffued, and cut off his ftraggling 
parties. 
The empe- The Pcrfiau returned to a place called Muxa- 
rw'ifoUjr. dabad, about eight crores from Delhi. Allum- 
^re came out to pay his refpeds to him ; and, 
by his conduct, feems to have been perfeffly 
infatuated. When the cries of his diftreffeTd'peo- 
pie reached heaven, that contemptible monarch, 
inftead of endeavouring to alleviate their miferies, 
either by force or negotiation, was wholly bent 
on the gratification of a fenfual appetite. The 
caufe of his vifit to Abdalla, was to obtain his 
influence and mediation with Sahibc Zimany, • 
the daughter of the emperor Mahommed, whom 
he wanted to efpoufe ; the princeis herielf being 



f Though the Jates had all the country rooni Agra, tfaej 
had not yet^poflefled themfelves of that city. 
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averfe to the match. When kings, infiead of ex • a. d. 1758. 
erting their talents for the protedion of their 
peopky ibfier themfelves to be abforbed in indo- 
lence and fenfuality, rebellion becomes patrio- 
tifin, and treafbp itfelf is a virtue. 

In the mean time the news of fome incurfions Abdaiu re. 
from the weftern Perfia, into the territories of t«n^ 
Abdalla, recalled that prince fronr India. Mal- 
lek6 Jehan, the widow of Mahommed, and her 
dau^ter Sahibe Zimany, claimed his protedion 
againft AUumgire. He carried them both to Ca- 
bul, and fome time after efpoufed the daughter 
hiniielf. — The Perfian having evacuated the im- 
perial provinces, the vizier became more cruel 
and oppreffive than ever: he extorted money 
from tne poor by tortures, and confifcated the 
eflates of the nbbility, upon falfe or very frivolous 
pretences. To thefe tyrannies he was no lels 
driven by the neceflity of fupporting any army 
to reinforce his authority, than he was by the 
natural avidity and crudty of his own unprin- 
dpled mind. 

The king and his eldeft fon, Ali Gohar, were, A6[iursit 
in the mean time, kept date prifoners. 1 he lat- <»^^* 
ter made his efcape in the year 1 172, and levying; 
fix tfaoufand men at Rowari, began to raife 
the revenues of the adjacent territories. After 
lie had continued this vagrant kind of life for 
nine months, the vizier, by the means of infidi- 
ous letters, in which Ittul Raw, chief of the 
Mahrattors, Raja Dewali Singh, Raja Nagor 
Mull, and many other omrahs, fwore to proteft 
him, inveigled him to Delhi. But, in violation 
of all oaths and fair promifes, he was inftantly 
confined by Ghazi, in the houfe of Alk Murda, 
where he remained for the fpace of two 
months. 

The 
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A. D. 1758. T^^ vizier having received intelligence that 
The prince ^^^ princc was pFivatcly attaching fome omrahs 
coofined by to hi^ intercft, and fearing that, by thoir means, 
the fbier. j^^ might again make his efcape, determined t6 
remove him to the citadel. He ordered a de- 
tachment of five hundred horfe* to execute this 
fervice. The prince not only refufed to comply 
with the vizier's orders for his removal, but or- 
dered the gates of the houfe to be fiiut, and, 
with a few friends, betook himfelf to arms. The 
hdufes bf the nobility in Hindoftan are fur- 
rounded with ftrong walls ; and, in fa^, are a kind 
of fmall forts, ^fne vizier's troops found it 
therefore extremely difficult to reduce the prince. 
He was befieged clofely for two days ; and, find- 
ing that he could not defend himfelf much looga 
from the thoufands that furrounded the houfe, he 
formed the gallant refolutibn to cut his way 
through the enemy. 
WbaSk!"^ He imparted his intentions to his friends, but 
they fiu-unk from his propof^l as impracticaUe. 
At htl, Hx of them, feeing him refolved to at- 
tempt this defperate undertaking alone, pronnfed 
to accompany him« On the morning of the 
third day, they mounted their horfes withia 
the court. The gate was fuddehly thrown open, 
and they iflued forth fword in hand^ with the 
prince at their head. He cut his way through 
thoufands of Ghaei's troops, with only the I0& 
of one of his gallant followers, ^aja Ramnat, * 
and Seid AH, were the two principal men cco- 
cerned in this extraordinary exploit ; the other 
four being common horfetnen. Seid All was 
wounded, but four and the prince efcaped with- 
out any fcurt. 
Makes hu The prince having thus forced his vnf 
efcape. through the vizier's army, ifiued out of th€ 
city, and* arrived at a place, called Vizierabad, 

about

about fix erores from the fuburbs. Ittul Raw, a. d. 1759. 
the Mahrattor chief, lay encamped with ten 
thoufandJiorfe at Vizierabad. Ittul had been 
hired as a mercenary by the vizier, to fupport 
him in his tyrannical proceedings : but refenting 
Ghazi's breach of promife to the. prince, and 
not being regularly paid, he now thought of 
pkindering the country under th^ fandion of 
Ali Gohars name. He received him, therefore, 
with very great refped, and promifed to fupport 
hiaxs 

The prince, and Ittul Raw, accordingly con-J*^^"*^^'*^ 
tinned* for the fpace of fix months, to raife MahtatLrs. 
cootributions on the provinces to the fouth of 
Pelhi : but as the petty chiefs of villages had, 
during the confufions of the empire, conftruded 
mud forts, whither they retired with their fit- 
milies and e&£ls, at the approach of danger^ 
the Mahrattors found great difficulty in fupport- 
iiig themielves, as none of thofe forts could be 
reauced without a regular fiese, in which they 
yrcrc very little JfldUed. Ittul Raw, tired of 
this kind of unprofitable war, propo(ed to the 
prince to retire to Gualier, where the Mahrat- 
tors had now efiabliflied a government, promifing 
to give him a trad of country for his main- 
tenance. Ali. Gohar thanked the Mahrattor for 
his generous proppial, but declined to accept 

erf" it. 

His CTes were now turned to another quarter. Nigib ui 
Nigib ul Dowla, who had, at the king's requeft, ^''^ 
betrayed Gha;zi ul Dien to Abdalla, was, \mon 
the reinftatement of the vizier in his omce, 
obliged to fly to his jagier of Secundra, be- 
tween thecivers, about forty erores belyw Delhi. 
The prince looked upon him as the moft pro- 
per perfon to condud his afiairs. He accordingly 
took leave of Ittul Raw, crofied the Jumna, 
• arrived 
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A. D. 1759. arrived at Secundra, and was received with 
great rcfpcd by Nigib ul Dowla, who, however, 
did not think proper to join heartily in lus 
caufe. 
^h^ ^^ return to the tranfaftioQS at Delhi : Ab- ' 
apin to dalla had no fooner fettled his affairs, than he 
^^^^ prepared for another expedition into Hindoftan* 
He refolved to fupport his army with the plun- 
der of that country, and to keep them in ac- 
tion there for other enterprizes more arduous. 
He accordingly marched from Candahar, and 
in the montn of Ribbi ul awil, 1174, arrived 
in the environs of Delhi, l^he unhappy Allum- 
gire applied to him for relief ; and, if poifible, 
exaggerated his own misfortuncrs, and the un- 
heard-of villainies of his vizier. He, at the 
fame time, by his emiilaries, ftirred up fadions 
in the army of Ghazi, who had marched out of 
the dty to give battle to Abdalla. The dif- 
cerning mind of that minifier foon penetrated 
into the king's machinations againft him* He 
did not for a moment hefitate\ what to do; his 
hands had already been imbrued in blood, and 
he ftarted not at murder. He refolved to take 
off the king, and then to let future events dire& 
hislineof aftion. 
Defifins of Though the king was in fome meafure a pri- 
the vizier, {qj^^^j he was permitted to keep his guards and 
a great retinue of .fervants. They pitied his , 
misfortunes, and became firmly attached to his 
intereft. Abdalla, who was near with his army, 
feemed to give fome encouragement to AUum- 
gire, and that prince's party acquired ftrength 
every day. The vizier faw himfelf hemmed in 
upon all fides by enemies ; he, therefore, thought 
it high time to aflaffinate his mafter. — He knew 
the weaknefs and fuperflition of the mind of 

AUumgire* 
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iUlumgire. He, therefore, trumped up a ftory a.d. 1760. 
concerning a Fakier, who proph^ed and wrought 
mirades^t the Kottulah of Fcrole III. The poor 
enthuliaftic king, juft as Ghazi expeded, e^- 
preffed a great •defire to fee the holy Fakien 
As it would derogate from the reputation of 
the pretended faint, to pay a vifit, even to a 
king ; Allumgire refolved to confer tpon him that 
piece of relpeft.— ^But he had no fooner entered Bmpetw 
the apartment where the holy impottor lat, 
than two afiaflins fiarted from behind a curtain^ 
cut off his head with a fcimiter, and threw his 
body, out of a back window, upon the fands of 
the Jumna. It lay there two days without inter* 
ment ; none daring to pay the laft office to the 
remains of their unfortunate king. This tragedy 
•wzs afted at Delhi, in the montn of the fecond 
Ribbi, 1174. 

Such was the end of Allumgire, who, in an 
age of peace and tranquillity, might have lived 
vnih fome reputation, and have died with the 
charaAer of a faint. But the times required 
uncommon abilities in a king, and the moft vi- 
gorous exertion of the manly faculties of the 
ibul ; neither of which that unhappy monarch 
in any degree poiTefled. His ftruggles, therefore^ 
againft the ambition of Ghazi, were puerile and 
impotent. Had he employed the aflaffin againft the 
breafi of Uiat treacherous minifter, juftice would 
have warranted the blow; had he poffelled 
courage to have aimed it with his own hand, a 
thoufand opportunities were not wanting. What 
then can be faid in favor of a man, who durft 
not make one manly effort for his authority, or 
refent indignities which he daily , rfteived in 
pcrfon ? 

The perfidious vizier ordered the body of the 
king, after lying two days expofed on the iand of 

. ♦ the 
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A.D.i76oJl^ Jurnna, to be privately interred. He thai 
took another prince of the blood, and placed 
him upon the throne, by the name* of bhaw 
Jehan. 



. SHAW 
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NIGIB UL DOWLA, who had, fome time a. d. «76t« 
before the aflfaifination of Allumgire, made J^^^ 
Bp matters with the vizier, had the addrels to Delhi. 
tetain the office of buckflii. Shocked at the 
villainy of Ghazi, or delirous to transfer to 
himfelf the whole power, he again betrayed 
that tninifter, and went over with all his forces 
to Abdalla. Gha^i, in confequence of this defer- 
tion, fbund himfdf obliged alfo to make peace 
with the invader. 

Theie faiAidns proved fatal to the unhappy MtOiir. 
IMhians. Abdalla laid the city under heavy lll'^ ^L 
cnntiibutions, and inforced the colleftion with 
inch rigour and cruelty, that the unfortunate 
inhabitants, driven to delpair, took up arms. 
Irtrc Perfiaii ordered a general maflacre, which, 
^thout intermifCon, lafted for feven days. 
Irhe relentlefi Duratinies * were not even then 
gutted with flaughter, but the ftench of the 
•dead bodies drove them out of the city. A 
great part of the buildings were, at the fame 
lime, reduced to afhes, and many tbou&nds, 
*who had eftaped the fword, fufiered a lingering 
death by famine, fitting upon the fmoaking 
tvins of their own houfes. Thus the imperial 
city of Ddhi, which, in the days of its glory,

extended 
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A.D. 1761. extended itfelf feventeen crores in length, and 
was faid to contain two millions of people, became 
almoft a heap of rubbifli. • 

inmfioo by The Hiiferies of the unfortunate Delhians were 
mtJrt!*** ^ot yet at an end. The Mah];attors, who now/ 
without intermiilion, traverfed the empire for 
plunder, advanced to partake of tl>e ipoils of 
Delhi withv Abdalla. Jincow and Malharraw, 
accordingly, occupied the environs of the city. 
The Periian marched out againft them, and 
both armies joined battle at a place called Mod- 
genu Tuckia, two crores from the depopulated 
capital. The Mahrattors wer^ defeated, and 
purfued one hundred and fifty crores from the 
field : but they, in the mean time, gave Abdalla 
the flip, turned his rear, and fet out in fuD 
march for Delhi. The Durannies, however, 
were fo clofe to their heels, that, before they 
could attempt any thing againft the city, they 
were a fecond time obliged to retreat, 
janflion of jj^ ^j^g mean time news arrived, that the Mah- 
facmmcdans rattor chiefs were advancing with another very 
numerous army from the Decan, with a pro- 
fefled defign to re-eftabliih the ancient Hindoo 
government. Biflwafs Raw, Baow, and Ibrahim 
Chan Ghardi, commanded this force, which, in- 
dependent of the army of Mahrattors, whom 
Abdalla had already defeated, confifted of one 
hundred thoufand horfe. The Mjihommedaiis^ 
were ftruck with terror ; they thought it necet 
fary to join Abdalla, to fupport the faith ; Suja 
ul Dowlat, who had fucceeded his father, the 
infamous Seifdar Jung, in the province of Oud, 
Ahmed Chan Bunguilb, chief of the Patiins aod 
ali the petty chieftains of the Rohillis, hafteoed 
with their forces to Delhi. 
^**''k' h^" The Mahrattors had now entered the territo- 
jluK ^ ries of the Jates, and fummoned Raja Soura^ 

M«I1 
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Mull to join them; Though Sourage Mull, as a. dw 761. 
a Hindoo, wifhed for the extirpation of Ma- 
hommediflh in India, he was too jealous of the 
power of the Mahrattors, to obey their orders. 
""Ctaraged at his obfUnacy, they carried fire and 
fword through his dominions, and compelled 
him at laft to join them with fifty thousand 
men. * 

The Mahrattors now confided of two hundred 
thouland horfe, and the Mahommedans, whom 
Ahmed Abdalia commanded in chief, of near one 
hiindred and ^ty thoufand. The eyes of all 
India were now turned towards the event of 
a war, upon which depended, whether the fu- 
preme power fhould remain with the Mahom- 
medans, or revert again to the Hindoos. Upon 
the approach of the Mahrattors, Abdalia evacu- 
ated Delhi, and, having crofled the Jumna, en- 
camped on the oppofite bank. 

The Mahrattors immediately entered the city, p^ht pU- 
and filled every quarter of it with devafiation "^" 
and death. Not content with robbing the mife- 
rable remains of Abdalla's cruelty of every thing 
they pofiefied, they ftripped all the males and 
females quite naked, and wantonly whipped them 
before them along the ftreets. Many now prayed 
for death, as the greateft blefling, and thanked 
the hand which inflided the wound.-r-Famine 
t»egan to rage among the unfortunate citizens to 
fuch a degree, that meii fled from their deareft 
friends, as from J^eaflis of prey, for fear of being % 
devoured. Many women devoured their own 
children, while fome mothers, of more hu- 
manity, were feen dead in the ftreets, with 
infants ftillYucking at their breafts. — B9t let us 
now draw a veil over this fcene of horror. 

Ghazi ul Dien found, by this time, that Ab- The pow«r 
dalla was become bis enemy, and inclined tOdecUnes! 

• • the 
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A.D. 1761. the intcrcfts of Nigib ul Dowla. IJe tlyercftw 
endeavoured to mal^e vp mtf ter$ with tjbe Vsii- 
rattors, but hh proppiats w^k r^eAed* He 
then turned iiimielf to tjbe R^a pf th^ Jat^ep, ^ 
was in the field an unwiiiing.^uxHi^y to tkr^ 
Mahrattors, and perfuaded hiiQ to defatt thdr 
caufe, and retire to his own covqtry, whether 
he himfelf atcompanied him. Thus ended t^ 
pubfic traoTa^ons of Okassi ul Dieot who 
crowded into a few y^ears of parly youtj^ mac 
crimes and abilitijes, than otjber confuoun^t^ vft* 
lains have done into a long fifef>f wickedoe^ and 
treachery;. Though he did not pofiefe the Doom, 
the fruks of his grandfather's ^ncomiaMdi^ criipcs, 
he lauy truly be uid to have h^n (he genuine tw 
of the parts and treasons of that xnoofter <3«f i» 
qutty and viUainy. 
TtanfafK- 1 he MahrattoTS, when they entered "D^i, 
CDS in w- confined Shaw Jehan, who had borne the tkfc 
of royalty for a few weeks ; and, to quiet the 
minds of fcMne Mahommedan onFirahs, w|i^ 
aided them, raifed to the throne Jewao £ucht« 
the eWeft fon of prince Ali Gohar, .who had by 
this time aflumed the title of Sh^w AUum » 
Behar. But this young prince^ had he evfca 
abilities to reign, had now no fubje€l:$ kft lo 
command; for he may ;be coniklered as the 
itnage of a king, fet up by way of infuk in t|ie 
midft of the ruins of his cafntaL • 
Abdaiia's Abdalla being informed of the defertio® of the 
^**"^' Jatcs, was e^ctrcraely defirous pf repafling the 
Jumna, and to come to battle with the Mah- 
rattors. He, for this purpofe, marched up 
along the bank oppoiite to the enemy, to Kungi- 
purra, i* place of fome ftrength, fo^Scd by ^ 
zabat Chan, an independent fioMila chief* T3k 
Periian fumxnoned bini to furrcnder, jwthichhe ^ 
refufed, and the place was confequeDtly takenhf 
afiault, and the garrifon and inhabitants put to 

afiault. 
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the fworcL — ^The Mahrattors, at the fame time, a. d. 1764. 
inarched up upon the fide of Delhi, and, too 
confident^ their own {farength, permitted Ab- 
dalla, without oppofition, to crofs the Jumna, 
J^ the ford of I^mra : but obferving him more 
bold in his motions than they expeded, they be- 
came fomewhat afraid, and intrenched them- 
fdves at Karnal, in the very fame ground which 
was occiqpied formerly by Mahommed, while 
Abdalla chofe the more fortunate fituation of Na- 
dir Shaw. 

Both armies lay in thdr entrenchments, forComcsto 
twelve days; •fkirmifliing at times with fmaU :^rdc?«t. 
parties. Abdalla, in the mean time, found ^''« ^■**" 
means to cut off fome Mahrattor convoys, with 
provifions, and, by the vigilance and aftivity 
of his Duraauties, to prevent all fupplies from 
coitaing to the enemy's camp. — As famine be- 
gan to rage among the Mahrattors, they were 
Becefiitated to march out of their lines, upon the 
sotfaof tfaefecond Jemmad, 117 4, and to offer bat- 
tle to Abdalla, which he immediately accepted. , 
The firft ihock was extremely violent: the Mahrat- 
tors advanced with great refolution, and charged 
Abdalla fword in hand with fuch vigor, that 
he was upon the point of being driven off the 
field, when Suja ul Dowlat, well known to the 
Britifli in India, and Ahmed Chan Bunguiih, 
the Patau ^ief of Doab, fell upon the flank 
of the Mahrattors, with ten thoufand horfe. — 
liiis circumftance immediately turned the fcale 
of vidory. Abdalla recovered from his coii- 
fufion, renewed the charge, and drove back 
the etiemy. Should we credit common report, 
£fty thoiffand Mahrattors fell in thf& aftion, 
and in the purfuit : but be that as it will, the 
battle was extremely bloody, for all the generals 
of the vanquiihed, except Malhar Raw, who fled 
ftpon :?the firft chasge, were flain. 

' Abdalla, 
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A.D.i^r. AbdalU, after having purfued the Mahrattors 

^J***'j^ for the Ipace of three days, returned to Ddhi. 

AiiGohar. He wrote from thence letters to prince Ali 
Gohar, who had proclaimed himfelf king in the 
province of Behar, under the titlf of Shaw Alluavi^ 
requefting him to return to Delhi, and to take 
upon him the management of the affairs of govern* 
roent. Shav^ Allum was too prudent to tnift 
bimfelf in the hands of Abdalla, and therefort 
^ that prince, whofe affairs on the fide of Perfia 
— required his grefence, confinned Jewan Bucht • 
upon the throne of Delhi, under the tuition of 
IsHgib ul Dowla, from whom he ixafted an an- 
nual tribute. Abdalla, after thefe tranfadions, 
returned to Cabul. 

J]^t«* No fooner had Abdalla evacuated Delhi, than 
the Jates commenced hoftilities againft Nigib nl 
Dowla. They feized upon Camgar Chan, Ze- 
mindar of Ferochagur, and appropriated to 
themfelves his wealth and territory. The mi- 
nifter, upon this, took the field. The Jates ad- 
vanced againft him, with a great army, under 
the conduft of their chief. Raja Sourage Mull. 
The Jates being much fuperior to the force of 
Nigib ul Dowla, became confident of fuccels; 
fb that, when the armies approached within a 
few miles of one another, near Secundra, the 
Raja went carelefsly out, with fome of his offi- 
cers, upon a hunting party. Nigib ^ul Dowla, ^ 
being informed of this circumftance by means 
of his fpies, immediately difpatched a party of 
five hundred horfe, under Seidu, a bold partizan, 
in queft of the Raja. 
Oiicf of Seidu fell in with Sourage Mull, whole party 
€Bt off:^* confifted ^f about three hundred* They en- 

* The prefent emperor's eldeft (od. ^ 
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gaged fword in hand, with great refolutionA.D.i76x. 
on both fides ; but, at length, the Jates were cut 
off to a man, and the Raja's head was brought 
to Nigib ul Dovvla, who was then upon his 
mar ch to attack the enemy. The unexpefted 
appearance of Nigib, in the abfence of their 
prince and beft omcers, ftruck the Jates with 
univerfal panic ; when, at that very inftant, a 
horfeman advancing at full fpeed, ^threw the 
Raja*s head into their line. This circumftance 
compleated their o^ufion, fo that Nigib ul 
Dowla defeated them with eafe, and purfued 
them, fword in Jiand, fome crores from the field 
of battle. 

The minifter, after this vidory, returned to ^f^^^^j 
Delhi. But he had not long remained in that coodua 
capital, before Joaliir Singh, the fon and fuc- 
ceubr of' Sourage Mull, hired twenty thoufand 
Mahrattors, under Malhar Raw, and advanced 
with all his forces to Delhi. Nigib ul Dowla 
vras not capable to cope with the Jates and 
their auxiliaries in the field. He (hut himfelf 
up in the city, where he was befieged for three 
months, and at laft reduced to great diftrefs. 
However, a handfome prefent to Malhar Raw 
faved him upon this critical occafion. The 
Jates, finding themfelves betrayed by their mer- 
cenaries, were obliged to patch up a peace, and 
retire into their own country. Thefe tranfac- 
■tions happened in the year 1175 of the Higera. 
Nigib ul Dowla has been fince frequently attacked 
by the Jates to the eaft, and the Seiks to the weft, 
but he ftill maintains his ground with great refo- 
lution and ability. 

But to ^return to the adventures of theAaions^of 
prince Ali Gohar, who, under the titlt of em- au g^. 
peror, now reigns in the fmall province of 

Vol. II. D d Allahabad : 
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A D.1762. ^^*^*'^' ^^ ^^^^ already obfcrvcd, that he, 
after parting with the Mahrattors, threw himfi^tf 
upon Nigib ul Dowla at Secundra^ He could 
not, however^ prevail upon that omrah to 
take up arms in his favour. He, therefq||^ 
left Secundra, with a fmall rttinue of (ervants, 
who lived at their own expence, in hopes of 
better days, with their prince. With thefe he 
arrived at Lucknow, one of the principal cities 
of the province of Oud, where Suja ul Dovpfat 
kept tnen his court, ^pja ul Dov^Iat r^ 
ceived the^king with feeming great reipeA, and 
paid hinr"roy2d honors; but this was only the 
falfe politenefs of an Indian court ; which is al- 
ways'' lefs deficient in ceremony than in faith. 
It was not the intereft of Suja ul Dowlat, who, 
by the villainies of his father, the infamous Setf- 
dar Jung, had become an independent prince, to 
revive tnc power of the emfnre ; he therefore 
declined all connexion with the affairs of Ah 
Gohar. He, however, made him a Nafir of 
elephants, horfes, and half a lack oi roupees ia 
money, and indnuated to him, to leave bis 
court. 
ArrWfs tt ^ Gohar, in this diftrefled fituation, turned 
Aiuhaud. ^Q^j^r^j Allahabad. Mahommed KuH Chan, 
at that time, poffefied that city and province. 
Mahommed received the prince with niendfidp 
as well as refped ; for being a man of an enter- 
priung genius, he entertamed gi%at hopes of 
raifing Mmftlf with the fortunes of the Shav 
Zadda *• After maturely deliberating upoa 
the plan of their future operations, it was ic-

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folTed, that, inftcad of relieving the unf0rta«A.D.i764. 
najte Allumgire from the tyranny of Gazi at 
Delhi^ they*£hould endearour to poflefs thexn« 
[elves of the provinces of Bengal and Behar^ the 
[^£fv«nues of which Qiight enable them tofupport 
I. iufficient army to rdftore the power of the em- 
pire. Though the Shaw Zadda was the undoubted 
ketr of the empire, yet, to take away every pre* 
tcnce of right from Jaffier All Chan» whom the 
Bridih, an account of his yillainies, had railed 
to the goverament^Sf Bengal, be obtained a 
from grant of the fubaihips of the threV^oviaces.

Every Uving being now concerted, puUic or- ^**™p**| 
ders were ifiiied to the neighboaring Rajas and of b^^ 
fpgedars, to repair to the ftandard of the Shaw 
Zadda ; while Mahommed Kuli Chan raifed all 
the troops of Allahabad. Camgar Chan, one 
of the principal fogedars of Behar, Pulwan 
Singh, Raja of Budgepoor, Bulbidder, Raja of 
Amatiy and many other, both Hindoo and 
Mahomedan chiefs, obeyed the fummons, and 
joined the prince. Soldiers of fortune, in the 
mean time^ flocked to him from all quarters, fo 
that Alt Gohar found himfelf foon at the head 
of iixty thoufand mien.

Sebedby Suja ul Dowlat, having poffeffed himfdfof 
i^Lt. the king's perfon, clofely confined him. He, 
at the iaifte time, mocked the unhappy roan 
with a farce of royalty, and obliged him to 
ratify all grants and conmiiffions, which miglit 
ferve his yn^n purpofes. U^der the fandion of 
thefe exwned deeds, Suja ul Qowlat made war 
upon the neighbouring ftates, in which, how- 
ever, he was not very fiiccefsfuL When Caffim 
Ali was driven from the fubaihip of Bengal, Sn^ 
ul Dowlat joined him, in order to recover Us 
government. He was defeated at Buxar, by tbe 
Britifh, and the king being, in his flight, left 
behind him, threw himfelf a fecond time under 
our protedion. 
S b** rt!?'' He hoped, now, that as Suja ul Dowlat*s donri- 
avariM of uions fell iuto the hands of the Britiih, in confe* 
the Bfitinu qucnce of this viftory, that they would confer 
them upon him. But the untortunate prince 
deceived himfelf. He had no money, and coS' 
fequently had no friends. Suja ul Dowlat «t« 
ftill poflefled of wealth : and the virtue of the con- 
querors was by no means proof againft temp* 
tation. They reftored to him his dominion^ 
and, by a mere mockery of terms, called i&- 
juftice by the name of generofity. A fmall part 
of the province of Albhabad was allotted to tk| 
kin^^ for a fubfiftence, and the infamous i^ 
of a ftill more infamous Perfian pedlar enjoys dx 
extenfiife province of Oud, as a reward fbn

Sthe MogniU,^ qoany dependent governfrients out oHu 
bsfie ftarted up of late years, it may not be im- *^^ 
proper in this place^ to take a curfory view x>t 
the pre&nt ftate of Hindoftvi. To begin with 
the northern provinces. We^ have already ob- 
iervedy that Candahar, Cabul, Ghizni, Hihawir, 
with a pak of^oultan and Smd, are under 
the dominion ot Ahmet AbdaUa^^^That prince 
pofiefles alio, ^pon the iide of Periia, the greatefl 
part of diorailan andSeiftan, and all Bamia, oh 
that of Tartary. ^bbdalla, in ihort, reigns over 
aknoft all the^ountries which formed the em- 
pire of Ghizm, before it defcended from the 
mountains (^ Afganiftan to Lahore and Delhi. 
It is Inghly probable that, as Kerim Chan bias 
fettled the weftern Perfian^ he may foon extend 
the empire t Aits ancient boundaries towards the 
eaft, and drive Abdalla into Hindoftan ; {q that 
a tMrd dynafty of kings of India may arife from 
among the A^pms. 

The revenues of Abdalla are very coniidera-^Achmet 
Ue, amounting to about three crof es of roupees. ^bdiiu. 
But as he is always in the fields and maintains 
afi army of 100,000 horfe, to defend himfelf 
from the l^rfians and Tartars, he is in great diC- 
trels for money. This circumllance obliges him, 
not only to opprefs his own fubjeds, but alio 
to cs^rry his depredations to foreign countries. 
During the competition of the fcven cohibira- 
tors for the throne of Periiay^ybdalla had little 
to fear frbm that ouarter. But as Kerim Chan has 
eftabliihed himfelt, by the defeat and death of 
his rivals, it is extremely probable, that Ab- 
dalla wiU foon feel, as we have already t/tS- 
ferved, the weight of his a^^ms, as Chorraflan 
/ * • and 
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and Seiftan are properly provinces of the Perfian 
empire. 
His poiiti. However^ Abdalla is at prefent at peace with 
c^afiiuatMoj^erim, and has taken that favourable opport^^ y 
nity for invading Hindoflan. H» had, in App'l " 
1767, defeated the Seiks in three diffcrcrit' 
adions, and advanced to Sirhind, about forty 
crores from DAhi^ ^rth an army of fifty thou- 
fand^horfe. It is Jfuppofed that Nigib ul Dowla, 
who| in the name of the prefent emncror's fon, 
manages the a^irs of Delhi, In^, a^e himfelf 
was hard ppraed by the Seiks an^ Jates, called 
in Abdalla, to take upon him the gov^nment. 
Nigib ul Dowla, by our beft intelligence, 
marched out of the city to'^itat his ally, with 
forty thoufand men. The armid^Jay in fight of 
one another, and they were bufy m negotiation, 
and in fettling a phm for theif future operati- 
6ns. Abdalla, in the mean time wrote circular 
letters to all the princes of India, j Dminanding 
them to acknowledge him King ot Kings, and 
demanding a tribute. Suja ul Dowlat, in partis 
cular, had received a very fliarp letter from him, 
upbraiding him for his alliance with Infidels, 
and demianding the imperial revenues, which that 
fuba had converted to his own ufe for fome 
years back. 
Htscharac- Such was the fituation of the affidrs of Abdal- 
t^'- la, by our laft accounts from Delhi. This prince . 

is brave and a£tive, but he is now in the decline 
of life. His perfbn is tall and robuft, and indi- 
nable to being fat. His face is remarkably broad, 
his beard very bh^i^, and his complexion mode- 
rately fair. Hi?appearance, upon the whole, is 
majeftic, sftid expreffive of an uncommon dignity 
and ftrength of mind. Though he is not fo 
^^erce and cruel as Nadir Shaw, he fupports his \ 
authority with no lefs rigor, and he is by no , 

* . means* 
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means Ids brave than that extraordinary mo- 
narch. He, in fhort, is the moft likely perfon 
now i2 India, to refiore the ancient power of the 
N.,..^mpire, ihould he affume the title of king of 

>»i^ The Seiks border upon the Indian dominions TiwSeiU* 
of Abdalla. That nation, it is iaid/ take their 
name of SfiRs, which fignifies 1>iscipl£S, from 
their being followers of a certain philofopher of 
Thibet, wno taught the idea ofta commonwealth, 
and the ^uryidQdrine of Dofm, without any 
mixture' of^her the MahommeHv^ or Hindoo 
fuperi^tions. They made their firfl appearance 
about the commencement of this century, in the 
reign of Baha^i^Jhaw, but were rather reckon- 
ed then a pa»cular fed: than a nation. Since 
the empire oegan to decline, they have prodigi- 
ouily inq^fed their numbers, by admitting 
profely tes of all religions, without any other cere- 
mony thaJLan oath, which they tender to them, 
to oppofe iftonarchy. 

The Seiks are, at prefent, dividedlntofeveral^f^^"^^*" 
ilates, which in their internal government are their go- 
perfeAly independent of one another, but they 
form a powerful alKance againft their neighbours. 
When they are threatened with invafions, an af- 
fembly of the fiates is called, and a general 
chofen by them, to lead their refpeAive quotas 
of militia into the field ; but, as foon as peace 
is reftored, the power of this kind of di^tor 
ceafes, and he returns, in a private capacity, to 
bis own community. The Seiks are now in 
polTeffion of the whole {province of Punjab, 
the greateft part of Moultanalld Sind, both the 
banks T)f the Indus from Cafhmire fb Tatta, and 
all the country towards Delhi, from Lahore to 
Sirhind. They haVe, of late years, been a e|^t 
check upon the arms of Abdalla ; and, though

H%ib b1 Migvb 1x1 Dowla has been know^n, ^ wheir hard 
Dowiatbeifpy^j by his hoft)]|p ndghboursy to ratfe 60000 
horie ; but his r^^ues are not fuffident to ibp- 
port one teflltb part of that number.

^^ Befides Nigib ul Dowla, there are chiefs of the other r«. 
. ""N^ohilla race,^ who are perfeftly independent ; but *»^ **^»*

forces. 'ITic moft refpedable of their chiefs is 
Hafi!& Rhioiut, who pofleiTes a»con(iderable dif- 
tiici: between the rivers. The next to him, in 
power, is Doondi Chan ; an\ with him v^e may 
number MfutttU^uflein, Jacok Aii Chan, Fattc 
Ghan Zurejg^and others of lefs'i^^te, who com- 
mand indC^ndent tribes beyond tke Ganges to 
the n^th of Delhi. 

The whole pmwr of the Rohillas may amount Their foftr. 
to 1 00,000 yne, and an equal number of infant' 
try, up6n aFemergencv j but thefe are fo wretch. 
ediy stppc^nted and ill paid, that they fumifh 
more of lidicule, than they can imprefs of ter« 
for in thl field. Their infantry are armed with 
r<xdEets, ^nted with iron, which they difcharge 
in volUes among cavalry, which frighten more 
with their noifti Mid uncommon appearance, than 
by the execution which they make. The Rohil- 
las are remarkable for nothing more than their 
nature^ antipathy to the Mahrattors, which might 
be turned to advantage by the Britifii in their fu- 
ture views upon Hindoflan : but the truth is, 
that the Hindoos and Mahommedans fo equally 
baUance one another in that country, that by 
fupporting one, we may, with great fadfity, 
command both. 

There is a ftnall government of the Parana to PrfncipaBif 
theeafl of the Rohilla triBI^ Their diftrtft is aL^^^' 
bounded by the dominions of thef>reientldng, 
by thofe of Sujah ul Dowlat, and by the tern- • 
tones of the Jates. The capital of this petty grai-

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banks of the Ganges, a few crores above the ruins 
of the celebrated dty of Kinnoge. Ahmed . 
Chan Bunguifh) who made a great figure againft .^ 
Seifdar Jung, the father of Suja ul Dowlat, rules r 
over this diftrid. Ahmed is more diftinguifhe(|^r^ 
by his abilities and perfonal bravAy, than by^ jy 
the extent of his power. His revenues do not ' -* 
exceed fifty lacl^ ; but he always keeps a ftand- 
ing force of t wo o^three thou&nd good horfe, 
which he pays well j^and, upon an emergency, be 
raifes all his vaflaU, who confift of abovt 20000 
men* His coimt^ is full of foffsV^ann he has, 
confequently t^n hitherto able to defeml himfelf 
againft the Mahrattors, Jates, and Suja uK)ow-

Thejata. ^'^^ City of Agra, and a very'^onfiderable 
tra£l of country round it, extending^along the 
Jumna, from forty crores below thl: city to 
within five of Delhi, and ftretchingjf back to 
Gualier and BarampuUa, are now in^ne hands 
of a Hindoo nation, called the Jates. The 
raja, who commands the Jates, is defcended of 
the ancient race of the Jits, who poflefled the 
banks of the Indus, as far back as the reign of 
Mabmood of Ghizni. From their prince, the 
whole body of the Jates, though made up of 
many dillinfk tribes and fe^s, take their name ; 
but others, with lefs probability, trace it to 
Jate, which in the Hindoo language fi^ifies' a 
labourer. 

Thdrar^ The Jatcs made no figure in the Mogul em- 
pire, as a nation, till the reign of Allumgire, 
commonly knowi^^ Europe by the name of 
Aurungzebe.c^In that monarch's expedition«to the 
• Decan, they were fir ft heard of as a gang of ban- 
ditti, under an intrepid fcliow, called Chura 
MS^. They were then fo daring as to harrais 

the • 
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the rear of the imperial army. After the death 
of Allumrire, the Jates took advantage of the 
groi^ng imbecility of the empire, and fortifying 

' emfelves ^mong the hills of Narvar, fpread 
eir depredations to the gates of Agra. Mokun 

ingh, who, after the death of Chura Mun, 
commanded the Jates, took upon himfelf the ti* 
tie of Raja. Their powcr« inCreafed under Bo- 
dun Singh and Sourage Mull, which laft was 
dignifi^ with titles from thAemperor.

reigns ovjjjjthe Jates, and is a vcff% weak pnnce. 
His y venues do not exceed two crores of rou- 
pees; his dominions, like the reft of India, 
being harra£^^9y the Mahrattors. He may, 
upon fome drccafions, be able to bring into the 
field fixty w feventy thoufand men, but he can- 
not keemong in pay one third of that number. 
The dominions of the Jates abound with firong 
fbrtreffesMuch as Dieg, Cumbcre, afid Aliver ; 
in one of^hich their prince frequently refldes, 
though he fpends the moft part of his time at 
Agra. 

To the fouth-weft of the Jates, Mudoo Singh, ^»i* ^^ 
an India raja, pofies a very confiderable territory, ^''"***^'^' 
and refides for the moft part at- Joinagur. He is 
the fon of Joy Singh, a prince famous for his 
knowledge in aftronomy,' and other mathemati- 
cal fciesices. He entertained above a thoufand 
learned brahmins for fome years, in redifying 
the kalendar, and in making new tables for the 
calculation of eclipfes, and tor determining the 
longitude and declination ^^fthe ftars. — ^The re- 
venues of Mudoo Singh are nOT very confiderable, 
being* reckoned only eighty lacks 7 his domini- 
ons being woody, mountainous, and confe- 
quently ill cultivated. He can, however«^fe 
forty thoufand men \ and he himfelf is efieemed 
a goo4 foldier. ^

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ifirwar. Bordcrifig vpon Mudod SiQgb, upon the (ron* 

tiers of the Decan, is the extenfive country of, 
Manrar, ruled at pr^nt, by B^a Siii^, the fon*/^

Marwar, when the empire was in ^ flourifliuii/^. 
condition, yielded annually five crores of rou<j|t/

Hindoftan. His dominions ^Mm^formerly very 
extenKve, but, of late years, the^^ve been dr- 
cumfcribed within narrower bound^ His terri- 
tories abound with mount* i s and fWefls, and 
are almoil furrounded by the kingdoBfis of Ma- 
Java and Guzerat. His revenues arcknconfide- 
rable, and he cannot bring into theradd above 
fifteen thouland men. — hi the valUes between the 
mountains of Odipour, there are many petty in- 
dependent rajas; Bundi, Cottu, Rupnagur, 
Jeffelmere, and Bianere, l)eing governed by their 
refpeftive princes, each of whom can mufter fix 
or eight thoufand men, 

Mabnron. '^^^^ Mahfattors are the moft confiderable Hin- 
doo power in Hindoftan. The prindp^ feat of , 
their government is Sattarah, and fometimes 
Puna, on the coaft towards Bombay. Though 
the genuine Mahrattors all over India do not ex- 
ceed 6cooQ n)en, vej, from their fuperior brave- 
ry and fuccefs ilrdepredation, thoufands of aB 
tribes enlifl? themfelves under their bSnners. 
'J hefe, inftead of pay, receive a certain propor- 
tiMjof the plunder. By this means an army erf • 
MiKtattors increafes like a river, the fartbor it 

^ » advances ; 
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advances ; fo that it is no uncommon tfhing for 
force of ten or twelve thouland genuine M ah« 
tor^to grow into 1 00,000, before they arrive 
_ the phice which they deftine to plunder. 
gpTrhe prefent^ chief of the Mahrattors is Ragenqt '^^^^^^ 
*\d}y^^9 the fon of Bagiraw. He polfefles one half queft. 
"of Guzerat, and aU the territories between that 
province and the Decan. ^le has, of late yeaurs^ 
extanded his conquefts to all the provinces of Ma* 
lava, and to a part of AJkRabad ; having re- 
duced B^mub.^^ raja oi^GuaJier, Anarid 
Singh, mg/or Badawir, Anar|^ Singh, of 
Chund^i, and the princes of Dittea, Orcha, 
Elichpoor, Bandere, and Jaffey ; all of whom 
have become t^flAry to the Mahrattors. They 
have, moreo^ff, poueffed themfelves of Orifia, 
Mrhich o\x^afl in propriety, to be annexed to the 
fubaiUp df Bengal, according to the late grant 
of the kiiig to the Britifh. Thus the dominions 
of the M^lbrattors extend quite acrofs the penia- 
fula of Indtta, from the bay of Bengal to the 
gulph of Cambait or Cambay. -- . 
1 he amount of the revenues of the Mahrat- nues. 
tors cannot ealily be afcertained. They muft, 
however, be very confiderable. They fubfift 
their armies by depredations on their neighbours,

They nej^er want a pretence for hoftilities. They 
demand the Chout, or fourth part of the reve- 
nues of any province ; and, in cafe of a refufal, 
they invade, plunder, and lay wafte the country.

Force*. I'he armies of the Mahrattors do not, li! ;r

they march. They %rQ armed with firelocks, fome 
with match-lock fisuns, and others with bows, 
fpear^, javelins, fwrds and daggers. "Q^ey have, 
within three ye||s back, made^mefadvances 
towards forming a difciplined miVoif infantry. 
They have, accordingly, at prefent, ft*r ^r twelve 
battalions, of Seapoys, uniformly doatBfcd and 
armed. — All the powers of Isdja being now fen- 
fible of the advantages whichok Britifh have 
gained by difciplined infantry, ^umed their 
thoughts to a fimilar regulation in cbeir armies, 
and to improve their artillery, whioi was for- 
merly »too unwieldy and ill-mounted, ^ be of any 
fervice in the field. 
Bundei. To the caft of Malava, and to the fouth of 
Allahabad, is the country of Bundelcund, go- 
verned by Hindoput. His territories are of a 
confiderable extent and very fertile, and he more- 
over draws great wealth from his diamond 
mines of Hieragur and Punagur. He alfo claims 
a right to the mines of Sommclpour, but ano- 
ther raja poiTefies them at prefent. — The annual 
revenues of Hindoput amount to itear two 
crores of roupees, including the profits arifing 
from the mines.

Part of thejptmnce of Allahabad is now pof- f,^'^^)!^ 
felled by §^wAllum, by birthright lind title, kfo^ui/"^ 
though nothing lefs fo in power, emperor of 
Hindoftan. He keppimhe pioor refemblance of 
a court at AlhKibad, where a few ruined 
omrahs, in hmes of better days to their 
prince, havinc^expended their fortunes in his 
fervice, ftill ^ift the ragged penfioners of his 
poverty, and^ burden his gratitude with their 
preience. TheWfiriAs of Korah and Allahabad^ 
in the king's poileffion, are rated at thirty 
lacks, which is one half more than they are able 
to bear. Inftead of gaining by this bad policy, 
that prince, unfortanate in many refpeds, has the 
mortification to fee his poor fubje^^ opprefled 
by thoiie who farm the revenue, while He him- 
felf is obliged to compound with the farmers 
• for half th<; ftipulated fum. Beiides the reve- 
nue arifing from Allahabad and Korah, which we 
may at a medium eftimate at twelve lacks, the Bri^ 
tifli pay to the king twenty«fix lacks out of the 
V rfvenues of Bengal ; which isjll Shaw Allum 
poiTeflfes to fupport the dignit^fe& the imperial 
houi^ of *rimur. — ^It may not, perhaps, be ,un* 
acceptable to the public, to delineate, in this 
place, the charafter of that unfortunate prince*

Fron 
this blemifiv in the charadter o^Shaw AHuib, 
arofe the half of his misfortunes ; fox the gieat 
fecret of eftabliihing authority, ia^ give no or* 
ders which caianot be infor^red, and rather to fui:r 
fmatt injuries, than ihew reCbntment^ without the 
power of punifhing. 

Itis generofity is more than equal to his abifi« 
ties, and too often ill beftowed. He is too much 
addided to women, and takes more pains to 
maintain his Haram, than tofupport an army.-- 
But though we cannot call him a great prince, 
we muft allow him to be a good maj^. His vir- . 
tues are many ; but they are thofe of private 
Hfe, which never appear with hiflre upon i 
throne. His judgment is by no means weak; 
but his pa()lons^e not ftrong : the eafinels ift/ 
his temper ii^fnerefore moulded like wax b; 
every haisd ; and he always gives up hSh 0¥zg bet- 
ter opinion for thofe of men of inferior parts.

The territories of Suja ul Bowlat, who poftf-sujivi 
fes the pro^ce ^Oud, border '^ipon thofe of^'^Jw* 
the kiuK* His^revaiues amount to near two 
crores o? roiipRs, out of which he paf s nothing 
to the em{&or, though he pretends to recognize 
his title as his fo^ifiign. Since his defeat at 
Buxar, Suja ul J^)wlat attends very much to 
the difdphne o^his army, and the proper re- 
gulation of hrf finances. He has already formed 
ten battaliom of Seapoys, and has made great 
improvement^ in his artillery. When the news 
of Abdalla's late invafion came, he levied twelve 
thouiand horie, upon a better footing than is 
generally praftifed in Hindofian* He is now the 
ally of the BritiCh in India, and as bis revenues will 
never enable him to fupport himfelf in tlie field 
againft them, it is probable his principle of fear, 
for he has none of honour or gratitude, will 
make him ftand to the letter of the treaty. 

Suja ul Dowlat is extremely handfome in his His chanc- 
perfon ; about five feet eleven inches in height,*"* 
and fo nervous and ftrong, that, with one ilroke 
of the fabre, he can cut off the head of a bu£do. 
lie is aftive, paflionate, ambitious ; his penetrat- 
"^^"Cag eye feems, at firft fight, t^|S^mife uncom- 
mpna^tenefs and fire of mind : bu^Us genius% 
is XtSo volatile for depth of thought ; and he is 
confequently (more fit for the manly ex8tcifes of

Till of late he gave little attention to bufinclsy 
He was up before the fnn, mounted his hoi 
ru&ed into the foreft, and hunted down tr^ 
or deer till the noon of day. He then retu^C^ ' 
plunged into the cold bath, and fpent his sK 1] 
noons in the Haram among his women. — ^^J 
was the bias of Suja ul Dowlat's mind till the 
late war. Atnbkit)us without true policy, and 
intoxicated with the pailions of youth, he began 
a wild career, in which he was fcAn checked. 
Stung with the lo(s of re\^tHf\orJ his palTions 
have take^ another courfe. Hil^pivicy is em- 
ployed in difciplining his army/a^ he now 
mends more time at the comptoir of his finances, 
than in dallying with the^l^ies of the feraglio. 
His authority therefore, is euaUilhed, his reve- 
nues increafed, and his army Vi a refpecbble 
footing. But, with all his fplendnl qualities, he 
is cruel, treacherous, unprinciplA, deceitful: 
carrying a fpeeious appearance, purpofely to be- 
tray, and when he embraces witlf one hand, wiH 
ftab with the other to the heart . Together with 
being heir to the fruits of his father's crimes, he 
inherits all his latent bafenefs of mind ; for, if we 
except perfonal courage, he pofTefTes not one vir- 
tue more than Seifdar Jung. 

The province of Oud is (ituated to the north- 
caft of the Ganges, bordering upon Behar, from 
which it is, on the one fide, divided •by the river* 
Deo, or G2^gera, and on the other by the Carum- 
nafla- The country is level, well cultivated and 
watered.

^ %^ isHKOt a proper place to enter int6 particulars 
^ concerning thofe provinces : it may fuffice to ob- 
fefve, that Bengal, and Behar, including what is 
called the company's lands and duties upon 
merchandize, yielded in April,*i726, 33,025,968 
Sicca rougees. The expences of governnoent,. 
the tributqto the Idng, and a penfion to a na- 
bob, fet up|Oi> acODunt of the villanies of his 
father, ' amfcffited to 22,450,000 roupees, and 
confequdnly the balance in favour of the com- 
pany was io,57c*jj68 roupees, or 1,321,9941. 
1 5s. of our mo^y. — The Britifh force in Ben- 
gal confifts Of three battalions of Europeans, 
and thirty ot Seapoys, regularly armed, difci- 
plined, ancBuniformly cloathed ; fo that we are 
much fupenor, even upon that eftabliihment, 
to any other power at prefent in Hindoftan. 

In the Decan the Britifh are almofl as power- Nabob of 
fill as in Bengal. We fupport Mahommed Ali, '^'* 
as nabob of the Carnatic, and he defrays the 
expence of our army, in defence of his own 
country. There is, in a manner, no feparate 
interefl, between the nabob and the company. 
It is from him they derive their confequence 
in the Carnatic, and it is by their force he is 
maintaineci in his government. Mahommed, till 
of late, kept in pay a body of troops, which, 
from their expence and want of difcipline, he 
has been prevailed upon to reduce to a fmall 
'^lumber. His nabobfhip *b^ng guarantied 
Ao hknt by the late definitive t^^Iy between 
'■Oreat Britoin and France, he poflefles a greatdr 
fecurity on power than any other prin^ in Afia. 
The chara^^r of Mieihommed has recoKimeQAift

S government of that immenfe country, extencUi^ 
jrom tte river Cbriftna to ^ape Cpmorin. ^r 
HUcWac Mahommcd Aii Chan is five feet ten indiS* 
high ; ^well proportioned and of an engaging 
afpeck. ' His eye is fuU, lively and penetrating; 
his features aft exfirei&ve of fenfibiKty and a 
noUe difpofitiim of mind His manner attaches 
the Uranger to him ; and commandsAhe friend. 
The firft rar^y fees him, without fedRng an ilh<^ 
mediate intpreft in his welfare ; \lfi the latter 
has never been known to def^rt Im^ Calm, 
afiable, and full of dignity, he has improved the 
elevated paffions of the AfiJSc. with what i« 
amiable in the charaAer of the Buropean. The 
duplicity of the eaft is loil in th\ good heart 
of Mahommed. He is poflefled o£ amlution, 
without any one of thofe vices, wmch too fire* 
quently attend that pafllon ^ and bis policy ^ 
never unworthy of the magnanifhity of a v^tj 
tuous prince—" A great man,'' fays Mahdi 
med All, " may conceal his fentiments, but 01 
" never to deceive. It was my fortune to 
" the way of rec^tude* before mc, in my yoi 
and I never deviated into tlie paths of 
tion.. 1 met the Britifh with that openi 
which they lave ; and it is my honor, as m^j 
fecurity, to be the ally of a nation •comj^ 
of princes/' This was his declaration, it' 
condufion of the late war, when he was put 
peaceable poflfeflion of the Carnatic ; and tf 
were his fentimentfr when, at the head of hi$^ 
ther's army^rtcjefted the offers of Prance, 
iflved the wry being of the company, by 
the ficge*^f Fort St. David. « 

^sMahopmed has fretjueoily experienced _^ , 
fucc&i&ve extremes of fortunes ; anU that c^-. 

^ • ^'^^mftance 
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cnmfiance has inanifefUy affefted his l^irits. /A 
fimilar (blicitude of fituation, with other nab g lW , ^ 
who Kave fallen iacrifices to their ow n an^ ition 
or the iniquitous avarice of Eufisfmitff^s im- 
prefied an affefling melancholy on his mind. 
His joy is confequently, at times, the more ex- 
qulfite ; and the appearance of a friend, in whom 
he could confide in his diftfels, has been known 
to ovcn^helm him more than the lofs of a Jjattffc. 
The greateft encomiuiti upon his character, is 
his bemg^fiiWe to^ have ftruggled, with fuccefs, 
during tlj^ l^ce of eighteen yearg, againft th* 
avariaoi|p and revengeml i^ffions of Europdns, 
without loCng his dominions, or forfeiting his 
faith to the Britiih nation.-^-Mahommed hai 
five fons. Thty are inft'rudled in the languages 
ind manners of Europe ; and from thbir hatu- 
tsi genius and education they promife, otit day, 
to make a figure in India; 

The author bf this hlftory is indebted, for th* 
above charafter of JVIahommed, to a perfon, wh6 
had a pcrfeft view of the original. Thit prince 
is fo well khown ind fo ntuch efteemed iti Eutope^ 
that the curfbrv mehtion made of him, was a great 
defeat in the nrft edition. The author^ though 
no ftratiger to Mahomihed's .merit and fituation, 
Ivas not pcrfecHy irifbfmed} arid he choie to 
pafi flightfy over a character, which he could riot 
delineate dther from ptrlbrial knowledge or cei^ 
tain intelligence fi-orii others. The Carnatic has 
lately beeri an impttftant fcene of war; arid the 
drcumftance of the nabob of Arcot being the fifft

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Golconda, is, of late, very much circiunfcribecL

but he has of late ihewn no di^Kifition to adhere 
to it long. 
HyderNasg, Hyder-Naig, a foldier of fortune, who, by his 
now known pcrfonal merit, raifedhimfelf from alowilation 
of HydeT^ to the foverei^uty of aimoft all the coa^ of Mala- 
^^ bar, has by his abilities in the ^abinetj^^ 2t^ well as 

by his valour in the field, rendered' kimfelf ex- 
tremely formidable to the Britiih in rlwdoftan. 
The charader which the author received of him 
in India enabled him tO'. foretel, in the preced- 
ing edition, the figure which he has fince made ; 
though no man could forefee the dii^irited poli- 
tics of pur councils on the coaft. After managing 
the war with uncommon ab^ities, Hyder^, by a 
firoke of. eeneralfliip, obtained a peace, wkidi 
our manifeft fuperiorlty had no eg^osfe . to grant. 
A$ the laft delperate pufli gf hi^ fortunes, . be 
turned the rear of our arn^es, and prefented 
himfelf before Madrafs. We were, alarmed, as if 
his horfe. had wings to £[y over our walls. We 
complied with his in(olent^ demands ; and our 
)irmy^ which' was in full march after him^ was 
ordered not to advances iiepi Friendilup was 
made with tlie lion, for bravely ftruggl^ig when 
he found himfelf entangled in the tou^ 
. A current of maqy victories' will not be able 
to waih away the ilain which ttiis treaty has af- 
fixed to the Briti^i chara^er in India..

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ments* /Chcy aire, however, on account of their 
numbers and their predatory manner of war^iMpp 
formfdable to Hyder ; and, in fpite of zUJm ef- 
forts, they wafted his dominion tnh an*t]8cy durft 
*not meet him f^ce to face on the field. Their 
force, according to the beft accounts, confifis of 
60,000 horfe, 65,cott*feot, 10,000 for the ufe 
of the ajtillery, and 400 dephants. 

The Fow ftate of Hyder^Ali's finances, and the 
ravages gcommitt^ in his dominions, mduced 
jhim it^iuuary 1770 to offer even to purchafe a 
peace at^tAwenormous expence o^ two millions 
five hi^Rare^ thoufand pounds of our money. 
This fum was rejeded by Madeo-Raw, the chief 
of the Mahrattor ariftocracy, who abfolutely re- 
fuied to clofe with any terms, till Hyder- Ali ihould 
evacuate all his conquefts on the coaft of Malabar. 
Hyder would not comply with thefe exorbitant 
demands, and, in the mean time, took his mea* 
fures fo well, that he has hemmed in, by the 
laft accoun^ip^he immenfe army of the Mahrat- 
tors in a fwecp of the river Tungbudra- 

In the month o^ March 1770, the Mahrattor 
army was in this difaftrous fituation. They had 
fcarce a month left to determine their fate, as 
their provifions were gradually decreafing, and 
the rains fwdling the rivers apace. Hyder, in 
the mean time, by his emiilaries, fomented divi- 
fions if> their camp. There arofe great difleofi- 
ons among their chiefs, as is generally the cafe 
in every nation when the aflEsiirs of the public are 
in an untoward fituation. The common foldiers 
in particular, together wgh many leaders, re- 
monftrated againu the confinein^t of Raja-Baw, 
the?ncle of the commanding PriiKe. Hyder j)y 
c his public declarations abets ue faftio^ ; he exalts 
to the ikies tbl^))ilities of Raja-BaW«^ and pre- 
tends to fear his enlarges|ient. This^^nW^f po- 
litical art and Kfi|^ementil0 had i^ efi'^c): ; a^d 
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if it does not occafion a rcrolotion imne Vbih 
yr ftate, it will, at leaft, brinp Hyde^ijith 
repul!^ion out of a vary deftruftive war wkl 
thofe NAraHkM. 

Nor does Hyder-Ali coiifine hi& thougftts t6' 
the trq>hie8 of the field. He hais extended ius 
ambition with fuccefr^-to* the cabinets oS the 
neighbouring powers.^ By intrigues in the court 
of the^ Nizam he has raifed his brother to the 
command of that princess afiMcs $ fo thtu revo^ 
lution in Oolconda feenfis t^ toUrmSin bis 

mind* ^ f 11. 

Hydefi-Ali is an extraordinary c((ara^»|i even 
in a country wBere men have an ample fidd for 
the exertion of great talents^ With all the vi- 
gour of his councils he can neither read or write ) 
but thefe qualifications are not efiential to a vA- 
litary genius, nor can learning give ftreiigh o( 
mind. He is poffefTed of a lurprifing meknoffy 
deep penetration, quicknefs of refolution^ gf^t 
perfeverance, conduft aided by ngpMtal coufsige) 
and that inexorable temper of mind, whetbei" 
from policy Or difpofition, thfet never forgites a 
crime. In his Durbar^ where he fmok^s hi* 
UuccA, he pronounces fentence of death by 
m^aving his hand \ or if he ufes words upon thi 
occafion^ 4:hoy are onJy thefe — ^Take him awat* 
fie thinks no more or the fubjed, but procefedi 
coolly to other bufinefs. Notvt^itbftanding this 
fiimmary kind of barbarous juflice^ his Aed&(M 
are generally equitaWe: lie is feared, obeyed^ 
and beloved* 

If men are juftty faid to be conquered fifft ^^ 
their own in^^^ations^ they are certainly^^t>t 
itt^ fubjeftion by the means which reduced fen^Bfti -^ 
toobediende. The circumftarttcevrhich threw the -^ ^ 
d&cipline^£uro|)eintooilrhMns^ enabled us td ^ 
flibdv^"^fli$ Iftdiansjw^h theh- own domeftic « 
fi^v;^; and Xhcf aiiSlTOod to oul!»ab3iti6s, what 
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was tUK^efult of accident. Had our addrefs in 
"' th^ ^binet continued to us the reputation 
our arms had acquired in the field, the^oferra- 
tions which the firft edition of th!^ work Conveyed 
* concerning •the conqueft of India, could not be 
decided either vifionary or impradicable. The 
charm is now brokd ;TNder.Ali has difcovered 
that we are not inyiacible \ aftd that knowledge 
is of itfelf fufficiepi to circumfcribe our* power. 
It dinaot howef^ be altogether out of place to 
continu^^p th^,public the opinions which the 
author &aa^ormed to himfelf in*the year 1 767, 
from^^ ac^rate furvey of the political ftate of 
India, at that period. 

Thus havd we, in a few words, endeavoured ^^2«!»/*" 
to rive a general idea of the prefent ftate of Hin- 
dolbui. The reflexions which naturally arife 
from the fubjeft, might fwell this work into a 
volume. It is apparent, however, from what has 
been (aid, that the immenfe regions of Hindoftan 
might be^M^^duced by a handful of regular 
troops. — ^Ten thoufand^ European infantry, toge- 
ther with the Selpoys in the company's fervice, 
are not only fufficient to conquer all In4ia, but, 
with proper policy, to maintain it, for ages, as 
an appendage of the Britifh crown. — Ihis pofition 
may, at firft fight, appear a paradox, to people 
imacquainted with the genius and difpofition of 
the inhabitants of Hindoftan ; but to thofe who 
have confidered both with attention, the thing 
feems not only praAicable, but eafy. 

That flavery and oppreffion, which the Indi- 
ans fu&r from their n^ive princes, make the 
jui^pe and regularity of a Ait^ govefinment 
appear to them in the moft favourable light. The 
great men in tiie country have no more ide^ of 
patriotifm, 4han^e meaneft flaves jJuu^hS peo- 
ple can have no attach j^ent to chieflTwhdla they 
regard as tyrants* SolcBers of fortune ^e fo 

*" num^us 
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numerous in India, that they comprdy^d one 
imfA of the inhabitants of that extent^ (tP^'^* * 
try7>3'bcy are never paid one third of the ki^u- 
lated nrfffiy by .the princes of Hindoftan, which 
renders them mutinous and difcontented ; but • 
they would moft certainly approve themSiIves 
obedient, fjuthfuK anHJ^r^p in the fcrvice of '^ 
a power who fhould pJiy them regularly. 

In a country like India, w^ere all religions are 
tolerated, the people can nave^ obje£licy;i to the 
Britifh, on account of theirs. The arnrMhight 
be compofed of an equal nuffiberyrf^jMahom- 
medans and Hindoos, who wouldTbe Si^^check 
upon one another, while a fniall boay of Europe- 
ans would be a fufficient check upon both. The 
battalions ought to be commanded altogether 
by European oiEcers, who, if they do their duty 
properly, and behave with juftice to their men, 
may attach them to their perfons, with ftronger 
ties than any troops born in Europe. But if 
juftice is not obferved to foldier^^^uman na- 
ture, in this, as in all countries, will and muft 
revolt againft oppreflionr* % 

At prefcnt, the black officers of the Seapoys 
muft rife from the ranks. This is found policy^ 
and ought to be continued. Men of family and 
influence are deterred, by this circumflance, 
fn)m entering into the fervice. Thefe officers 
are, therefore, entirely our creatures, ajid will 
never defert a people, among whom alone they 
can have any power ; for no acquired difcipline 
will give weight to a mean man, fufficient ta 
bring to the field an argiy of Indians. 

The advantaggj^ of a conqueft of Hindoftan to 
thjs country areobvious. It would pay as itTTich 
of the national debt, as government ihould . 
pleafe to di^harge. Should thg^iflux of wealth 
raife t^re-^ice of the nfceflanes and convenien- 
cic§yOt life, the pooi^i^ro the other hand, by be- 
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ing eaMp of moft of their taxes^ would be more 
aUe Jo purchafe them. — ^But, fay fome graVWlUb- 
f^fts, bow cin fuch a fcheme be recoijinled to 

^ jmhee and humanity ? — This is an obJe£lion of 
no li^ght.*— Hindoflan is, at prefent, torn to 

^pieces by fa6tions. All la ws, divine and human, 
ai% trampled under IWT^-lnftead of one tyrant, 
as in the times of 4he empiref the country now 
groans under thoii&nds ; and the voice of the 
oppr^^^ multittfoe reaches heaven. It would, 
therero^l^e pmpioting the caufe of juftice and 
humanuy^lp pull thofe petty tyrants from the 
heiglfrto wlSch their villainies have raifed them, 
and to give lo fo many millions of mankind, a 
government founded upon the principles of 
virtue and juftice- — ^The talk is no lefs glorious 
than it is pradicable ; for it might be accom- 
plifhed with half the blood which is often ex- 
pended, in Europe, upon an ideal fyftem of a 
balance of power, and in commercial wars, which 
muft be affPl>i4fi(l ^ith little eclat, as they are def- 
litute of ftrikingand JD^^neficial confequences. 
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
